Peterson stresses education 
at FSU student Senate

Pete Peterson, the Demo^ 
cratic candidate in North 
Florida's Congressional 
race, told a rcx)mful of "Hal- 
loweeners' Wednesday 
night in Florida State Uni- 
versity's student senate 
chambers that education 
should be a top priority. 

"I've been in a lot of 
groups, but this is a little 
much." Peterson told stu- 
dent senators, whose cos- 
tumes ranged from kings 
and queens to headless 
monsters. 

P^^wn, who is running 
against Republican incumbent Bill (kant in the 
2nd Congressional district, did very little 
campaigning in his speech. Instead, he 
encouraged senators to consider education as 
their future careers. 

"My remarks, hopefully, were inspirational. 
They were very non-political, " Peterson said a 
week before the election. 

Peterson is an instructor at the Dozier Boys 
School in Marianna, a school for juvenile 
delinquents. He has also worked with graduate 
students at FSU for the past six years. 

"I see investment in education as ultimately 
being the solution to all the other problems 
facing the world today,'" he said, "i have 
youngsters coming to me with IQs higher, 
probably, than anyone in this room, and they're 
illiterate." 

Peterson said part of the problem is that 
teachers are not paid enough. Consequently, 
teachers are not respected by their students, he 
said. 

"Your success is measured by how much you 
make, and by that virtue, teachers are very low 
on the totem pole." he said. 

Peterson also pushed for increased funding ol 
drug-education programs and government

grants to students planning to teach in Florida. 

"We can re-prioritize prc^amming so that we 
can put more money into ^ucation," he said. 

Peterson assured he is not just pushing 
education as a campaign ploy to gain votes. He 
said he would do nK»*e than talk about education, 

if elected. 

"I think I've been tested on my word," 
Peterson said, adding that nearly every teacher 
in his district has endorsed him. "I'm not into 
making false promises." 

Peterson said he entered the political arena 
because he felt today's youth were not being 
represented in Congress. 

"No one has given direction to the youth. 
Congress, essentially, is a place where people 
make decisions ... for themselves." 

Peterson was introduced at Wednesday's 
senate meeting by Bob Boyd, who ran against 
Peterson in the Democratic primaries this fall. 
Boyd, a 26 year old attorney and alumnus oT 
FSU's law school, said students wcnild be doing 
what's in their best interest if they vote for 
Peterson. 

"He's going to go up and do what s rii^'ht." 
Boyd said. "He's going to champion our cau.-^e.^."

I hope y'all in Tallahas^e caught 
the debate between Lawton Chiles 
and Bob Martinez the other night, 
though I understand Channel 6 

thought the electorate in the state 
Capitol would die from rage li 
denu^d ""Wheel ol' Fortune." But 
then, Channel 6 is a disgrace; they 
wouldn't know news if it bit their 
lips off. 

Anyway, the live debate (though 
"live" is a questionable description 
of Martinez) was awkward, Chiles 

embarassing, amusing and interesting in turn. It may not 
have gladdened the heart, but it sure focused the mind: If 
we don't elect Lawlon Chiles governor on Nov. 6. we are 
missing perhaps our last chance to create a Florida fit for 
human habitation, a Florida to cherish, a Florida to be proud 
of. Chiles ain't perfect on every issue, but he shows 
compassion and enthusiasm and intelligence—qualities 
which have been pitifully lacking in the governor's office for 
the past four years. 

As a debate, the thing left much to be desired. With the 
exception of Dick Kane, who snarled pointed inquiries like 
a Capitol reporter should, the other TV heads with their 
shiny blowcii-ied hau and their diaphragm-deep TV voices 
were as docile as kittens. Bui it might not have mattered 
if they'd been thorny as barbed wire , neither candidate was 
particularly inclined to answer questions and both tended 
to wander far afield in their statements. Martinez kept 
rabbiting on about prison beds, while Chiles kept slamming 
his opponent with challenges to further debates. 

Martinez was well-coached, if not well made-up; those nasty 
dark bags under the eyes, those flaccid jowls. Mac 



Stipanovich must've made him practice saying "'liberal" over 
and over again until he sounded just like Dempsey Barron 
Perhaps Stipaiunich made Martinez read Congressman 
Newt "Death Lizard" Gingrich's little book on what "bad" 
words to throw at Democrats during campaigns. 

Though he missed out '"traitor" and "communist." he didn't 
lose a trick on "Washington insider, ' "big spender," 
"extreme liberal," "ultra-liberal," "out-of-touch liberal," 
"liberal media," "liberal Legislature," and so on, no matter 
how much of a non sequitur. Martinez turned even questions 
on water management into monotonic rants on that 
t( rrifving group, "the liberals," clearly equated in his musty 
mind with 2 Live Crew. 

For his part. Chiles had a story and he was sticking to it: 
that Martinez is too chicken to debate him again on taxes 
or the environment or crime. While it got a bit tiresome 
hearing him say this over and over, he is undoubtedly correct. 
Martinez would only agree to debate the one time becau.se 
he's a >\Tetched speaker— dull, rasping, humorless. There's 
no way Mac Stipanovich would let him go on live TV to make 
a chump of himself more than once. He's about as animated 
as a possum caught in tiie glare of headlights. Did you notice 
that new Martinez left-hand motion, though? You could 
hardly see the string attached. 

And did you notice that Martinez never mentioned his 
alleged running-mate, the ethically questionable Allison 
DeFoor? He talked about Mary Jane Martinez as if .s7?e were 
running for Lt. Governor. Of course, mentioning the wife and 
the kids and the lO-'Jyearold grandmother and never 
referring to Florida except as " our great state" is vintage 
\KA sprecht which, mouthed by Martinez, sounds even more 
cliched, plastic and tawdry than usual. 

Against all odds, a few points of substance emerged from 
this. One was that Chiles would not promise not to raise 
taxes, unlike Martinez who promised not to, then did.

Everyone with half a brain in 
P'lorida knows that we have such a 
tissue-thin tax base that revenue is 
going to have to go up or the state 
will go down the drain. 

And here's where Martinez made 
a tactical error. In trying to stick 
Chiles with the tag "Washington 
insider," he meant to implicate him 
in the recent budget debacle, even 
going to the ridiculous lengths of 
accusing Chiles, while senate 
budget chair, of single handedly 
doubling the deficit Martinez's 
memory needs a new Die Hard: 
Ronald Reagan is responsible for 90 percent of the .spending 
(mainly on defense) that so bloated the deficit. People kmm 
this, they're not fooled. Moreover, they associate Martinez 
with Washington Republicans, with George Bush, with those 
that favor the rich at the expense of the poor. Martinez has 
certainly cultivated his pals with the president image over 
the years It - ' x; loding in his face like a cheap can of cola; 
he's the pohtics-as-usual guy. 

While nobody "wins" a debate unle.ss his or her opponent 
keels over in a dead faint midway through, it was clear that 
Chiles had the edge. Martinez came across like a wind up 
toy— inhuman, cold, automatic. Chiles seemed warm, 
spontaneous, good-humored and bright, a person in his own 
right, not the political puppet of a cabal of opportunists 
Maybe Chiles is the leader who can get the people of Florida 
actually interested in government again, actually caring 
about the state's problems, actually contributing. Maybe the 
next time there's a debate, the people of Tallahassee will 
phone up Channel 6 and demand to see it live and to hell 
with Vanna White.

He said the FBI is busying itself 
calling all of Sturges' contacts from 
his five confiscated address books. 

"They start out by asking. What 
do you know about the sexual 
pr^ilMtt^ Jock Purges, who 
is a known p«iophile?\" he said. 

A^^U^ to ^u^M« ^ m 
questioning his European contacts 
now, whom he said find the 
situation "ridiculous, as they have 
dramatically less aversion to nudes 
than Americans." 

He also accused the FBI of 
"looking at the worW through 

crime-color«i glas^s," saying that it uses flyers soliciting i^oto labs to 
infmn tte teiraau of anything ^Mii<mi^le. 

"The young man who turned me in thought that he was the victim of 
a govemment-sting operation," Stur^s ^d. 

Many of those w ho attended Sturges' lecture expressed concern that the 
photos displayed may not be representative of his work. 

**I think It 's wTong that the FBI can just come in and confiscate someone's 
property, but I wonder what those iconfiscatedi photos must have looked 
like,** said FSU art stu^nt Celie Brooks. 

She ^ho^ the concern of many that the photos shown were tamer than 
th<^ in wuu^ tat bo^u mM mm^^^^^mtmt. 

Sturges him^lf comn^nt^ that "K>me published artists, like David 
Hamilton, are far more assaultive to women" than his niM^, "Om^^u^ 
they) objectify them as sublets of sexual fantasies." 

Saying that he never poses his subjects, Sturges said that all (tf his nudes 
are the result of freezing natural actions. 

Claiming "naivete" when asked why he sent his negatives out for 
processing ch" colorizing, Stm*^ said he'll do his own processing in the 
future. 

Meanwhile, im^k should be awm id the My^^^m^ motivation 
behind the attacks, said Sturges, who portrayed himself as a sacrificial 
lamb.

University Professors— say the FSU 
Constitution and a stroi^ tradition 
of faculty governance protect schol- 
ars' freedom to teach and research. 

"The collective bargaining a^ee- 
ment gives professors the right to 
operate in an atmosphere of free- 
dom and confidence," said Ralph 
Daughtery, an FSU chemistry pro 
feasor who handles statewide 
grievances for UFF. 

Most encroachments on academic 
freedom, Daughtery said, are j^r- 
sonality disputes between members 
of departments who want to take 
research in different directions. Pro- 
blems arise when professors take 
steps to restrict other professors 
academically, Daughtery said. 

"Harassment is much less com- 
mon," he said. 

Daughtery said this is uncommon 
because most people within the 
university system are sensitive to 
academic freedoni. 

There are several steps professors 
can take when dealmg with facul- 
ty disputes. Steve Edwards, dean of 
the faculties at FSU, is the univer- 
sity's initial mediator of faculty 
disputes. If Edwards cannot resolve 
the problem, professors can seek 
redress at the university's faculty 
senate. 

The faculty senate has a number 
of different committees to deal with 
faculty problems. The senate has an 
advisory status to the university 
president and can adopt re^lutions 
stating its ideas, but does not have 
official power. Traditionally, the 
president (rfthe univeraty takes the 
advice of the faculty senate. 



If all else fails, tl^ UFF and 
AAUP would review and take the 
case. Except for a few violations, 
this has not been needed. 

But in 1978 the AAUP was call 
ed in when a communications pro- 
fessor at the University of West 
Florida in Pensacola was arrested 
after teaching a class on obscenity 
and the law. The students in the 
class were to emulate a jury in an 
ofc^enity case. To do this, they were 
shown the X-rated film "Deep 
Throat." A state attorney who was 
asked to speak to the class took the 
professor into custody the same day 
and confiscated the film. 

A circuit (X)urt jury found the pro- 
fessor guilty. He took the case to the 
state district court of appeals, which 
upheld the verdict. An appeal was 
made to the state Supreme Court, 
which overturned the verdict on a 
technicality. Since the court did not 
rule on the Constitutional protec- 
tion of education, some think this 
type of obscenity case could happen 
again. 

"Because the court avoided the 
Constitutional issue, this matter is 
yet to be resolved," said Amaury 
Cruz, a member of the FSU chapter 
of the National Lawyers Guild. 

David Gruender, a member of the 
FSU chapter of the AAUP and a 
philosophy professor, said academic 
freedom is safe at FSU because the 
school is a member of tbe American 
Association of Colleges and as such 
adheres to the group's principle of 
full freedom of research and 
publication of th*' results. 

Although some believe professors 
are safe to teach and research, they 
fear eictemal influences— like recent 
obscenity prosecutions— may 
restrict their academic freedom. 

"This will certainly have a chill- 
ing effect on free expression," said 
David Marko, of the FSU American 
Civil Liberties Union.

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Designing star takes break for literacy at FAMU

It's been old home week for Anthony 
Bouvier of CBS-TV's Designing Women. 

Bouvier, or Meshach Taylor as he's known 
in real life, has been in town this week 
helping to promote his Florida A&M's 
Learning Center, a program that helps post- 
secondary students with reading or other 
learning difficulties. Taylor attended FAMU 
in the mid-"60s. , 

'T have commitments for raising money for 
several different types of projects," he said 
at a press conference on Tuesday at the 
Florida Press Center on College Ave.

Fred Astaire films as his inspiration for 
becoming an actor. 

He began to study acting in high school 
after the family moved to Indianapolis, and 
tried to continue his studies at Willmington 
College in Ohio. But he found the 
opportunities very limited for black actors. 
This was, after all, the wrong end of the '60s. 

After he left FAMU he returned to 
Indianapolis to do political reporting for a 
local radio station. It was there that he 
auditioned for the national touring company 



of Hair. He got the part and then toured all 
50 states as well as Canada. 

The tour finished in Chicago and he stayed 
there for the next eight years After tiring 
of snow and ice, he finally succumbed to the 
lure of Hollywood, where he's worked his 
way up from bit parts Uke the doctor who 
gets cut in half in Omen 2 to guest-starring 
roles in such series as Barney Miller, Lou 
Grant, The White Shadow, M*A*S*H and 
others. 

Working his way up to co-starring roles. 
Taylor found himself as a regular in Buffalo 
Bill where he worked along side Dabney 
Coleman and Geena Davis. Then came what 
has to be the breakthrough role of his career 
on Designing Women as cunning delivery- 
man Anthony Bouvier. 

The character of Bouvier was originally 
supposed to be on the show for only four 
episodes in its first season, but he has proved 
to be so popular that he's become a mainstay 
on the series even to the point of having a 
regulai- girlfriend. He's even been nominated 
for a Best Supporting Actor award. 

Taylor had the time to appear in town this 
week because of a break in the shooting 
schedule, and he would like to report that 
contrarv' to recent rumors, things are very 
smooth on tht set and everyone's feathers 
are back in place.

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Money moguls have made for mixed up NFL world

The midway point of the pro football season is here, or is 
if Eight teams have played half of their 16 game -rhedule, 
while the remaining 20 teams are one game short Thank 
the television moguls and NFL owners for the confusion. 

Each team will enjoy one Sunday off this year due to the 
huge contract ABC, NBC, CBS, TNT and ESPN executives 
signed for NFL rights, extending the season by one week. 
The braindraining networks have to get their money back 
somehow, and we as fans can never be subjected to enough 
Budweiser ads, right? It shouldn't be surprising if one day 
we hear of some crazed football fan unloading his Uzi on a 
group of yuppies while screaming "You're not wearing 
Dockers, you're just wearing pants." 

Enough wishful thinking, though, let's move on to more 
important matters. 

For only the second time in the NFL's 71-year history, six 
teams are 6-1 or better at this point in the season. Two of 
those, San Francisco and the New York Giants, are 
undefeated at 7-0. The remaining teams are Chicago, Buffalo, 
Miami and the Los Angeles Raiders. 

If I was a betting man, it would be difficult to wager again.st 
that sextet making the playoffs. E.specially since the league 
expanded its playoff format to include two extra wildcard 
$pot$. 

It's unfortunate the 49ers and Giants are in the same 
conference. That matchup would make a truly competitive 
Super Bowl. There's a good chance fans will still get two 

chances to see them in action. A Dec. 3 regular season 
meeting looms ahead, and the possibility is strong for a

rematch in the NFC Championship game. 

San Francisco has quelled any doubts of its desire to win 
a third straight trophy. Quarterback Joe Montana has been 
phenomenal and it seems as if he'll be throwing touchdown 
passes until the year 2000— at age 45— when the 49ers will 
win their 13th consecutive Super Bowl. 

The Giants are playing as well, if not better, than the 1986 
team which won the title. A great defense— the one thing the 
49ers lack- has played a big part in New York's success. Phil 
Simms is probably the best quarterback you never hear 
about, and running back O.J. Anderson— isn't he about 62 
now?— just keeps piling up yardage. 

Chicago should not be slighted. With the league's top 
rushing team and a defense that ranks in the top five, the 
Bears can make noise once the playcrffs begin. Neal Anderson 
is emerging as the top all-purpose running back in the league. 
If Chicago does finish on top, it will be the first team in a 
while to do it without an excellent quarterback. 

The rest of the NFC is fighting mediocrity, with six teams 
posting three or four wins. Washington (4 3^ and Tampa Bay 
(4-4) are the only ones .500 or above. Atlanta (3-5) could be 
on the edge of greatness. Of course, Minnesota and the Los 
Angeles Rams are the Bart Simpsons of the league— 
underachievers and proud of it, man. 

Over in the junior conference, Miami has the league's top 
ranked defense, Buffalo has harmony and everyone knows 
who Los Angeles now has. 



The last time the Etolphins boasted of such a ferocious 
defense, quarterback Dan Marino was racking up 500 passing 
y£U"ds a game for some Pop Warner team. That also happened 
to be the year, 1972, Miami went 17 0. Coach Don Shula's 
attempt to duplicate those glory years will be difficult if his 
now-you-see It, now you don't running game doesn't reappear 

The Bills seem to be one happy family again after 
personality clashes off the field in 1989. If there art> 
differences, they aren't being aired in public, something that 
cursed the team last season. Quarterback Jim Kelly and 
running back Thurman Thomas, the two main whiners, are 
co-existing and whichever way those two go, so goes Buffalo 

The resurrection of the Raiders has been accomplished wit h 
their defense and Coach Art Shell's ability to motivate an 
average team. But the return of Bo Jackson gives Los Angelc-^ 
another big-play threat to go along with wide receivers 
Mervin Fernandez and Willie Gault. 

The Cincinnati Bengals (5-3) are a tough team to figm e out 
Quarterback Boomer Esiason performs erratically, and the 
defense is suspect. They opened with a 3-0 record but have 
played below .500 since. It should be noted, however, that 
all of their last five games were on the road. 

Of the remaining AFC teams, Kan.sas City (4-3), Pittsburijli 
(4-4) and Houston (4-4) ire in the best position to make then 
way to the money ^^ames. But don't count out the New York 
Jets (3-5), who have run their way into content ion, and Stnitt Ic 
(3-4), which has already played the toughest part of it 
schedule and faces only two teams above .500 the rest of the 
year. 

Enjoy the second half of the season and watch out for people 
muttering to themselves about commercials.

Less than a month aft^r Florida State I'niversity 
history Professor David Ammerman was dismissed 
as director of three university minority retention and 
recruitment prc^ams, a Florida A&M University 
administrator has been named to take his place. 

Beginning Nov. 12, Norman Jackson's title will be 
the FSU director of College Achievement Programs, 
instead of FAMU assistant vice president of student 
affairs. 

Elisabeth Muhlenfeld. dean of undergi adiiate 
studies and superviscir of the College Achievement 
Programs, said the decision to hire Jackson was made 
last week. 

"I think he's extremely well qualified for the job," 
Muhlenfeld said Thursday. "He is a fine role model 
for minority students at campus." 

According to Muhlenfeld, the university did not 



advertise for the job because the position was "cleared 
for immediate filling " 

Pat Riordan, spokesperson for the state Board of 
Regents, said universities usually advertise in 
newspapers for administrative positions to give 
minorities and women a fair shake at getting the job. 
But since the university hired a minority to head the 
programs, Riordan said the point was moot. 

Ammerman was dismissed from his non paying 
administrative job Oct. 12 by Muhlenfeld for fiscal 
reasons. Muhlenfled refused to elaborate on the 
"myriad of administrative problems" allegedlv 
plajfumg Ammerman, but said he will continue 
teaching history at the university. 

Jackson will be paid $57,000 a year to administer 
the programs. 

Ammerman said he heard through the grapevine 
last week that Jackson wa.s going to he given the

FSU ''elite" get more parking; 
faculty union president cries foul

Five more red parking spaces on the Florida State 
University campus have been snatched up and 
re^rved by the campus elite, making it more difficult 
for instructors to get to 
their classes, according 
to the FSU chapter of 
the United Faculty of 
Florida. 

According to Harry 
Groldman, president of 
the FSU chapter of 
UFF, five more spaces 
have been reserved 
since Aug. 1, bringing 
the total number to 41. 

"It's the administra 
tion's option to have 
reserved spaces for 
anyone it chooses, 
Goldman said Wednes- 
day night. "There has 
been pressure put on 
them by middle 
management to in 
crease the number of 
reserved spaces because 
of the parking problem 
on campus." 

Martin I^jeder, acting 
vice president for 
finance and administra- 
tion, said the problem 
must be kept in 
perspective. 

"There hiisn't been that much of an increase," .said 
Roeder, former president of the FSU chapter of UFF 
who has his own reserved space. ' I can see both sides 
of it, though." 

Glenn Scanlan, director of FSU's Parking Services, 
was not aware of an increase in reserved spaces. He 
said his dejMirtment has no control over who gets 
re^rved parking or how many reserved ^aces are

Though the daily increase in gasoline prices are 
causing people to drive all over town to look for 
cheaper gas, a Florida State University psychology 
profes^r says ^y probably won't start fining car 
pools. 

Jon Bailey, who studied car pooling during the 
energ>' crisis in the late 'TOs, said people are not 
willing to give up personal convenience to join a car 
pool. 

"For many 
p^^le, the only 
time they have 
to themselves is 
when they drive 
to work." Bailey 
said. "A lot of 
people cherish 
that time and 
don't want to 
give it up." 

Having to put 
up with other 
individuals" 
habits and different work schedules are reasons cited 
by Bailey as to why people don't like car pooling. 

"It's hard to find people in your neighborhood who 
work in the same area you do and go to work at the 
same time," Bailey said. "You have to ask yourself 
how compatible are you with these people. Do they 
all use de<^orant?" 

Pat Summerlin, a personnel technician for the 
Florida D^jartment of Administration, has been car 
pooling since 1975. Summerlin said she joined the p<.K)l 
to save money because at the the tune she lived 20 
miles from Tallahassee. 

**I started because of the gas crunch of the "TOs and 
there were a lot of people who started car pooling at 
that point who hadn't been car pooling," said 
Summerlin, who now lives in Tel(^^, 35 miles west 
of Tallahassee. 

Summerlin said she has been a member of car pools 
that required her to drive on a rotating basis, and 
she's been involved with pools that allowed her to sit

position, but said he's heard nothing from FSU's 

administrative hierarchy. 

"Officially, I haven't been told anything," 
Ammerman said. "I would have preferred to have 
some kind of input, but I guess that they didn't see 
it that way. But my understanding is that he is a 
pretty good man." 

This will not be the first time Jiuikson has been 
involve with minority ^ograou at F^. B^ween 
1970 and 1972, Jackson served the director of the 
university's minority affairs program. He left the 
university in 1972 to work for the College Board in 
Atlanta before working for FAMU. 

Saying he was caught off guard, Jackson refused to 
comment on his new petition. 

"I don't want to be giving information. I don't want 
to become a controversial person," Jackson said. "If 
there is anything being said I think (Muhlenfeld) 
should say it." 

Rkhard Flamer, FAMU's vice president of academic 
affairs, worked closely with Jackson for the past five 
years. He said he heard of Jackson's resignation a 
week ago, and added that Jackson's administrative 
qualities will be missed at FAMU. 

"I am going to miss the old boy to tell the truth," 
Flamer said. "It's going to be a severe loss to us 
because he is a good man. He is a strong lesuler, a 
dedicated ^caUn- and is very student orient^." 

lliere Iws been a lot of con^v@-sy surrounding 
Ammerman— who helped create three of the 
university's miiwrity and retention programs with 
the help of the late Bob Leadi, former vice president 
of student affairs— and his firing. Several high school 
guidance counselors throughout the state expressed 
concern that Ammerman's firing may have indicated 
that the university wanted to discontinue the 
programs. 

Members of the FSU Mack 8^udeiA Union and the 
FSU chaptCT of the National Association for the 
Advamren^nt of Col<»red Pec^e ^oed guidance 



counselors' feelings and organized a march to the 
Westcott building last week to speak with 
adminirtrators. 

Ben Crump, director of the BSU, said FSU Provc»t 
Gus Turnbull and Vice President of Student Affairs 
Jon Dalton told him last Thursday that an advisory 
committee could be "formed to get involved in the 
process of the programs." Crump and Carl Solomon, 
former director of BSU, said the university was wrong 
in hiring Jackson without consulting them. 

"Hiey promised us the chazK^e to get involved in the 
inrocess. And if that is Uue, if they meant that, they 
went back on their word and that upsets me," 
Solomon said. 

"This is going against what we marched for," 
Crump said. "Black students and minority students 
have to have input in the prc^ams because they are 
going to affect us so much." 

But Turnbull said the university l»roke no promises. 

"Hie advisory committee is going to work with the 
programs," TiumbuU said. "But nothing was said 
about them having input with the picking of the 
administrator. The advisory committ^ is going to 
help us plan the future of the programs." 

Muhlenfeld was out of town the day students 
marched to the Westcott building. But she said, like 
Turnbull, that students were promised a voice in the 
way the programs were going to be run, not in the 
picking of the new admini^rator. 

"My undtorstmiding is that the students were given 
the assurance that their concerns would be given close 
attention to . . . and th^ will be. They will serve as 
a committee to the programs and have input on 
decisions in the programs such as the size I am sure 
Dr. Jackson is going to want to work with an advisory- 
board. " 

Crump, who spent more than an hour Thursday 
night telking wtth FSU students at the BSU office, 
said he plans to speak with Muhlenfeld today. 

"We are going to have to make an issue out of this 
matter because we were under the impression we'd 
have a say in who would run the programs," Crump 
said.

Hsuris was charged with two counts of armed robbery and is a suspect 
in two other Suwannee Swifty robberies. 

Harris was taken to the Leon County Jail. Bond information on Har- 
ris was not available. 

Jewelry store employee arrested

said.

Simpson said the management of the jewelry company were notified 
about Touchton. 

"Moon's revived a tip that Lori was stealing jewelry from Uie ^re," 
he said. "They called us and did an inventory and searched the books 

and found things were missing." 

According to Simpson, Touchton, who gave her address as 306 W 
Fourth Ave. and Jessup, who gave her address as 1726 Hartsfield Road, 
had been stealing merchandise and sellmg it in the North Florida area 
for two years before they were arrested. 

Touchton was charged with eight counts of grand thefl and 11 counts 
of dealing in stolen property. Jessup was charged with four counts of 
grand theft and five counts of dealing in stolen property.

professorshqj," said l^andley, who holds the 
Daisey Parker Flory Professorship award.

'T think everyone's ability to park is hurt 
by the lack of spaces all over campus," he 
said. "There's not an adequate number of 
spaces on campus, for faculty or students."

accepted it. Goldman saia three deans- 
Robert Glid<ten (rf the School of Music, Robert 
Lathrop of the College of Education, and 
Sheldon Kurtz of the College of Law— turned 
ck>wn reserved spaces. 

"I just didn't think it was necessary for me 
to have one," Kurtz said Thursday. "Having 
a reserved space affects not only instructors 
but everyone who needs to park." 

Goldman puts out Faculty Voice, a UFF 
newsletter, several times throughout the 
academic year. The November issue of the 
newsletter said 3,587 faculty parking 



stickers were sold for 2,480 faculty spaces in 
1989-1990. 

At the same time, according to Groldman, 
there were 10,208 student parking stickers 
sold for 2,278 spaces on campus. Those 
figures don't include the 1,798 student and 
staff spaces at Doak Campbell Stadium. 

Goldman proposes a simple solution to the 
problem.

In fanith, they 
are not really popular on a wide-scale sense, and one 
would not expect to see many large corporate labels 
releasing 7-inches. but they seem to work well for 
smaller companies dealing >*ith relative^) small sales 
to b^n with.

Q A A (1990) - Yet another powerful and 
extraordinary political film from Sidney Lumet 
dealing with police a>rruption in New York City. Nick 
Nolte stars as a wonderfulls vulgar and malicious 
suspected of homocide in the shocHLing of a Latino drug 
dealer. Timothy Hutton is the counselor heading the 
investigation assisted by the squealings of a 
questionably honorable drug lord lArmand Assante*. 

Sharp performances and dialogue highlight the 
drama interspersed with violent eruptions, 
unapologetic racism and rampant immorality.

Love At Large 1990' - The films of Alan Rudolph 
have alwav*s been peculiar little ditties with a 
sledgehammer full of charm.

^rangefy OMitq^ it was dmi^ tl^ red hmt oi the 
Mc<^arthy that a few su:k creators fixed t^mr place 
in the evolution of what would b^ome today's 
standard for popular horror by using a medium tl^t 
was widely thought of as limited to childx^n. 

After the death of his father, 
comic book pioneer M C Gaines, 
young William Gaines was hand- 
ed the reim of the old man's 
nnking conue comf^y. Educa- 
tional Comics. Gaines the 
ymingor took little intorest in his 
responsibilities, until he met 
comic artist Al Feldstein. The 
two remolded the half-baked 
children's comics of the com- 
pany, fu-st into the form of the 
pc^mlar comic ^nds of the day 
(romance, we^bemt crime 4o^3*t 
{»y) and thai into son^hii^ dif- 
ferent from an3rthi]^ pi:d>lid^ 
in the medium before. 

Figuring that E C. would go 
under at any time, they decided 
to change the company's name to 
Entertaining Comics and just 
make comics they eiyoyed doing, 
igmning current sales trei^. 
They b^m to puUish Grange 
horror tales ai»l sciei»x fiction 
stni^ influence by the pulp 
magazines they had read as 
youths, as well as switching the 
emphasis of their crime comics 
from the legal punishment of the criminal to having 
them punished by twisted fate or not at all. 

Jui^ when they about to call the whole thing 
quits, they fK»^ed that tl^ sale of their ennks began 
to rise aiMl aocn E.G. was M the fiarefront ^ a new 
^ of sales treiMk. Hie <^mk books puUished ^ the 
company during this period we now 

referred to as the New Trend. 

The mastheads of the New Trend were Gaines' and 
Feldstein's horror titles. Tales from the Crypt, Vault 
of Horror and Haunt of Fear, far outselling the rest 
of the small (X)mi^y*8 comics. These books featured 
shocking tales of hcnnror and vidence gleefully 
nam^ed Iqr theUu^ GtMwlaties: tim Crypt Ke^r, 
the Vault Keeper and the Old Witch-characters 
l»sed on the hosts of radio shows of the Through 
them the stories were, at their best, a den^nted 
mixture of humor. per\'ersity and gore. But even when 
the creators were not m peak form they delivered 
entertaining shock or horror tales. 

The stori^ mainly featured the surprise-ending 
structure (often ones so horrible and grotesque as to 
easily shock even the media videncc saturated 
generation d* today). 1^ writm dten limited 
t^mselves with fir^uent reuse of plot devices, but 
the clever and bizarre qualities of the end results are 



mire to k^ ai^w^ wi^ any erase of twined 
curiosity coming badt for more. Supernatural fwces 
(including the often-used reanimated, rotting corpse) 
were the mainstay of the% titl^ but E C steered 
away from traditional ghost ^ory fonnat, taking the 
tales into then-new areas. 

E.C.'s crime comic. Crime Suspensetories, was very 
similar to the horror comics (so similar as to have one 
story by the Old Witch in e\-er>' issue for a while), but 
didn't have the fantastic use of monsters and other 
traditional horror trappings. It did have the 
gruesomeness and violence, though, and gained a very 
strtH^ audi«ice. 

The worst-selling titles of the New Trend were the 
science fiction comics. Weird Science and Weird 
Fcmtasy. These were Games' and Feldstein's "babies," 
Uiough, and Gaines supported tl^m with t)^ pn^ts 
frraa ^ Hontnr tides— scMnething unheard (£ in the 
of emnics. ll^se books have the flavcB* of old pulp 
sd-fl rags with an o(U ed|^ from being replanted into 
a new form. The titles were more ad^^nturous in scope 
than the horror titles, producing some spectacular 

successes and some very in- 
teresting failures. 

Gaines and Feldstein never 
put their names on the stcH-ies 
they wrote. The stars of the titles 
were the talented artists Gaines 
had illustrating the slxxries. By 
encouraping readers to respond 
to individual artists and en- 
couraging the artists to develop 
their ov^-n distinct style, as well 
as paying them substantially 
more than other companies 
would, the E.C. illustrators were 
probably the most impressive 
collection of talented comic ar- 
tists working for one company 
ever. 

It could be said that Gaines' 
true genius as an editor lay in 
assigning the right artist to the 
right story; knowing what each 
one excelled at and exploited 
that knowledge. The horror and 
crime books featured the 
brilliant story telling of Johnny 
Craig, the bigfooted humorous 
style of Jack Davis, the good girl 
£u-t of Jack Kamen, and the in- 
credible, ultra-horrific gothic renderings of the 
master of horror comics, "Ghastly" Graham Ingles. 
In the science fiction titles one could see the 
scratchy Flash Gordon-like work of Al Williamson, 
the quaintly humanistic drawings rf Joe (ManA?, and 
the beautifully bombastic machinery and aliens of 
Wally Wood. There was no lack of art tident at this 
company 

Now these works can be bought at a reasonable 
price for the first time. Gladstone is printing the 
stones m comic book form again. Each issue of their 
books features two fully reprinted comics from two 
different titles; the new Tales from the Crypt also 
carries a osnplete issue of Crime Siupen^tmea. Their 
Vault of Horror includes an issue of Haunt of Fear, 
aiul each issue of the new Weird Scknce also has an 
issue of Weird Fantasy within 

These comi(S, published bimonthly, are probably the 
l:^st deal in four colors today in terms of pages of 
quality material and lots of fun for one's dollar. They 
are worthwhile to pick up for a cheap, entertaining 
reading experience. 

The Gladstone versions of Tales from the Crypt, 
Vault of Horror and Weird Science are sold in local 
convenience stores and comic book sho|^ ... to those 
who aren't afraid. Heh, heh

It's led by senior running back 
Kirk Davenport with ;i33 yards on 58 carries and throe 
touchdowns. He's also a receiving threat with 15 passes for 
148 yards and a score. 

Defensively, iiyuries have troubled Southern. The statistics 
show it. The Jaguars allow 420 yards per game and are sure 
to have a tough time against FAMU's explosive offense. 

Senior cornerback Aeneas Williams is Southern's top 
defensive player, collecting six interceptions so far. He also 
ranks thud with 55 tackles.

elections office. 

In the District 1 county commission 
rmce, Anita Davis— presklent of the 
local branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People— enters the race fresh 
from a resounding victor>- over Rudy 
Maloy in the Democratic party 
primary run -off Oct. 2. She faces 




Republican challenger I>ouglas Dodd. 
a property manager who defeated 
challenger Clifton Brown m the 
Republican primary in September 

The two are vying for the seat 
vacated by Henry Lewis III, which 
represents much of the southwest 
portion of the county and inclu^s 
Frenchtown and the Bond Community. 

Davis has said her success m the two 
primaries was largely the result of 
support from District 1 residents and 
a tight campaign ship. She heads up 



the Community Task Force on Drugs 
and Crime, and in her campaign has 
stressed the problem of crime in her 

district 

Davis has said she w ould like to see 
more growth to create jobs, in the 
hopes that di'ugs and crime would 
decline as a result. Davis could not be 
reached for comment Sunday, but she 
told the Flambeau editorial board 
earlier that the effects of growth— such 
as traffic congestion— are also a 
primary concern . 

Dodd. a former active-duty Marine 
C orps officer who now serves in the 
reserves and received a finance degree 
from Florida State University, stresses 
drug-related crime as the main 
problem in District 1. He maintains 
that a recent project in which former 
meml:^rs of street gangs made a rap 
record is not a goal way to treat 
disruptive juvenile-

FSU student 
government broke 
financial codes

Florida State University's student government violated 
23 of its own budget guidelines in the 1^9 fiscal year, 
according to an audit released last week. 

The auditing committee of the state Board of Regents 
reviewed an FSU audit of the organization at a BOR 
meeting Thursday morning in Boca Raton. 

"To have more than 20 findings, that is a seriously bad 
audit, ' BOR spokesperson Pat Riordan said Sunday. "You 
can't take public monev and spend it willv-nilly ." 

FSU Student Body Presi 
dent Trey Traviesa was out of 
town and could not he reach 
ed for comment Sunday. 

Some of the financial viola- 
tions include student govern- 
ment agencies not submitting 
monthly financial statements 
to the student body com 
ptroller s office, and checks 
being issued without the re 
quired numl^r of signatures 
on them. 

But according to Riordan. 
FSU's student government 
did not violate any state laws 

"They violated their own 
principles." Riordan said 
"Problems w ith financial controls are at the heart of this 
bad audit." 

Riordan said that although the BOR is concerned with 
how the nine state universities s{^nd their money, it has 
not overseen a student government audit in ^veral years. 

.Statt I pn ersity System Chancellor Charles Reed said 
Florida's universities will be required to conduct their own 
student government audits next year and report the 
findings to the BOR 

Riordan said, however, that the BOR's decision to review 
all student government audits was made in July, and not 
in respon.se to FSU s recent violations. 

Riordan added that the BOR is not placing blame on any 
one person. 

T'd hasten to point out that though there are a large 
number of difficulties, no one is unckr suspicion," Riordan 
said.

The (trdmance. adopted in Januarv'. 
says the city will not do business with 
companies which have business ties to 
South Africa. Many au-gue it is one of 
the toughest of its kind m the country. 

Two multinational companies- 
General Dynamics and Tadiran~got 
a $4 million subsidy from the city of 
Tallahassee in 1988 to come to town 
to build high-tech combat radios for 
the Department of Defense The city 
owns the buildings where the com 
panies are located and lea^s them to 
each firm fen* $1 a year. 

In May, City Purchasing Adminis- 



trator Lu Williams declared General 
Dynamics in violation of the city's 
anti apartheid ordinance, which re 
quires that any company doing busi 
ness with the city first sign an afl'i 
davit disclosing any business ties 
with South Africa. 

Williams made the decision when 
General Dynamics turned in an af- 
fidavit revealing that one of its 
subsidiaries— Cessna .Aircraft— sold 
planes to Aircraft Distributors of 
Southern Africa, a South African

Some may think that Gulag ^%hi- 
pelage was the only place normal 
people were silenced by institutionali- 
zation, but based on Kate Millett's 
firsthand experiences, she says that is 
not the case. 

Millett, author of the 1970 feminist 
manifesto, Sexual Politics, will q>eak 
tonight at Fl(xrida SUte University on 
h&r ejperiemses as a vi<^im d involun- 
tary commitment to mental institu- 
tions. The visit coincides with the 
release earlier this year of her book 
The Loony-Bin Trip, described as a "cinematic 
account of the despair, anguish and shame of a person 
who is mentally ill." 

After six years oi lithium treatment for diagnosed 
manic-deprenioii, Millett decided to taking the 
drug, tiring of its side effects and the '*shame and 
collusion" it represented to her. F(dlowing the 
"ha:>piest summer of my life," Millett was committed 
for the first time and experienced the "loony-bin 
trip— the shame, the terror of being locked up " 

Millett has been in and out of mental institutions 
several times and contends that institutionalization 
is a vicious ^cle. 

"You have a record, a stigma . . . it's a very 
devastating experience and very likely to make you 
depreraed," Millet said in a press release. "It makes 
you a suspicious character to yourself . . . This kind 
of way of dealing with illness creates illness." 

Off of lithium today, Millett believes doctors 
misdiagnosed her. 

"I was in grief," she said of her state of mind when 
she was committed. "That's different." 

Dana Farmer, Adult Services progrsmti director at 
the Apalachee Center fOT Human Service, a co- 
sponsor of the event, said Millett brings a feminist 
persp^ive to her rde in the p^chia^c surviving 
movement. 

"The feminists maintain that in our very 
patriarchal world, women can get a little tired and 
a little worn out," Farmer said Sunday evening. 

The result of being out of sync with traditional male 
patterns of coping might be a diagnosis of psychosis,

depression and/or personality disorders, according to 

Farmer. 

Commenting on Millett's belief that mental illness 
may be a myth except in the most extreme clinical 
cases, Fam^r said, "Millett says that the mind or 
I^yche is really a continuum, and that sometimes we 
just get out of whack by focusing too much on one end 
or the other." 

Statistically, more women than men are committed 
to and housed in psychiatric institutions, giving 
credence to Millett's accusation that commitment is 
a form of social control. Millett says that commitment 
is "a means of controlling women, homosexuals . . . 
anyoTO difficult to <^troL'* 

'^Anyone oonsideriog entering the mental health 
field has an obligation to learn about it from p^ple 
on the receiving end," Farmer said. 

The FSU Center for Participant Education 
contributed $200 to help bring Millett to Tallahassee. 
Kelly Peters, director of CPE, agreed that Millett has 
a message affecting everyone. 

"We always tend to think mental health is an issue 
affiBcting *the otter person,' " Peters said. "But there 
is always a family member or even one's self who 
experiences mental trauma at some point in their 
life."

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Five arrested for Halloween 
attack on homeless New Yorkers

NEW YORK— Police Sunday arrested five people in a bloody Halloween 
rampage against a group of homeless people that left one man dead and 
nine others injured. 

The attackers, who wore Halloween mask> and wielded knives and bats 
during the Halloween night rampa^, allegedly shouted "trick or treat" 
before setting upon their victims. 

Four of the five were charged with murder for allegedly acting in conceit 
to cause the death of Carlos Melendez. 25, who was beaten and stomped 
to death by the gang, said Sgt. Tina Mohrmann, a police spokesperson. 

Many of the victims lived in the Charles H. Gay Men's Shelter on Wards 
Island, and police say the attackers went after homeless men as they 
crossed the pedestrian Inid^ from Manhattan. 

Police say Melendez was beaten to death as he apparently tried to fend 
off the attackers in the woods on the Wards Island side of the bridge. 
Melendez had been walking along a path toward the shelter when he was 
attacked. 

Police charged the following with second-degree munier: Robert 
Sherman, 23, of the Bronx; Hector Torres, 15, Aaron Ware, and Eric 
Williams, 15, all of Manhattan. 

Ware's brother, Raymond Fenner, 22, of Manhattan, was charged with 
attempted murder for the attack on Roraevelt Jones, who was injured in 
the rampage. 

More suspects were being sought in the case, Mohrmann said. 

*'We haven't determined the total number of group members involved," 
Mohrmann said. "We're seeking additional suspects." 

Police likened the case to the highly publicized attack on a jogger in 
Central Park, saying that the youths apparently tried to outdo each other 
in a frenzy of violence. 

One victim, John Miller, 45, said the suspects cornered him on a ramp 
leading to the bridge ccmnecting Wards Island with Manhattan. 

"They said, 'You know what time it is.' I said I didn't know. They said, 
'It's Halloween.' llien they started clt:ibbing me on the l^ad with the club," 
Miller recounted. 

Police said one of the suspects wore the mask of Freddy Kruger, the 
character in the "Nightmare on Elm Street" movies. 

Economic woes affect marriages

CHICAGO— A survey of la\\yers specializing in matrimonial law Sunday 
said instability in the nation s economy translates into an increase in rocky 
marriages and divorces. 

Nearly 300 attorneys attended the annual noting of tl^ American 
Academy of Matrimonial Laywers and more than 80 percent said marital 
stability will wor^n as the ^onomy sours. Another 75 percent expect^ 
an increase in separations and nearly 66 percent anticipated more divorces. 

"Financial difficulties create stress which exacerbates existing problems 
in many marriages. ' said Sanford S. Ch'anoff, a New York lawyer who 
is the group's newly elected president. 

"What is particularly disturbing, however, is not only that the economy 
will help make many marriages a failure, but that increased domestic 
violence and economic luurdship will accompany many of those failures," 
DranofT said. 

The lawyers universally agreed domestic violence would increai^ as a 
result of the additional stress in relationships because of financial 
difficulties, and almost universally agreed that women and children would 
suff'er in ways ranging from domestic violence to reduced funds for child 
support. 

The attorneys did feel, however, thai a rwessiun would keep some couples 
together because people would be unable to be as financially independent.

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Amendments important 

On Tuesday, FloricUans will vote on four proposed amendments to the state's 
constitution, each with the potential to make an important mark on state 
policymaking. The Flambeau has already rec^mmend^ that vrt^rs give the 
thumbs up to Amendment 1, which wcmld move up the starting date of the 
state Legislature. 

Yes to waiting peri<Hi 

Amendm^t 2 is a proposed change to the Florida Constitution that would 
require a 3-day waiting period between the purchase and delivery a 
handgun. Violating the law would be a felony. 

Amendment 2 would really only do one thing: provide a cooling-ofT period 
to prevent anyone from buying a gun and committing a crime in the heat 
of the moment that they might be sorry for later. That's it. Period. It would 
not set up stricter guidelines on who can or cannot purchase a handgun, and 
it would not create more intense background checks. 

While gun ccmtrol restrictions have to be considered carefully so they don't 
infringe on the constitutionally granted right to bear arms, this proposal is 
a good one. It would not in any way interfere with an individiiars right to 
own a gun or the business of people who sell them. 

By saying "yes" to the amendment on Tuesday's ballot, v(^rs can let both 
legislators and the gun lobby know that we won't be taken in by big-money, 
high-powered propaganda campaigns. That's a good message to send. 

Guarantee funding 

Amendment 3 would require thi' state to guarantee funding for mandates 
forced on county and city governments. For example, if the state implements 
stricter criminal sentencing laws, it would have to provide local municipalities 
with the money to build more jails. That only makes sense. 

Only a law passed by a two-thirds vote could sidestep the funding rule. 

Although there is already a law on the books that says essentially the same 
thing, it has been ignored. The only way to make wire lawmakers abide by 
the standard is to make it a constitutional amendment, as propo^l on 
Tuesday's ballot. 

.'\ccording to the Florida League of Cities, more than 330 unfunded 
mandates were handed down to local governments in the 1980s. One of two 
things usually happen as a result: either the local governments are forced 
to raise taxes to pay for the programs, or the policies aren t enforced to the 
fullest extent. 

Some have argu^ that if funding has to be in pla(% before a program is 
passed, the Legislature simply won't approve the prqx^. TTiat's as it should 
be; no programs should be implemented without adequate funding in place. 

Amendment 3 would make legislators plan ahead to ensure funding for 
programs, and would take the burden off local governments. And lawmakers 
would he iorced to think twice before arbitrarily passing a program that looks 
good on paper but doesn't have the dollars to back it up. 

Government in the sunshine 

Florida lau-makers spend a lot of time cowering behind closed doors making 
deals and last mmute compromises. Amendment 4, however, would change 
that. 

TTie propc^l would ei^and the govemment-in-the-sunshine law to include 
all legislative n^tin^ between two or more pec^le, including the governor, 
senate president and speaker of the house, and all (^mnuttee meeting. Just 
like all other local and ^te agencies, they w(nild have to hold tl^ir n^etings 
in public and announce them ahead of time. 

There have been times when major policy decisions have been made in 
meetings clo.sed to the press and the public. Other times, lawmakers have 
claimed not to know where a certain aspect of a bill came from, or how a 
certain proposal made its way into the state budget But if the legislators 
w«re (orc^ to hold their meetings out in the open, it would be a lot harder 
for them to pull a fast (me. 'Hiey w<Nild b«»me more aca»untiM»f(M* their 
actions. 

Florida was on the cutting edge when it pas^ the open mating law in 
1967. The state now has a chan<^ to make that rule even more encomfm^ing. 

The residents of Florida deserve to know what's going on in every office, 
behind every closed door and under every table in the Capitol. Amendment 
4 would bring us one step closer to that.

inci^a^ transit ridership and to make other reductions in 
highway traffic demand tefore considering any new 
construction, not just the Northeast Parkway. The motion 
to continue a study of the Parkway does not have to include 
these other actions as they are already planned. 

The items the Flambeau suggested— mass transit and 
staggered work hours— are already being exammed and have 
b^n part of the overall transportation plan for quite some 
time. Projects like the Parkway were add^ to these plans 
only after it was found that the other alternatives did not 
handle all the ^vel demand that would exist in the year 
2010 and beyond. 

In light of these facts, I was surprise to learn that some 



of the task force members had resigned to form an 

"alternative" task force to continue their review of the 
Northeast Parkway. I do not understand how they could hope 
to be any more etTective by working outside the supported 
task force. 

The currently identified corridor for the 11 -mile Parkway 
impacts just 12 homes and business today and affects no 
unique environments. To those (arsons directly affected, it 

is a significant impact, but compared to other projects of 
similar size, the neighborhood impacts are very limited. The 
environmental impacts appear to be equally minor compared 
to alternative corridors. The development impacts may also 
be tew. as the road is planned for limited access control and 
is designed to balance travel between other roads rather than 
provide a new area for development. 

All alternatives have impacts on society. Whetl^r changing 
the time people go to work or raising the price of parking 
to encourage carpooling, a ^ietal cost is being paid. The "no 
Parkway" choice also has a price. In a very real sense, 
transportation planning is the establishment of pricing 
structures for lifestyles. By increasing parking fees, the local 
government raises the price of the "drive my own car" 
lifestyle. 

Congestion is also part of the price paid for a collective 
lifestyle choice. There will never be more congestion than 
what is a(^:^table to the participants in the traffic jam. If 
it gets too bad, we will car pool, take the bus or move. Like 
the higher price of gasoline, we may complain but have so 
far accepted the price increase, i.e., greater congestion 

1 urge the Flambeau to reassess both its coverage and 
editorial. While one may argue that it is adequate to report 
what others have said as news, it is not appropriate to then 
base an editorial on tho^ statements without checking their 
validity. The statements made at the press conference held 
by the members who resigned were not consistent with the 
facts. I would have expected a better job of "checking the 
story" before writing the Flambeau editorial of Oct. 25. It

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Mother seeks to sterilize child

PALM BEACH— A Boynton Beach woman has asked a judge to 
affirm her decision to sterilize her retarded 15-year-old daughter, saving 
the teen's health could suffer if she became pregnant. 

Palm Beach County Circuit Judge Matthew Stevenson is scheduled to 
hear the case Dec. 5. 

The girl has the mind of a 5-year-old, according to court documents 
identifying her only as Jane Doe. 

Her mother, called Mother Doe in court documents, said the difTicult 
decision to take away her daughter s right to bear children was reached 
after the girl was sexually molested. 

The girl is trusting of strangers and has no concept of child-bearing, her 
mother said. More impo-tantly, the mother said, she has cerebral palsy, 
which caus^ frequent, disabling seizures. 

The seizures and medications taken to control them could pose a health 
risk to a fetus, the mother said. Carrying a baby to term could also be 
hazardous to the girl's health, she said. 

"Most important is our concern for her health," said Peter Sachs, 
attorney of the mother. 

The case is the first of its kind in Florida, but one of an increasing number 
across the country involving reproductive rights of the retarded, lawyers 
and scholars said. 

There are so many sudi cas^ that the Association for Retarded Citizens 
(rf'the United ^^ates, in its annual meeting this week in Tampa, will 
consider a proposed petition statement that, "Mental retardation, 
regardless of the severity, must not in itself justify either involuntary 
sterilization or denial of sterilization to those who choose it for themselves," 
said Paul Marchand, the organization's director of governmental affairs. 

Opponents of forced sterilization said the trend is disturbing and harks 
back to the days o( mass sterilizations of the mentally handicapped in 
institutional MUings. 

Now, with a trend away from ini^itutionalization, it is usually the 
parents who seek to have their retarded children sterilized. 

But the health con<%m sets the Jane Doe case a{mrt from other cases 
around the country, Sachs said. 

"If she were just mentally retarded, we would be posed witli a different 
issue." he said. 

Among the factors considered by other courts in similar cases are the 
extent of the child's disability, the child's competency to make a decision 
about her reproductive capability, the likelihood the child might be 
a)mpetent in the future to make that decision, whether there is a less 
drastic medical procedure that would achieve the same result and the 
health risk posed by the procedure 

Jane Doe has an IQ in the 40s, which means she is moderately retsu'ded. 
She has a mental maturity of 5 years old, Sachs said, and "has reached 
the apex of her mental abilities." 

Because of her retardation, "the child will never be able to appreciate 
or bear the responsibilities of child-rearing" and is therefore incompetent 
to make a d^ision about her own body, Sachs said. 

A less drastic birth ctmtrol method, such as birth control pills, would 
not be an (^ion because of the health risks involved in taking oral 
contraceptions in combination with other medications, he said. 

"If nothing is to be gained and everything is to be lost by her getting 
pregnant, why take a means that will not be 100 percent effective?" Sachs 
said.

FSU's auditing office has already recommended 
more than 20 ways rtudent government can ensure 
spending regulations are followed. The 
recommendations apply to any organization ot agency 
that receives funding from student government. 

Vice President of Student AfTairs Jon Dalton said 
student government accepted the offices 
recommendations and has already implemented 
changes. He added that all the problems outlined m 
the audit findings will be corrected by December 

Dalton said part <rf student government's problem 
was that it was <K>nAi8ed by several aspects in the 
finance code. 

"The student government finance code is pretty 
rigorous," Dalton said, adding that there was no 
misuse of money. *'The finance code itself is a bit 
unclear and so the auditor noted the languid should 
be clarified." 

Dalton said a new student government position, 
business manager, was created as a result of the audit. 
He explained that the busing manager will oversee 
the finance code and make sure all student 
government organizations are following the code's 



provisions. 

Dalton added that some of the finance violations are 
also a result of student government's budget increases 
over the past five years. 

"We've seen a grox^ih in the size of the budget and 
the scope of activities," Dalton said. "It's a very large 
and complicated budget now. " 

Last year's student government budget was $3.5 
million, collected from student fees paid along with 
tuition. 

Reed attributed the violations to a lack of internal 
control by student government. 

"What they found was very loose administrative 
control over student government accounts," Reed said, 
also adding that funds were not misused. "Sometimes 
they didn't have . . . pre-approval for expenditures." 

Reed added that he is no longer concerned about 
FSU's audit findings since student government has 
promi^l to address its violations. 

Paula Robinson, student government's director of 
office management and budget, confirmed that all 
agencies and organizations will be monitored to make 
sure they comply with the finance code. 

"I don't think student government should be 
embarrassed by it," Robinson said. "A lot of the 
problem had to do with people not being aware of what 
is in the finance code."

'Tm calling it the iiK^nqarehensible comprehensive 
plan," Dodd said. '*If (the people who wrote it) can't 
un<iterstand it, how can the voters?" 

Dodd, who is opposed to media endorsements and 
maintains that press coverage of the election has been 
insufficient, said the reaction from many voters in the 
district is that his opponent's ideas are "pie-in-the- 
sky." 

"The last thing we need is a demagogue like Anita 
Davis on the cmnmission," Dodd said. 

In District 3, 12-year commi^tm veteran Bob 
Henderson takes on Republican r^aurateur Manny 
Joanos after Henderson narrowly deflated Fred 
Womble in September's Democratic party primary. 
While campaigning to retain his seat as 
representative of the northwest portion of the county, 
Henderson has stressed his experience and his work 
in implementing the comprehensive plan. 

Henderson, a consultant at FSU's Center for Public 
Management and a lifetin^ member of several 
CMTganizations indudii^ ihe National Audolxm Society 
and the NAACP, said his opponent is unqualified for 
the seat. He maintain that in recent Abates and 



forums it was apparent tiiat Joanos had not done his 

homework. 

"It was obvious he had not studied the issues," 
Henderson said. "We have a lot of complicated issues 
and my opponent has no formal training beyond a 
high school diploma . . . Should he be elected, come 
the 20th of November he's got to vote. He can't 
al»tain." 

But Joanos said he attenited FSU for a year and a 
half and has proved himself in the busine^ world 
without a college degr^. 

"I developed a successful business for 14 years. I 
think my record speaks for itself," 1^ said. "Hie vc^rs 
will decide." 

Joanos, who owns two restaurants and grew up in 
the district he hopes to represent, said taxes are the 
main issue on voters' minds. He said citizens are still 
seething from the extensive costs of the county 
courthouse project, which went millions of dollars 
beyond estimated (^sts. 

"Thero folks are still feverish over here," said 
Joanos, who is president of the Ruediger Elementary 
School Parent Teacher Organization. "There's the 
perception that county government hasn't really done 
much of anything." 

Voters will also choose candidates for the Leon 
County School Board, state Commissioner of 
Education, Insurance TVeasurer, Commissioner of 
Agriculture. 

On a referendum item, Leon county voters will 
choose whether to create a commission to draft a 
charter that would plan the merging of Leon County 

and Tallahassee governments, Tallahassee voters will 
also decide whether the city should annex a r24-acre 
neighborhood north of town which includes Gilchrist 
Elementary school. 

One of the four amendments to the constitution, if 
pa»ed, wouW require a three-day "cooling-off period" 
for handgun purchases.

direct ties to South Africa and should be able to 
continue to do business with the city. 

A city-appointed anti-apartheid review committee 
upheld Williams' ruling. Widmer has appealed that 
ruling as well. The issue now goes befoie city 
commissioner, who have the final say. 

Mayor Steve Meisburg decided in August that no 
decisions would be made concerning General 
Dynamics until Jan. 4 so that city-appointed lawyers 
could examine several aspects of the ordinance. 

According to English, lawyers will look at— among 
other things— the "usefulness" of the ordinance's 
affidavit provision, and then make rerommendations. 
He added that a glitch bill with changes in the

"I told the commission we were going to have to do 



a cleanup bill at some point," EngUsh said. 

But Mack claims Mei^urg made the decision to 
examine the ordinance and delay further discussion

"It was a political ploy," Mack said. "It took the heat 

off." 

But Meisburg said Sunday that the city is "probably 
right on schedule" in hiring a firm to look at the 
ordinance when considering the amount of time left 
until Jan. 4. On that date, the issue comes before the 
commission again. 

"We're still spending a lot of time doing a lot of 
comprehensive plan stuff"," Meisburg said. "There's 
been a lot of distractions." 

Meanwhile, the longer the issue goes unresolved, 
the worse things are for General Dynamics, according 
to Widmer. 

"People have turned down jobs because this thing 
is hanging m limbo," Widmer said.

As you've probably heard by now, Miami badboys 
2 Live Crew have finally been cleared of obscenity 
charges by a jury. It only took two hours for them to 
find Luther Campbell and his nasty-as-they-want-to- 
be cohorts innocent on all charges. But is the 
controversy finally over? Now you can pass your own 
judgment on the recently made martyrs d freedom 
right in your own home. 

A* Vision, a division of Atlantic Records, has just 
recently released a video documentary on the 2 Live 
Crew and the controversial events that have 
transpired since Broward Sheriff Nick Navarro began 
his personal war with the Crew. 

Many critks have pointed out that Atlantic Records 
has just recently signed the Crew, and the 
documentary will be biased on the side dfthe Crew. 
Surprisingly, that is not so. The documentary is filled 
with interviews— from both sides of the issue. 

The various interviews, ranging from leaders of 
social groups to protesters to people attending Crew 
concerts, help show how the controversy has 
everybody caught up in intense moral decisions 
concerning art and obscenity. Thore are scenes of 
young white girls atteiuling a Crew concert defeikUng 
them; young black men accusing them of being 
obscene; a very young couple crying over the "evils"

of the Crew and even older black males fighting for 
the right of free speech. 

But the documentary is not just interview after 
interview. Placed strategically throughout the 

documentary are the videos to the songs "Me So 
Homy," "Doo Wah Diddy" and "Banned In The 
U.S.A." Sorry to disappoint you— the videos are clean 
versions and make for interesting and fun 
entertainment. But it is the actual concert footage of 
the show the Crew got arrested for that makes real 
entertainment. 

All the dirty words are sung (by both 2 Live and the 
audience members); there are close-ups of various 
audience members dancing around the stage in 
lingerie, and crowd scenes of fans from every race and 
gender squealing and yelling with delight. One scene 
shows a young white woman grinning wildly as 
Brother Marquis of the Crew fondles her breasts, 
another scene has Campbell taking down his pants 
and mooning the audience. Yes, this is nasty, adult 
staff. But should it be taken seriously?

in one of his many interviews on the tape. 

Throughout the documentary, Campbell 
displays himself as a calm, cool, collected, proud 
American. He openly discusses the reasons why 
the Crew does what it does. 

"Sex is what America wants," Campbell says 
at another time. 

And sex is what he gives them. He admits that 
sex is important to them, and that is what their 
music is about But he avidly defends himself 
gainst allegations of sexism and chauvinism. 
Racism is a theme that Campbell brings up; and 
discusses how he's fighting against it. 

When the footage from a not m a Dallas bar 



is shown, we see a wide spectrum of people 
fighting together. Whites, blacks and hispanics 

are all represented in a group who was there 
to see the Crew do its thing. Campbell uses that 
as an example of how the Crew is a major 
positive mfluence, saying that "it was the first 
time that whites, blacks and Mexicans were all 
on the same side." 

The documentary gets down to one of its major 
messages toward the end of the video. There is 
a small montage of people saying "if you don't 
like it, don't listen to it." 

Campbell agreed, adding on the responsibility 
that parents have to watch out for their 
children. 

"Look at what they are buying, and don't let 

them have it."

The good news is that Florida A&M is still atop the 
ME AC. The bad news is the Rattlers got blown out, 
48-30, Saturday by Southern University at Baton 
Rouge, La. 

For the second straight week, FAMU bolted to a big 

first half lead. And for the second consecutive week, 
the Rattlers collapsed in the Kcond half— this time 
they couldn't hold on. 

FAMU, 5-4 and 4-0 in the Mid-Eastern Athletic 
Conference, blew a 30-14 halflime lead when they 
were whitewashed, 34-0, in the last two quarters by 
the Jaguars, 44. 

"Hie loss stopped FAMU's four-game win ^reak, but 
the Rattlers remained a half-game ahead of North 
Carolina A&T, 8-1 and 4-1, in the MEAC.

Although the Florida governor's race has 
gained national attention and has been marked 
Dv aggressive campaigning on both sides, 
political pundits say it has been a less-than- 
-peciacuhir campaign. 

"It hasn't been earthshakm^^ either wav." 
John Coopt'r, executive director of the James 
Madison Institute, a Tallaha-^stu' based 
:onservative think tank, said Monday "There's 
Deen no pailicular event that has swayed people 
on either side." 

Voters will go to the polls today to decide who 
should be Florida's governor for the next four 
years; Democrat Lawton Chiles or Republican 
incumbent B^'^- Martinez. 

While Chile> may have set a national 
precedent by refusing to accept campait:n 
donations of more than SI 00, Ci-X^tper says it 
rtinain.- to be seen how that will atYect the 
overall political scene. 

"if Chiles wins, that will be interpreted as a 
-ign that someone can forego the big 
contributions and still win a big race." he said. 
"But I don't know if that interpretation would 
be correct." 

According to Thoma> Dye. a Florida State 
University political science professtir who is an 
expert on local and state governments, both 
Chiles and incumbent Republican Bob Martmez 
have stuck to "well-worn" themes throughout 
the campaign. 

He said Chiles refusal to accept big money is 
just a different twist on an old theme: a 
grassroots candidate running against the 
special interests. 

"It works well for him." said D\ e. who wrote 
the largest selling textbook in the nation on 
local and state governments. 

Martinez, on the other hand, has played up 
his image as a tough crime fighter, according 
to EHe.

Leaky pipes ruin stock in university boosktore

More than $10,000 worth of clothes and 
sch(X)l supplies were ruined during recent 
flooding? at the Florida Stale University 
Union RiH^kstore, according to Anse Cates. 
the sture'-- general nianager 

Floodings have occurred twice in the past 
month due to faulty water and steam pipes 
in the store's basement storage room. Cates 
said the first flooding, about two weeks ago. 
caused approximately $5,000 worth of 



damage. 

The na -t recent flooding occurred 
Thursday. Cates estimates the amount of 
damage is somewhere between $5,000 and 

$10,000. 

"It's a constantly recurring prohlem," 
Cates said Monday, adding he expects 
flooding in the school union to get worse. "I 
know I can't continue to have, every two or 
three weeks, the kind of problem we have." 

Cates said the bookstore's storage space 
has been flooded more than any other storage 



room, because most of the pipes in the 
union— many of which are plagued by 
leaks— run through it. 

"For some reason, it was decided to give 
the bookstore one of the least desirable spots 
in the union for storage space." said Uates, 
who does not believe the room is large 
enough for the bookstore's inventory ' We re 
already severely hindered, but to continue 
to operate from a storage space that is 
continually flooded is impossible." 

Anthonv Zariv, food service director for 



Marriott's union cafeteria, .said he is also 
upset by recent floodings in the union 
basement. He said $300 worth of paper 
supplies were ruined several months ago 
when the cafeteria's storage room was 
flooded 

The Union Bookstore is privately owned, 
but pays rent to the university union 
monthly. Cates said the floodings have 
caused the bookstore substantial losses

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Martinez requests more federal 
money for Gainesville investigation

The task force investigating five student slayings 
in Gainesville is running out of money, prompting 
Gov. Bob Martinez to ask the U.S. Attorney General's 
office for a second grant to help defray the costs. 

In a Nov 2 letter to Attorney General Richard 
Thornburgh. Nhirtmez asked tor $500. .>00 from the 
Emergency Federal Law Enforcement Assistance 
Program The state was aw arded a Similar grant for 
$941,639 about six weeks ago. 

"The task force is running out of money." Jon Peck, 
Martinez's press secretary, said Monday. "It's an 
extraordinary investigation and they've incurr^ 
some extra<»rdinary costs." 

According to Patrick Callahan, planning and budget 
coordinator for the Gainesville Police Department, the 
original grrant ran out about a week ago He said that 
in addition to that money, the Gainesville Police 
Department has invested more than $630,000 of its 
own budget money in the investigation. 

Callahan said the money has been spent on 
overtime pay, lab costs and travel expenses chalked 
up by the 150-member task force invec,tigating the 
brutal murders of five students in August. 

The bodies of the four females and one male were 
found in stud'^nt apartment complexes in the same 
area of to^sn over a four -day period at the end of 
August. Four of the dead were University of Florida

students and one attended Santa Fe Community 
College. At least three of the bodies were badly 
mutilated. 

Although the task force has collected more than 
1,000 pieces of evidence and done more than 1,500 
interviews to follow up on the 5,000 leads it's 
compiled, no one has been charged with the murders. 

Michael Robinson, a spokesperson \Mth the attorney 
general's ofTice in Washington, DC, said the otTice 
computers were out of service Monday so he couldn't 
comment on the status of the request. 

Callahan said he had been told the state has a 50-50 
chance of getting the grant.

Library thief pleads guilty 

Charlton J Matovsky pleaded kTuilty Thursday to 
stealing $500aHKI worth of rare and valuable books 
from several libraries across the I'nited States, 
including $100,000 worth of books from Florida Stat« 
University's Robert Manning Strozier Library. 

Matovsky was charged with interstate 
tranqwrtatbn of stolen goods after he was arrested 
by FBI i^nts May 22 in Texas. 

According to Assistant U.S. Attorney IU)bert 
Gillespie, handled the case for the federal district 
court in Alexandria. La., Matovsky could face a 
maximum penalty of a $250,000 fine, up to 10 years 
in jail or both. 

"(The cost of the books) may possibly afTect the 
sentence because tl^re are fe^ral guideline and the 
federal guidelines look at the value t^t the items 
stolen," Gillsepie said. 

Sentencing is scheduled for Jan. 10, 1991. Matovsky 
has been rdea^d on bond until then.

"The money is not going to be made up now. The 
money is either going to become a loss to the store 
or covered by the union." Gates said. 

Skip Penney, director of FSU'f union operations, 
said he is not sure whether the union will reimburse 
the bookstore f(Mr Thursday "s flood damage— he is 
waiting for mxe details before making that (tocimon. 
But he said union mainta nance bought the damaged 
goods after the first fl(X>d, cleaned them off and sold 
them at WedMsday's union flea markets. 

"We agi^d to cover those losses at cost with the 
understanding that we would take the damaged 
merchandise, clean it and offer it for sale at a reduced 



price," Penney said. 

The union's drainage system is causing the 
bookstore to have tiiese fltxxhng pnAlems, Gates said 
adding he's a^ed personnel from FSU's physical 
plant to determine whether the union's pipes are 
inadequate. 

But Stu GritTith, associate director of the school's 
physical plant, said there are no building code 
violations. Griffith added that the floodings were 
cau^ by foreign debris, such as plastic, in the pipes 
running from the union cafeteria leased by Marriot. 

Penney attributed the recent floodings to "pipe 
fatigue," adding that some of the basement pii^s are 
25 years old. 

The union is currently surveying which pipes, if 
any, should be replaced. Penney said. A decision will 
most likely be reached by the end of this week.

"He tried to hit a number of different keys," he said. 
"He has talked about prison and crime . . . That has 
been his No. 1 theme. 

"That's always a good thing to run on." 

Both Dye and Gooper predicted the race will be 
close. Polls Monday showed the two neck and neck, 
but Chiles had a slight lead. 

"I r^ly think that i^ither Chil^ ntM- his campaign 
manager eipected Martinez to be as tough a 
competitor," Dye said. "I expect Chiles to win, but 
it will be much closer than anticipated." 

Cooper said Martinez might be helped by the fact 
that President Bush's approval rating has rebounded 
slightly since the budget negotiations, but the fact 
that he's an incumbent could work agamst him. He 
called the race "a dead heat." 

On the other hand, he said, Chiles «>uld be hurt by 
Martin's refCTences to him as "a Warfiinton insWer" 
becau^ of the Etemocrat's thrw terms as a U.S. 
Senator. 

Martinez and Chiles campaign officials said they 

are using last-minute media blitzes to sway voters. 
While both campaigns say they want to end on a 
positive note, they've been accused of mudslinging. 

Dye and Cooper said that's normal for any political 
race. 

"We tend to forget that every two to four years at 
the end of an election things can get pretty down and 
dirty," Cooper said. 

Dye is predicting a 40-percent statewide voter 



turnout for the general elections, which will also give 
local vot^^ a chance to cast their ballots for 
Republican Bill Grant or DentKKrat Pete Peteii»>n for 
U.S. Representative from North Florida's 2nd 
Congressional District. 

That race has been a struggle for Grant, who faces 
criticism for leaving the Democratic party just after 
he was re-elected in 1988. Cooper said Grant will 
probably win, but it will be close. 

Like the Martinez/Chiles race, Cooper has seen 
nothing out of the ordimiry from either candidate. 

Also on today's ballot will be Republit^ Jim Smith 
or Democrat Jim Minter for secretary of state; 
Republican Chris Comstock or Democrat Gerald 
Lewis for comptroller; Republican Tom Gallagher or 
Democrat George Stuart for treasurer insurance 
commissioner; Republican Claude Kirk or Democrat 
Betty Castor for commissioner of education; and 
Republican Charles Bronson or Democrat Bob 
Crawford for agriculture commissioner. 

There are also two lo^ emmty ^mmi^ion seats 
ai^ three school boaafd seats up for grabs, and there 
will be four stete amends^nte and two local 
referendums on the ballot. 

Leon County Supervisor of Elections Ion Sancho 
said 60 p)ercent of the county's registered voters will 
come out to the polls 

"I expect a higher voter turnout, particularly in 
student precincts," he said. "Gubernatorial and 
presidential ra(^s traditionally have a higher 
turnout." 

Sancho said anyone who doesn't where their 
pi^inct's polls are located should call his office 
at 488-1350.

North Florida voters on Tuesday ousted District 2 
incumbent Republican Bill Grant in favor of a 
political novice, in spite of campaign appearances by 
President Bush in Grant s district. 

The loss of Grant's seat cut the Republican party's 
control of the state's congr^sional delegation to a 
narrow 10-9 margin, because the Democrats managed 
to hang on to the District 1 1 seat vacated by Rep. 
Bill Nelson, who made a failed bid for the governor's 
office 

In that race. Jim Bacchus was leading Melbourne 
Republican Bill Tolley, a favorite of anti-abortion 



activists, by better than 5 percent districtwide. 

Grant's loss to newcomer Pete Peterson, who had 
never before sought elected office, by 54 to 46 percent 
with 71 percent reporting at 10 p.m. was a personal 
defeat for President Bush. 

The president persuaded Grant to switch parties last 
year and not only campaigned for him. but sent \'ice 
President Dan Quayle and other GOP leaders to 
stump for the two-term congressman. 

But the presidential pull was not enough to beat 
Peterson— the retired Air Force colonel who spent six 
and a half years in a North Vietnam^ prison camp. 
Peterson won the office with strong support from rural 
areas, including Baker, Franklin. Hamilton, 
Lafeyette, Levy and Liberty counties.

Hordes of people went to tl» polls, with infants in 
their arms and antsy grade-^hool children standing 
by their sides, to cast votes. Most voters said they 
knew days in advance whom they'd vote for. Others 
said they made up their minds whether to retain 
Republican Gov. Bob Miirtmez ov vote for former U.S. 
Senator Lawton Chiles moments before entermg the 
booth. 

"I'm conservative and I am also a registered 
Democrat. If th«« was a 'none of the above' category, 
I probably would have done it," said Suzanne Farina, 
who voted at precinct 37 at the The First Church of 
the Nazarene off Mahan Drive "I voted for Martinez. 
. . . I'm a schoolteacher and haven't been too 
impressed with education as far as Martinez goes, but 
I voted for him." 

Although voters cast ballots on six amendments to 
the state Constitution and on the retention of state 
judges, some purposely avoided voting on who should 
be governor. 

"I just have mixed feelings," said a woman walking 
with her son at precinct 37. "i realize the importance 
of the race and the importance of the upcoming 
redistricting 'of four newly formed I'.S. Senate seats 
as a result of the state's growth according to the 1990 
Census). I hate to put it in the Democrats' hands so 
I didn't vote because I don't want it in Martinez's 
hands. I'd hate to make a mistake." 

In addition to getting Democratic support, Chiles 
managed to get Republican votes as well. One 
Republican who w ished to remain anonymous said 
she voted for Chiles but respects Martinez 
nonetheless. 

"I figure Martinez had his chance . but I wish 
mor*> people would take a stand like Martinez did 

because I am antraborlion."" she said. 



In addition to the abortion issue, many voters said 
they didn't "trust" Martinez. Limiting campaign 
contributions to $100 or less and walking across the 
state 20 years ago to "get to know the people of 
Florida" makes Chiles more trustworthy, according 
to many. 

"I voted for Chiles because I have not been pleased 
with the job Martinez has done," said a 19 year-old 
who wished to remain anonymous. "He's been a 
puppet of (Mac* Stipanovich and all the money he's 
been getting from big business." 

Willie Fletcher. 65. said he voted for Chiles because 
he is more concerned with the "regular people" than 
Martinez. 

"Lawton Chiles is a Dem«:rat and I like those 
Democrats," said Fletcher, who is black, said outside 
precinct 40 at the Easter Seal Rehabilitation Center 
on Myers Park Drive. *'The Republicans haven't done 
squiddly for me or my people, especially Martinez. It 
just couldn't get any worse. That's the way I see it." 

T. Boyd, a 19-year old Florida A&M University 
student, echoed Fletcher's sentiments. 

"I voted for Chiles because Martinez did not stand 
up for the black population," Boyd said. "I don't think 
Martinez is a minority-oriented person," 

Leon County Supervisor of ElectionL Ion Sancho 
said voter turnout was higher than the 60 fwrcent he 
predicted Monday 

"At 2:45, precinct 41 already had a 55-percent 
turnout." Sancho said "I think this is a modern 
I turnout I record for the gubernatorial race." 

Some Florida State University and FAMU students 
took the issue of the recent 2.3-percent state budget 
cuts, which affected the state's nine universities, to 
the polls. 

"1 don't agree with these education cutbacks. I just 
don't understand the philosophy behind that," said 
21-year-old F.-XMl' <tudent .Aleccia Patterson at 
precinct ;^ at Jake Ciaither Stadium on the FAMU 
campus. "It just doesn't make sense."

Dodd IS a captain m the Marint- Corps Reserve 
and manages property owned by his family. 

"We all know about Anita Davis and what she's 
done. She's in tune with the black community, said 
Aleccia Patterson, a 21-year-old FAMU student. "She 
can do so much more for us than I>)dd." 

Some of the voters polled said the fact Davis is 
African-American and Dodd is white played a part in 
the way they voted 

"I figured this being a predominantly black district 
... 1 felt she'd have the concern.>^ of blacks at heart." 
19-year-old Yolandra Weatherspoon said. "Plus she's 
Democrat and I am a Democrat." 

But others said race made no difference. 

"I voted for Davis ^au% she is involved," said 
18-year-old Keishon James, who cast her first vote in 
a state election "I didn't vote for her because she was 
black and the other guy was white because Jimmy 
Carter was white but he was still straight, John 
Kennedy trxi. She was just more unolvfd" 

Voters in District 3 said choosing between County 



Commission Democratic candidate Bob Henderson, 
who's served on the commission for 12 years, and 
Republican candidate Manny Joanos wasn't easy. 

District 3 is in the northwestern prea of Leon 
County and includes Lake Jackson. Many voters 
polled said the No. 1 issue on their minds is the 
environment and the lake. 

"I voted for Henderson because of the stuff I read 
about his environmental issues in the Democrat" said 
a voter who wished to remain anonymous outside 
precinct 73 at the St. Louis Parish Catholic Church. 
"1 didn't really vote against Joanos. I just didn't know 
as much about him." 

David Rice, a Leon County resident of two years, 
said he thought hoth candidates were qualified but 
voted for the Republican ticket. 

"When it is close and I don't have strong 
overwhelming feelings either way, I vote Republican," 
Rice said. 

Many registered Democrats voted their party's 
ticket also, saying they weren't displeased with 

Henderson's performance. 

'I voted for Joanos. He's a long time personal friend 
of the family," said 22 year-old Chip Blitch.

faced Democrat Paul Wellstone, who traveled the 
state in an old school bus and ran his campaign on 
a shoestring With 36 percent of the precincts in, 
Wellstone led 51 percent to 49 percent 

A Wellstone victory would boost the Democratic 
edge m the Senate to 56-44. 

In Oregon. Mark Hatfield, the last true GOP liberal 
in the Senate, was a victw over Democrat Harry 
Lansdale. 

Texas State Treasurer Ann Richards beat 
Republican Clayton Williams for the seat being 
vacated by a Republican in one of the bitterest 
gubernatorial contests in the countrv-. She became the 
second woman governor in Texas history 

While the net gain for the Democrats in 
gubernatorial races appeared to be as high as five, 
that may have shifted in the early morning hours. 

Tight races were in progress in Minnesota, 
Massachusetts, Alaska, Illinois, Nebraska, Oregon 



and Michigan. 

Control of the office of the state chief executive is 
important in the coming two years as state 
legislatures redraw congreraional lK)undaries, plans 
that governors can vet^ if they are not to their liking. 

There were a few upsets in Hou.se races. Six term 
Republican Rep. Stan Piirris of Northern Virginia was 
kicked out by Alexandria Mayor James Morran and 
the assistant Hou.se Republican leader, firebrand 
Newt Ciingrich of Georgia, led by just 1.000 votes. 

In Vermont, .socialist Bernie Sanders, running as 
an independent, won the at-large House seat. 

In the District of Colombia, Mayor Marion Barry- 
convicted of drug possession charges and sentenced 
to six months in jail— was replaced by Democrat 
Sharon Pratt Dixon, and the voters refused to elect 
Barry to the city council 

Also on Tuesday's ballot were f)ver 200 referendum 
measures in 42 states. The higge.-t of these was 
California's "Big Green " initiative to ban many 
pesticides, certain chemicals and off-shore oil drilling. 
It was expected to fall.

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Peterson's campaign manager arrested 
after fight with Bill Grant supporters

Political fervor turned ugly early Tuesday when Jon 
Ausman, the Leon County Democratic Party 
chairman and campaign manager for Democrat 
Congressional candidate Pete Peterson, was arrested 

just before polls opened. 

According to Leon County Sheriffs Department 
spokesperson Dick Simpson. Ausman, 37, was 
arrested by deputies around 6:15 a.m. on Old 
Bainbridge Road. He was later charged with two 
counts of battery, served a notice to appear in Leon 
County Court and released. 

The deputies' report, filed by the two alleged 
victims, Andrew Mandt, 23, and Michael Cunnion, 
20, states tL^t Ausman spotted the two Florida State 
University students putting up political signs 
supporting Congressman Bill Grant on Tharpe Street 
near Godby High School. 

The two reported that Ausman then picked up 
Mandt and threw him to the ground. When Cunnion 
came to help he was also thrown to the ground and 
hit. Cunnion was later treated at Tallahassee 
Memorial Regional Medical Center for a neck injury 
and a cut over the eye requiring stitches. 

After the fight broke up, Mandt and Cunnion left 
the scene to call the sheriff s department while 
Ausman called the Tallahassee Police Department 
Ausman disputed the report, saying he was the 
victim of the attack. He claimed he was only trying 
to get the lic^ise plate numbers of the alleged victims 
because they were illegally placing campaign signs 
on public property. 

"They kept trying to shield my view of the their 
plates, but I got the first tag number," Ausman said. 
" . . I was only able to get the first four or five 
numbers of the other one when this one guy pushes 
me with the handle of a shovel ... hit me so hard 
I tripped and fell back." 

Ausman contended that when the altercation was 
over he told the two he was going to call the police 
and they should wait to get things cleared up. The 
two then left the scene and went to call the sheriffs 
department while Ausman called TPD. 

TPD spokesman Phil Kiracofe said the case was 
turned over to the sheriff s department because there 
was an inconsistency in Ausman's story. 

"Quite frankly there were some things in Ausman s 
statement that weren't supported by the evidence, " 
Kiracofe said. "Specifically it was that the officer 
noted that Ausman said he had been knocked sown, 
hit, kicked, had his shirt ripped off, had his glasses 
knocked off and was hit with a (shovel). 
"The officer noted that there was no evidence of

that. It did not appear that any of that had happened." 

Ausman said the 
officers never really 
attempted to look 
around and check the 
location of the incident. 

"In the complaint I 
tried to file, I said that 
I was on the ground and 
the report that the two 
Republicans working 
for Grant filed said they 
were on the ground, 
then obviously the 
police are wrong when 
all the people present 
say we were on the 
ground," Ausman said. 

Simpson said there 
were a few witnesses at 

the .scene and the sheriffs department is still 
conducting follow-up interviews. But Simpson did say 
one other person corroborated the two men's story. 

Neither Mandt or Cunnion would comment on 
advice from their attorney and a prepared statement 
from Mandt's attorney Terry Madigan was not 
available at press time 

Ausman said he was not sure if thej-e wen- any 
witnesses to the confrontation. But he added that he 
has hired a private investigator and was taking steps 
to find out if there were indeed observers. 

According to Ausman, Mandt and Cunnion went to 
Grant campaign headquarters to call the sheriff s 
department. 

"While I'm calling the police, they're getting 
instructions about what to do," Ausman said 

Dave Coley. the Bill Cirant Campaign press 
secretary, confirmed thai Mandt and Cunnion did 
come to headqucU'ters to call the sheriffs department, 
but denied that they came to get instructions. Coley 
said that the two thought that the office would be the 
best place to go to escape the assault and call officials. 

Grant supporters said that although the alleged 
assault happened on election day, it should not be 
used against Peterson 

"It's a very unfortunate incident to begin with," 
Coley said. "It's such a hard thing to coir.ment <m 
something as atrocious as this and use it to your 
benefit." 

But Ausman contended that that was just what the 
Grant campaign did. 

"I think the Grant campaign has done as much as 
IK)Ssible to take advantage of this unfortunate 
situation," Ausman said.

Democrats gain strength on Cabinet

The Republican Party 's hopes for a majority on the 
FK rida Cabinet were dashed Tuesday as CJov. Bob 
Martinez went down to defeat. 

Incumbent Republicans were making short shrift 
ot their Democratic challengerK in races for secretary 
of state and insurance commissioner in early 
unofficial returns. 

But in the only open seat on the Cabinet, outgoing 
state Senate President Bob Crawford enjoyed a 
comfortable lead over Republican rancher Charles 
Bronson. 

Republican strategists said the retirement of 
%'eteran Democratic Commissioner of Ap-iculture 
Doyle Conner could provide the opening to the 
Cabinet majority. 

With 8 percent of the precincts reporting, Democrat 
L rawford had 55 percent of the vote compared to 
Bronson's 45 percent. 

In other races, with 8.9 percent of precincts 
reporting. Insurance Commissioner Tom Gallagher 
had 57.3 percent of the vote to Democratic challenger 
George Stuart's 42.7 percent. 

Commi.ssioner of Education, Betty Castor had 64.4 
•^)t'i-cent of the vote compared to Republican challenger 
Claude Kirk's 35.5 percent, with 8.8 percent of the 



precincts reporting. 

Comptroller Gerald Lewis had 59.4 percent of the 
vote to Republican Chris Comstock's 40.6 percent, 

with 9.1 percent of the precincts reporting. 

Republican Secretary of State Jim Smith had 61.4 
percent of the vote compared to Democrat Jim 
Minter's 38.5 percent, with 9 percent of the precincts 
reporting. 

In other statewide initiatives, Amendment 1 
moving the annual legislative session from spring to 
winter had 83 percent of the vote for compared to 17 
percent against, with 8.5 percent of the precincts 
reporting. 

Amendment 2, a statewide three day waiting period 
for handgun pruchases. had 79.2 percent of the vote 
for, compared to 20.8 percent against, with 7.7 percent 
of the precincts reporting. 

Amendment 3. restricting the Legislature from 
imposing programs on local governments without 
providing money or ways to raise it, had 65.3 percent 
of the vote for, compared to 34.7 percent against, with 
7.7 percent of the precincts reporting. 

Amendment 4, subjecting the Legislature to 
Florida's open meetings and public records laws, had 
86,6 percent of the vote for, compared to 13 4 percent 
with 7.8 percent of the precincts reporting.

.MacKay by not accepting campaign contributions of 
niiirc than $100. They hope the idea will spread. 

"You know, there's nothing like success. . . . After 
i walked the state, there were campaign people selling 
Walk the State Kits,' " Chiles said at a press 
conference after his speech. "Wouldn't it be great to 
see them, selling $100 (X)ntribution limit kits?" 

Chiles and MacKay added that they would push for 
campaign finance reform, including public funding, 
in the 1991 F^lorida Legislative session. They also 
said they would strive to develop a department of 
elderly affairs and improvo political ethics 

Chiles said he wants to cut some of the red tape in 
state government, but added that state workers 
shouldn't worry about their jobs. 

"We don't look forward to making any kind of mass 
change," he said. "Anything we're talking about, we 
can do through attrition— and we're talking about 
restructuring at the top." 

Chiles said abortion was "not a big factor" in his 
win and refused to talk about abortion during most 
of his campaign. But several supporters at the victoi \ 
celebration— many of them Republican- s;iid tlie fact 



that ChilBs promised not to limit a woman's right tc 
choose swayed their vote. 

"Choice is always an issue in the voters' minds. " 
said Grace Ixjmmell, a spokesperson for the National 
Abortion Rights .Action League. "Chile:- has 
repeatedly said he ti'ust-^ the women of Floi-i<la.'" 

Chiles also dounplayed the impoi-lance of a 
Democratic victory in the upcoming reapportionment 
of congressional di.stricts. 

"I think a lot more was made of that than ought 
to have been." he said. 

Chiles and MacKay both said they think they have 
sparked the Democratic Party— and voters as a 
whole- in P'lorida. 

MacKay said "people not afraid to he idealistic." 

Chiles and MacKay were both jovial after the 
victory, saying the only cabinet decision they had 
made was to appoint singer Jimmy Buffet as State 
Troubador. 

Chiles, who will spend most of today touring the 
state thanking supporters, is already being mentioned 
as a possible presidential candidate But while .some 
sported buttons that said Chiles for President in '92, 
the newly elected governor sidestepped the que.stion 
ot whethei' he would consider running. 

"Was that on a game show or .something?" he asked.

tributed to strong support from the 
district and a competent campaign 
team. She has stressed the district's 
crime problem, economic develop- 
ment and traffic congestion as top 
concerns to deal with when she 
takes office. 

In the District 3 race, Republican 
restaurateur Manny Joanos 
dethroned Democratic incumbent 
Bob Henderson, a 12-year commis- 
sion veteran. Joanos rolled up 57.8 
percent of the votes to Henderson's 
42.1 percent. Sixty-seven percent of 
the district's eligible voters showed 
up to cast ballots. 

Joanos, who said he was able to 
run a non-pEirtisan race, attributed 
his victory to grassroots communi- 
ty support from citizens in the 
district. He euided that he's proud to 
be the commission's first 
Republican. 

"Naturally I enjoy making 
history," he said Tuesday night at 
the Leon County Courthouse. 

Owner of two Tallahassee 
restaurants, Joanos campaigned on 
promise^ to cut waste in county 
goverr^ent and enforce current or- 
dinance the previous commission 
put in place. 

The deciding factor in the race 
was that District 1 citizens were 
tired of being taxed when county 
government is spending more 
money than it needs to, Joanos said. 

"That would probably be the main 



message that hit home," Joanos 
said. "But now we need to move for- 
ward." 

But Henderson, who trailed 
Joanos even as early returns were 
tallied at the courthouse, attributed 
his defeat to a nationwide 
dissatisfaction with incumbents in 
this year's general election. 

"It definitely indicated there was 
an anti-incumbent sentiment," 
Henderson said of the results. 
"There wasn't much I could do 
about that." 

Slightly more than 58 percent of 
the county's residents who voted on 
the consolidation issue voted yes 
while 41.4 percent voted against it. 
A total of 56 percent of eligible 
county voters voted on the proposal. 

In addition to consolidation, city 
and some county citizens gave the 
go-ahead to annex a 124-acre 
neighborhood which includes 
Gilchrist Elementary school. The 
only county residents who voted on 
the issue were people who lived in 
the area. 

The county citizens voted 23 to 16 
in favor of annexation while 
Tallahassee residents voted 22,501 
to 1C,728 in favor of the plan. 

The high voter turn-out was right 
at the predicted percentage, accor- 
ding to Leon County Supervisor of 
Elections Ion Sancho. Pointing to 
the large number of state workers 
in the county, Sancho said the 
voters were interested in the guber- 
natorial race more than any other. 

"The governor's race was the hot 
race," Sancho said.

Pow Wow ticket sales low; 
Dylan was shunned for Hornsby

With less than a week to go, Florida State 
University student government and Student Campus 
Entertainment have found themselves in the 
precarious position of having low ticket sales for the 
featured Homecoming event— the annual Pow Wow. 

"Ticket sales are slow compared to last year, " Jeff 
Clark, the director of this year's Pow Wow said. "I 
guess it's the fo(^ball season. Spirit seenai to be down 
this year." 

The Pow Wow will feature Grammy winner Bruce 
Hornsby and The Range and comedian Richard Jeni, 
whose recent nationally televised performance at San 
Quentin Prison and a performance for the Showtime 
network have brought him recognition. The show is 
scheduled for Friday night at Doak Campbell 
Stadium. 

One of the reasons that ticket sales have been low- 
more than 11,000 tickets remain— might be due to the 
lack of appeal ai headliner Bruce Hornsdby and The 
Range. Some students, sparked by a rumor that Bob 



D>4an could have been the headliner, are disappointed 
that Hornsby will be the homecoming star. 
"They made a big mistake," said Justin Escher, an 

FSU freshman. "They could have had the biggest rock 
and roll legend ever. But they settled for less. If they 
would have had Dylan, I would have had my tickets 
long ago." 

At a homecoming committee meeting where student 
government and SCE members were deliberating over 
who to headline the events, Student Body President 
Trey Treviesa shot down the idea of Bob Dylan— even 
though Dylan had been a viable candidate with the 
same $50,000 price tag as Hornsby. 

Traviesa argues that the decision agaix^ Dylan was 
correct . 

"Bob Dylan was never coming," he said. "We 
assessed that while he would appeal to students and 
alumni, Bruce Hornsby would appeal even more. 
Thwe are 10 times as many people buying tickets for 
Banice Hornsby than there would have been for Dylan.

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I said I didn't want Bob Dylan because he wasn't good 
for the whole student body." 

Dave O'Connor, who works for Student Campus 
Entertainment, disagrees. 

"The best idea we had was Bob Dylan," he said. 

Traviesa said ticket sales will probably increase 
soon, and Nancv Stafford, the assistant manager of 
the union ticket office, confirmed Traviesa's 
expect at ions. 

'"Because it's this weekend, it's picking up a lot," 
Stafford said. 

Another possible reason for low sales might be the 
price of the tickets. A major issue for student 
government has been whether the students should 
even pay for the tickets, much less pay a hefty sum. 
The topic of raising all prices to $11 (as opposed to 
$8) was brought up by the Homecoming committee 
But student government, led by Traviesa. fought an 
increase, and prevented a price hike. Guest tickets 



were the only prices raised. 

It seems paying for tickets is something students 
will have to get used to. 

■'I think if you want a homecoming that 's mediocre, 
then sure, you can go for free," said Traviesa. 

Traviesa is not the only one who said that students 
should fork out a little cash. Many others agree 

"As the director, knowing the cost and the loss that 
the school takes, the $8 is a big deal," said Clark. 
"Even if we sold 25,000 tickets, we would barely break 
even. For $8, the students are getting a great deal." 

FSU has a budget of $140,000 for the entire Pow 
Wow. University of Florida's "Gator Growl," the self- 
proclaimed world's largest homecoming celebration, 
has a budget of $500. 0(K). 

Despite grumbles among students, organizers say 
Hornsby, combined with the talent of Jem, should 
make for an interesting show. 

"Richard Jeni is a very good comedian," Clark said 
"We're having something in the stadium that will be 
very entertaining. I think that Bruce Hornsby is 
possibly the best entertainer we could have got. I 
would say they're better in concert than on tape."

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FSU student government keeps 
close eye on finance records

Florida State I'nisersity''^ stu- 
dent government leaders are 
■'cracking down" after an inter- 
nal audit found the organization 
in violation of 23 finance codes 
during the 1989 fiscal year, ac 
cording to Student Body Presi- 
dent Trey Traviesa. 

"Sometimes m the past stu- 
dent leaders forgot some of the 
little things."' Traviesa said Mon 
day. adding that he helieves the 
number of audit tlndmgs is 
worse than their significance. 
"I'm not as <»ncerned about the 
pr<A)iems as I am about the 
stigma of the audit." 

Most of the findings were pro- 
cedural violations against the 
organization's own t'inance code. 
Traviesa said Sc^me of the viola- 
tions include issuing checks 
without the appropriate signa- 



tures on them, and the failure of 
some student government agen- 
cies to submit financial state- 
ments to the student body comp- 
troller's otVice 

Ti'aviesa said student govern 
ment did not misuse any funds, 
and most of the violations were 
made buy agencies and organiza- 
tions rather than the executive 
or legislative branch. And he 
said SG has already correct^ 
most of the finance violations 
outlined in the audit The re- 
maining corrections will lx> made 
by December, he added. 

The state Board of Regents re- 
viewed FSU's stucfent govern- 
ment audit in a meeting last 
Thursday BOR spokesperson 
Pat Riordan <aid the board's 
auditing committee will chtH'k 
up on FSU's student government 
ever>- three months to make >ure 
the organization i? follow mg its 



spending guidelines. 

Riordan added that the BOR is 
not singling out FSl''s student 
government, but that it follow 
up on any (>rganizat ion with 
questionable audit findings 

Riordan said the BOR's mam 
concern is the large turnover 
rate among student government 
leaders. He said that since the 
organization's leaders change 
every year, problems with record 
keeping and finance control tend 
to occur more ofttMi. 

"People ai'en't around long 
enough to gel to undi-rsiami how 
these things are done," Riordan 
said. "It's not abnormal for stu 
dent government to have audit 
abnormalit ies." 

But Riordan said FSU student 
government "s finance violat ions 
should still he taken seriously

Ammerman, administrators meet

Turnbull said there was nothing "earthshaking" 
about the meeting. It was the first time Ammerman. 
Turnbull and Muhlenfeld met since Ammerman 
was tired last month.

Turnbull said. "He has a standing invitation tt» 
serve on the advisory boani." 

The university wants graduate, undergraduate

But can 
a scientist (or teacher) ^riously (^msider the pc^ibility of 
creation of the universe, the earth umI life? 

Of course. Some <^ Uie greater figures in sdeixs ha^ held 
such a vie^^-point. among them, Isaac Newton. Louis Pasteur, 
and Wemher von Braun. former head of NASA. They 
thought that the beauty and orgamzation of the universe 
point to a '"designer." The tremendous complexity of even 
a single ceil is not to be expected by some chance mechanism. 
Mathematical arguments indicate a vanishingly small 
pr<^bility <rf even tl» simplest biolc^cal protein having

come about by chance, over all of time and space ^e.g. Sir 
Bernard Lovell, 1979, In the Centre of Immensities, 
Hutchinson, London). 

Also, yeai^ after Darwin, the "missing links*' are still 
missing. Seemingly good evolutionary examples turned out 
to be mistakes. For example, Neanderthal man used to be 
considered our direct evoluntionar>- ancestor, a link between 
apes and men However, modern studies have shown that 
the reason Neanderthal man had protruding brow ridges and 
a slumped appearance was not because he was an "ape-man " 
but bai^ause of bone diseases, especially rickets (from a lack 
(tf vitamin D). When I visited the Smithsonian Museum in 
Wadui^ttm, I saw a sign uncbr the Neanderthal exhibit that 
described it as a race erf" Homo sapiens— the same species as 
you and me. 

This is not a lone example. The links are missing between 

all major t>-pes of plants and animals. Thus it is certainly 
possible that these links never existed at all, and that ail 
major types of organisms were created, with only minor 
variation since that time. 

Students deser%-e to hear the other side of this issue That 
there are serious scientific problems with the evoluntionary 
viewpoint, and that a case based on science can be made for 
d^ign in nature.

U.S. policy toward Third World has never been one of diplomacy

I would like to respond to Ghmi \a^;^5ir■s Dissenting 
Opinion piece in the 25 Flambeau concerning: the 

benefits the U S taces by "leaving Iraq intact " 1 would 
especially like to respond to Mr. Nassir's apparent naivete 
with regard to U.S. history and foreign policy. 

It is Mr. Nassir's assumption that George Bush should 
become interested in a diplomatic settlement with Saddam 
Hussein May I suggest, as many others h«ve done already, 
that it is not the intention of Geoi^ Bush to come to any 
peaceful resolution of the problem, save assured U.S. 
dominance of the region Noam Chomsky, a contemporary 
social philosopher at MIT. has pointed out that ""A driving 
concern of U.S. policy has been to ensure that no indigenous 
foroe might gain substantial influence over the oil reserves 
of the region." 

Historically, this has been U.S. policy throughout the 
world: only the type (tf resource reserves have varied. In other 
words, the U.S. has ha«i a tradition of not allowing the 
establishment of indigenous forms of government, to the 
extent of excluding democracies, as portrayed quite obviously 
among Central and South .American countries to name a few. 

According to Mr. Nassir. *' . . prospects are gcK>d that 
Saddam Hussein will pursue a position at least generally

compatible with maintaining U.S. interests in the Middle 
East." Actually, he has done this already, and more. 

Firbt. on Aug. 12. there was an offer to withdraw 
completely from Kuw ait if Syria and Israel would withdraw 
from Arab territories they conquered Needless to say, this 
"so-called offer" was not taken seriously. 

Second, on .Aug. 19. Hussein proposed that the situation 
be regarded as an "Arab issue" iiiuch like the U.S. Western 
hemisphere policy, which allows for intervention only by the 
U.S. Of course, Hussein cxiuld not be allowed his ways. 

Hiird, on Aug. 29, Knut Royce d[ Newsday reported an 
Iraqi offer to withdraw from Kuwait in return for: lifting of 
sanctions, guaranteed access to the Gulf. Iraqi and U.S. 
negotiation of an oil agreement "satisfactory to both nations' 
national security interests." "jointly work on the stability 
of the Gulf" and develop a plan "to alleviate Iraq's economic 
and financial problems." 



Apparently, then* was no doniand for tho U S to withdraw 
from Saudi .Arabia. Ihis otTer, along with a reported many 
others, has been designated by government spokespersons 
as "baloney." 

This does not mean we should praise Saddam Hussein or 
anyone for that matter, but we must be more careful in 
arriving at conclusions about satans and angels. A more 
serious problem may be the fact that the government, as well 

as the media, obstructs certain issues from evor reaching the 
public This IS scarv, to say the least What the public gets 
is, according to Chomsky. "A picturt* that Ix'ars little relation 
to reality, but is highly serviceable to power, and therefore 
qualifies as reigning truth." 

Perhaps, Mr. Nassir, "a strong Iraq" may not be "an 
essential prereq^nsite for peace and stability in the area." 
The only thing essential may be the prerequisite of a strong 
and dominant U.S. 

May I add that your call to "change the unfair U S policy 
toward Iraq" will not come about until there are significant 
or radical changt^s m the structuring of a government which 
thrives on an 'unfair U.S. polic> toward the world."

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"I think the essence oi these findings is 
that money was not used as planned/' said 
Riordan. "Nothing was embezzled or stolen. 
But I wouldn't say it's in the realm of 

nitpicking." 

The BOR has not reviewed a student 
government audit in several years, according 
to Riordan He added that the BOR will 
review the other eight state universities" 
student government audits this \ ear. 

FSU's auditing office recommended more 
than !M) ways student government can 
ensure spending guidelines are followed. 
IVaviesa Mud SG has tightened its finance 
cxide. 

"The student government at FSU has the 
most stringent finance code of any other 
university 'in Florida'." Traviesa said. 
"Whatever the stale says we have to do, we 
go miles aiKi miles beyond that." 

But Kelly Peters, dire<to oithe Center fen- 
Participant Education, a student 
government agency, said student senators 
have gone "overboard" in their attempt to 
make the finance code more rigid. 

"It is just incredibly stringent It takes hell 
and fire to get anything done around here," 



said Peters "We have to deal with the 
appropriation of funds, but I don't think that 
warrants the stringent rules that have been 
made recently." 

But ^udent Senator Pet®- Collins, chair of 
the appropriations committee, said a rigid 
finance code is nec^sary to maintain control 
over student government's large budget. 

Last year's student government budget 
was $3.5 million, collected from student 
activities and services fees paid along with 
tuition A proposal to increase the A&S fees 
and increase SG s budget to $4.5 million next 
fall was recently approved by FSU President 
Bernard Sliger. The BOR will have the final 
say on the budget increase. 

"Especially since the budget is getting so 
large, we don't have enough manpower to 
appropriately monitor what's going cm," said 
Collins. "When you've got that much money 
and so many organizations, you're going to 
have mistakes. Now. I don t think we should 
have had as many as we did." 

Collins said the Senate Appropriations 
Committee will set up four su^ommittees 
this week to monitor the four major groups 
receiving student government mor»y— 
Campus Recreation. Student Activities and 
Organizations, FSU Union, and Student 
Academic Programs.

He added that student government will 
bring hack "sweepings" to further monitor 
how funds are spent. 

"What's not spent by the end of the year 
gets s^pt back. It gives us an idea on how 
these groups are ending tteir money," 
Collins said. 

Student government has also adopted a 
new accounting system and has added a 
business manager to the Cabinet to make 
sure the finance ccxie is followed. 



Paula Robinson, student government's 
director of office management and budget, 
said she is working to ensure that all 
agencies follow finance guidelint^s. Robinson 
added that she will continue to meet with the 
agencies every two weeks to tighten their 
relationship with student government's 
executive branch. 

"It's hard to maike sure each step is done 
correctly," Robinson .said. "Some agencies 
have been around a long time and they know 
how to get around certain procedures."

She is featured in four wwks, including two she 

choreographed. 

"Dancing in someone else's piece is easier because 
you don't have the pressure of creation. " Fenn said. 
"When you choreograph your own work you have . . 
a duel pressure on your head. But they're both 
enjoyable in tl»ir own right." 

Richard Sias, who has served as artistic director for 
the series for the past seven years, said pulling the 
program together and overseeing all aspects of the 
performances was a labor of love. 

"It's being involved with everything, but it s so 
damn exciting." said Sias. an FSU associate professor 
of dance. "I love to be involved m idance) from the 
sole of my feets to the top of my head." 

Kacie Chang, an undergraduate dance major, said 
the work she choreographed should appeal to all who 



attend. Her piece, Still Alone, focuses on how people 
can become cl(^ personal friends but never fully 
know each other. 

"It's about your own life," Chang said. "You're the 
only one who knows how you feel and can make 
decisions about your life. No one can ever truly know 
how you feel." 

Jack Clark, an FSU adjunct professor m the dance 
department, said people's love for dance has helped 
to make the series a yearly success. 

"It's in our nature to dance," said Clark, who 
created a solo work set for the show in the baroque 
^yle of the 1740s and collaborated with another 
faculty member on a different piece. "The appeal of 
dance is the human body. We are the instruments that 
make it exciting " 

FSU undergraduate dance major Elaina Meadows 
said her creation Buh will touch all who attend The 
piece illustrates the. depth of a personal relationship 
between a trio of friends. 

"Anyone you come into contact with and you are 
around them for a long period of time, leaves you with 
a part of them whether it ends bad or good." Meadows 
said. 

Eight Days of Dance is not only for die hard dance 
lovers, but also for those who want to expose 
themselves to a new experience. Meadows added 

"It would give someone who's not into dance a nice 
overall view of where dance is today and where it's 
going, ' she said. 

Eight Days of Dance will run from tonight until 
November 20 in Montgomery Gym. There -wiH not 
be any performances on November 11 and 18. 
There are three separate programs that make up 
the series, and each will be featured on a 
different day. Tickets are $5 for the general 
public, $3 for senior dti^ns and children, and 
free to FSU students with current validated ID.

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Metheny's latest answers Questions

A basic lesson taught in art j^chaol is that less is 
more, which means simplicity is much more etTective 
than a cluttered artistic mess Pat Metlieny seems to 
have learned this lesson well, and he demonstrates 
his newfound knowledge on his new album. Question 
And Answer. 

Metheny's moi% re^nt work (e^>ecially 1989's 
Letter From Home) has been char^teriz«i by the 
excessive use of synthesizers, creating a style that is 
more of a blend of mellow tones than good jazz On 
Question And Answer, he abandons this style and 
goes for something much more basic. Besides 
Metheny's guitar talents, this album features the 
superb rhj-thm section of Roy Haynes— who Metheny 
calls "the fatha' of modern drumming"— and Dave 
Holland on ba^. The trio ^tup gives Metheny a 
chance to show how good he really is. 

The album's opening track, "Solar," is a fast and 
furious romp in which Metheny seems to emulate a 
jazz trumpet i maybe because it's an old Miles Davis 
tune'. However, his guitar playing speeds through the 
song at a pace unthinkable for a trumpet. Dave 
Holland spins into a bass solo— as he does in several 
of the album's cuts— but it's difficult to hear. In fact, 
that's a problem throughout the whole album, but it 
can be overlooked. 

Metheny doesn't slow down until the fourth cut. 
"Never Too Far Away." The whole trio relaxes on this 



one. but not for very long— this is the album's shortest 
track, but is also the m<^ beautiful. And for a change. 
Holland's bass is audible 

Metheny's version of the jazz standard "All The 
Things You Are. " by Jerome Kern and Oscar 
Hammerstem. is the first standard he's ever rtK'orded. 
While the tune is recognizable. Metheny infuses his 
own talents and really makes the song his own. And 
this tune features some of the best soloing on the 
album. 

The gi oup takes another breather on "Old Folks. " 
This one differs from the other album cuts in that it 
is very melodic, so much so that it's almost singable. 
For the most part, "Old Folks" is more of a blues tune 
land for those of you unfamiliar with either genre, 
blues and jazz are NOT the same thingV Metheny gets 
jazzy about midway through the song, but it doesn't 
really last. 

The album ends much as it begins— with a real 
smoker. Like "Solar, ' "Three Flights Up " is a 
showcase for the virtuosity of all three musicians. 
"Three Flights Up" is also noteworthy because it is 
the only track on the album that deviates from the 
guitar bas&drums setup. Metheny plays a synthesizer 
on this tune, but you may not even notice it unless 
you read the liner notes. 

Another thing: many of us have heard stories of 
musicians who take years to record a single album, 
and many of these albums have proven to be 
disappointnwnts. Question And Answer was recorded 
in eight hours last December. That's right, eight 
hours. Strange how so many of the l^st things in life 
are so simple and uncluttered.

McMurtry shows how the West 
was abandoned in latest novel

"It was silly of men to suppose they would be 
remembered long, on<» the earth or the sea had taken 
them." —Buffalo Girls 

The Wild West is one of the most glorious parts of 
American history. The customs and m5rths of that 
time 120 years ago insinuate themselves into our 
everyday lives and our cultural memory so much that 
we don't even notice. 

Larry McMurtry 's Buffalo Girls is a powerfully sad 
epitaph to the end of the Wild West, seen through the 
eyes of Calamity Jane, Buffalo Bill Cody and a crew 
of real and imagined characters out of history and 
folklore. 

This is McMurtry's third in what appears to be a 
continuing series of novels about the Old West. All 
three, the Pulitzer Prize-winning Lonesome Dove, 
Anything For Billy and now Buffalo Girls^ have dealt 
in some way with the fall of the West* 

In all of his fiction McMurtry deals with the real 
side of life, and this is no different with his 
"Westerns." The characters we see in his latest novel 
are not din^ store Western glorifications of legendary 
figures. They are people who live sad lives and usually 
die alone. But they are also people who have 
accomplished things— opening and taming the Wild 
West, for example. 

Buffalo Girls takes place in the 1880s. when the 
West was slowly and sadly being civilized by 
Easterners forced West from overcrowded cities. 
There are no more buffalo or beaver, and definitely 
no warring trills of Native Americans to fight. 

In some vague way the characters know this and 
try to deal with it in their own way. Calamity drinks 
herself into her grave. Cody opens his world-renowned 
Wild West Show and travels the globe making a 
fortune off his own legend— a legend that everyone 
in the West knows is definitely an overexaggeration.

The mountain men, Jim Ragg and Bartle Bone, 
crisscross the West listening for the slap of a beaver 
tail. 

The prevailing mood of Buffalo girls is dark like 
early winter on the open plains. Death lurks around 
the corner for several of the characters and no one 
seems to know it but the old Indian No Ears. 

McMurtry uses his novel to debunk some of the 
mjrths ot the West while creating real, tangible 
characters with life histories which aren't mired in 
the twisting, turning variations seen through the eyes 
of woefully misinformed histcaians. McMurtry creates 
a West that seems as empty as it must have been. A 
person can walk across the plains for months and not 
see one buffalo or Native American or any living soul. 

The three books based on the Old West seem to be 
looking at the same theme from different angles. The 
epic Lonesome Dove takes place at the beginning of 
the end of the Wild West. There is nothing left to do 
in Texas, so out of boredom two ex-Texas Rangers 
become cowboys. Anything For Billy, a look at the 
death of one of the West's most famous personalities, 
seems to sum up the West through Billy the Kid 
himself— impetuous, fiery and short-lived. Now 
Buffalo Girh puts a period al the end of the sentence. 

The quote at the top of this review is ironic. It speaks 
volumes about the people in this book and the real 
people who inhabited the West. They were p)eople who 
went and did incredible things everyday and went to 
sleep tired and weary, only to wake up the next day 
to do something even bigger. But with a few 
exceptions, not one person thought they were doing 
anything out of the ordinary— certainly not anything 
that would be part of legend over 100 years later.

The older-woman-younger-man relationship has 
become a sign of our times in recent years. More and 
more, we see the previously most unlikely pairings 
popping up around us. 

In Universal's White Palace, this theme is utilized 
in a touching, &rot\c manner that raises both eyebrows 
and thoughts on moral issues 

White Palace is one of the best movies to have been 
released in 1990. Starring as the unlikely couple are 
Susan (Rocky Horror Picture Show, Compromising 
Positions) Sarandon as Nora and James {Manneamn, 
sex, lies and videotape) Spader as Max. 

Sarandon has, yet again, shown that she is talented, 
beautiful, and, most importantly, versatile as she 
succesfully tackles what may be the hardest role of 
her CEireer. 

Spader is one of today's most underrated actors. He's 
a director's dream— good-looking, with lots of bo.\- 
office appeal and the talent to back it up. Both of these 
actors are a big part of the movie's success; you might 
even look for Sarandon's name when the Oscar 
nominees are pa^d out. 

The stoiy all starts with Max, a reclusive, young 
Jewish professional. His wife has died two years prior 
to the beginning of the story, and he has not stopped 
mourning her loss. He has completely shut himself 
away from society, and his friends are constantly 
worried about him. Enter Nora. 

Nora is a brassy, open "hoosier" (St Louis talk for 
poor folks), who works as a waitress at the White 
Palais hamburger joint. When they first meet. Max 
is complaining about bad service to Nora. They don't 
hit it (rfr. But thrcNigh a bi^urre coincidence, they end 
up at the same bar one night. And the rest is magic. 

Dii^rtor Luis Mandoki makes waves with his 
biggest project to date His direction of the love scenes 
between Sarandon and Spader are pure majesty. 
Mandoki creates such intimate situations that the 
audience is left embarrassed, wondermg if they should 
be watching what is hap^ning But at the same time 
the scenes draw the audien(% in completely. Scenes 
like these are rare in modern film, as emotions and 
passions shine through every bit as much as the 
physical, sexual contact itself. 

Ted Tally and Alvin Sargent's script is also a crucial 
element to White Palace's beauty. Tally, who has 
already made a name for himself as a pla>-\\Tight. and 
Sargent create a story that at times is so real it hurts. 
And iney don't just dw^ell on the one idea of the age 
difference between the two protagonists. They bring 
up other important themes, such as class difference, 
religious preference and the concept of "true love."

And then, ot course, there's the acting. As stated 
earlier. Sarandon and Spader are wonderful. Their 
performance are strong, unfaltering, and believable, 
sho^asing these two at their personal best yet. But 

they don't have the only performances. Eileen 
Brennan's portrayal of Nora s psychic sister Judith 
is also one of the best so far this year She's lovable 
and kind, and she tackles the hard job of making a 
psychic behevable with the ease of a seasoned 
professional. It wouldn't be a surprise to see her name 
on the nominee list, either. 

Other bright performances are given by Jason 
Alexander and Kathy Bates, who play Max's best 
friends Neil and Rosemar>'. While they have small 
parts, they still are memorable. 

When you have a formula like White Palace, you're 
bound to have good results This is a well done film, 
strong on all accounts In the realm of unlikely love 
stories, which includt'S G^o.s/ or Pretty Woman, White 
Palace reigns. Dun t miss it.

Elektra's 
40th 

is royal with 
Rubaiyat

For their 40th anniversary, 
Elektra Records wanted to do 
something extra special for both 
their re<^rding artists and their 
fans. Elektra wanted to re-release 
some of their best songs ever 
recorded by past Elektra artists. 
But compilation records have never 
been great sellers. 

Rubaiyat is the end result of this 
project— a recording of olcter Elektra 
classics, re-made and performed by 
today's versatile Elektra 
performers. 

The compilation is a masterpiece 
of modern music. The old-meets new 
style works all around, and the 
songs, which range from '60s 
protestfolk music to '70s disco 
ballads to early '80s punk and hard 
rock, still hold their original 
potency. 

The first track on the album has, 
for some unknown resison, l^ome 
Elektra's unofficial theme song: 
The Door's "Hello. I Love You." 
Doing the cover of this is one of 
today's most prolific and 
accomplished bands. The Cure. The 
idea of joining this combination is 
pure genius. If The Cure was tc- ever 
do a cover song, "Hello, I Love 
You," would have had to be the one. 
The Cure's uniqueness and 
character breath new life into this 
modern classic. 

The very next song on the album 
is another ingenious meeting that 
should have been thought of before. 
Tracy Chapman's remake of 
"House Of The Rising Sun," 
originally recorded by Glenn 
Yarbrough, successfully i^creates 
the previous dark overtones of its 
earlier counterpart. And Rubaiyat 
doesn't quit there. 

Other bright spoi^i on the album 
include: a Gypsy Kings version of 
the Eagles "Hotel California." 
which is the most creative of the 
reworks; Carly Simon's "You're So 
Vain," as done by Faster Pussycat; 
a Metallica version of Queen's 
"Stone Cold Crazy"; and an 
uncharacteristically dark They 
Might Be Giants on Phil Ochs anti- 
war folk song. "One More Parade." 

With more than 150 minutes of 
music and about 30 top-notch 
performers, Elektra has achieved 
its goal. They've produced an album 
that is filial with the magic of past 
and present music legends, and has 
something for everyoiw.

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Injury took Hall's position, but not his career

Craig Hall came to Florida 
A&M throwing passes. Now he 
spends his time intercepting 
them. 

Hall. 6 foot-3 and 210 
pounds, began his collegiate 
cai'eer as a quarterback, but in- 
juries have forced him to play 
other petitions, such as punter 
and defensive hack. 

Hall's dethroning from 
quarterback came in FAMU's 
first game last season when the 
redshirt-junior suffered a 
serious injury, cracking the 
first and second vertabrates in his neck. Tony Ezell had a 
good showing in Hall's absence and has owned the starting 
spot since. 

Yet Hall was determined to return— at any position. 
"My goal was to come back to the team and help them in 
any way possible," Hall said. 
He has done ju^ that, ^i^ii^ in to handle punting duties

and playmg strong safety in a very young defensive backfield. 

The Rickards High graduate ranks second on the team with 
three inter(%ptions. He returned one of those picks 76 yards, 
something that's typical of a big-play guy. 

Having an ex-quarterback for a punter opens up the 
opportunity for fake punts, and FAMT ' has called a few this 
year. The mc^t memorable one went for a 92 yard touchdown 
against Mid-Eastern-Athletic Conference f(^ South CaroUna 
State. 

Leading South Carolina St. 23-10, Hall faked a punt in 
FAMU's own endzone, then threw the ball to running back 
Chuck Duffey, who went 92 yards for the sccwe. 

The fake itself was gutsy enough, but it was even a riskier 
call-FAMU Coach Ken Riley had called the play off, but 
Hall kept it on. 

"Yeah, that was pretty scary," Hall said. "I would have 
been afraid to go to the sideline if it hadn't gone for a first 
down or a touchdown." 

Most players would be disappointed to lose a job, especially 
one of the glory positions like quarterback. Yet Hall has 
taken it all in stride. 

"No, I wasn't dejected," Hall said. "I wasn't healthy, and 
we decided it would work out better for the team and myself 
if I concentrated on other things." 



Hall still counts his first game as his most memorable 

'*! came in to quarterback in the third quarter." Hall said. 
"And I ran in a touchdown on an option play 

"It was a big boost to the ego to come in and take that Hrst 
snap and run that first play." 

However, the level-headed Hall is quick to point out that 
the next game was his most educational one. 

"I scored two touchdowns, but I threw ^wo interceptions 
that contributed to the loss." Hall said, 'it showed me that 
you can be nding high one minute and d(nvn the next ' 

Football may be an important part of Hall s life, but there 
is something else that really keeps him going— a two-year 
old daughter named Ciera. 

"Having Ciera in my life is an added incentive to continue 
to achieve," Hall said. "Having a child made me grow up 
fast, but it also helpt^d nie to mature faster than most people." 

Hall, a secondary educ.it ion major, would like to teach and 
then move into an administrative field. But, of course, 
professional football is his first choice. 

"Actually moving from quarterback to safety may help me 
reach my long-term goal, which is to play in the NFL," Hall 
said. "When I came to FAMU my goals were to make All 
American and to get drafted within the first eight rounds 
of the NFL draft. I think those goals are still within reach."

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A near extinction 
of predators makes 
need for hunters

Years ago, the red wolf and Florida panther stalked the state's land. 
These animals were the hunters in the "kill-or-be-killed" world of mother 
nature. 

But since man settled in Florida, these predators have become 
increasingly closer to extinction. 

There are only about 100 red wolves left in existence, of which only about 
15 still roam free. And there are just 30 to 50 panthers still around. 

To survive in the wild, a large male panther needs an average of 275 
square miles of habitat, and a red wolf needs even more. With cities, 
highways and shopping centers springing up throughout the state, the 
possibility of these once free-roaraing animals to get back their lands is 
dwindling 

Most would probably feel at f^a.se that these dangerous animals no longer 
walk Florida's lands. However, a large fact often overlooked is that these 
predators played an important role in animal population control. 

These animals used to be a factor in moderating deer populations, and, 
in turn, they prevented environmental problems caused by deer 
overpopulation. 

If deer hunting was outlawed or voluntarily stopped, the affect on deer 
population and natural habitats would be devastating. 

This is according to Tim Breault, a regional wildlife biologist for the 
Florida Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission. 

Deer would be less healthy and would completely destroy various 
vegetation in their habitats. For instance, a starv ing deer would have to 
eat grass and wild flowers, since there would not be enough nutritional 
food sources like acorns, berries and soybeans. 

"Without organized sports hunting, deer (would) chronically exceed the 
caring capacity of the land to the {Mint where they damage the habitat," 
Breault said. 

Running out of food sources, deer would eat everything from baby trees 
in forests to crops on farmers lands. If farmers drove the deer from their 
crops, the result would he decreased forestation and the extinction of 
several plant and wildtlower species. 

"Theoretically, the plant species could come back in 50 to 60 years, but 
that is pure speculation," Breault said. 

The caring capacity of the land has to do with the availibility of food 
and shelter sources. Inadequate food prevents deer from growing into 
strong adults, weakens their immune system and causes problems with 
pregnancies. 

Underfed deer not only gi'ow to smaller sizes, but also tail to acquire 
sutficient hcxiy mass and fat to make it through the winters. Many deer 
would simply freeze to death. 

And weakened immune systems and overpopulated deer populations 
would cause disease to spread more quickly. 

Deer can also carry lime disease and spread ticks to humans, making 
wildlife camping expeditions a greater health risk to people. 

The infant mortality rate of fawns would rise, too. Nutrition is as 
important to animal fetal development as to humans. Fawns would be born 
weaker and smaller, often premature, because a starving mother cannot 
carry a pregnancy Less able infants would die in the summer months, 
unable to reach higher tree vegetation. 

Deer would wander onto farmland, eating and destroying crop>, and thev 
would wander onto highways, risking car collisions. When a vehicle 
approaches, deer freeze and stare directly into the headlights. 

So for all these reasons, hunting is important to the environment, 
benefiting humans, habitats and deer. 

The Game Commission studies and estimates ideal populations foi deer 
to live and breed, given the amount of land, food restrictions and the lack 
of natural predators. 

But people and hunters must remember that deer are a renewable 
resource and will be free to roam as long as everyone follows government 
advice. 

'The common misconception by non-hunters is that when a hunter kills 
a deer, there will be one less deer. That couldn't be farther from the truth," 
Breault said. 

Healthy deer populations require specific management programs to live 
strong and free. And hunting helps provide the answers. 

"It's not the case that deer will live happily ever after if we leave them 
alone, deer will continue to be born and continue to die, Breault said

DER employee suspended for 
remarks against administration

An outspoken lawyer with the state's 
Department of Environmental Ke^^ailation 
was suspended for a week without pay 
Tuesday, for allegedly making negative 
remarks about the agency's administration. 

David Schwartz, a lawyer with the DER 
since March of this year, was quoted making 
critical remarks about DER Secretary Dale 
Twachtmann in an article that appeared in 
the Oct. 23 St. Prtcrsbur^ Times Schwartz 
was at a public environmental forum attended 
by the then-^uhernatf)nal candidate Lawton 
Chiles when he made the remarks. 

"A substantial majority of the workers in 
the trenches would like to see a new 
administration and a new secretary," the 
Times quoted Schwartz as saying at the 
forum two weeks ago. "I just ask if you could 
please, if elected— I pray that you will be 



appoint somebody who really cares about the 
environment, somebody who works for the 
environment and not for private industrv" 

At the time, Schwartz emphasized that he 
was .-^pt-aking only i'or himself. 

When reached at his home Wednesday, 
Schwartz said he did not want to jeapordize 
his job by talking about the matter. 

"I don't think it would be real smart to 
make a comment," he said. 

However, an employee at the DKR, who 
asked not to he identified, said he thought 
Schwartz was .suspended for political rea.sons. 

"Absolutely, of coui-se he was. He s{)oke out 
against the administration and as a result 
he was suspended," the employee said. "You 
can't get more political than that."

Florida State University students 
at William Rusher's speech 
Thursday night found his views on 
free speech quite contradictory. 

Rusher, long-time publisher of the 
conservative magazine National 
Review, told about 140 people in the 
union ballroom that free speech, 



including racist and homophobic 
speech, is protected by the First 
Amendment. But later, Rusher said 
flag burning should be punished 

"In general I think that we ought 
to be willing to hear any kind of 
statement," said Rusher, whose 
lecture was sfK)nsored by the FSU 
Institute of Conservative Studies, the 
Intercollegiate Studies Institute and 



a local conservative think tank— the 
James Madison Institute. 

"(But) we must have a rule of 
reason" when it comes to flag 
burning, he added. 

Rusher had harsh words for 
universities that have banned racist 
and homophobic speech. He cited the 
University of Wisconsin and 
Stanford University as schools that 



had implemented such bans. 

Rusher went on to make a 
distinction between what he termed 
actual speech, or the act itself and 
symbolic speech, in which he placed 
artistic and other non-literal acts of 
speech. 

Students attacked this distinction 
at its root.

Fire in the hole

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Middle East crisis sparlcs a 
renewed interest in veterans

Rick Clevenger, president of Vietnam Veterans of 
America's Tallahassee chapter, sees a growing interest 
in honoring the military in the light of U.S. 
involvement in the Middle East. 

in the last month we have received a lot of calls from 
people interested in helping soldiers in Operation 
Desert Shield," Clevenger said Thursday, "There 
seems to be more awareness of the military."' 

Florida State" University history Professor Jim Jones 
notes that while interest in Veteran's Day and the 
military may have decreased since Vietnam, he sees 
a resurgence of interest. 

"Surely it's faded somewhat," said Jones. "Since 
Vietnam, there are younger people for which Veteran's 
Day has less meaning. The older you are. the more 
meaning it has for you. Since the U.S. is on the brink 
of another war, there might be a revival of Veteran s 
Day." 

For the members of the local chapter of Vietnam 
Veterans of America, Veteran's Day is more than just 
a day off from work. Each year, they organize 
Tallahassee's Veteran's Etey parade to honor American 

soldiers. 

This year s parade will be dedicated to members of 
the armed forces reserves and National Guard The 
theme for this year's parade. "They Still Serve," 
reminds people that many veterans stay in the reserves 
and national guard after their time in the service, said 
Veteran's Day Parade coordinator Terry Brown. As a 
result, some of them have recently been called back 
into service for Operation Desert Shield in Saudi 



Arabia 

Other groups participating in the parade will 
include the Tallahassee chapters of Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, American Legion. Disabled American 
Veterans, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, ROTC units 
and FSU Greek organizations. 

As part of Monday's Veteran's Day events, the 
Vietnam Veterans of America will conduct a WTeath 
laying ceremony at the Vietnam Veteran's Memorial 
in Tallahassee. The ceremony begins at 10 a.m. before 
the parade. 

After the parade Vietnam Veterans of America will 
hold a news conference where they plan to release 
findings of a statewide survey of the long-term effects 
of Agent Orange, a toxic carcinogen defoliant widely 
used by the U.S.in Vietnam during its involvment 
there. 

Although many veterans will psurticipate in the 
parade, others choose not to 

Tom Baxter, a Vietnam veteran and a member of 
the Tallahassee chapter of Vets for Peace, plans to 
spend Veteran's Day at home with his family. 

"I won't be going to the parade," Baxter said. "I 
wish we didn't have veterans at all." 

He ttees not oppose the parade, but his organization 
focuses on alternatives to war. 

' We try to tell people about the futility and the cast 
of war," Baxter said. " We try to emphasize the use 
of political and diplomatic solutions to problems." 

The Veteran's Day Parade begins at 1 1 a.m. this 
Monday. The route starts in the parking lot 
behind the Capitol and follows a path that 
returns to the CapitoL

"Diat's the headline that ^ould have made the front page of every 
ne^^iaper across the nation the day after election day. But (tfcoiu^, 
once again, it didn't— front page <rf the Flambeau inclu<ted. 

Chiles by a mile over Martinez, another six yem o£Jm^ Helms— 
are big st<Ni^. But the fact that a tiny minori^ chose who will 
^rve us all is an unqualified cats^trophe. 

Why this apathy? An election process that has sunk to new (^ths 
in allowing candidates to avoM the issues, inspiring di^ust and a 
feeling of helplessness among the registered and non-r^ister^ alike, 
is largely to blame. Over and over again, at all levels of government, 
the American etoctcnute is forced to choose between '"U^ l^s^ erf' two 
evils. 

There are way? to get the voter back into the election process. 
Campaign finance reform that would limit the influen<% of political, 
action committees and public funding of longer, more informative 
television political advertisements to discourage misleading, 
30-second "sound bites" are part of the solution. 

Adding "neither" or "none of the above" to the ballot is too. If 
enough voters chose "none of the above," new candidates would have 
to be chosen and another election held. And that process would 
continue until a candidate emerged that voters could tolerate. 

Besides giving voters a choice where there currently is none, a "none 
of the above" item on the ballot would likely help alleviate some of 
the problems that make most trips to the polls such painful exercises 
in the first place. 

If candidates knew voters had a choice besides themselves, they may 
be more likely to stick to the issues and avoid the mudslinging and 
distortion that they can now can get away with and even be rewarded 
for. 

And if political action committees knew the survival of the 
candidates they were funnelling huge amounts of money weren't 
guaranteed a victory simply because they could buy the most sound 
bites, they would be less inclined to wield their influence that way. 

A "none of the above" addition to the ballot may also do something 
about the fact that the differences between the two major political 
parties seem to be diminishing every day. According to a r4ecent 
Washingimi Post mirvey, aloK^ half of tl« tens of millions of non- 
voters say they attain from the political process because they don't 
think there is much a differeiK^ between the Republican and 
DenMKnrat candidate they have to dMme from. 

**None fji the id»ove** may spark real politioil <kbate. 

Of course, nnce politicians (Mfbi^ {Murti^ benefit from the system 
as it rtaiMb now, changing it won*t come from within— witoe^ recent 
failed attemfrts at b<^ ^e national and ^te levels. 

But in Fk»^yi, votm can initiate their own changes by callii^ for 
referei^ums. They shmM odl for the additkm d **iiMe of the above" 
to the balkA before the Mxt eleetimi rolls «-ound.

CPE's counsel for the case, Michael Grief, asked 
Fernandez to revise his complaint by Nov. 12 because 
it lists Inters ^ a c^efeiKiant. 

"My name should not be on here. I wasn't even 
directcH- then," said Peters, who b«:ame the CPE 
director in August. The fliers in question were 
distributed in June and July. 

Fi'mandez said he will remove Peters' name from 
the complaint, adding that he isn't interested in 
attacking Peters pt^rsonally. 

Since Fernandez hasn't shown her the fliers with 
the missing student government logoss Peters siiid she 
would not comment on whether CPE may have 
violated the statute. But Peters said it's easy for 
agencies to forget the Ic^. 

Fernandez refused to state what penalties he will 
ask the student supreme court to hand down to CPE. 
He said his office is still considering all options, 
including freezing the agency's funds and fining it. 

Center said he is unsure what penalties the court 



can impose on CPE since he has not seen the 
plaintiff s evidence 

"We're at the point where a finger has been pointed 
at a ptMson. and that's it." Center said. "We don't 
know what the seventy of the actions were " 

Center added that the punishment will be 
proportional to Ae severity at the mme. Technically, 
there are no limits to what sort of punishment the 
court can give the agency, he said. 

"We have the p»nver right now to remove the people 
from office. We have the ability to freeze funds. " 
Center said at the hearing. "The options are endless" 

Peters said she does not know what Fernandez's 
intent is. but added that she believes Fernandez will 
ask the court to freeze CPE's funds. 

'Tm afraid that's what his unspoken intentions 
are," Peters said. 

Itovid Stem, a volunteer at CPE, said he also thinks 
the student attorney general's office is using the 
charge to personally attack the agency. 

"In my opinion, it is nothing but harassment from 
George F'ernandez, " Stern said. "He does have 
objections to CPE's issues."

"It w as a time-(rf'-the-season thing/' he said about 
running for Homecoming Queen. "It was a time to 
challenge tradition. But it is a little hard to tell your 
grandkids about that now." 

.Although Shank managed to net 1.500 >tudent 
sigiiatures m three hours on a ballot to run for Qutvn. 
not everyone was excited by the possibility of having 
a male in the position. From students to 
admini^ration. Shank's bid caused controversy. 

"He didn't meet the full requirements. He wasn't 
a female. At least I don't think he was," Marshall 
Hamilton, faculty chariman of the Homecoming 
Committee told the Flambeau in 1972. "Something 
like this could really destroy the dignity of 
Homecoming " 

Shank said students were angry for different 
reasons. 

"Some thought I was a real horse's patutti because 
I was taking away their chances of being stars," he 
said. 

No one got the chan<^ to be the star that year or 
the following year because FSU administration

The Florida A&M University Essential Theatre's 
production of The Coio'ra Musew^i. which oponed 
NHednesday night to an appreciative, near capacity 
audience, is all that and more 

George Wolfe's award-winnnij; satire mixes music, 
irony and letJial wit to lampoon many of the 
pc«entially di%isive eontr^iictions and sacred symbols 
of cont«mporar>- African American culture and 
identity 

Through a series of a d(xen "exhibit^;." Wolfe leaves 
te%v stones unturned: from the opening "Celebrity 
Slaveship flight. " to the • Bottomless Pit" scene with 
the outrageous transvestite NIiss Roj and the closing: 
"Party scene. Tht Colortd Mh^cum takes pointed 
jabs at a number of black archetypes and celebrates 
the pain and pl^sure of being black and proud in the 
United States. 

Despite a few opening night miscues and jittors, the 
Essential TTieatre's productkm makes the most of the 
play's showtime diversity and colorful 
characterizations. 

After a bumpy ride on the "Celebrity Slaveship." 
comes 'Cix^kin' with Aui^t Ethel." 

Aunt Ethel belts out a bluesy recipe for baking up 
a "batch of Negroes": "... add a heap of survival, 
and humility, juM a toudi. Add some atti tude— oops! 
I put too much ..." 

The audience is then taken into the ^rile world 
of "The Photo Session" with Ebony magazine, and a 
war stor>- in "Soldier with a Secret.'* 

In "The Gospel According To Miss Roj." the 
crossdressing Miss Roj asks "Is there life after Jherri- 
Curl?" and proceeds to bring the house down 

"The Hairpiece" skit takes ami at a woman's 
identity crisis and the "Last Mama-on-the-Couch" 
^:ene go^ after the classic characters of Lorraine 
Hanrfierry's A Raisin in the Sun and Ntozake 
Shange's Fw Colored Girls who have Contemplated 
Suicide li hen the Rainbow is Enough. 

In "Symbiosis," the a>ntemporar\' Conformist Man 
tries to throw away his militant '60s past, but the 
irrepressible, nostalgic Kid refuses to go dowTi without 
a fight. 

"La La's Opening" reveals a confused showgirl's 
struggle to reject her roots, and "Permutations" deals 
with the pride amd naivete of young motherhood. 

Topsy Washington puts the Museum s exhibits in 
perspective in tlw final "Party" sketch when she 
brings the characters togetl^ to chant: "... cBum 
I'm not w hat I was 10 years ago or 10 minutes ago 
I'm all ot that and then some And whereas I can't 
live inside yesterday s pain. I can t live without it." 

The cast of players efTectively exploited the hilarious 
elements of Wolfe's script, but the historical and 
cultural significance of some of the individual 
chan^t^^ aiMi their idiosyms^ies gDt lo^ due to poor 
projection, enunciation and timing Most of the 
characters call fm colloquial authenticity, and some 
of their ao^nts sounded awkward or contrived. 

Due to some flubbed lines and botched scene 
changes, the flow of the action Wednesday night 
bogged down occassionally; with so many soliloquies 
and scene changts. Tht Colored Slustum calls for a 
brisker pace and a higher, more consistent level of

The abstract set. artfully designed with minimal 
props and backdmps. gives the players plenty of room 
to move, and this show does move. Nearly all of the 
sketches call for detailed choreography and 
movement, and the cast excels in this facet of the 
production. 

11^ attunes are all excellent, especially Miss Roj s 
get-up. replete with patio pants and white pumps. 
The lighting design was adequate, but for a show 

m which live and recorded music plavv <uch an 
integral role m the individual skits' themes, the sound 
production was sorely lacking. 

Director Valencia Matthews deserves credit for 
selecting such an ambitious, challenging work* 
Wolfe's play t^es a lot of risks, and the mature 
themes and biting commentary are timely and 
relevant. 

The multiple characters and sketches required 

detailed planning and a massive production effort. 

Despite Its minor flaws, which should he easilv 
corrected for the next shows, the Essential Theatre 
has staged a colorful, flamboyant entertainment 
spectacle

After long search Tallahassee 
symphony finds new conductor

After searching the country tor more than three 
years, the Tallahassee Symphony Oivhestra is proud 
to announce that they have found a replacement for 
their late founder/conductor. Maestro Nicholas 
Harsianyi. who died in 1987. 

He IS David Szent-Gyoriri Pollitt. a graduate of the 
Universit> ot" Miohivjan Point trained at Julhard. and 
went on to conduct symphonies in Arlington, Va., and 
Greenville. S C. 

"David IS very hichly respected in the Arlininon 
area" said Anne Hodges, general manager of the 
Tallahassee Symphony. "He is a pertectionist. very 
demanding, but he encourages hard work and 
appreciates talent across the board." 

Pollitt was born in Zimbabwe of British and 
Hungarian parents, a point Hodges was keen to 
emphasize 

"There's a long line of world ren owned classical 
conductors who are ol" Hungarian lineage." she said. 

But don"! expect Pollitt to limit himselfto just doing 
classical music. He has expressed a desire to do more 
■ pops '-CMiented concerts similar to what he has done 
in Greenville. In addition to that, he hopes to make 
OTchestral music more wxxssible to today's generation 
of schoolkids. 

In addition to his duties in Arlington and 
Greenville. Pollitt has been a guest cor.ducior at Hoth 
Spoleto festivals m America and Italy Last vear he 
toured Hungary with the Szeged Philharnionic in 
honor of his grandfather, who w as a Nobel Laureate 
scientist. 

Pollitt is currently the music director of the 
Greenville Symphony and will continue in that 
position when he takes over the permanent 
directorship of the Tallahassee Symphony in the 
spring. 

His first TSO concert will be some time in 
Septemiber. although he will be billed as a guest- 
conductor for an event m Februarv.

The Tallahassee Symphony has been looking for a 
new permanent conductor for the last ^veral seasons 
b\ inviting several guest -conductors into town, each 
of whom was considered a serious candidate for the 

position 

Pollitt won out appaentK- because he expressed a 
keen desire to keep to the traditioiis established by 
his predecessor. Nicholas Hiirsanyi. who brought the 
orchestra up trom very humble beginnings. 

Initially, the orchestra did nothing more 
adventurous than holiday performances of Handel's 
Messiah. Community support was so strong, though, 
that Harsanyi was able to establish a permanent 
organization, which he directed for its premier 
performance on Sept. 14, 1981 until his unexpected 
death in Julv. 19S7

Bureaucrat combines best 
of both Kafka and Keaton

Ever find your time, energ\- and patience stretched 
to the limit by needless bureaucracy? Ever felt the 
claustrophobic grip of red tape around your neck? 
Ever endured the Kafkaesque confusicm of endless 

line waiting and document authorization procedures? 

Well, instead of lashing out in futile frustration, 
come to Moore auditorium tonight and laugh at the 
whole sick mess by watching Tomas Gutierrez Alea s 
brilliant comedy. Death of a Bureaucrat. 

In 1966. when the film was made, Cuba was glutted 
with bureaucreu^ and Alea was prepared to violently 
take justify into his own hands. 

"I thought it over, though," he had said in a 1979 
interview, "and realized that if I wanted to avoid 
problems with the police, it would be better if I made 
a movie 

The wit Alea uses to puncture the inanities of 
bureaucracy does far more damage than any weapon. 

The story begins when Francisco Perez, an 
"exemplar>' worker" in the words of his nephew, is 
killed by the machine he invented to noake busts of 
a Cuban national hero (as ^own in a Terry Gilliam- 
like animated sequence). Perez is then buried with 
his work card in hand. 

Unfortunately, his widow soon discovers that she 
cannot claim her pension without the card. The 
couple's nephew takes it upon himself to retrieve it. 
He deals with a number of unhelpful bureaucrats 
before finally deciding to dig up the body himself. 
During the attempt, however, he panics and steals the 
whole body. He isn't allowed to bring the body back 
because the official paperwork says Perez has already 
been buried so he needs an oflicial exhumation order. 

Because the situation doesn't fall into the 
paperwork .-ystem. the bureaucrats can t deal with 
It and the poor nephew becomes angr\', frustrated and 
violent. 

The movie is filled with great visual comedy. Alea 
has humorous cinematic allusions to such film greats

Ingmar Bergman. One inspired sequence is probably 
the most incredible variation of the "pie fight" motif 
ever. Like a Tex Avery cartoon, the film is jam packed 
with gags (even the movies credits are funny), but like 
Avery's work, attempted descriptions do not do the 
humor justice. 

The most difficult thing about watching this film 
is shifting gears to the different styles of humor the 
work encompasses "slapstick, sight gags, film 
references, parody, satire, subtle innuendo, irony, 
surrealist humor, etc., etc.. etc.).

Today's media mudslingers 
had nothing on ancient Rome

Another nasty mud-slinging, kidney-punching 
election season has come and gone. As a nation, our 

tolerance wa? put to the test: from Texas— where 
Clayton Williams' promised to take Democratic 
challenger Ann Richards and "head her, h<H>f her. and 
drag her through the mud '—to Florida, where less- 
than-vague innuendo was raised against Grovernor- 
elect Lawton Chil^' mental stability. 

But if you thought this was n^ten politico, be glad 
you weren't armind 2,000 y&as ago during liie l^yday 
of the Roman Empire. Even the worst ext^^es of 
today "s schmoo^rs are peanuts compared to them. 

"The Romans would accuse their political enemies 
not only of being hypocrites or criminals, but of 
murder, beating their wives, of incest, " said Jeffrey 
Tatum. a classics professor at Florida State 
University. "They would attack them for being ugly. 
Tunny-looking, having funny a<^nts and being 
illiterate." 

Tatum considers the da^ic mse in Roman {x>litics 
to be the personal abuse heiqi^ upm Mark Antony 
by Octavian Gater known as Ceasar Augustus). 
Octavian's smear campaign was so successful, it has 
carried through to today Many p)eople believe Antony 
was a drunken womanizer, easily manipulated by 
Cleopatra, the last queen of Eg>'pt. 

Octavian was able to capitalize on this so well — 
no doubt with a little dash of anti foriegn sentiment 
— that the we^rn half of the republic went to war 



against the eastern half The resulting fight was so 
bitter and divisive that when things finally settled, 
the Republic lay in ashes and Octavian was 
practically given the title <rf emperor. 

There's more than one way that ancient Romans 
still shadow today's poUtic^. Tatum said Augustus 
was k^n to present a very positive public image all 
through his days as emperor, even to the point of 
keeping a youthful image on coins and sculptures 
when he was well into his 70s. 

Compare and contrast this if you will w ith tcxlay's 
media .sensitive politicos. Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
who's got to be bucking 80 if he's a day, never goes 
anywhere without his bottle of hair-dye (yeah, for both 
of them). TTien there's the lii»-suction bill fwiner 
Congre^man Barney Frank ran up a few years ago. 
Now that 01^ must have stretch^ the limits of even 
a Congre^man's perks. 

Or, if you really want to belabor a point, take a good 
look at some old footage of George Bush when he was 
still running for the top job in early 1980. His hair 
is parted from the side, not brushed back from the 
front like it is now. and he's got nerdy glasses that 
make him look like an over-age high school geek with 
a plastic p(x:ket protector. 

Compare that to the image he has now. 10 years 
after Ronald Reagan's old make up artists did some 
overtime work on him. He's probably still got them 
on the payroll. Now if he can just do S)mething about 
that voice . . .

Hornsby hails from Williamsburg, Va., and attended both the Berklee 
School of Music and the University of Miami, two of the top music programs 
in the nation. He was a virtual unknown up until 1986, when his anti- 
racist pop ballad "The Way It Is," tore up the Billboard charts and 
catapulted Hornsby and the Range into the national spotlight. 

The music career of Hornsby and the Range has been, to say the least, 
diversified. Hornsby and the Range (John Molo on drums, Joe Puerta on 
bass, and guitarists David Mansfield and George Marinelli) have worked 
with some o{ the top names in the show-biz industry, iiu:luding Ik>n Henley, 
Cheap Trick, Branford Marsalis and Bob Dylan. 

On their new album, A Night On The Town, some of the guest artists 
include Jerry Garcia and Bela Fleck. Hornsby is even a golf partner of 
Huey Lewis. 

But aside from working with such a diversified field of other artists, 
Hornsby and The Range hit pay dirt after that first hit, and their success 
culminated with a Best New Artist Grammy.

It wasn't a good week for Carruthers, who 
was dropped from the finalists list for the 
coveted Butkus Award, which is given to the 
nation's finest collegiate linebacker. 

However, against a Cincinnati team that 
has averaged about two touchdowns per 
game, the FSU defense shouldn't skip a beat. 

In their last two games, the defense has 
performed spectacularly. Last week, FSU 
limited USC to only one third down 
conversion on 11 attempts. 

With bowl scouts looking on, don't be 
surprised if the defense looks to improve by 
trying to shut out the homesick Bearcats whD 
have to play eight away games this season 
because their on-campus stadium is getting 
a $13.5 million facelift. 



Look for FSU's "Sky Patrol" secondary to 
shut down Bearcat wide receivers and to blitz 
safety Bill Ragans, who has already recorded 
four quarterback sacks. 

Also expect the FSU defensive line to 
frustrate quarterback Paul Anderson. 

Against a Cincinnati defense that has 
allowed an average of close to 300 yards per 
game rushing, look for the Seminoles to 
control the time of possession by running the 
ball straight at the Cincinnati defense. 

If FSU's offensive line, "the Fabulous 
Baker Boys," can control the line of 
scrimmage as they have since the Auburn 
game, expect Amp hee and E^|^ Bennett 
to get big yardage early and be replaced by 
Sean Jackson and Paul Moore. 

Although USC prevented FSU 
quarterback Casey Weldon from going long 



to Lawrence Dawsey and the receiving corps 
last week, don't be suprised if Weldon tests 
a Bearcat secondary which allowed 
Louisville wide receiver Anthony Cummings 
to score five aerial TD's last week. Weldon 
and Dawsey n^ to show their stuff to Bowl 
scouts. 

Now that Terrell Buckley isn't nursing his 
twisted ankle, the Cincinnati special teeuns 
need to be aware that he is due to return a 
punt for a touchdown on any given kick. 

This may prove to be the last meeting 
between the two teams for a long time. The 
Bearcats are in the Metro Conference and 
are not on the Seminoles' '91. '92, or '93 
schedules. After '93, FSU should regularly 
be playing teams in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference along with Miami and Florida 
annually.

season. Ezell also needs only 13 
more completions to set the single- 
season record for completions. 

On the season, Ezell has hit 116 
of 248 attempts for 1,859 yards, 15 
touchdowns and seven 
interceptions. 

Ezell has many targets to throw 
to, with six receivers having double- 
figiire totals in receptions. 

Freshman Terry Mickens leads 
the Rattlers with 21 catches for 337 
yards and two touchdowns while 
sophomore flanker Jam^ Thurman 
is second with 19 receptions, and a 
team-leading four touchdowns. 

Junior Tim Daniel is the guy 
Ezell goes to when he needs big 
yardage.

average of 29 yards per catch. 

Howard's rush defense, ranked 
No. 7, will face what may be the 
best running back duo in Divison 
1-AA when they take on FAMU's 
Amir Rasul and Pat Roddick. 

Despite being keyed on by every 
defense the Rattlers have faced, 
Rasul has run for 855 yards and a 
team-leading six touchdowns. 

Reddick, a sophom(»re f\illback, 
has rushed for 531 yards and three 
scores, looming the first FAMU 
fullback to break the 500 yard 
barrier in the last 12 years. 

Once again, FAMU will face an 
offense playing musical 
quarterbacks. The Bison had been 
led by senior Donald Carr all year, 
and he had been impressive.

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Metro warm up brings a serious test for FSU

The Lady Seminoles are tuning 
up for the Metro Conference 
volleyball tournament, and what 
better way to do that than to host 
their own tourney? 

This weekend, 19th-ranked FSU 
welcomes tough squads from 
Houston, Fresno State and Greorge 
Washington to Tallahassee for the 
Florida State Classic. 

FSU Coach Cecile Reynaud is not 
expecting any easy matches for her 
team, which toasts a 22-7 overall 
recoid. 

"These matches will show us 
where we are," Reynaud said. "We 
want a tough test before the Metro 

tournament next week." 

And tough it will be. Houston, 
which owns a 6-1 advantage in 



games against the Lady Seminoles, 
plays in the difficult Southwest 
Conference, where they sport a 4-3 
record and are 13-11 overall. 

The Cougars have beaten FSU 
mostly in five-game matches, which 
indicates that the Lady Seminoles 
have a good chance of beating them 
at Tully Gym, where FSU is 
undefeated in all 13 matches this 
season. 

The last time FSU met George 
Washington University was 
Reynaud's first year as Lady 
Seminole coach, 1976, when FSU 
fell in three games. The Colonial 
Women are leading the Atlantic- 10 
Conference with a 7-1 record, but 
are just 16-15 overall. 

GWU's attack is led by senior 
outside hitter Allison O'Neill, who 
hits for 4.2 kills per game. 



Fresno St., a Big West Conference 
contender at 6-9 is a tjqjically strong 
California squad which features 
agressive attacking and expert 
setting. 

Fresno St. has played eight 
Top-20 teams this year, thus their 
11-16 record. Reynaud c^lls them an 
outsanding team from a strong 
conference and expects a real test. 

The Lady Seminoles have settled 
into their starting lineup, which has 
seen improved play from 6-foot -1 
sophomore Bianca Stevens, who has 
started since the middle of October 
and has registered 46 kills and 37 
blocks in nine starts. 

In conference action last weekend, 
Stevens had 15 blocks in two 
matches. 

The play of junior Amy Bronson 
has been noticeably enhanced by 



her switch from the middle to 
mitside hitting. Bronson has 188 
kills, 91 blocks and 39 service aces. 

Freshman setter Jennifer McCall 
has proven her^lf in the Lady 
Seminole lineup, averaging 7.1 set 
assists and nearly two digs per 
game. 

Powerful outside hitter Kristine 
Cousins has doubled the FSU 
scoring potential playing opposite 
standout Maggie Philgence. 
Cousins is recording 3.2 kills per 
game, has 42 service aces and leads 
the team with 353 digs. 

Philgence, a viable All-American 
candidate and Olympic hopeful, is 
still moving up the NCAA all-time 
scoring list. She is currently No. 8 
with 2,010 kills and is averaging 
4.51 per game. 



The play of senior Gabrielle Ret ce 
has improved in the second half of 
the season as well. Reece Itads FSU 
in blocks with 1.41 per game and 
was named Metro player-of the 
week last week. Reece also 
contributes 2.61 kills per game for 
the Lady Seminoles. 

The Florida State Classic kicks of} 
Friday at 3:30 p.m. when the Lady 
Seminoles take on Fresno St. Play 
resumes at 11 a.m. Saturday with 
FSU vs. George Washington; 1 p.m. 
is Fresno St. vs. Houston; 5 p.m. is 
Fresno St. vs. George Washington 
and at 7 p.m. FSU will take on 
Houston. 

These are the last home matches 
for the Lady Seminoles, who play all 
matches in Tully Gymnasium. 



A very rich Strawberry makes happy move coast to coast

LOS ANGELES— Slugger Darryl Strawberry replaced the burden of New 
York expectations with hometown ones ThurKlay when he signed a five- 
year, $20.3 million contract with the Los Angeles Ikidgers. 

The Dodgers made Strawberr>' the second-highest paid player in baseball 
history and quickly ended the outfielder's tempestuous eight-year 
relationship with the Mets. Negotiations began Monday and concluded 
late Wednesday night. 

"My baseball life is just starting now," the 28-year-old, seven-time 
National League All-Star said at a Dodger Stadium news conference. "A 
lot of the fun was taken away by the expectations in New York. I think 
you're going to see Darryl Strawberry going at a different level." 



The Mets won a World Series during Strawberry's days in New York, 
but the lefl-handed-hitting right fielder was often criticized when seasons 
turned sour. He openly feuded with General Manager Frank Cashen after 
Cashen spoke publicly during mid-summer contract negotiations. 

The Mets offered Strawberry $15 million over four seasons, but he was 
not interested. Oakland Athletics slugger Jose Canseco is the game's 
highest-paid player with a deal for $23.5 million over five seasons. 

"We sure accomplished more than we didn't," Strawberry, who 
graduated from Crenshaw High School in Los Angeles, said of his career 
with the Mets. "We had players who got hurt and players who didn't 
produce. I wish we could've won more than one championship, but we 
didn't. There's no excuse for it."

Student falls off balcony, dies

A 31 year-old Florida State Univer- 
sity student died Monday after suf- 
fering massive head injunes when he 
fell off a balcony at a university 
owned apartment complex, according 
to FSU Police Etepartment spokesper- 
son Jack Handley. 

The name of the 31-year-old male 
who was studying computer science 



is being withheld until his next of kin 
can be contacted. 

Since the police department is still 
investigating the case and an autop- 
sy has yet to be done, Handley said 
he did not know if drugs or alcohol 
were involved 

"At this point we've ruled out foul 
play," Handley said Monday night. 

He said the department does not 
know if the man's fatal fall from the 



balcony outside his Alumni Village 
apartment was intentional. 

"We are reviewing the physical 
evidence to see what has been 
gathered," he said. "We're just not 
sure." 

Harrald Kegelmann, the man's 
neighbor, said he knew the victim for 
several months and added that he did

The day before a stete Department 

of Administration officer was 
scheduled to hear a Florida A&M 
University administrator's lawsuit 
agamst the school, the case was settl- 
ed out of court. 

In the lawsuit, former Director of 
Student Health l^rvices Edward 
Holifield claimed he was fired from 
his administrative position because 
he expc^ed long-standing problems at 
the university's pharmacy— including 
the administering of outdated 
medicine to students. 

Holifield was told in January 1989 
that his work contract would not be 
renewed. In September 1989 he was 
put on administrative leave without 
pay. 

Holifield said the university was in 
violation of the 1986 Whistle 
Blower's Act that prohibits the firing 
of government employees who expose 
illegal activities or misconduct. 

But in a Sept. 23, 1989. letter to 
Holifield, FAMU President Frederick 
Humphries wrote that Holifield was

being put on administrative leave for 
"disruptive conduct." 

In a letter to Humphries, Vice 
President of Student Affairs Richard 
Flamer wrote that Holifleld's employ- 
ment contrMt with the university 
should not be renewed because 
Holifield has not provided "the 
necessary support, oversight and/or 
leadership for carrying out or im 
plementing certain programs and/or 
procedures with Student Health Ser- 
vices." 



Holifield refused comment on 
Wednesday's out-of-court settlement. 

"On the advice of my attorney, I am 
not going to comment on the specifics 
of the arrangement," Holifield said 
Monday. "I am not going to say 
anything beyond what has been 
released." 

Flamer also refund to comment on 
the lawsuit, and attempts to get in 
touch with Humphries were 
unsuccessful. 

Although the university agreed to 
rehire Holifield Wednesday night, ho 
will no longer direct FANlU's student 
health services. Instead, Holifield 
will work with advanced pharmacy 
students beginning next semester. 

According to FAMU Director of 
Public Relations Eddie Jackson, the 
university will hire a new director of 
student health services. Currently, 
there is no director. 

Holifield is on "special assignment" 
to Humphries, but Jackson refused to 
elaborate on what Holifiold s new 
position entails. Despite the change 
in position, Holifield will continue to 
make $72,000 a year.

Undercover cops bust underagers »

Seminole ^irit wasn't the only thing 
fiowing during Florida State Univer- 
sity's Homecoming weekend 

Undercover agents with the state 
Division of the Alcoholic Beverages 
and T^HK^^o were out in force, trying 
to curb the spirits to underagers 

In a weekend spent undercover with 
agents from both the local ABT office 
and the statewide ABT Special En- 
forcement Team (ABTSET), 87 people 
were arrested for violation of state 
alcohol laws. Most were minor 
students illegally possessing alcohol. 

As requested by State University 
System Chancellor Charles Reed, the 
ABT has been working urwlercover at 
all stete univ^ities during Homecom- 
ing festivities in an effort to crack 
down on underage alcohol use. The 
ABT agents were everywhere, carding 
beer drinkers attending FSU's Pow 
Wow m the Tallahassee/Leon County 
Civic Center, peering in the bathrooms 



of Doak Campbell Stedium during 
Saturday afternoon's football game, 
staking out popular college hangoute, 
and even shutting down house parties 
where alcohol and underagers were 
present 

Bruce AshleN , district super\ isor for 
the Tallahassee branch of the ABT. 
said the agency's main concern is the 
safety of the underagers. 

"I guess that's our biggest concern, 
that kids not get killed," he said over 
the weekend. 

Ashley said minors who consume 
alcohol not only pose a threat to 
themselves, but to the owners and 
employees of the establishments where 
they illegally drink. If they are caught, 
the owner of a business may face 
revocation of their liquor license. And 
even if the ui^eragers aren't caught, 
the owner may be sued if they are hurt 
in an alcohol-related accident.

there were five teams of two agents, all 
in separate units, that spread in all 
directions of Tallahassee. Two interns, 
one from FSU and one from Florida 
A&M University, also rode with 
agents to help out whenever necessary 
There were 12, four women and eight 
men, in all. 

The agents, whose names can't be 
released because they work under- 
cover, were all different shapes and 
sizes. They each looked average, able 
to fit in with any diverse crowd. They 
dressed casually and all wore running 
shoes, in case someone decided to run. 
But no one did last weekend. 

The agents all had different 
temperments. Some were laid back, 
joking with the underagers, while 
others were more guarded. One 
threatened to jail several j^ple unless 
they cooperated. 

But generally, the agents did not

(t>elow). The weather also threatened FSU junior Michael Boudreault's wedding plans. Boudreault 
rented a plane with a banner asking Danielle Cordray of Jupiter to marry him. The weather almost 
grounded the plane, but everything came together as Boudreault pointed up to the sky and ask- 
ed Cordray if she knew how much it cost to rent one of the signs. "She started to shake, then 
cry," said Boudreault, who held up the ring and got on his knees to ask her formally. She had 
a hard time getting it out, he said, but she finally sKJcepted the proposal. 
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Not worth it 

Last Thursday. President Bush raised the stakes in the Mideast game, 
ordering 150.000 more voung American soldiers to the Saudi Arabian desert 
Wl»nthe new forces finish arriving in two months, American troop strength 
will rai^e ^niewtore betv^n 400,000 and 4M,000 men and women-not 
mwAi Ims than it was at ^ ^nnwde q£ U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 

The strategy behind the move, aa»rding to the Bush admini^ation, is 
to limit S»kiam Hussein's c^t ions: to cut off Ae peace signals and suggert^is 
an increasingly desperate Baghdad go^^mment hss been ending in h(^)es 
of compromise, and to foit^ Hussein out rf Kuwait, un<»nditionally, as 
promised. 

But by choosing this option. Bush is also limiting his options; if Hussein, 
ftar whatever reason, decides to make a stand— and internal politics may well 
dictate that he has no other option— then Bush will have to act. 

Hiat meai^ war. And d^ite aiperior American numbers and technolc^, 
this war will be no Grenada or Panmna. It will be fierce, hirt, ugly. Casualty 
estimates range frmn 10,(XX) to 30,000 American ifead to liberate Kuwait 
alone. 

Then there is the long march throu^ the desert to Baghdad. And after 
that, years of simmering war in the streets and m the hills— not as intenw, 
but with young Americans coming home in body bags all the same. 

And if, for some reason, the American-led anti-Iraq coalition doesn't hold, 
and the war ^calates into an even more vicious affair than the president's 
oi^mi^c military advteers have s^^est^ . . . what then? 

And tor what? That is the qu^ion the pr^idmt still hasn*t answered, to 
Congress or the American people. What is so precious, Mr. Prudent, that 
you have staked thousands of young American lives on'' 

Yes, Iraq's invasion of Kuwait was wTong— it was "naked aggression" as 
you have labelled it. But the U.S. has never denounced naked aggression 
when it was perpetrated by the U.S. for the interests of the U.S., or when 
our puppets and allies— including Hussein himself when he invaded Iran- 
took similar paths. Why all of a sudden this great moral outrage, Mr. 
Pr^ident? 

And if this nwve is part ot aome "i»w wtarld Mtter" where naked a^i^e^ion 
is punished, and the nations of tl^ wwld act in «Nicert, why is tte authwity 
of the U.N 90 conveniently cited as nec^sary when you want to »nd troops 
but so easily brushed aside when you want to use them? And if the world 

is in unison on the u.se of force against Hussein, then why are our "allies" 
contributing no more than a few thousand token troops a piece'' 

Is it oil we want. Mr. President^ If so. tell the American public that-don't 
hide behind this facade of morality— and let them decide if it's worth a few 
thmisand lives. 

You know, Mt. Pr^i<tent, as far as the price of oil goes, it would never have 
risen so far and so fast had we appn»ch^ the matter with diplconacy rather 
than troops and tanks: Hi:^ein would have never priced himsdf out of the 
market 

And if there is a war. doesn't that put that oh-so-vital oil even more in 
jeopardy'' If we cared so much about our oil, wouldn't a diplomatic ^lution 

make more sense 

Maybe it isn't oil that we're after; maybe it's an even more shallow plan, 
to regain some the ^rld influence that Ame-ica has lost on the political 
and economic s%ne, some excu» to prove that America is still mighty, still 
No. 1. 

Where's the (tebate on th^ qu^ioras, Mr. ftreadent? You have single- 
handedly cx»nmitted the nation to war. withmit cwi»dtii^ Cimgre^, and with 

a series of lies and distortion to the American puMic. 

Those lO.OuO dead or 30,000 dead or who knows how manv ckad mav be 
numbers too high and too numbing for most of us to grasp. But it will be 
pe(^le we know— friends and lovers, aons and daughters, fathers and mothers, 
husbands and wives— that will be among them. 

Now ask yourself, is that wwth it? Mr. Preskient, is that worth it?

*T feel some people do learn a lesson from this," he said. 

The girl was finally release! to a friewi of the family, but 
not before admitting a {revious alcohol experience in which 
she hmd to have her stomach pumped because she drank too 
much. 

Cyndye Friedman was one of the few people who took the

Friedman was in a group standing outside aparinient B-203 
drinking beer. Agents asked for their identification, but, as 

of^.en the case, all the underagers denied having any. But 
many of them quickly admitted their ages when the agents 
threatens! additional charges, such as filing a false police 
report or obstructing justice, and a trip to jail

"They laugh about it when they read it in the paper," High 
Park security guard D.A. Greenwood said 

Ashley said alcohol can act as a catalyst for flaired tempers 
and physical assaults, and later that night, his theory came 
true. 

A large fight broke out in the Continental Park apartment 
complex off Ocala Road where several party goers had been 
drinking ABT officials were standing at the top of a hill in 
a separate area of the complex around 12:30 a.m. arreting 
underagers at another party when they noticed a group of 
men crowded in a circle shouting and hitting each other 
• The agents frantically jumped in their cars and raced to 
the fight, breaking it up in less than five minutes When 
things settled down, police discovered one man had been 
taken to the hospital for a cut m hi.< arm and another, who 
had been bashed on his left side and was bleeding, was on 
his way. Blood was spattered on ^veral areas of the 
pavement. 

"It was maybe 10 on 10, maybe more . . ." said a 20-year 
old witness, who asked his name not be used " Then one guy 
came running through (the crowd) like a bat out of hell and 
started it all." 

The witness said he thought someone had pulled a knife 
on someone else, but he wasn't sure Although >everai people 
had witnessed the fight, no one was willing to tell |x>lice what 
happened. 

By the time the violence was queUed and more underagers 
were arrested, agents retreated bade to the ABT office at 345 
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Magnolia Drive. It was 2 a.m. 

Victory celebrations 

Agents had a more quiet Saturday afternoon and evening. 
Only a few underagers were arrested at the FSU-Cincinatti 
football game, but several people over 21 were caught with 
alcohol, which is not allowed in Etoak Campbell Stadium. 

One agent told of catching a 60-year-old man in a bathroom 
stall mixing a drink and stirring it with his fingers. The agent 
said the man grinned sheepishly and i..aid "You caught me" 
when he was discovered. 

Saturday night was a little more active, however. Several 
people were arrested outside of ABC Jax Liquors on West 
Tennessee Street as friends went into the store to buy liquor 
for underagers. Barry Valentin, an FSU freshmen from 
Illinois, complaii^ about the situation 

•What— am I supposed to know Florida laws if I go to 
college here?" he asked 

Others complained about the drinking age and what they 
said were unfair tactics used by ABT officers At a house 
party off High Road which was shut down, many said they 
disiiked the situation. 

"My opinion is if you're in a private home, then you can 
do whatever you want," said 22-year-old FSU student John 
Farrell, who had been at the scene. 

While many people think police are required to have a 
search warrant to enter a private residence, this is not 
necessarily so In many cases, it is legal for police to enter 
a residence it they think a crime is being committed 

Ashley said the entry into the High Road party was legal 
because courts have ruled that hosts who throw open parties, 
where anybody can enter the hou^, have no expectation of 
privacy and |K)lice can enter the premises if they think 
underagers are drinking. 

The party was shut down after agents went into the house 
and got a beer from a keg in the kitchen They carded all 
present who had an alcoholic beverage in their hands and 
forced the hosts to dump the beer from the keg in their 
backyard 

But for ail their efTorts, students don"t think ABT agents 
can stop all underage dnnking. 

"They can give all these college students tickets for 
drinking, but it won't stop them," said Jeff Vohwinkle. who 
was at the High Road party.

Leon circuit judge throws out 
case against Texaco tank farm

A Leon CcHinty circuit judge rul- 
ed Friday that the Jefferson Coun- 
ty Commission didn't violate any 
laws when it changed a zoning or- 
dinance to allow a tank farm to be 
Iwilt MOT the Leon County line. 

"Of course Fm eUtted,'' Jefferson 
County CcOTmiission Chair Gene 
Cooksey said Monday night. "I 
bought that the board of county 
commissioners was doing the 
right thing to begin with " 

The lawsuit was filed March 29 
by the Friends of Lloyd, a group 
spearheading effcMts ^^nrt 
IHX^ec^ after the Jefferson Coun 
ty C<NniBis^» changed its soning 
laws to allow the tank farm to be 
built by Texaco The suit also 
alleged Sunshine Law violations 

Bob Rackleff. who heads up the 
Friends of Lloyd, said his group 
will appeal Circuit Judge Kevin 
Davey's ruling "momentarily," 
and will go ahead with at least 
seven other lawsuits filed againM 
the iwc^ect. 

"We're basically challenging 
this n all fironts." Rackleff said 
Monday. 
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The Friends of 

Lloyd is trying to 
hawe the project 
declared a 
''public and 
private nuisance, 
and is also ask- 
ing the state to 
rule that tlw pro- 
posed tank farm 
violates the Jef- 
ferson County 
Comprehensive 
Plan. 



Hie propc^l calls for Texaco to 
build a 6.5-million gallon fuel ter- 
minal m Lloyd, just east of the 
Leon-Jefferson County line Six- 
teen miles of a pipeline to be built 
■n cAr;';-r';nn w;*h the tank farm 



will pa% through Leon Cmmty on 
its way to Bainbndge, Ga. The 
project has come under fire from 
local residents and Leon County 
ofHcials who say it v^ill traverse 
environmentally sensitive lands 
and could damage North Florida's 
drinking water supply if a spill or 
leak occurred. 

The L^n County Comm^^on 
has asked C^l<mial Pipeline, who 
will wmk with Texaco on the pro- 
^t, to come up with a response 
plan in case of a leak. 

The Friends of Lloyd is trv'ing to 
have the project declared "a public 
and private nuisance." and is also 
asking the state to rule that the 
prc^x^d tank farm violates the 
Mfer^n Cwmty Comprehensive 
Ran. 

Cooksey revised to comment 
specifically on any of the other 

lawsuits, but he said they could 
delay constnaction of the project. 

"I feel liRe the board is going to 
prevail, ' said Cooksey, who 
originally voted against the pro- 
posal, but changed his mind after 
an engir^ring study. "I just feel 
like our lK>ard has nc^ tried to do 
anything wTong."

a great film— a gcxxi concvpl. goixl acting and 
a solid screenplay. Those are the films 
moviegoers look forward to and plan their 
weekends around. 

But when a film that lf»oks good on paper 
falls flat thtMo IS terrible disappiMntment- 
like when your blind date stands you up. 
That's the effect of The Krays. England's 
addition to this season's onslaught of 
gangster films. 

So many things could have made The 
Krays work. There's the weird relationship 
between twin brothers Reg and Ron Kray 
(played by brothers Martin and Gary Kemp, 
respectively And then there is the 
relationship between their mother and her 
two loving sons. Not to mention the strength 
of the female characters m the film 

But by not weaving these three iix^se 
threads together, director Peter Medak has 
created a pointless crime film that shows the 
audience nothing but a ver>' confusing 
picture of the lives of two of Britain's most 
famous criminals. 

The film hegms with the birth of the twins 
and m a ver>- short perKxi r-f time. Mtniak and 
screen%\Titer Phillip Riddley establish t-hat 
the twins have some sort of psychological 
link, but not m any interesting way. To make 
the connection, the filmmakers use the age- 
old cliche of having the toys finish each 
other's ^ntences. 

Later we see the boys grow into pale, 
inseparable demons who seem to ht driven 
by violenct and power, and t\ir Mime 
mexplicablt aiid iinforgiveahle reti>on 
Medak and Riddley tr> ti. blame this on their 
memories nf World W.ir II and the close 



proximity of several strvmg willed women. 

Up to this point, the film has a deliberate 
pacing and some sort of direction. One might 
even say it was interesting. But somewhere 
around the beginning of the second reel, the 
film begins to tlounder Medak and Riddley 
don't set»m to know what to do with the rest 
of the movie Thev show us snippets ot Hon 
and Reg moving up m the crime wcnUi, 
making more and more money, but they 
never show us how. We see them as angels 
around their mother, and then in the next 
scene they stick a saber through the hand of 
one of their enemies and make him say 
thank you for the trtnible 

The film tlounders so t"erociousl\ that 
Medak resorts to several disgustingly 
stylized shots of bU^iniv \iolence that do 
nothing but mterfeiT with what little clarity 
the film has. 

Probably the mc^t disappointing thing 
about The Krays is that the wonderful 
ensemble cast of women, headed up by Billie 
Whitelaw as Ron and Reg's mother Violet m 
the best female performance of the year, is 
obscured. If Medak wanted to make a 
powerful film, he should have concent rated 
on the effects a lite in crime has on the 
women in the family. 

Watching these women fret over the lives 
they could have had and the lives of other 
people is far more interesting than watching 
the Kemps maim and mutilate those who 
stand in their way— not to mention some of 
tht ptH^ple they love

Roadside art runs into 
problems with vandals

were vandalired, the two Fl<Kida State University art 
students who organiKd the project said the incident 

won't stop them from doing it again 

I: was part of the whole experitnce. we considered 
i: a success." said FSU Fine Arts graduate student 
Jo Anne Petr>-. "A strong reaction was what we were 
going after." 

Dcrfms Pocbe. who oigaiuaed the exhibiUim with 
Petry. agreed that a similar prt^^A probably w<m\d 
be attempted in the near future. 

i d like to take it to a different ar^ of tofwn," Poche 
said " Maybe one not so rural " 

.\s part of Professor Paul Rutkossky's "Post Post 
Mcxiermsm and Fragmentation ' course at FSU. Petr>- 
and Poche s idea of taking their work out of the 
exhibition hall and into the community resulted in 
a fiiU-Mown ezhibitkm, induding some 20 artists and 
as many pieces. 

On Wrkixy, the artists began posting their works— 
including a Saran-wrapped automcriitle by Petry and 
several sign-like pieces— about an eighth of a mile 
apart along a five-mile stretch of W W. Kelly road 
near Tram road, south of Tallaha^ee. 

And according to Poche. by Saturday morning— just 
hours before the official display time— someone had 
alr^uiy stolen one of the exhibits and knocked down 
others. 

Readents in the area called the Leon County 
Sheriffs Department that morning. But the 

vandalism continued; by Saturday afternoon, many 
of the pieces had been defaced One of the pieces had 
even been driven over with a motorc>'cle 

One looked like someone had taken a hammer to

Petr> saiQ she belwves the vandals reacted out of 



fear and misunderstanding of the paeces 

"Obviously these people aren't used to artwork." 
she said. **Tl»y were atraid of s<iniething . . . This 
^Mwed me Uutt Fm not exactly sure some people want 
art. 

But Petry added that having modem art pieces 
suddenly appear in a rural area might 
understandably be diaconoeiting for the p^le living 
there 

"It's disquieting for them." Petry said. 

Petr>- said that the artists present at the site began 
removing pieces when a sheritTs deput>^ arrived on 
the scene. 

"It never gai down to being told we have to move," 
Petry said. "We offered to be cooperative . . . they 

were concerned about our safety." 

SheritTs Department spokesperson Dick Simpson 
said the artists displayed their works by a right-of- 
way and the deputy on the scene asked them to move 
the pieces back a bit. 

"It was a precautionary thing. " Simpson said. 'It 
was nothing involving the art " 

Rutkovsky, who also displayed a piece in the 
exhibit— a sign which said "Slow Communist 
Meathead '— said in the future, people in the area 
should be infomed in advamre about the works to be 
displayed 

"I think any time you do a public thing like this. 
It does require some sensitivity to the area." said 
Rutkovsy. who owns the Window on Gaines, an 
installation and exhibition space. "People should be 
notified or invited to partidpate." 

Rutkovsky pointed out that, while many people may 
think that cimtomporary art happens only in 
mus^ims <Hr art galleries, m<»t modem art is 
«)mmunity-based and focu^ on elicitii^ a reaction 
from those who witness it 

"I think It s important this is done again, ' he said.

The Rattlers. 6-4 and 5 0 in the MEAC. rode the 
passing of quarterback Tony Ezell en route to 477 
yards m total oflense against Howard, 6-4 and 3-2. 

Ezell completed 15 of 28 attempts for 323 yards and 
three touchdowns against the No.l-ranked pa^ 
defense, and backup fullback Jonathan Jones rushed 
for 79 yards and a touchdown on only three carries

FAMU got on the scoreboaj-d tlrst when Ezell scored 
on a one-yard run to give the Rattlers a 6-0 lead 
Howard came back to score on a 41 -.s ard field goal, 
but would not score again in the first half 

With Howard's defense concentrating on stopping 
FAMU's vaunted running attack, the Rattlers began 
their air assault. 

Ezell connected with receiver James Thurman for 
a seven yard strike to give the Rattlers a 13-3 lead 
at the end of the first quarter 

FAMl' s defense was dominant m the first half 
totally shutting do%vn the Bison passing game. 
Howard ustd two quarterbacks, senior Donald Carr 
and freshman Chris Dubo*. but neither could get 
anything resembling a drive going 

As the Rattler defense was stuffing Howard, FAMU 
went to the big play in the ^cond quarter to iHiild 
a big halftime lead. 

Ezell connected with senior receiver Harry Brown on a 34-yard toucWown pass early 

m the second quarter to put the Rattlers ahead 20-3. 

Just before halftime. Jones rambled 68 yards for a score. Senior kicker Jimmy Vertuno 
missed his second PAT of the game, but the Rattlers held a commanding 26-3 lead at 
the midway point 

Having a huge lead at the half may be a comfort for some teams, but given FAMU's 
second-half performances in the last two games, the Rattlers had to prove they could put 
a team away. 

In its previom two games against Morgan St. and Southern, FAMU built leads of 30-0

Florida and Houston are out of the Bowl picture due 
to NCAA sanctions, so get nd ol' them. 

• The Rose Bowl has the bigg^ payoff of all. $6 million, but it s obligatt^ 
to hosting the Big Ten and the Pacific- 10. As of today, it looks like Iowa 
vs. Washington. 

• The Oramge Bowl is iwxt on the big money bow 1 list w ith a $4.2 million 
paycheck The game between Notre Dame and Colorado will likely decide 
the national championship for tht second year in a row 

• The Sugar Bowl, with a $3 2 nr., .ion payoff. wiW pair the Southeastern 
Conterence winner, most likely Mississippi Tennessee against Virginia 

• The Cotton Bowl, with a $3 million payoff, has alreadv gotten the nixi 
from Miami, who will chaliange the Southwest Conterence winner— most 
likely Texas. 

Enter the Seminoles and an extra $1 million. That's the difference 
between the Blockbuste- and Fiesta Bowls

FSU students in Florence face threats

Two Students enrolled in Florida State 
University's overseas program in 
Florence, Italy, say they're taking a 
re«nt terrorist threat in stride 

"It's something to be considered, but I'm 
not really too worried." said art history 
major Kathryn DiCesare in a phone 
interview from the FSU Florence campus 
Tuesday. "I think it"s a prank myself." 

"I immediately thought it was a hoax," 
agreed Raymond de Raineville, another 
Florence prc^am student. 

Two weeks after letters signed "Secret 
Popular Revolutionary Movement" 
threatened students and faculty at FSU 
and other university campuses in 
Florence, neither student said they had 
plans to come home ahead of time. 

"I'm staving all during Christmas and 



ne.\t spring." DiCesare said. "I'm not 
going home." 

The letter threatened retaliation 
against Americans in the city if the 
United States government goes to war 
with Iraq. Whoever wrote the note claims 
it has the names and addresses of 
student.-^ and professors in the city. 

According to Victor Carrabino. resident 
director of the Florence program, only one 
of the 89 students enrolled in courses 
there has decided to fly back to the U.S. 
as a result of the threat. 

In Tallahassee, FSU's Florence 
Prc^am Director Douglas St. Angelo said 
any threat is taken ^riously by the 
university and government officials 

"We're monitoring this situation very 
closely."' he said. 

But St Angelo added that both U.S and 
Italian officials are inclined to think the 



letter was written by an individual, 
unattached to any terrori.st organization. 

"None of the authorities either here or 
over there ever heard of the 
organization," St. Angelo said. 

Carrabino was doubtful the letter came 
from a terrorist group because the 
addresses and names of the seven 
campuses which received the letter are 
readily accessible in the Florence 
telephone directory. 

An organized terrorist group would 
probably not have to consult the yellow 
pages, he said. 

"The theory of the yellow pages implies 
that it's not a terrorist group," he said. 

"But I can only speculate." 
Joseph Reap, from the counter-terrorist

Senators want 
formal policies 
for Gulf crisis

WASHINGTON-Senate leaders, faced Tuesday 
with a growing bipartisan call for a special session 
to debate I'.S. involvement in the Persian Gulf, 
ordered a set of policy hearings on the crisis 

Senate Demcxrratic leader Cii^orge Mitchell o\' Maine 
said no decision had been made on a special session 
of Congress. 

He added the shift in mission strategy— from 
defensive to having the capability to wage an 
offensive war— warranted hearings by the Foreign 
Relations and Armed 
Services Committees. 

Armed Services 
Committee Chairman Sam 
Nunn, D-Ga., and Foreign 
Relations Chairman 
Claiborne Pell, D-R.I.. said 
they hoped to begin the 
sessions in several weeks. 

Earlier, Sen. Richard 
Lugar, R Ind., said 
President Bush should 
summon Congress into 
special session for what 
would amount to a 
declaration of war against 
Iraq. The White House 
rejected Lugar's idea. 

"There is widespread 
concern among members of 
Congress and the 
American people and I 
believe within the 
administration itself on 
the effects of such 

a change in policy and its implications for American 
lives and interests in that region," said Mitchell, 
declaring that Americans "deserve a full national 
debate about our goals in the Gulf and the potential 

costs of achieving those goals." 

While he said no decision had been made on calling 
Congress back, he could think of two cases in which 
it would be necessary. 

The first would be an attack by Iraq and the .second 
would be a decision by the president to go to war.

University will 
remain open 
over holidays

More than 2,000 Florida State 
University employees signed 
petitions last month asking 
university President Bernard 
Sliger to reconsider his decision to 
keep all ofTices open during the 
upcoming winter holiday break. 

"Every place has to open for 
nothing It's a waste of time, ' .-^aid 
Sandy Boyd, manager of FSU's 
personnel office. "The students 
are gone. There's nobody here." 

For more than 10 years, the 
university has allowed some 
departments to shut down for the 
holidays. Under the president's 
decision made last spring, all 



departments and offices will he 
required to maintain "adequate " 
staffing during the break. 

Staff members will, however, 
have Dec. 25 and Jan. 1 off. 

Sliger was out of town Tuesday 
and unavailable for comment. The 
president has the final say on 
keeping offices open, but any 
shutdown must be approved by 
the university chancellor's office. 

According to Carl Blackwell, 
vice chancellor for budget and 
finance services for the State 
University System, the SUS first 
allowed Florida's nine state 
universities to shut down some of 
their offices in the late 1970s 
because of the nation's oil crisis. 



"Tliat particular polics started 
m the latt' "7()s with the first oil 
boycott, and it was suggested that 
this would be a way of saving on 
energy costs," Blackwell said. 

A memorandum was issued to 
all university presidents last 
December stating that there was 
no longer a need to close down 
operations during the break, 
Blackwell said. He added that he 
does not believe universities savt 
money by closing down 
departments for the holidays. 

FSU's vice presidents voted at a 
meeting last month to uphold the 
president's decision. But acting

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New March of Dimes chapter starts at Tallahassee colleges

A new student group has formed 
in Tallahassee to help prevent birth 
defects by discouraging things like 
drug use and smoking during 
pregnancy and encouraging more 
neo natal care. 

The first-ever National Collegiate 
Board of the March of Dimes 
consists of 14 students from Florida 
State University and Tallahassee 
Community College and represents 
a wide variety of majors. 

"Each student was recruited for a 
particular part of the organization, 
and it all came together on Oct. 2. 
1990, " Gaye Katsaris, executive 
director of the Northwest Florida 
chapter of the March of Dimes, said 



after a board meeting Monday 
night. 

The students help implement 
March of Dimes programs such as 
Project Alpha and Chain Reaction, 
both of which deal with peer 

counseling to help prevent 
pregnancy in middle .schools and 
high schools. The group also visits 
area hospitals to find out where and 
for what March of Din^s dollars are 
going. 

Organizers of the board want to 
expand the program to Florida 
A&M University soon, and they 
hope the idea will spread to 
campuses nationwide. 

"Even though this is a pilot 
project, we really have a lot of 
freedom to experiment." said 



Marshall James, director of the 
board. "It looked like something 
exciting, and it is." 

James, an FSU jimior ms^^ng in 
marketing, said he feels lucky to 
have been picked out of 35 
applicants for the program and he 
enjoys the work. 

"It's definitely something I plan 
to continue with after giaduation," 
James said. 

Monday night the college board 
got a special visit from Jennifer 
Howse, the national March of 
Dimes president and an FSU 
graduate. 

Howse received a bachelor's 
degree in English from the school in 
1966, and two years later received 
her doctorate in linguistics. 



Howse talked to the group about 
a broad spectrum of topics, ranging 
from ways to (wmmunicate with 
teenagers to sex education in 
middle schools. 

"We should do right by our 
babies. The problem is that we have 
a lot of very sick babies," said 
Howse, who has been the national 
president for less than a year. "The 
rate of teenage pregnancy in this 
state is astoimding. The babies born 
to teenage moms have a 4-to^ times 
greater chance of mental 
retardation and birth defects." 

She also encouraged all of the 
students to work for the four main 
programs of the March of Dimes; 
research, advocacy, education and 
community service. 



Howse said the March of Dimes 
offers a lot of opportunities for 
young people to get involved in 
their community. 

"I went looking for the March of 
Dimes," she said. "I've never had 
the time to spend on prevention of 
birth defects. The March of Dimes 
offered nie the best chance to make 
a difference." 

Howse said she was excited by the 
work of the collegiate board. 

"I'm looking at the next 
generation of March of Dimes 
volunteers here," she said. "\ am 
really proud of the first collegiate 
board, and of all the work that 
they've done, and it s even belli r 
that it started here in Tallahassee."

which Mitchell said he believed 
would require Bush to request an 
authorization from Congress. 

House speaker Thomas Foley. D- 
Wash., said he would not comment 
on the need for a special session of 
Congress until after a meeting with 
Bush scheduled for Wednesday. 

Lugar, the second-ranking 
Republican member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
contended there has been an erosion 
of support for U S. policy in the 
Persian Gulf because the L'.S 
position had not been clearly 
articulated. 

Lugar declined to call the 
congressional vote he is seeking a 
declaration of war, but said it 
should have the same effect. 

"It occurs to me what we really 
want is an authorization for the 
president to act. Other members of 
Congress may want to name it 
something else." Lugar told 
reporters. 

But pressed as to whether his 
desire amounted to a declaration of 
war. Lugar said, "That's correct. 
One outcome of this may be war. I 
think the best possibilities for peace 
come from certainty < and^ clarity at 
this point of what we are doing as 
opposed to mistakes, 

miscalculation, stumbling into

At ;i dinner for Senate Republican 
leaders. Bush thanked those party 
members who have voiced support 
for his policy in the Gulf. The 
president said he is more 
determined than ever" to hold 
together the coalition of nations 
against Saddam and to meet the 
common objective of driving Iraq 
from Kuwait. 

"It IS my view that the United 
States will and must not fail m Us 
objective." said Bush. 

Senate Republican leader Robert 
Etole of Kansas, in introducing Bush 
at the dinner, said he has been "a 
little frustrated" by Democrats who 
have taken "pot shots" at the 
president m recent days. 

'T hope there is some way that we 
could work together— on both sides 
of the aisle and with the support of 
the American people— to support 
the resolve of the President of the 
United States," said Dole, who met 
with Bush earlier in the day and 
urged him to call a special session 
before the end of the year. 

Earlier White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater said a declaration 
of war is "unnescessary ."' adding 
that the administration "wants to 



do everything to avoid it." 
Fitzwater said Lugar's proposal is 
hypothetical at this point, adding 
that the White House wants 
"consultations with Congress," but 
will continue to "rely on the 
economic sanctions and military 
pressure" to convince Saddam. 

Sen Edward Kennedy. D-Mass.. 
said he favored holding hearings 
and then debate bv the full Senate 

"The handwriting is on the wall 
and all of us can see it," said 
Kennedy. "Silence by Congress now 
is an abdication of our 
constitutional responsibility, and an 
acquiescence of war." 

Lugar said one of his objectives is 
to stem a perceived weakening of 
support around the world for the 
U.S. Gulf policy. 

A USA Today poll published 
Tuesday indicated Bush is losing 
public support. Of 615 Americans 
interviewed Monday, 51 percent 
said they approved of how Bush is 
handling the crisis, down from 82 
percent in an Aug. 20 poll. As for 
the recent deployment of additional 
troops. 38 percent said they 
approved, down from 51 percent in 
August. 

Lu^u''s comments follow by a few 
days the announcement that 

additional forces are being sent to 
Saudi Arabia to put the United 

Spates in the position of being able 
to mount an offensive against 
Saddam if necessary.

The freedom of the press and the people's right to know what is 
going on in the U.S. government has just been dealt a major blow 

But what makes it especially shocking— and makes the move even 
more painful— is that it comes from one of olu ow n. 

CNN, the Atlanta-bas^ cable television news network, announced 
Monday it will stop airing conversations between deposed 
Panamanian leader Manuel Noriega and his defense attorneys 
secretly taped by the U.S. government. 

Noriega's attorneys have charged that airing the tapes violated 
their client's Sixth Amendment right to a fair trial by his peers. An 
Atlanta circuit court ordered CNN to give up the tapes last week, 
but the network continued airing them. By Monday, CNN officials 
had a change of heart. Iliey now say they will stop airing the tapes 
until the U.S. Supreme Court hands down a decision on the network's 
appeal of the lower court ruling. 

In return, Noriega's lawyers won't bring contempt of court charges 
against CNN. 

To some, that might sound like a pretty fair compromise. But the 
media is not in business to make deals— we're here to serve the 
public's best interest. 

By saying CNN may have ruined Noriega's chances for a fair trial, 
his attorneys are placing the blame on the wrong people. If anyone 
has threatened that right, it is the U.S. government. 

As a matter of security, telephone calls to inmates at the federal 
prison in Miami where Noriega is being held are routinely taped. The 
only exception is when an inmate tells prison officials that he is 
getting a call from his attorney. On top of that, prison officials gave 
Noriega's attorneys their personal guarantee that m conversations 
would be taped between them and their client. 

CNN obtained the tapes legally, from an informant. The U.S. media 
has a responsibility to share any and all information regarding the 
misconduct of the U S. government with the people; that is the most 
basic, fundamental role of the press. 

Why then is CNN, supposedly one of the nation's leading news 
organizations, backing dow^n from what could become one of the 
largest and most visible First Amendment conflicts in r^ent media 
history'' 

The reas(^ns aren't clear. Up until Monday, when threatened with 
contempt of court charges, the network had vowed to stick to its guns. 
The change of mind may have come about because network officials 
were worried about a costly court battle. Or they may have been aifraid 
of backlash from people who thought the network was trying to protect 
Noriega. 

Whatever the case, the network is letting down everyone who has 
ever fought for the right to freedom of speech The network is sending 
out the wrong message to the U.S. government and the courts, and 
shortchangmg every other news organization in the country-as well 
as the people-by not fighting for the right to air those tapes. 

Up until Monday. CNN was doing its job. But by giving in to 
pressure from outside forces, namely the U.S. government, CNN is 
shirking its responsibility to the public. 

Maybe the network should change its name to GNN-the 
Government News Network.

More to it

In respon.^e to a Di.ssenting Opinion article I wrote 
which was published some vv(^eks ago, I must now 
take responsibility for a great deal of confusion 1 
unintentionally caused. An essay 1 initially wrote 
durii^ the summer for a mock 1101 assignment, the 
topic was chosen b^ause it was easy to polemicize; 
for form rather than content. Although I knew it 
had been submitted to the Flambeau, I didn't think 
anything of it being published, since it was well over 
500 words. Now, rather tham continue with excuses 
for what 1 allowed to happen, I would like to offer 
the whole picture of pesticide use m the citrus 
industry. 

Yes, toxic chemicals are used. But, by and large, 
sonwthing I was unaware of at the time, alternative 
means of p^t control are being us^ increasingly 
by growers. The system is called Integrated Pest 
Control, and relies on parasitic insets to control the 
unwanted hosts, which are harmful to citrus stock. 
When an agricultural product is grown cn masse, 
it is natural that predators of that product will come 
in unnatural numbers toth( haven of food that has 
been gi-own by commercialized agriculturists. Citrus 
is no different, and to supply the demands of the 
consumer requires that the less desirable aspects 
of such an endeavor be endured and dealt with as 
effectively as possible. This has traditionally meant 
toxic chemical usage, although the tradition is 
continuously being altered as environmental 
awareness increases, and technical innovation- 
meet the standards for maintaining a healthy 
environment while simultaneously meeting 
consumer demands. 

My primar>' regrets in this matter are that 1 didn't 
consider the material I wrote and the consequences 
of it being received by those outside my immediate 
presence— who would not be able to see both sides 
of the situation, and having waited so long to bear 
the responsibility of clearing up this issue.

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There's a white hand 
behind the crack crisis

More African-Americans will be 
the victims of the drug crisis in our 
cities in the next decade than the 
total number of Americans killed 
during the war in Vietnam. An 
epidemic of violence and death is 
literally wiping out an entire 
generation of young Black people. 

To understand this massive 
destruction of humanity, we have to 
understand the historical evolution 
of drugs in the Black conmiunity, 
and the political and social factors 
behind the crack crisis. 

Before the 1970s, drugs such as 
heroin and marijuana had been 
widely available in the African-American 
community. No law enforcement pressure to 
check this trafTic occurred, because its 
victims were not white or middle class. 

As cocaine was introduced and marketed, 
it evolved as the drug of choice for wealthier 
addicts, and soon becan^ prevalent among 
upper-class whites. By the early 1980s, most 
researchers estimated that the number of 
drug addicts in the U.S. was one-half million.

The narcotics problem intensified with the 
introduction and marketing of the cocaine 
product "crack." created by the domestic and 
international drug cartels to reach lower- 
income people. 

At around $5 per "rock," crack is 
inexpensive, smokable and an efHcient 
method of cocaine consumption. Physically, 
its impact upon consumers is highly 
addictive. Characteristics of habitual crack 




users include hyperactivity, paranoia, 
psychotic and extremely violent behavior. 
Crack addicts neglect family responsibilities, 
steal property and money from neighbors 
and friends, or engage in overtly criminal 
activities, in order to maintain their crack 
dependency. 

The full social costs of the crack explosion 
are still difficult to measure. The majority 
of cocaine consumers are middle-class whites, 
not racial minorities. However, the 



consequences of drug dependency for the 
more privileged social classes is far less 
severe than for people of color. 

Health care programs for professionals 
routinely provide drug treatment facilities 
and programs, often on an outpatient basis, 
permitting recovering addicts to maintain 
their regular employment. The legal system 
emphasizes rehabilitation rather than punish- 
ment for white, middle class first offenders.

ANKARA, Turkey-Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein executed six army generals who did not want 
to fight in Kuwait or who otherwise opposed his 
policies, a semi-ofHcial Turkish news agency quoted 
an Iraqi defector as saying Tuesday. 

The defector, an army captain who fled to Turkey 
on foot in September, told reporters in the eastern 
Turkish city of Van that morale among the Iraqi 
troops was low because many of the soldiers did not 
want to fight fellow Arabs and Moslems in Kuwait. 

Anatolain News Agency said 130 Iraq defectors 
arrived in Turkey over the past two days, bringing 
the total to at least 200 since the kaqi invasion of 
Kuwait Aug. 2. 

DUNEDIN, New Zealand— A ^nman armed 
with two hi^-powered rifles opened Are in the quiet 
retirement village of Aramoana Tuesday, killing at 
least eight people and holding police at bay in a 
standoff in the salt marshes on the edge of town, 
authorities said 

The gunman, described as a kx^al resident in his 20s. 
was surrounded by 140 heavily armed police in the 
salt marshes 15 hours after the killings, authorities 
said. 

Some of the dead were still lying where they were 
shot because it was too dangerous for police to try and 
recover the bodies, said Clarke Isaacs, a reporter w ith 
the On t ago Daily Times in nearby Dunedin on New 
Zealand's South Island. 

The massacre is the worst mass killings in New 
Zealand this century. The previous highest number 
of deaths was seven in the Stanley Graham killings 
during the second world war.

drink water that contains unsafe levels of nitrates, 
a naturally occurring chemical frequently found in 
pesticide residue, an Environmental Protection 
Agency study showed Tuesday. 

The study also found unsafe levels of two pesticide^ 
in a significant percentage of groundwater supplies 
tested. Groundwater provides 40 percent of drinking 
water in the United States. 

Overall, however, the study concluded that the 
"vast majority of drinking w ater wells" in the country 
contain insignificant levels of dangerous substances, 
EP.^ officials said 

"There is no current cause for alarm but there is 
enough evidence of contamination that is cause for 
concern," said EPA Deputy Administrator Henry 
Habicht at a news conference. But Habicht cautioned, 
"If we don't nip it in the bud, we could have a serious 
problem."

A chemist for the Florida HRS said benzene had 
been found in several flavors and in bottled water at 
various locations in Florida. 

"Everything we have tested has shown 
contamination with benzene," said HRS chemi.^t Luis 
Benavides. "We have found 18 parts per billion. 
Benzene is a carcinogen There should not be any 

Health otTicials have set 1 part per billion as the 
maximum allowable level in water. Test results 
showed 11 to 18 parts per billion.

Vice President of Finance and 
Administration Martin Roeder said 
he is oppc^ed to keeping FSU offices 
open during the break. 

Referring to the recent crisis in 
the Middle East, Roeder said the 
university will lose money on 
higher heating and gas costs. 

Roeder added that he believes 
past holiday shutdowns have been 
nice "perks" for university 
employees. 

Alan Mabe, another member of 



the executive council, agreed with 
the president's decision to keep FSU 
open. 

"The university should operate 
year-round," Mabe said. "There are 
research labs that operate all the 
time. There are people calling the 
university all the time. There are 
potential students calling wanting 
to find out about enrollment." 

Mabe said that as oil prices 
dropped in the last few years— 
before the Middle East crisis sent 
prices rising again-there was no 
longer a need for FSU to shut down 
operations. 

"It just turns out that after this 



decision (by the president) was 
made, we have the situation in the 
Gulf," Mabe said. He added that the 
university should tlnd other ways of 
conserving energy, instead of 
shutting operations down tor the 
holidays. 

Pat Riordan, spokesperson for the 
state Board of Regents, said the 
BOR did not direct FSU to stay open 
for the winter break. But he said it's 
important that the university is 
staffed well enough to field phone 
calls. 

"It's important that if a parent or 
student calls, the phone will be 
answered," Riordan said.

section of the U.S State Department, agreed there's 
a possibility that the letter was the work of one 

individual. 

"It's unclear who it is," Reap said in a phone 
interview from Washington Tuesday. "No one's heaid 
of (the organization) before." 

de Raineville said Florence newspapers have 
sensationalized the threat, using such headlines as 
"American students in the scopes of terrorist rifles." 
But despite the incident, the FSU students are 
relatively calm, he said. 

"I wouldn't say anyone is terrified," he said. 

Carrabino said he's in constant contact with the 
American Consulate in the city. The consulate, in 
turn, communicates directly with the State 
Department. 



After the threat became known, students were 
called to a meeting with Carrabino and procautionary 
measures were put into place, he said. Packages and 
other mail are being screened and Italian police have 
been posted around the building where students 
attend classes. 

Guards have also been stationed at the various 
hotels where students are quartered. 

Carrabino said that if the U.S. and Iraq went to war 
tomorrow, the students would probably be evacuated 
to an American military post and flown home. 

"We take this very seriously," Carrabino said. "The 
letter said if there's war in Iraq, there'll be 
retaliation." 

de Raineville said the American students use a little 
more caution now when walking the streets of 

Florence. 

"You don't draw attention to yourself," he said. "It's 
tacky, in the first place, and it's downright 
dangerous."

Conversely, the elaborate, 
paternalistic social infrastructure 
for the majority of whites ceases to 
exist for African Americans, 
Latinos and poor white people. 
Crack addiction to them means 
unemployment, the loss of one's 
savings and personal property and 
social disruption. 

In New York City alone, for 
instance, there were only 35,000 
residential treatment openings last 
year for an estimated 250,000 
intravenous drug users in the city. 
Between 1986 and 1988, the 
number of newborn infants testing 
positive for drugs increased 400 
percent; more than two-thirds of 



New York City's child neglect and 
abuse reports involved adults who 
were drug users. 

The most destructive byproduct of 
the crack crisis in the Black 
community, however, is violence. 
The marketing and distribution of 
crack cocaine has been seized 
largely by urban youth gangs 
attracted by the drug's high 
profitability. To ensure control over 
local markets, the gangs have 
become aggressive, purchasing 
large amounts of weapons, 
eliminating potential rival gangs, 
even recruiting children to sell 
drugs on school grounds to their 
peers. ^ 

Why. despite the allocation of 
billions of dollars, haven't law 
enforcement agencies made a real 
dent m the crack explosion? 

Maybe the answer to this question 
is so obvious that no one wants to 



admit it. The drug explosion could 
not occur in most cities without the 
participation of key elements of the 
white business, legal and criminal 
justice systems. 

As of 1989, the drug economy 
within the U S was estimated at 
$150 billion. Banks have been 
involved in laundering drug money; 
hundreds of white attorneys have 
become wealthy by defending drug 
dealers on a regular basis. 

The drug traffic has become a 
method of justifying police 
misconduct and routine violations 
of civil rights within the Black 
community. It won't stop until we 
examine its relationship with the 
most powerful elites of our society.

Lang's Ministry of Fear 
rivals Hitchcock's best

Fans of director Alfred Hitchcock might be in for a surprise tonight. 

Fritz Lang s Ministry of Fear (1945), showing this evening at Moore 
Auditorium, may even rival the master of suspense s work in the field 
of on-the-edge thrillers. 

The film, in the great film noir tradition, takes the audience on a chaotic 
descent into the dark shadows of intrigue, shifting though a confusing 
whirlwind as it builds up in intensity. The confusion Lang creates is 
masterfully deliberate, though, intent on keeping the viewer on edge until 
the end. The sense of uncertainty is unrelenting, making everything in 
the film seem to have significant dubious meanings. 

The story, based on a book by Graham Greene, begins with the release 
of Stephen Neale (played with verve by Ray Miland) from an insane 
asylum; he has spent the previous two years in captivity for committing 
a crime. While waiting for a train to London from the small town where 
the institute is located, he stops at a charity fair sponsored by the Mothers 
of the Free Nations, and wins a cake He soon finds out that the cake was 
not meant for him, and the people who want the cake back will murder 
for it 

The cake is desti-oyed, but Miland's life is still in danger. He goes to 
London and hires a drunken pnvatt- investigator lErskine Sanfordi to go 
with him to check out the headquarters of the Mothers. He mtvls tht- heads 
of the charity; sexy love interest Carla Hilfe (Marjorie Reynolds' and her 
brother Willi (Carl Esmond), a pair of Austrian refugees who claim 
ignorance to the cake's existance. 

Soon, Miland is caught up with a femme fatale medium, a psychic 
painter, a pop psychologist, a mysterious dead man, and an unknown 
character follow ing him who looks like a figure from a Magritte painting. 
The plot twist and turns, the more the audience learns, the more confusing 
It becomes. 

The beauty of this film is, with the exception of one scene, it always stays 
with Miland's character. The viewer never knows more than him and 
learns the truth along with him. Like Miland, the view er begins to distrust 
everyone and everything, even his sanity. The facts presented to him and 
the audience hint at the workings a complex conspiracy— most likely 
affiliated with the Nazis— trying to murder him. One would think only 
a paranoid schizophrenic could believe such a scenario, but the veiwer is 
the one who finds themselves thinking that everyone in the movie is in 
on "it." 

The power of this identification is strongly brought out when Miland 
attends a seance. Lang's incredible use of lighting and montage in this 
scene create a strange feeling of unreality for the viewer. The scene is 
something akin to a bad acid trip. 

Another scene, featuring a not too nice-looking person

holding a pair of fiendish-looking scissors could make Hitchcock drool. 
Its suspenseful atmosphere could be cut with a knife. 

Much of the strengths in the film's style can be attributed to Lang. 
He shot everything in the film with dramatic intensity, slightly askew 
angles and intense lighting to make almost everything in it sinister. 
Lang could make a baby with a bottle look suspect in this movie. A sense 
of distrust and doom is ever present and the tight pacing of the feature 
moves It along nicely to its clinia.x. 

It is no wonder that Lang is considered one ot the masters of film. His 



work on German silent films in the '20s, including Sigfried (1922), 
Metropolis { 1926) and The Woman in the Moon, are thought of as highly 
important in the development of the medium. He was one of the few great 
silent directors to successfully go on to do prominent work in talkies. 

His film M (1930) was one of the first films to utilize the potential of 
sound in terms of plot, suspense, sound montage and character motif 
Lang, though offered the position of leadership of the German film 
industry by Goebels himself, fled the Nazis in 1933. Ministry of Fear 
was one of the 21 films he made in the United States between 1938 and 
1956. 

Ministry of Fear begins at 8 tonight at Moore Auditorium. It will 
be followed by Brighton Rock, another film based on a Graham 
Greene novel, at 9:30, all thanks to the Hard-to-See-Classics people.

Homeless shelters gear up for winter season

Some estimates place Leon Coun- 
ty's homely population at more 
than 400, according to a state 
homeless report. And an estimated 
40 percent of the 400 homeless are 
families. 

But while there are three shelters 
in town that offer to house homeless 
people, they have a combined 
capacity of only 175 beds, leaving a

clear disparity in provisions for 
those without a home. 
Facilities for WMtgency shelter 



are: the Cold Night Shelter, the 
Salvation Amy and Haven of Rest. 
The latter has room for up to 70 peo- 



ple, but is open only to men. The 
Haven is planning additional 
quarters for women and children 

that will be open by late December. 
The Salvation Army has permanent 
beds for 20 men and 12 women, but 
Capt. L.S. Flanigan said on cold 
nights the shelter has housed as 
many as 39. 

"We put out matti^ss^ and sleep- 
ing bags; some sleep on tables," 
Flanigan said Wednesday.' 



The Cold Night Shelter, which 
recently moved to a mw facility at 
103 E. Call St., opens tonight an(: 
stays open through March 15. It 
provides overnight housmg for 50 to 
70 homeless and plans to have a 
nurse on duty, as well as case 
management workers.

A cigarette-free United States by 
the year 2000 is what the American 
Cancer Society has in mind. And in 
an effort to reach that goal, the 
organization holds its annual 
nationwide Great American 
Smokeout twiay. 

The event has grown consistently 
every year since it first started in 
1976, according to organizers. 

"Every year it gets bigger and 
bigger," said Cathy Jenkins, a 
spokesperson for the ACS. "For the 
past week the phone's been ringing 
off the hook." 

According to ^^te» Ami hy ACS, 
37 percent of the U.S. population 
smoked in 1976. By '86, 30 percent 
smoked, and now around 29 percent 
smoke. There are approximately 50 
million smokers and 40 million 
former smokers. 

Some say the Smokeout has played 
a part in the nation's decrease of 
smokers. In 1989, around 17.9 
million or 36 percent of U.S. smokers 
participated in the evrat. Around 
four million were still not smoking 
l-to-3 davs later. 

"I think It's always an incentive for 
someone who wants to quit, " said 
Mai\elene Yeartv, Tallahassee 
Community Hospital s Director of 
Guest Relations- Volunt^r Services. 
'T think people are looking for an 
opportunity, and I think this is the 



one they can start. " 

Rick Oppenheim is a case in point. 
The head of Oppenheim Associates 
quit' smoking on the Smokeout in 
1982 and hasn't puffed a cigarette 
since. His decision to quit was based 
on more than just a health risk. 

'T had actually made a deliberate 
effort because our daughter was 
having respiratory problems," 
Oppenheim said. *T decided that I 



should help clean up the air." 

Oppenheim recalls how tested he 
was to smoke again. 

"The first day was grueling, one of 
the worst days of my life. I consumed 
probably a case of life savers," he 
said. "Then after that I figured I had 
an investment in suffering. I literally 
had to quit one day at a time. Now

and 5.5 percent are undecided.

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Leading sports psychologist 
to speak at civic center tonight

Harry Edwards says if meeting 
minimum eligibility requirements 
continues to be the main interest of 
counselors and coaches, college 
athletes who excel on the field or on 
the court may be left no better off 
than when they were recruited. 

The former activist and professor 
of sociology at the University of 
California-Berkeley will speak 
tonight at the Leon County Civic 
Center to kick-off this year's Florida 
State University Distinguished Lecture Series. His 
topic will be "Confronting Changing Priorities in the 
Struggle for African-American Advancement." 

Today's most visible sports sociologist, Edwards 
speaks from personal experience. 

The 6-foot-8-inch Edwards entered collegiate sports 
to escape poverty. Though possessing "limited 
academic skills," he experienced an awakening when 
reading about Columbus' discovery of America. 

"The cultural bias implicit in the idea that someone 
could discover an alr^dy inhabited continent," 
spurred Edwards' critical rea»)ning and eventual 
militant activism, according to a press release. 

Edwards was appointed special consultant to the 
commissioner of Major Leag^je Baseball after last 
year's brouhaha over the absence of blacks in 
management positions. He is also a consultant to the 
San Francisco 49ers and the Golden State Warriors, 
and is a frequent commentator on CNN sports. 

Author of ^veral books on racism and siK>rts, 
including The Struggle That Must Be and Sociology 
of Sport, Edwards has championed education as 
priority among minority college atheletes. As a former 
Black Panther, Edwards called for a black athlete 
boycott of the Mexico City Summer Olympics in 1968, 
earning him a place on the FBI's "Rabble Rouser 
Index."

"He maintains that sp>orts should be an opportunity

Last year, the local Telephone Counseling & 
Referral Service lent an attentive ear and a 
comfcHting voi<^ to 591 radlers contemplating suicide. 

Tonight, the Tallahass^ Jay^^ are sponsoring a 
spaghetti dinna^ to help insure that the non-profit 
service continue its work, and to ^tlig^t the issue 
of suicide. 

"It's a great place for a family of four to eat for under 
$15, plus you're doing something good for the 
community," Renee' Harold Martinello, the Jaycees" 
community development director and coordinator of 
the fundraising dinner, said Tuesday. "And (Florida 
State University Bask^ball Coach) Pat Kennedy's 
going to be there." 

Kennedy was selected as the featured speaker 
because of hi? long history of concern about suicide. 
Several attempts to reach Kennedy Wedn^ay were 
unsuccessful. 

Though the counseling and referral serMce answers 
calls covering a variety of topics, Martinello said the 
Jay<»es were drawn to the agency becau^ suicide is 
a sp^ial target for them Uiis year. 

Each year the state In-anch of the Jay<^s sel^rts 
certain areas o€ concern fwr the local chapters to work 
on and this year suicide was chosen, she said. 

were challenged to make a difference with this 
problem." Martinello said referring to ihe dinner. 
"We are trying to bubble (the issue of suicide) up to 



the surface of consciousness." 

Randy Nicklaus. executive director of the 
counseling and referral service, said the fundraising 
elTorl by the Jaycees is greatly appreciated. 

"To do fundraisers to support human services 
programs in the community is a wonderful type of 
thing they can do," Nicklaus said. "Hiis is one way 
people can promote the quality life in our 
community " 

Nicklaus said the agency is operating on a $120,000 
budget after suffering a $30,000 funding cut. He said 
any money gathered through fundraisers will help the 
program reach out to more people. 

Nicklaus added that for every dollar collected 
through fuiulraising, an aimnymous domxc has screed 
to give an equal amount of naoney. 

Martinello said she h(^^ as many p^)le as 
possible will attend the spaghetti dinner. 

"It'll give them a warm feeling to do something for 
the community they can be really proud of," she said. 
"This IS one thing that should hit college students 
right where they live— a cheap meal."

department of Health and 
Rehabilitive Services this year and 
is also supported by local and 
federal funds, board memlwr Jane 
Shaeffer said the Cold Night 
Shelter is in dire need of blankets. 
Shaeffer. who is also local director 
of the Guardian Ad-Litem Program, 
said blankets can be brought to the 
shelter after 7 p.m. or to the First 
Presbyterian Church at the 
intersection of Adams Str^t and 
Park Avenue, 

Helen McLaughlin, executive 
dirmor of the Tallaha^ee Coalition 
for the Homeless, says her g^oup is 
an umbrella organization which 
refers people to vanous service 
providers in town. The coalition has 
identifl^ homeless families and 
children as tlM^ grou{» "falling in 
the service gap" of public 
assistance. SJie said the Talls^a^^ 
Coalition for the Hon^less' new 
transitional-housing program 
working in cooperation with the 
federal Housing and Urban 
Development agency is targeted at 
tho^ falling through the cracks. 

Through the program, called "In- 
Between," the (x»lition le^^ eight 
hous^ from HUD for $1 a ymit. For 
families to be eligible for the low- 
rent houses, they must go through 
extensive counseling and often job 
training to get back on their feet 
When the families are capable of 
supporting themselves again, they 
are given the option of buying the 
homes, often for less than the cost 



of rent. McLaughlin said. 

The HUD homeless initiative in 
Tallahassee is the first in the state 
and is a model for proposed 
programs in other areas of Florida 
like Miami. The local program 
began in September and also 
provides case mans^onent to the 
families in order to prevent the 
"feed a man a fish and he'll eat for 
a day syndrome," McLaughlin said. 

The program takes a practical 
approach versus the "mandate 
programs"" which simply 
appropriate money without 
proposing long-term solutions— 
what McLaii^hlin calls "Band- Aid 
programs." 

Camille Davis, case manager for 
the HUD program families, said 
many of the homeless have a 
working head of household. But 
they .sill! may not be able to support 
themselves, she said. 

"A single mother of ihnt^ working 
fcM* minimum wage might find 
h^-self in a descending spiral of bills 
ultimately ending in eviction, " 
Davis said. 

The key few these families is 
finding temporary safe shelter and 
teaching them job skills— through 
programs such as the federal Job 
Training Partnership Act and 
Project Independence at Lively 
Vocational-T^hnical School— to 
qualify them for higher salaries. 

But tho^ homeless whose top 
priority is only seeking shelter for 
the night cannot be ignwed, Davis 
said. 

in our civilized society, we 
cannot leave people to fr^ze out on 
the street,'" she said. 
McLaughlin said accurate 



stati^ics (m the numb^- rf homeless 
are impo^ible to get because the 
status homele^i^^ is never 
constant. She said people are often 
homeless one night but may find 
shelter at a friend's or relative's 
house the following night. 

"It's not the old days where if 
someone was on the street we said, 
*They were down on their luck,' " 
she said. 'Tocky some people opt for 
transience as a way life." 

McLaughlin's group conducted a 
survey last year on the number of 
homeless in Tallahassee. But she 
said the number the group came up 
with, 250, only reflected the number 
of people who sought refuge at the 
various shelters. 

"We don't know how many are 
living in relative's living rooms, 
cars, ^ks or are homeless for only 
short periods." she said. 

Davis said the families she 
counsels m the HUD propram have 
some specific needs that the 
community could meet which would 
help them get back on their feet. 

"One woman needs seme minor 
repair work done to get her car 
running again, and some of the 
single mothers would surely 
appreciate a respite from their 
child-care duties for a few hours to 
take care of other chores," she said.

Representatives from several dozen countries, including the United 
States, will meet in Santiago, Chile next month to determine the 
future of miiMral exploration and development in Antarctica. 

Currently, no controls exist to keep countries from exploiting the 
continent, although a sort of "voluntary" mcnratorium has been in 
effect because technology hasn't advanced far enough to make such 
undertakings profitable. 

Of course, it's just a short matter of tirm before technology does 
catch up. So to nip tech in the bwl, a nvunber of countries are puling 
to make the morattarium permanent, in effect turning Antarcti<^ into 
an international wilderness pr^erve. 

The Bush administration is sending mixed signals about where it 
stands on the issue. But even the most pc^itive of tho^ signals— a 
temporary moratorium— doesn't go far enough in protecting the last 
expanse of land largely untouched by "civilization." 

An international convention adopted by a majority of countries in 
1988 will likely be the main item on tbe agenda in Santiago. Intended 
to give some protection to the continent and its resources— believed 
to include large stores of coal, oil and gold— the protocol has lately 
been denounced by se\ eral countries who feel the controls it places 
on exploration and development are too lenient. 

Surprisingly, in light of its stands on other international 
environmental issues, the U.S. is among those countries opposing the 
1988 protocol. Congress passed two resolutions last session calling 
for creater protection of Antartica. One denounced the 1988 
conx ention and called for a moratorium of at least 100 years; the other 
supported the idea of an international presei'\'e. 

Unfortunately, the Bush administration does not feel as strongly 
about protecting Antarctica as Congress does, though it's haird to tell 
just how lukewarm it is. 

With the Interior Department advising that five years is plenty long 
enough for a moratorium. Bush is considering a veto of Congress" 
resolutions. On the other hand, the U.S. representative to the 
Antarctica talks is headmg south with a moratorium of at least 30 
years in mind. 

The Interior Department is attempting to use recent events in the 
Middle East to support its call for a 5-year ban. But the current, tense 
situation m the Middle East wouldn't exist had cheaper, cleaner 
alternative energ>- sources been developed years ago. Cheap oil should 
not take precedence over American lives. And it shouldn't take 
precedent over the environment— whether ofTthe coasts of California 
and Florida, m Alaska's wildlife preserves, or m Antarctica. 

The temiporary moratorium, idea, even up to 30 years, isn't 
rc-asonabltr either. U.S. officials concede they are only making that 
propu^a. Dccau><L- It would br at least that long before the technology" 
is in place to make mmmg activities fea.-ible. 

OiM» the moratorium is up. the consequences would be devastating 
Large-scale mining activities, not to mention the infra.^tructure 
required to keep the operations going, would uTeak havoc on the 
continent's fragile ecosystem, and ruin what is essentially Nature s 
last stand. 

It's not worth it. 

Bmh should k^p his hands off the veto stamp, and his 
administration's representative at the Santiago conference should join 
those «)untries calling for a permanent moratorium.

Halloween is a time to dress in cc^ume, get a little 
inebriated, and have some fun. Or so we thought. 

As part of the festivities, myself, four of my 
fraternity brothers, and a young lady decided to join 
the merry-making at the "Haunted Block." At 
length, we decided to make our way to another pany 
at a friend's apartment. S(.i we crossed Tennessee 
Street (via the tunnel • and returned to our cai- which 
we had left in the Conradi building parking lot. It 
might be wise now to d^rril^ our costumes, which 
included a baby doll, a commando, a skier, a viking 
and a 17th centur\' executioner (complete with black 
hood. cape, hobnails and battle-axe). 

As we emerged from the tunnel, we noticed a 
group of about 12 your.g black men and suddtmly 
we were the focus of a verbal assault with our 
hooded executioner at its center. 

Remarks like "What's that hood"^." "Who do you 
think you are?, " and **Say something! Talk to me!" 
were %i^am^ at us by one or two particularly 
volatile youths. Being who th«y are, two of my 
company made some mildly sarcastic retorts and in 
a matter of moments, our car w as surrounded with 
two of our number being physically fa-evented from 
entering. 

During the ensuing confrontation, the executioner 
w as forcibly defrocked of his hood. axe. and cape and 
our viking was punched in the side of the head when 
he made a negative reply to the query, 'Have you 
s^n Atississif^i Burmngr Finally, one of the more 
sensible black men interceded, allowed us to get in 
the car, and returned our confiscated property. 

It is sad that in this time of racial inequalities and 
tensions, a group of young black men find it 
necessary to assault a group of young whites for no 
other reason than the pre.-ence of an archaically 
costumed Halloween celebrant. I assure you that 
when we decitted to go out for the evening, we had 
no wish for any confrontation or any intention of 
offending anyone's sensibilities. Most blacks are 
extremely prtmd of their African hertiage, and 
openly display their pride through their apparel and 
attitudes, yet a white man dressed as a character 
from his English ancestor's past is viewed as a 
violent, bigoted sociopath 

Ignorance and violence begets the same, as 
evidenced by the attack of these black men; 
howe%'er, we intend to break this vicious circle and 
will never display the bigotry and hatred that we 
witness Halloween night. Education, goodwill, 
kindness and tolerance will always win out over 
ignorance and hatred. I only wish that this could 
somehow be impressed on everyone, e^>ecially this 
group of angry young men 

Although only one of our party has ever expresscfd 



prejudicial attitudes, the whole event has soured u^ 
all. We certainly will not hold a negative, 
stereotypical attitude toward all blacks; however, 
each of us will most definitely have skewed views 
on events and actions in the future.

Juvenile sexually 
battered 

A 14-year-old Indiana female was 
sexually battered shortly after 
arriving in Tallahassee early 
Tuesday morning. Tallahassee 
Police Deaprtment spokesperson 
Mark Meadows said Wednesday. 

The victim and a 15-year-old male 
companion told police that they had 
arrived in Tallahassee on a bus 
around 1 a.m. and were walking 
down West Tennessee Street 
looking for a place to get something 
to eat when a man allegedly offered 
to help them. 

The man. took them to an 
abandoned apartment complex at 
430 W. Cai-olina St. where he 
threatened the victim's companion 
and raped the girl, Meadows said. 

"The suspect disrobed the victim 
and forced her to perform sexual 
acts from approximately 3 to 6 (in 
the morning)," he said. 

Afterward the victim and her 
companion fell asleep and the 
suspect left. Meadows said. The two 
reported the incident to an ofTicer 
the next day at 1 p.m. 

Police have not identified any 
suspects. 

The man is described as a black 
male, between 35 and 40 years-old, 
6-feet tall and between 185 to-200 
pounds. He has short curly hair, a 
dark complexion and big droopy 
eyes He was wearing a yellow T- 
shirt with the words "Party with 
me" on the upper left part of the 
shirt and "Say no to drugs" on the 
lower front part of the shirt. The 
man was also wearing brown 
slacks, brown dress shoes and white 
socks. 

The victim was not seriously 
injured but was taken to the 
Tallahassee Memorial Regional 
Medical Center. Her condition was 
not known at press time.

I can"t imagine ever smoking. 1 don't esen 
like the smell at all." 

Many offices are troubled with the rights 
of employees who smoke. With laws against 
public smoking and office smoking, many 
smokers are forced to sneak cigarettes in 
restrooms or go outside to puff. 

"It IS their buildintr. but I look at it thi> 
way: it makes me extremeh unproductive 



because there's only so much work I can take 
outside with me." said Christine Lillich. who 
works with tne state Division of Forestry at 
an office near the Tallahassee Reiiional 
Airport " But it's silliness passing laws 
smoking on the inside when it's legal 
outdooi*s and when subsiaie,-^ ..ire Demg gi%'en 
to tobacco growers." 

But Lillich said the rules don't bother her 

because sht^ i- allowed to take smoking 
breaks %vhenever she wants. 



And some smokers are sympathetic to non- 
smokers' rights. 

"I diM^'t even smoke around my p.irrot," 
said John Case. :\ Florida State L'niversity 
student. "I'm a smoker who's addicted. 1 
don't smoke m my apartment." 

Caso believes the nation's move to a 
smokeless scKiety is an improvement. 

i think it's for the better," he said, 'i 
think the tobacco industry should be raped, 
pillaged and plundered."

Among LunchDates members. 47.9 percent refuse to date 
a smoker.

Eleven percent of the men surveyed have no preference. 
44.9 percent prefer a nonsmoker and 44.1 percent refuse to 
date a smoker.

Tucker said that in every sheriffs 
election, "a whole portion of our 
society gets disenfranchised " 
l^causethey mav think they won't 
get fair treatment it' the candidate 
they backed doi'sn't get elected

Preservation Society." He talks about all of 
the classic music that's been digitally 
remastered to meet the hrave new format 
requirements of the "90s; and at the end of 
his nauseatmg Uttle spiel, he has to smugly 
renvnd the audience: "Sorry, not available 
on ^ track " Drop dead. 

Jay heno can go to hell for pulling the guts 
out of an inno<^nt cartridge while he's 
shilling for his jtmk food paymasters— even 
if it is only another copy of Saturday Night 
F- - There is no excuse for "Fwroaticide." 

The Encyclopedia Galactica defines 
■'Formaticiue" as the wholesale junking of 
various types of consumer products on a 
regular, almost predictable basis. It is 
esp^ialiy predominant m many afTiuent 
cultures that quickly reach a threshold of 
boredom with their new toys' and con^antly 
require a new technological 'fix'. 

These kinds of life fwrms find themselves 



y and the CD: 
rack back to life 

buying e^ntially the same thing over and 
over again, just re-packaged in a variety of 

non-compatible svstems The danger herein 
is that such societies may easily slip over the 
Format-Event Horizon into a never ending 
cycle of consumer madness 

A frightening prediction, but one that 
could easily come true, with everybody 
rushing i»ll-mell into the "record" shops 
buying ever>' CD in sight. If you're one of 
those, forget it. You're lost. You may not 
think so now. but wait 10 years and see if 
They ha%*en't invented Something Else. 

No, the reason behind these insane 
scribblmgs is to try and reach those few of 
you who haven't yet made up your mmds 
whether to throw out all of your old 8-tracks 
to make room in the clo^t for all of your old 
re<M«^s. (See how it starts?) 

"But they ck>n't work anymore," you say. 
Maybe not, but it probably never occured to 
you that once broken, son^thing can bt- fixed. 
In fact. It's surprisingly easy— something 
else They don't want you to know. 

Most of the "problems' that you find with 
8-tracks today are the result of simple 
negl«rt or improper storage, not because the 
technolc^' sud^nly stopped being any good. 
If that were the case, ever\* radio station in

the country w^ould be in deep trouble. 
(Technically speaking, radio stations don't 
really use 8-tracks. They use a system that 
actually pre-dates the 8-track. The 4-track 
was briefly available for the consumer 
market m the late '50s —but that's a subject 
for another time ' 

Problem No. 1— Rotten Foam. 

This is the most (X)mmon problem, caused 
mostly by people leaving their tapes on the 
dashboani in full sunlight, to get dry rot. The 
foam pad is what allows the tape to travel 



comfortably around the central hub and 
maintain the pro{^r tension ratio. Most 
playback problems are caused by a 
deteriorated pad, If allowed to go. the tape 
turns inward like a moebius strip, and 
reverses itself. 

This IS easier to fix than you might think. 
.\11 you need is a roll of double stick tape, 
some scissors, a sharp knife and some foam. 
You can get the foam from a fabric store, or

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Universities face 
more budget cuts 
under Chiles

A little more than a mcnth after Gov. B<* Martina 
ordered all state agencies— incliuiing the State 
University System— to slash their budgets by 2.3 
percent, Gov.-elect Lawton Chil^ has <»xiered an 
additional 5 percent cut. 

Univenty otTicials say they aren't sure yet how the 
cuts will afTect them, but added that they will be 
"disastrous." 

"We probably would cut everjthing . . . the 
purch^ing of equipment, travel for everybody and 
then positions/* Florida A&M President Pi^erick 
Humphries said Thursday. "It would just create a 
most onerous situation for us." 

Chiles is asking each state agency to cut one 
program from its department to save money and help 
get Florida's budget out of the red. Chiles' transition 
team, appointed last week to help ease his takeover 
of the Capitol, estimates there will 'be a $900-million 
to $1.3*billion state budget shortfall next year. 

Rob Anter^n, a spokesperson for the transition 
team, said the cuts would go into during the 
next fiscal y^ur, which b^ns July 1. 

Chiles sent a letter to the a^oci^ Wednesday 
asking that *i^»r priority prt^rams" be axed. Chil^ 
reiterated his pledge to avoid a tax increase. 

The letter didn't mention any specific pn^ams, and 
Anderson refused to name any. 

Thursday morning. Board of Regents ^wkesperson 
Pat Ri(»rdan said the SUB had not been officially 
informed of the cuts. 

"We have not had any ^mmuni<»tion (^er than 
what we've s^n in the papers from the goveriKW- 
elect," Riordan said. "An additional S-pen^nt cut 
could cau-e 5nme problems."

It's officiad— Florida music lovers who 
crank up their car stereos can be fined for 
noise pollution. 

Gov. Bob Martinez and his cabinet voted 
unanimously Thursday to give teeth to a 
new law that went into effect Oct. 1. The 
executi^^ action will allow police to issue 
a $^ tick^ to autonK^iile drivers vHKise 
stereos or oUier noisemaking devices are 
plainly audible 100 feet away. 

"Booming stereos are not only a 
nuisance, they are a safety hazard," 
Leonard R. Mellon, executive director of 
the Department of Highway Safety and 
Motor Vehicles, said in a written 
statement released Thursday. 



For cme Florida A&M Univarsity senicnr, 
the law is nothing new. But Sean 
Williams said he still has mixed ft^lings 
about it. 

"It does disturb the peace." Williams 
said, adding that a similar law has been 
in effect for several years in his hometow n 
of Atlanta. **Butyou can t really tell what 
is disturbing. Some people might think it 
is disturbing, while it doesn't even bother 
other people." 

Florida State University student Ryan 
Marshall's reaction to Thurklay's action 
was a little less lukewarm. 

"That's crazy." Marshall said. "And I 
suppose you're not allowed to listen to 2 
Live Crew at any decibel." 

But other citizens said the new law and 



its new teeth have merit. 

"I think there needs to be some control," 
said postal worker Betty Barraco. "It's 
distracting. We're all trying to drive and 
we don't need to be diffracted." 

Leon County Sheriffs Office 
spokesperson Dick Simpson said that 
enforcing the law wouldn't detract from 
officers' more important duties. 

"It's a law that, through the years, that 
every department in the state of Florida 
has had complaints about," Simpson said. 
"But it's a law that the deputies aren't 

going to go looking for anyone playing 
their music too loud. 1 don t think it's

University Distingui^ied Lecture Series, Edwards 
warned against sports participation as a pana<«a to 
escape from the ills of the black community. 

He said blacks are "unwitting accessories" to the 
exploitation of black athletes. 

'*We must stop sacrificing (black) youths on the altar 
of athletic a^iration to the highest bidder," Edwards 
said, adding that less than 3,000 blacks make O^ir 
living in sports. 



Because 65 to 75 per 
cent of black college 
athletes ne%er graduate, 
he said there must be a 
greater emphasis on 
"school books, not plav 
books."

DeUlysses Felder, a student 
senator spon.soring the bill, said a 
time limit is needed Ijecause some 
agencies have gone ux) long without 
a director while waiting for the 
president's decision.

A local resident \\Tot<> a letter to Tallahasset^ Mayor 
Steve Meisburg last week calling for the mayor's 
resignation after Meisburg commended Tallahassee 
AIDS SuppOTt Services at a citv commission meeting 
Oct. 24. 

'*L^ th«n all know that the hmit pre\^ntion against 
It IS to keep their mouth shut and tiieir 1^ cn^sed," 
the Nov. 9 letter from Ben Tharpe reads. 

Meisburg called the letter— which was also 
dispensed to city commissi(mers and post^ in city 
hall— vulgar. 

"I felt like I didn't want to finish reading the letter 
once I started it. " Meisburg said Thursday 

But Tharpe said he was only exercising his rights. 

"I hand-deli¥«%d that thing and I ^d, 'Here's a 
personal letter fw the maycH-,' " Tharpe said. "I had 
the right to write it and I have freedmn <^ speech." 

Tharpe is a founding member of the Junk Yard 
Dogs, a citizens' watchdog group that targets 
mis.spending in city government In his letter. Tharpe 
said he'll put a copy machine m city hall so citizens 
can gel copies of public documents quickly. 
. Jim English, city attorney, said Tharpe abused the 
state public recwcte law by asking for multiple cqsies 
of city aixx>untiiig rea>rds, up to $90 wcHfth, and not 
picking them up. 

English said Tharpe's copy machine proposal is 
unprecedented, and he plans to ask state Attonwy 
General Bob Butterworth if it is legal Meisburg 
added that there is also a question of the commission's 
responsibility to respond to distasteful letters. English 
said he will send a letter to Butterworth Monday.

Leigh Fowler, director of the Florida State 
University Lesbian Gay Bisexual Student Union, said 
a lot of people harbor Tharpe s homophobic attitude.

F<wrl«r said. *T have a hard time believing he wouldn t 
be wunn esmmmd if it was j^^ominantly straight, 
white men dyii% ttf AIDS." 

City Comms88k»i^ D«r<Al^ Inmui-Crews said ^e 
wasn't suriffised at Tharpe's letter. She ^d Tharpe. 
who challenged her in the Febniar>' city commission 
elections, has a history of harassing city 
commissioners. 

Inman-Crew^s said Tharpe's remarks, especially the 
last paragraph that reads, "If you do a good job who 
km>W8 but what sc^ae future commi^ion might erect 
a statue c£ you down at the bus staticm" are offensive. 

There is a statue of the late Rev. C.K. Steele, who 
was active in civil rights movements in the '60s, at 
the TalTran bus terminal on Tennessee Street. 

"It's peppered with bigotry overtones and it is a 
lynch mob mentality." Inman-Crews said, "I object 
to him feeling it's his right to insult, harass and 
terrify other people."

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EPA says no to 
waste incinerator

MADISON— Companion <uch as 
Colorado-hasod Waste Toch Inc , 
which pursue permits to build 
hazardous waste mcnierators m 
rural areiis like Madison County, 
contract with huge, waste 
generating firms for their 
livelihood, said Federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency of 
fical Hugh Kaufman. 

"The large generators of waste 
don't want waste \n their back 
yard."' Kaufman said Thursday 
night. "'What they're doing is try 
ing to find patsies who will take 
their waste." 

About 500 people— some wearing 
T shirts saying '"Just Say No To 
Waste Tech" — filed into the 
Madison County High Sch(X)l gym 
as Kaufman led a panel discussion 
on Waste-Tech's intentions to build 
a hazardous-w aste treatment and 
disposal plant m the area. 

A representative and spokesper- 
son from Waste-Tech were invited 
to the discussion, but did not attend. 
Company officials have said they 
will ncA attend any unofficial {Hiblic 
meet in. LTs 

The company has made clear its 
intention to build the facility 
designed to eliminate pesticides, 
herbicides and chemical residue 
from various .manufacturing 
processes. 

The firm, which has another site 
in Louisiana, has taken an option 
on 800 acr«» of land in Madison and 
would accept wa-te from Florida 
and other southeastern states. 

According to company represen- 
tatives, the site would consist of a 
rotary kiin with a nearb\ landnll to 
r«:^eive the ash. The plant would 
&3€t between $50 million and $100 
million and would employ about 
100 people, the company says. 

In August. Madison County com- 
missioners impost a year-long 



moratorium on hazardous-waste 
facilities in the county. 50 miles 
east of Tallahassee. The decision 
came after the commission sent the 
company a letter asknig that Waste 
Tech take Madison otf its list of 
places to set up shop 

Many county residents, led by the 
local group "Save Our Counties. ' 
say the company's track record on 
environmental incidents is less 
than desirable and it has little ex- 
perience in the hazardous-wast^ 
industry. 

"If we step back and s;iv this com 
pany's too big. we've lost." said Roy 
Milliron. who founded the group m 
opposition to Waste-Tech about six 
months ago. **We can fight this 
thing and be successful.'* 

Waste- Tech representatives say 
the facility would completely in 
cinerate the hazardous components 
of the waste and that it would pose 
no danger to humans or the 
environment. 

Joining Kaufman were residents 
of other communities where the 
company has set up or attempted to 
set up similsu- facilities. Kaufman 
was disjoined by Kerry Dressier, 
a representative of the statewide 
Florida Defenders of the 
Environment . 

Kaufman, assistant director of 
siting for the EPA and one of the 
founders of the government agency 
during the Nixon administration, 
said it's typical of companies like 
Waste-Tech to go to small com 
munities and offer jobs and other 
promises without legally commit- 
ting to anything 

State Senator Sherry Walker tD- 
Wauke^nah • was also present at the 
meeting. 

**Since I took office two years ago. 
it seems like a lot of people want to 
build incinerators in my part of 
Florida," Walker told an ap- 
preciative crowd. "Fighting :n 
cinerators is my No. 1 priority.

Missed the point 

Editor: 

Doug Martin puts an interesting "spin" on William 
Rusher*? First .Amendment speech 're: Fla'vhcau 11 9 90). 
Mr. Martin neglected or did not understand the central issue 
raised by Rusher— naniely. the lack of ccmstitutumal 
absolutism and its resulting impact on speech as opposed to 
action. Does the free speech amendment, for example, take 
precedence over the fair trial amendment? Should a judge 
be given the ability to bar reporters from a courtroom if their 
presence would hinder a fair triaP Most people, including 
the Supreme Court, have affirmed the judges' prerogative 
Secondly, the reality of completely free speech does not exist 
To quote Oliver Wendell Holmes rather famous dictum: it 
is apparent that some inherent limitations apply to the First 
Amendment. Free speech is not absolute. 

Given the above, should a nonspoken act be given absolute 
free speech protection? That is, something not afforded to 
speech itself. 

Mr Rusher distinguished between freedom to speak and 
freedom to act. He did so by focusing on the wider context 
of democracy in the United States. He noted the inevitability 
of conflicting "values" in such a situation. The underlying 
question became. "In our democracy, what are the proper 
constitutional boundaries, if any, for expressing offense at 
another's belief?'* Should the dissatisfaction be limited to 
spe^h or does it include actions? Rusher gave amazing 
latitude to freedom. of ^seech, but argued that one's ability 
to act against another must be limited He cited Serrano's 
"Piss Christ" as an example of something which might be 
construed as acting against the values of Christians. He 
offered a hypothetical "Piss Martin Luther King -Jr " as 
something which might be understood as acting against 
African-American values. Rusher raises the flag-burning 



issue in the above context. Mr. Martin has gutted Rusher s 
argument by neglecting his foundational statements. In my 
view that "ain't good ^urnalism."

Where does he get 
this data? Of the people with scientific training I know, few 
hold this point of view. Even those with strong Christian 
beliefs see God as working through evolution. As for dust 
on the moon, it was a theory that there should be deep dust ; 
when there wasn't it proved that theory wrong, not an 
ancient earth. 

Mr, Oliver takes me to task for generalizing alxnit 
creationists wanting evolution taught as a lie. My letter wa> 
reacting to one by Suzanne Slade, in which she said that ver\ 
thing. And, as the letters by Mr. Thompson and MrOhvt i 
show, they themselves denounce evolution as a lie. 

Both the letters in question, as most of those espousing 
creationism, explain their theory, not in terms of their own 
logic, but by attacking evolution. This is because, in my 
opinion, their theory simply doesn't hold up to even simple 
examination on its own. They talk about the fossil record, 
but if the earth is young the dinosaurs would have walked 
the land with mankind. As far as I know there is no mention 
of 60-foot behemoths in ancient writings, though they 
probably would have been noticed. 

When I talked about the fossil evidence of plate tectonics 
with a North Florida Christian School science teacher, he 
said that the continents drifted apart in a few months, during 
the great n(x>d Boy, they must have been really moving to 
be thousands miles apart so fast. Beyond wishful thinking, 
this has no basis m .serious discussion. But this is being 
taught as science there. 

In denying that creationsim is science, I do not deny a (io<i 
But I believe God would not leave so much evidence 
supporting evolution, and so little supporting creationism. 
just to fool us. I concede there are questions about the 
evolutionary process, but these are not enough to base a 
theory on.

El Salvador supporters 
commemorate Jesuit 
priests' slaying today

Exactly one year ago today, six 
Jesuit priests, their Salvadoran 
housekeeper and her daughter, 
were brutally murdered by a 
Salvadoran government-backed 
"death squad." 

But that's nothing new, says 
Nelson, an El Salvadoran citizen 
seeking political asylum in the 
United States who requested that 
his last name be withheld. The 
atrocity is just one of many commit- 
ted against the citizens of El 
Salvador by a long line of U.S.- 
supported regimes. 

"Every day people disappear," 
Nelson said Wednesday. "Every day 
people (lie dead) in the street that 
were tortured." 

Nelson is a member of Casa El 
Salvador, a local group of ex- 
apatriate Salvadorans who want to 
let U.S. citizens know their views on 
the consequences of U.S. economic 
aid to the Salvadoran government. 
He said members of the clergy in El 
Salvador aren't the only {nrominent 
targets; the government is also us- 
ing newq;»iper and television adver- 
tisements to seek out and eliminate 
union leaders. 

The government claims leaders of 
unions such as the National Union 
of Salvadoran Workers— which 
claims 450,000 members— are 
dangerous because they support the 
opposition Faribundo Marti Na- 
tional Liberation Front, Nelson 
said 

The FMLN, a militant revolu- 
tionary opposition group in El 
Salvador, was started in 1980. Sup- 
ported largely by the country's poor 
labor and agricultural population, 
the group has opposed numerous 



U.S.-supported Salvadoran govern- 
ments, including the current 
ARENA party-dominated govern- 
ment under President Alfredo 

Cristiani. 

"They say (the union leaders) are 
dangerous because they su|qport the 
FMLN," Nelson said. 

Casa El Salvador and the Florida 
State University Center for Partici- 
pant Education are commemorating 
the first anniversary of the priests' 
murders today. The two groups also 
want to rally support for their view 
that economic and military aid sent 
to El Salvador should go to opposi- 
tion groups. 

Over the past decade, the U.S. has 
funneled hundreds of millions of 
dollars to the Salvadcnran govern- 
ment. This year, largely in response 
to the failure of the government to 
bring those who murdered the six 
priests to justice, Congress cut El 
Salvador's $85-million aid package 
in half. But full support could 
resume if the FMLN-led rebels 
mount a major offensive or if the 
U.S. decide the rebels are not 
negotiating currently stalled peace 
talks in good faith. 

Events here kick off Friday with 
a march beginning at 5:30 p.m. at 
the Veteran's Memorial in front of 
the Capitol and proceeding to the 
Bellamy Building on the FSU cam- 
.pus. At Bellamy, Gladys Sibrian 
will lecture at 7 p.m. on the current 
'sftuation in El Salvador. On Satur- 
day, a benefit and fundraiser will be 
held at the Miccosukee Land Co op. 

Sibrian, the official FMLN 
representative to the U.S., will 
receive $500 from CPE and $500 
from the FSU Women's Center to 
come to town.

of the Talented 10th" and his belief 
that "the higher classes aren't 
going anywhere that the underclass 
can't." 

Critical of "pathological 
integrationism," Edwards said a too 
complete assimilation of the black 
community has resulted in the loss 
of that community to prevailing 
"white institutions." 

"There exists a culture of derision 
towards black entreprenuership," 
he said. "No black institution is 
sacrosanct, save for the black 
church. 

"Ironically before the eyes of God, 
it is all right to be segregated." 



Edwards said "A community's 
institutions must be intact and 
viable for that group's advancement 
and survival," and the black 
community has forfeited its 
institutions as a result of an 
integration policy gone mad. 

In the same vein, he said that 
Uiough the number of economically 
upper-class blacks has increased 
from 7 percent to 12 percent since 
1954, they have migrated from the 
community. 

"The black middle clas.-^ has 
abandoned the black community, 
he said. "Bereft of role models, 
illegitimacy, drugs and crmie have 
become endemic. 

"Blacks have to get out of the 
pulpit and into the streets. We 
cannot ride to the future on 
someone else's institutions."

proposal. But with help from the lottery, those cuts were knocked down 
to 2.3 percent. 

"When we did the last round of cuts ... we were not unaware of the 
state of the economy so we asked the universities to make some provisions 
for that," Riordan said. "It turned out that things got better rather than 
worse, but now they appear to be getting worse again. ' 

But Humphries said FAMU wouldn't be able to use its original proposal 
for the 5-percent cuts, which included cutting one semester of summer 
school, because "things are different now." 

FSU President Bernard Sliger couldn't be reached for comment 
Thursday, but at a faculty senate meeting Wednesday he said the cuts 
were "disheartening." 

"I think I had made a statement . . . that we wouldn't have any more 
cuts this year," he said. "Every new governor has to show his concern 
for the protection of the public fisc." 

Riordan said the blow wouldn't be lessened this time because the lottery 
money is all tapped out. 

"There's no great big store in the cookie jar anymore," he said.

Juvenile theft ring 

Five juveniles, ranging from 13 to 
1 5 years old, have been arrested for 
their participation in what appears 
to be a car theft ring, Tallahassee 
Police Department spokesperson 
Mark Meadows said Thursday. 

The arrests, which occurred over 
the past few days, were a 
culmination of police investigations 
into several car thefts in 
Tallahassee, Panama City and 
Lake City. A total of 15 cars have 
been stolen from the cities in the 
past three weeks. 

Meadows said tw o of the juveniles 
was arrest^ Nov. 8 after employees

Meadows indicated the ring was 
fairly sophisticated. 

"In the out-of-town thefts, thi' 
suspects usually steal a car from a 
local car rental business, drive it to 
a car dealership out of town, steal 
cars from that dealership, then 
drive them back to Tallahassee," he 
said. 

All five youths have bot^n charged 
with grand theft auto. Two are 
being held in the Leon County 
Juvenile Detention Center and the 
other three were released to then- 
guardians. 

Other charges may be filed at a 
later date, Meadows said.

If you thought you were finally free from that 
glorified and much-lauded decade of the '60s with the 
passing and subsequent throat-cramming of the 20th 
anniversary of Woodstock, think again. 

Direct from New York, Hair makes its way to tiie 
Tallahassee-Leon County Civic Center Saturday 
night, celebrating the 20th anniveraary of its first 
national tour. 

Billed as "The American Tribal Love-Rock 
Musical," Hair, conceived by Grerome Ragni and 
James Rado, with music by Gait MacDermot. made 
its debut at the New York Shakespeare Festival on 
Oct. 29, 1967, later moving to Broadway on April 29, 
1968. 

De^iibed by members <^ the original production as 
a "iK}n-book" (r^id: no real plot) muskal, HcUr is an 
attempt to capture the pixlse of the late ^BOs 
subculture as seen through the eyes of a group of 

hippies in New York City. 

The story basically revolves around Greorge Berger, 
a maniacal high school dropout and Claude Hoo|>er 
Bukowski, Berger's best friend who is about to be 
drafted. Clustered around them are a host of 
characters ranging from a protester from New York 



University, a pregnant acid freak aiKi a militant black 
man named Hud. 

All in all, the action in Hair doesn't amount to more 
than a group of stereotypical hippies doing 
stereotypical "BOs things: taking drugs, attending be 
ins, having sex and shunning the establishment. But 
the plot, or lack of plot, is not what made Hair a 
Broadway smash. It has always l^n the music. 

Hair spawned such classic as "Aquarius," "The 
Fl^h FaUures (Let the &in Shine In)," "Hair." "Easy 
to Be Hard" and "Good Morning Starshine," all of 
which were later recorded by the likes of Three Dog 
Night, the Cowsills and the 5th Dimension. 

Hairs songs speak to the larger issues of race 
relations, freedom of speech and the environment and 
they express strong anti war sentiments. And 
although the musical echoes many the ideas 
prevalent in today's younger generation, the fact that 
Hau' deals with a time in history that has been 
heralded ctd ncutseum to the point of near-absurdity 
may scare some away from seeing the production. But 
it would not be to their benefit. 

There is a sense of parallelism in the issues today 
and the issues 20 years ago presents! in the musical.

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A magical night of weaving tales

A long, long, long time ago bears had lofty, luscious 
tails. Now bears' tails are just short and stubby. Why? 
Blame wily coyote. Coyote told lazy bear that if he 
stuck his tail through a hole in the ice and waited 
awhile, he'd catch lots offish. Silly, greedy bear sat 
all day; when he finally got up, his tail was frozen off 

This tale of bears' tails, taken from a Northwestern 
Native American folk tradition, is an example of a 
Pourqoui— the French word for why. There are 
thousands upon thousands of these "why" stories in 
existence, suggesting somewhat off-the-wall 
explanations on everything from why mosquitoes buzz 
to why the sun only shines during the day. 

"Pourqoui stories were thought up to explain 
natural phenomena," said Shelley Harshbarger, one 
of many who'll weave tales at "The Night of 
Storytelling" event tonight. "A lot of these Pourqoui 
are Native American in origin or were abundant in 
ancient traditions." 

Harshbarger has made a living for the last five 
years from storytelling. But she puts a different twist 
on the telling than most keepers of the oral tradition. 

"I take familiar tales like Little Red Riding Hood 
and Beauty and the Beast and do them in a rap-style 
rhyming pattern," said Harshbarger. 

As any member of Tallahassee's Storytelling Guild 
will tell you, the romantic oral tradition is not a lost 
art. It is being revived— not only by enthusiasts but 
by educators looking for better ways to reach and 
teach students. 

"Storytelling has had a m^or push because of 
education going in a whole language direction," said 
Kate Taluga, another of tonight's storytellers. "People 
are begging for storytellers because they capture 
children's attention." 

Taluga is telling Four Gallant Sisters by Eric 
Kimmel at "The Night of Storytelling." Interested in 
stories which ctepict positive male and female role 
models, Taluga looks past the many folktales which 
contain sexist, racist stereotypes and chooses only the 
tales which "cross boundaries." 

Another local storyteller who'll 'tell' tonight 
handles negative stereotypes in a different way. 

"If I read a folktale and 1 really like the story in 
general, but not certain aspects, 1 just change it," said 



Cathy Neel, who works as sort of a storyteller-in 
residence at Holy Comforter Episcopal church 

Neel said stor5rtelling is becoming more popular 
because people are realizing that the atmosphere 
around the old tube might not be as healthy as an 
atmosphere where folks sit on the porch and listen 
to Grandpa pass on stories about family traditions. 

"Storytelling is on the rise," said Neel. "I think 
people are getting tired of television. People miss out 
on a lot of oral history. Before, that was how people 
found out about their family history— gi andmother 
to mother to daughter." 

Anne Bassage, yet another of tonight's storytellers, 
will read a tale Howard Norman collected from the 
Cree Indians in Canada. She said stories link us not 
only to our past, but distinguish us from other 
cultures. 

"They give us a sense of the differences and show 
us the values in our culture— they mirror our values," 
she said. 

Different stories contain parallel characters. Brer 
Rabbit, linked to the spider tales in old African 
folktales, is a trickster similar to the coyote in Native- 
American tradition. 

"Every culture has stories," said Harshbarger 
"Many of them are the same stories just changed a 
little bit to suit different cultures. There are over 600 
variances of the Cinderella story." 

Many stories ai'e diflused across the miles over time. 
Others are a result of polygenisis— the same sort of 
story si>ontaneously born in different cultures. 

"This is a result of a lot of stories just reflecting 
human nature," said Harshbarger. "They are many 
stories told as warnings, to teach children lessons, 
taboos and morals." 

Tonight's storytelling is taking place as part of a 
nationwide event m conjunction with the National 
Association for the Preservation and Perpetuation of 
Storytellers. Although usually just for adults, the 
local guild has decided to make it a family event. Now 
the whole family can hear about what mischief the 
wily coyote gets himself into next. 

"Tellebration! The Night of Storytelling" is 
tonight at 8 in the auditorium of the North 
Florida Education Credit Union on Monroe 
Street. Call 878-2190 for more information.

FSU production is a dream

'Tis the time of year when students are short on

Perhaps the Florida State Opera has taken this into 
mind by choosing to open its 1990 '91 opera season 
with an adaptation of William Shakespeare's A 
Midsummer Night's Dream. 

"The text is taken completely from Shakespeare's 
play," said Assistant Conductor and Opera Coach 
Douglas Fi^er, a recent addition to the FSU music 
faculty. 

The opera, by Benjamin Britten, premiered in 1^0 
at the opening of the rebuilt Jubilee Hall at the 
Aldeburgh Festival in England. The opera itself and 
this production of it have some unusual features that 
make it particularly worth seeing. 

The opera includes 15 different soloists. 

"It is quite unusual for a single opera to have that 
many soloiste," said Fisher. 

Another highly unusual feature is the u% of 
countertenor as lead. In this case the role of Oberon 
was played by Steven Rickanb in the performances 



Nov. 9 and 10. "This is the only opera to my 
knowledge that uses a countertenor lead, " said Fisher. 
"Florida State is very lucky to have a doctoral student 
that can sing the part." 

Patricia Martin-Moline, a mezzosoprano, will sing 
the role of Oberon in the performances Nov. 17 and 18. 

The setting for the production is also unusual 
Instead of using constantly changing sets as most 
productions do, sophisticated projections are used to 
give the stage a three-dimensionality that would 
otherwise be impossible. 

"This is a very modern technical production," said 
Fisher. 

The FSU opera is one c€the strongest in the country, 
comparable to the programs at the University of 
Illinois or the University of Southern California. FSU 
does a full production of an opera each fall, spring and 

summer.

For those who are weary of the glut of 
unadventurous bands playii^ socalled '^prc^ressive" 
and "alternative" music around town, smug in their 
self-proclaimed hipness. Bottom Feeder will be a 

refreshing change. For those who are afraid of 
something different or bizarre creeping into music, 
forget seeing Bottom Feeder, it will turn your pitiful 
little mind into a pool of melted Jell-o. 

This band is not for the timid or the cl(^d-minded. 
l^e wall of insane grunge created by them is mind- 
altering in content and beautifully earsplitting in 



form. They create a horrific blend of 
metal punk gothic^psychedelic/garage madness that 
IS both driving and trippy.

Rowles 
played with the infamous Spastic Elai^ic Chicken 
Messiahs before their fateful demise.

It may be the Chinese Year of the 
Horse, but 1990 is Florida State's 
Year of the Tiger. 

For the third time this season, the 
Seminoles, 7-2, play football against 
a team nicknamed the Tigers. First 
was Auburn, then Louisiana St 
Now FSU, ranked ninth fay UP! and 
eighth by the Flamimm^ travel to 
Orlando's Citrus Bowl to meet 4-5-1 
Memphis St. this Saturday at 1 p.m. 
The game is dubbed tbe Texaco £^ 
^Classic. 

The game was orginally scheduled to be played in 
the Liberty Bowl at Memphis, Tenn., but the Tigers 
agreed to move the gaipe to Orlando. 

FSU Coach Bobby Bowd^ has been pleased with 
the way his team has matured since coming off back- 
to-back losses to Miami and Auburn. Bowden said 
earlier in the season that his young Seminole team 
was wet in their pants while playing. 

Since that comment, FSU has dominated LSU, 
South Carolina and Cincinnati. 

"I'm really happy with the way our team is reacting 
to these games in which we are heavily favored," he 
said. 

FSU is a 29-point favorite Saturday. 

The Seminoles will have linebacker Kirk 
Carruthers back in the starting line-up after he served 
a one-game suspension. However, there's a whole new 
suspension list: starting safety Leon Fowler, back-up 
offensive tackle Eric Gibbs and reser\ es Phillip King 
and William Floyd have all been benched for the game. 

According to an FSU press release, the four have 
been suspencbd "for violation of the team's class 
attendance policy." All are expected to return to the 
squad for next week's game against Florida. 

The Seminoles hold a 9-7-1 series edge over MSU, 
which is playing its last game of the season. 

Bowden believes that this year's score will be a lot 
closer, considering the Tigers have lost to two Top 20 
teams by just two points. MSU lost on the road to both 
Ole Miss, 23-21. and to Louisville, 19-17. 

For the third straight week, Bowden fears an upset. 

"Memphis State is a team that could upset us if we 
don't play a s>lid pune," he said. 

However, di^ to injuries and suspensions, the MSU 
defense won't be nearly as good as it is capable of 
playing MSU has lost its last two games. Both were 
played in Memphis 

Tigers starting nose guard Chris Hobbs. who has 
a team high six sacks and is second on the team with 
69 tackles, will play as long as he can with a bad 
ankle. His back-up, Troy Thompson, has been 
suspended.

Starting Tiger defensive tackle Nyrone Hawkins 
will be out due to a fractured ankle he broke last 
week. 

In their 27-23 loss to Mississippi St., the Tigers gave 
up 382 yards of offense. If FSU center Robbie Baker 
and his offensive line take advantage of the wounded 

MSU defense, ball carriers Amp Lee, Edgar Bennett, 
Sean Jackson and Paul Moore could all have big days. 

MSU's defensive secondary has given up an average 
of 216 yards per game to opposing receivers. So with 
pro scouts looking on. expect quarterback Casey 
Weldon to throw to wide receiver Lawrence Dawsey, 
who should have his fourth 100-yard game of the 
season. The FSU senior has already been scouted by 
the NFL's San Francisco 4ders, New York Jets and 
Buffalo Bilb. 

"I was glad to be getting the ball more and to get 
into the end zone," Dawsey said after last week's 
game. On the season Dawsey has 53 catches for 694 
yards and four touchdowns. He is av^aging 13.1 

yards per catch. 

The Tiger offense is led by quarterback Keith 
Benton, who is both a running and throwing threat. 
On the year, Benton has thrown for 1.265 yards and 
rushed for 529, making him the team's second- leading 
rusher. 

Benton's favorite target has been wide receiver 
Russell Copeland, who caught six passes for 99 yards 
last week. On the year, Copeland 1^ cai^t 33 passes 
for 684 yanb. 

The Tigers have had a turnover in each of their 
games this sea.son and have 27 on the season. 

The game will be televised by the Sunshine 
Network on a tape-delay basis, but it will be 
broadcast live on the radio by WTNT 

Tickets are still available for the game and can he 
purchased at either the FSU or Citrus Bowl iicket 
office.

Cockroaches, Hitler and the 1960s have one 
thing in common: They all pop into the minds of 
local residents describing Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein and the Middle East crisis. 

"Mad men can never be satisfied," said Mike 
Diggs, a car salesman shopping at the Publix on 
Pensacola Street Sunday night. "They're like 
roaches— you've got to stomp them out or they keep 
on going." 

But others are not so sure the U.S.— faced with 
the prospect of high casualties on both sides- 
should use force against Hussein. 

"(It's wrong) for the obvious reason that 'we're 
going to kill lots of people . . . and it's not going 
to bring any lasting peace to the region," said 
Russell Degrove, an Florida State University 
student. 

Degrove and a group of friends are encouraging 
people to meet at the Vietnam Veterans" Memorial 
on South Monroe Street every Wednesday to rally 
support against U.S. involvement in the Middle 
East. 

Public opinion has waxed and waned since Iraq 
invaded Kuwait Aug. 2 and took control of a large 
chunk of the world's oil supply. Since then, nearly 

500,000 active-duty and reserve soldiers have been 
sent to Saudi Arabia in an attempt to keep Hussein 

in check. U.S. allies have rallied around the 
deployment, but none have become as deeply 
involved. 

Several students and local residents said they 
support President Greorge Bush's reaction to the 
invasion, while others say the troops should ship 
out. 

Roger Peace, a member of the Tallahassee Peace 
Coalition, said that a small show of power may be 
necessary to prevent Hussein from going across 
Kuwait into Saudi Arabia, but a large military 
force isn't needed. 

"Having a deterrent force is OK, but ... as far 
as the military deterrence of Iraq, you don't need 
400,000 troops," said Peace, who is writing a book 
about the peace movement in the 'SOs. 

Peace said economic sanctions rather than 
military force should be used against Hussein, 
"even if it takes three years. The alternative is 
unnecessary violence." 

"Iraq went into Kuwait for financial gain hut they 
have to realize it will he total financial loss." he said.

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FMLN speaker: peace won't come

In a room filled with the banners of the El 
Salvadoran resistance, Gladis Sibrian told a crowd of 
Florida State University students and Tallahasseeans 
on the anniversary of the slayings of six Jesuit priests 
by government forces that the situation is £1 Salvador 
remains as oppressive as ever. 

"It has become very difficult for the (U.S.) Congress 
to keep defending their strategy in El Salvador under 
the name of democracy," Sibrian said Friday, 
referring to the $4 billion in military aid the U.S. has 
given the Salvadoran government over the past 
decade. 

Sibrian is the United States representative for the 
Farabundo-Marti National Liberation Front (FMLN) 
and the Democratic Revolutionary Front (FDR). Her 
speech and a march beforehand was sponsored by 
Casa El Salvador, the FSU Women's Center, the 
Center for Participant Education and the Veterans 
for Peace. 

The FMLN is a 10-year-old coalition of five political- 
military organizations formed in the '70s to uproot 
El Salvador's military dictatorship with a political 
base from the country's poor and disenfranchised. 

The FDR, said to be the largest political movement 
in El Salvador's history, is a broad coalition with 
members ranging from moderate to leftist political 
parties, unions, and national and Catholic 
universities allied with the FMLN. 

Hie FMLN and the country's pro-military, ARENA- 
led government are currently involved in negotiations 
to end the country's civil war. The government's

willingness to give even the appearance of 
negotiating, Sibrian said, was spurred by the recent 
50-percent cut in LT.S. aid by Congress. 

"The negotiations are currently at an impasse," said 
Sibrian. "The army has materials to continue making 
war. The cut by Congress was only a symbolic 
meraage." 

The cut was largely due lo the failure of the 
Salvadoran judicial system to bring to justice the 
army officers responsible Use the killings of the Jesuit 
priests. 

The cuts sent a message to the Salvadoran armed 
forces, Sibrii^n said. For 10 years, the army felt it 
could commit any atrocity and still recieve the $1.5 
million per day in aid from the U.S., she said. 

Hie army's slaying of the priests is just the latest 
in a long line of well-documented, human-rights 
abuses, according to Sibrian. Estimates vary on the 
exact death toll, but most agree on a figure of about

Housing group helps three local 
families get a new lease on life

Four years ago, Barbara Bostick and her three 
daughters lived in a cramped two-bedroom 
government subsized i^artment. But as of this week, 
Bostick is the proud owner of a brand new home. 

Bostick worked with hundreds of other volunteers 
organized by Habitat for Humanity over the weekend 
to build three houses, one of which she will purchase. 
Her application was selected from a sea of about 100 
others. 

"I feel like it was a blessing for me," said Bostick, 
a state employee for the last 11 years. "It had to be 
a movement from above because out of all the 
applications that were submitted I was one of three 
chosen." 

Tallahassee Habitat For Humantity, a member of 
the non-profit worldwide interdenominational 
organization that builds homes for needy and working 
class families, began working on the houses on Pasco 
Street Saturday and will continue until Nov. 24. The 
organization constructs homes with the help of 
volunteers, staff and tl» families who will occupy the 
houses. 

Each family is required to put in 400 "sweat equity" 
hours and sign a contract to purchase the house over 

a 20 year period. The average homeowner makes 
monthly payments of $150 with no interest. The 
houses are usually valued at $28,000. 

Bostick, a document examiner with the Department 
of State's Division of Licensing, said the four year 
wait was a time (rf'imcertainty. She said bad luck had 
been her oimpanion throughout her life and did not 
believe she would be elected. 

"I know God had to reach in there and pull out my 
application because I've never had good lufck," Bostick 
said. "You know that old saying 'If it wasn't for bad 
luck, I wouldn't have any luck at all?' 1 fit in that 
shoe." 

Bostick was one of several hundred people, 
including 45 members <rf the Florida State University 
chapter t»f Habitat for Humanity, sweating it out this 
weekend. Florida Grov.^lect Lawton Chiles aiMl wife 
Rhea were scheduled to pound nails this past 
weekend, but have rescheduled for Wednesday.

"I hope they learn some construction skills, but 
mostly I hope they come away with a renewed sense 
of ethical responsibility," he said. "I hope they leave 
with more sensitivity to the needs of the poor than 
some of the leaders we have now." 

Pugh said at least 12 FAMU students will be a part 
of the building blitz. 

Habitat For Humanity has a special quality in that 
it encourages people to help themselves, Pugh said. 

"There's a good mix of Christian love . . . and tl^ 
American work ethic that (femands that people are 
willing to help themselves, and Habitat gives them 
a vehicle to do that," the FAMU professor said. 

Though Bostick has worked for 1 1 years as a state 
employee struggling to raise her three daughters ages 
5 to 1 1, she has not been able to even think of owning 
a home until now. 

Pugh said the fact that Bostick works for the state 
and could not previously afford a home crf'her own is 
a sad commentary on life. 

"It makes you wonder about a system where a 
person can hold a job working for the state for an 
11 year period and not be paid enough to afifcntl ctecent 
housing," Pugh said 

But this week Bostick and two other families will 
be able to sweat and watch their dream of owning a 
home become reality. 

"I feel very positive about moving into my own 
home," Bostick said happily. "My daughters love the 
idea and the only thing they don't like is changing 
^hools." 



proposal on what to do with the militar\', said Sibrian, 
is only cosmetic. The government supports setting up 
a military university to teach professionalism and 
having the army make internal changes. 

To make these chsmges, said Sibrian, complete 
restructuring of the nation's constitution is needed. 
The only way to fori» the government to do this, she 
said, is through international and internal pressure, 
such as the military campaign waged by the FMLN 
and the cutting ofT of aid by countries around the 
world, including vSpain, Germany and the U.S. 

"In September, 80,000 people marched <in San 
Salvador) to (protest the government)," Sibrian said. 
"But the killings, the captures and the disappearances 
continue," 
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How sincere? 

Last Thursday, state Sen. Sherry Walker drew a staiMliiig ovation from 

people in the Madison County High School gym when she said she would 
send companies that want to build hazardous-waste incinerating in North 
Florida counties packing. 

"Fighting incinerators is my No. 1 priority," the Democrat from Waukeenah 
told the 500-strong crowd who assembled in opposition to a facility that the 
Waste-Tech company wants to build in their county. 

It was more than just talk. Walker backed up her words with a promise 
to file a nundber of bills in next year's legislative %»ion that would for^ 
incinerators to clean up their act or find somewhere else to go. 

One of Walker's proposals would make companies that want to build 
incinerators notify local ^vemments three months before they apply for state 
permits. Another would prevent companies which do get incinerators up and 
running from burning waste imported from other counties and states. 

If the bills pass— and the energv- Walker displayed in Madison last week 
demonstrates that she has the gumption to see to it that they do— they will 
go far in regulating the potentially dangerous facilities and in halting their 
proliferation. 

Moire than a (k^n North Florida counties have b^n targeted as sites for 

hazardous-waste incinerators. The one that Waste-Tech wants to build in 
Madison would eliminate pesticides, l^rbicid^, chemical residiK frcmi various 
manufacturing processes and other dangerous materials. The company hasn't 
specified where these products would come from, but the incinerator it's 
pushing is billed as a "regional serv^ice center. " Clearly, more than local waste 
will be zapped. 

TTiat's troubling. Despite assurances to the contrary, hazardous waste 
incinerators ar^'t safe. Toxic sub^ances released when the wa^ is burned 
manage to eaci^ into the air and, via laiMffills where the ash residue from 
the incinerators is disposed of, into the water. 

True, these substances have to be disposed of somehow , but that's a different 
story. Until the not-in my backyard arguments for hazardous-waste 
incinerators are backed up with lifestyle changes which prevent the hazardous 
wastes from being creattxi in the first place, tough regulations like the ones 
Walker has proposed are proper responses. 

Walker should be commended for her stand. 

One disturbing thing, though: where was Walker when an equally 
threatening fadlity— pushed by a company with an environmental reputation 
worse than any of those building hazardous-waste incimrat(»^was proposed 
for a county in her district? 

Unlike incinerators, the evidence against gasoline tank farms like the one 
Texaco wants to build in Lloyd is unquestionable. Tank farms frequently leak 
and drip and occasionally blow up; so do the pipelines that connect them. 

The tank farm proposed for Lloyd, still up in the air pending several law 
suits, is especially worthy of scrutiny because of its location— a recharge area 
for the Floridan aquifer— and the company that wants to build it. 

Walker took no ^and on the issue. She did not attend any of the 
Jefferson County Commission meetings where the merits of the tank farm 
were debated, and she was nowh@-e to be seen when several pipeline 
regulation bills drawn up earlier this year by fellow Rep. Al Lawson were 
being considered by the Legislature. 

The bills failed, thanks in large part to the oil company's army of lobbyists 
and in small part to Walker's lack of support. 

If Walker is as sincere as she indicated in Madison last week about 
protecting her North Florida constituents from environmentally questionable 
facilities, she diould suj^rt legislation regulating tank farms and pipelines 
in the next legislative %ssion with as much passion.

Police attacked by dog

Drug overdose 

Two Tallahassee men were taken to the 



hospital Friday evening after apparently 
overdosing on LSD, Meadows said. 

The men were at 410 Dewey St. when 
officers responded to a report of an injured 
person. Police found one of the men lying on 
the ground outside, bleeding from his hands 
and feet. Meadows said witnesses told police 
they had been takmg the psychoactive drug 
LSD and were having a "bad trip." 

"Apparently the one man had gone in the 
bathroom, taken off all his clothe, then 
walked around the apartment complex 
In'eaking windows with his hands and feet," 
he said. "The subject also kept calling out the 
name of an unknown female." 

Meadows said paramedics had to use 
physical restraints on the man to keep him 
from injuring himself further. The man was 
taken to Tallahassee Memorial Regional 
M^ical Center. 

A se^nd man was found in his apartment, 
also apparently ill from the LSD, and was 
also taken to the hospital, Meadows said. 

TPD did not release the names of the men, 
17 and 19 years old, because they were not 
charged with a crime. 

"Some charges are possible at a later time, 
however," Meadows said. 



Meadows said the men were in good 
condition at the hospital Sunday. 

Pedestrians hit 

Two men from England were ii^jured while 
walking across West Tennessee Street 
around 11 Friday night, Meadows said. 

Ivor Lawton. 30, and David Wormington, 
26, were crossing the street in front of 
Popeyes Fried Chicken at 491 W. Tennessee 
St. when they walked into the path of a 
westbound 1989 Toyota driven by David 
Singleton, 22. 

Meadows said Singleton, who gave his 
address as 1517 Levy Ave., hit his brakes 
and tried to swerve, but could not avoid 
Lawton and Wormington, who are from 
Coventry. 

"The subjects were thrown to the ground 
by the impact," Meadows said. 

Lawton, who suffered a broken leg and 
internal injuries, and Wormington, who 
suffered two broken ribs, were taken to 
TMRMC where they are listed in stable 
condition. Gwendolyn Singleton, 19, a 
passenger in the Toyota, was also taken to 
the hospital. She was treated and released. 

Meadows said police do not intend to file 
charges against David Smgleton.

CNN loses court case

WASHINGTON-The Supreme Court refused Sunday to lift a 
restraining order barring Cable News Network from broadcasting lafM s 
of telephone conversations between deposed Panamanian leader Manuel 
Noriega and his lawyers. 

Atlanta-based CNN had appealed a temporary injunction stopping CNN 
from airing the tapes for 10 days and ordering that they be reviewed by 
a federal magistrate, saying it violated the network's freedom of speech. 

But in a 7-2 ruling, with justices Thurgood Marshall and Sandra Day 
O'Connor dissenting, the Supreme Court let stand the temporary 
restraining order form U.S. District Judge William Hoeveler, which was 
upheld by the 11th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Noriega, imprisoned the past 11 months, is awaiting trial on federal drug 
trafficking charges. 

His lawj^rs omtend that telephone tapes were illegally made. They said 
tbat broaikast ctf the tapes would violate Nori^a's Sixth Amemiment right 
to a fair trial and also maintained that the sanctity of attorney— client 
communication should take precedence over the free press issue.

The coalition is organizing a petition to send to 
Congress, and is preparing: a rapid-response network 
to immediately begin protesting if the U.S. invades 
Kuwait. 

Winston Blankenship, a U.S. Army reservist based 
in Tallahassee, said he would also like to see the crisis 
end without bloodshed. But he said war in Iraq would 
be justified in order to protect U.S. oil interests. 

"I think we have a need, I thi^ we ^ould be 
there." he said. 

But Tom Henderson, a Leon County high school 
teacher, said oil is not a good reason to wage war. 

"I kind of blame it all on the 10 years of the Reagan 
administration,"' he said outside Publix. "We've 
known for 20 years there's going to be a shortage of 
oil, it's a finite energy source. 

"We are sending pe<^le to die fcH- oil instead of 
looking for other sources of energy, which is what we 
should have been doing for the past 20 years ' 

FSU students interviewed in the union Sunday 
night had various opinions on the ever-growing 
prospect of war in the Mideast. 

"I think It 's a good idea because of the factor of the 
oil involved," said Seth tJohnson, a junior from 
Kansas. 

Johnson said he hopes the situation doe»i't escalate 
into w ar, but if his country called him to fight in the 

Middle East he would. 

Elisa Martin, a junior pre-med major from Ft. 
Pierce, compared HuSv^ein to Hitler. She said he needs 
to be snutTed out to "help avoid a nuclear war." 

Mariin predicts a war within the next two months, 
and said women should be allowed a combat role in 
military conflicts. 



**I definitely believe women should have the 
opportunity (for combat)," she said. "Women may 
come home in body bags, but they volunteered for it." 

Marc Diaz, a freshman, said he supports the troop 
movement Like Martin, he said war in the Mideast 
is inevitable. 

"T think that the situation's intolerable, neither side 
is willing to compromise," the history major from 
Coral Springs said. "It's been a noble cause up to this 
point." 

Diaz predicted a long, drawn-out U.S. presence in 
the Mideast, even if a face-to-face military conflict is 
short term 

"Emotions in the Mideast are so high," he said. 
"The terrorism and guerilla warfare will go on for 

years" 

But Jason Forteir and Allen Beyer, both 
sophomores, said the U.S. needs to have a more 
specific agenda for the Mideast— the No. 1 complaint 
of activists and everyday people alike. 

"They shouldn't be out there just to sit there, they 
should be doing something," said Fortier, an 
accounting major from Coral Springs. 

"I think it's a good idea as long as there's a plan 
in mind to have some kind of solution," Beyer, an 
accounting major from Jacksonville said. "I think we 
need to more clearly define why we're over there, 
other than the oil reasons." 

Beyer said the public has not been told enough 
about U.S. intentions and Mideast developments. 

"I think we have a right to know what's going on 
over there." he said. 

Other students, comparing the Mideast crisis to the 
Vietnam War more than 20 years ago, said only a 
peaceful solution should be sought by both sides. 

Jennifer Levine, a freshman art major from 
Arkansas summed up her feelings in three words: 
"War is wrong."

But he said the $2,000 spent on bringing Andrea X 
to town was worth it. 

Security was tight at the speech and one guard 
shoved a Flambeau reporter away from Andrea X. 
Guards, all of whom were men, refus^ to let a 
Flambeau photc^apher enter the room and take a 
picture during the speech. Although the phot(^apher 
was allowed in at the end of the sf>eech. one of the 
guards— who said he had to check the camera to see 
if it was real— grabbed and damaged it. 

In addition to the roles of black women in .s(x:iety. 
Andrea X touched upon the role d black men in 
society, the importance of believing in God and 
politics. 

Saying that black men need to respect and love 

black women and not treat them as "just another 
body. " she told men that two-parent households are 
the backbone of a productive, successful society. 

"Our men cannot be proud if we don't give them 
anything to be proud of . . . it's like a dog being 
attracted to a piece of meat," she said. "If you w ant 
a man to be attracted to your mind you better cover 
up your body." 

She said men "get a feel for a woman's body and 
then move on to another somebody." 

Malcolm X. Martin Luther King Jr. and Nelson 
Mandela are all products of women and w ouldn't have 



been succesful if they hadn't had strong female figures 
in their lives, she said, adding that "only black women 
could produce (these men). That shows us the power 
we carry as women." 

In order to have productive children, black women 
must think highly of themselves first, she said, adding 
that now is the time f«w children to take pride in 
themselves and stand up for their rights like their 
ancestors did in the 19G0s. 

"Wha: happened to the thrill, desire and zeal of the 
'60s':'. ' she said. **In the '70s we lost contact. Here in 
the '90s there is a resurgence We need to take 
energies and become workers and I believe this is the 
generation to do that. Not be the talkers, but the 
doers." 

She stressed the importance of God throughout her 
two-hour speech, saying things such as "He's your 
security sisters. He'll look out for you," "we have to 
understand God becuase if you don't know who He 

is you are not going to kiK)w who you are," and "before 
Mom and Dad knew you were in the womb, God was 

alreadv with you." 

The speech was attended by local residents, FSU, 
Florida A&M University and Tallaha.ssee Community 
College students. Andrea X was warmly greeted by 
all. 

"I liked her speech because we have to take pride 
in ourselves for who we are," said 20-year-old FAMU 
student Debra Williams. "We really are a peqple who

"A year ago when we fir^ got together and said 
wouldn't it be neat to produce our own film,' none 
of us had done this before," said Lopez. **We went 
ahead and did it anj'^R'ay."

But production was bumpy from the start.

Add to this the inexperience of the 
filmmakers and their »lors. and it becon^ (^vious 
that this was not. by any means, easy. 

"It was quite different." said Donavin Scott, who 
plays Craig in the film. '"We doubled as the crew . We 
were emotionally and physically drained. But the 
experience was really great " 

Matthew Cloutier, who plays Frank in the film, 
agreed. 

"It's a real honest-to-god good film." said Cloutier, 
who also plays with local band Zombie Birdhouse.

Environementalism. grassroots 
democracy, social responsibility and 
peace are the foundations of a new 
political party forming in 

Tallahassee. 

Allen Joseph, a graduate student in 
sociolog>- at FloriCia State University, 
said he will announce the formation 
of the Tallahassee Green Party in 
conjunction with a presentation at 
FSU by Brazilian Green Party 
representatives Tuesday night. After 
that, he hc^jes to organize the party 
and begin work toward fielding 
"Green" candidates in elections at all 
levels of government. 

'It's kind of a beginning 
meeeting. " Allen said this week. 
"We'd like to have people from all 
kinds of organizations come out to 
create this party." 

Joseph said Tallahassee is ripe for 
the formation of a third political 
party, and several organizations in 
the city would fall into the ecol(^- 
ba>€-d party's format. 

■■Right now there are a numbt^r of 
groups with mtf resu- in ihese areas.' 
Allen said. "Even groups considered 
conservative would have an interest 
with the platform." 

As an iiKlication of increasing 
interest in Green Pairty issues. Allen 
pointed to the recent gubernatorial 
elections in .-Maska Tliere a state 
(rreen Party candidate earned 3.2 
percent of the vote, insuring that the 



party will appear on the ballot again 
m the future. 

And he said the soon-to-be- 
implemented changes in Florida's 
electoral laws will help make the 
possibility of Green Party 
candidates— at least at the local 
level— become a reality. 

Florida law mandates that third 
party, iind indep>endent candidates 
acquire a whopping 1S1.420 
signatures and the group has to pay 
10 cents for the verification of each 
name to get on the statewide ballot. 
Then the candidate must win 3 
percent of the statewide vote — even 
if that candidate is only running for 
a local seat. 

But a federal court decisinr. last 
August that found the t-iectoral 
requirement unconstitutional 
changed all that. Beginning in 
Januar>', a candidate running for a 
local seat will no longer have to meet 
the signature requirement. And he or 
she will only need to acquire 3 
percent of the local vote to ensure a 
place for the party on the local ballot. 

"It allows a party to build at a local 
grassroots level up. " Leon County 
Supervisor of Elections Ion Sancho 
said. 'Tl s really the only way to 
establish a legitimate third party 

Citing the fact tluit there are Green 
Parties in countries from Germany to 
Brazil. Allen said the time is right for 
a political p>arty with the format of 
the Greens to get established not 
only in the United States, but 
worldwide

If Klinger do€^sn"t pay the university for 
her share of the hill within the next two 
weeks, the telecommunication.-^ ofTlce will 
charge her an additional $10 for everv 
unpaid collect call to cover costs of fraud 
investigation. 

Klinger said she assumed she would not 
have to pay for the collect calls since they 
didn t show up on her monthly telephone 
bills. 

"Somebody told me they wouldn t catch 



up with us." Klinger said Suridav "rrn 
.s(irry I got caught for them 1 w-ould rat her 
I d been caught for them one at a time, 
than get this big bill all at once." 

FSU telecommunications had to pay 
nearly $101,000 earlier this fall for collect 
calls accepted in the dorms last year, said 
Marcia Morris, business manager for the 
department. The bill came from C'entel in 
a lump sum. list^^d under the university 
housing department.

FAMU officers battered 

Two men were arrested Friday for causing a disturbance m Charles 
Winter Wood Theater on the Florkia A&M University campus. FAMU 
police spok^person Irving Mills said Monday. 

Police were called around 9:30 p.m. when J ^C phu.-^ Crump. 39, allegedly 
tried to get into the auditorium, located in Tucker Hall, without paying 
admission As officers were asking Crump to leave, a crowd gathered and 
one man. Crerald S. Jackson, allegedly slapped an officer trying to quell 
the disturbance. 

Jackson, 23, hit a %cond officer who was on the scene, and ran away, 
Blills said. 

Hie s»xmd ofiko- (^euaed Jmkaon, who is a FAMU student, sod struggUxi 
with him. Jackson was finally subdued. 

Mills said he did not know of any connection between Crumr and 
Jackson, and he did not he know why Jackson b^an to hit the officers. 

"There appears to be a rise on the part of young youth in defiance of 
law enforcement authority." he said. 

Jackson, who gave his address as 111 Sampson Hall on the FAMU 
Cimipus, was arrested and charged with batter>' of a law enforcement officer 
and residing arrest with violence. Crump, who gave his address as 2040 
Pe^T Drive, was charged with obsb^ction of justice. Both were taken 
to the Leon County Jail wl^re JtK^LSon posted $8,000 bond aiMi Crump 
posted $100 bond. 

Student caught with gun 

A Florida ^^te University student was arrested after shooting a gun 
inside Smith Hall dorm around 2 a.m. Sunday, FSU police ^k^per^n 
Jack Handley said. 

Police responded to a report of a g\m shot and saw Troy Owen Newsome. 
19, running outside the dorm. Newsome, who gave his address as 239 
Smith Hall, was allegedly carrying a .25 mm semi-automatic handgun 
in his pants pK>cket. 

Ac^onling to Handley, New^me had been playing with the gun when 
he deliberately fired a shot into the hallway ceiling in front of his room. 
HaiKlley said ^uns ai% banned on campus. 

"It is against university regulaticns to be in possession of a firearm on 
campus," he said. 

No one was injured and damage to the ceiling was minimal. 

Newsome was charged with carrving a concealed weapon and firing a 
gun in an occupied building. He was taken to the Leon County Jail and 
released 

Handley said Newsome s case will be fon\ arded to the university judicial 
officer for review. 

Marijuana bust 

Deputies arrested two men around ntwn Monday after they saw 
marijuana in the engine compartment of the suspects' car, Leon County 
Sheriffs Office ^k^person Dick Smi^n said. 

A deputy patroling on Apalachee Parkway spotted a slow moving car 
and, suspicious, began to follow it. Simpson ssud the suspects pulled into 
the parking lot of a Suwannee Swifly store at 7981 Apalachee Parkway 
and lifted the hood, as if they were checking the oil in the ei^ne. When 
the deputy approached, she saw the marijuana. 

One of the suspects ran, but was caught by an off-duty deputy, Simpson 
said. 

Deputies found $1,450 in cash on one of the suspects, a bank bag full 
of cash and two vials (rf* what law enforcement oficers believ^ to be 
diamonds. The cash in the bank bag had not been oiunted at pre^ time. 

The susp^^ts, Carlton lliomas, 27, and Darryl White, JW, were both 
charged with pc^ession of marijuana. Thomas also had an outstanding 
warrant on an armed robbery charge from Riviera Beach. White was also 
charged with resisting arrest without violence. 

Both suspects, who have no kno%^Ti address, were taken to the Leon 
County Jail. No bond information was available 

Simpson said other charges may be filed adler further investigation.

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Cutting the fat? 

l^s than two weeks after he was el«:ted, Lawton Chiles announced 
he is cutting the state budget by 5 percent, and ordered all agencies 
to cut one entire program from their departments. 

The announcement sent education officials, who are still recovering 
from a smaller cut impo^d by Gov. Bob Martinez two months ago, 
into a frenzy. 

Although social services and other programs will suffer, the cuts 
will hit closest to home for university students and administrators. 
The State University System is once again talking about cutting 
summer school classes; student financial aid may be endangered, and 

positions may be cut. 

When he was elected. Chiles vowed to cut spending in state 
government But he promised to attack the bureaucracy, and keep 
programs in tact. 

"Anything we're talking about, we can do through attrition— and 
we re talking about restructuring at the top," he said. 

But cutting education hardly seems like "restructuring at the top." 

Over the past four years, the percentage of the state budget alotted 
to education by the Legislature has gone douTihill. Lotterv funds were 
supposed to pump more money into the education budget, but instead 
have had to be used to otTset the cuts. At the same time, the system 
gets bigger every year and many students find it impossible to get 
the classes they need because of the lack of teachers and facilities. 
There is no fat there. 

It's true the state is in dire tlnancial troubles and spending has to 
be decreased But that should be done the way Chiles originally 
proposed-by starting at the top And although no one likes to think 
about It. there is going to have to be some kind of tax increase 

Furthermore, the education budget should be exempt from random, 
across-the board cuts. The cuts should target specific departments— 
those that have a little weight to lose. 

For example, why not cut the salaries of high-level state 
administrators and agency heads".' 

Chiles promised to make Florida a better place to live, and said his 
term in office would be like "■Camelot ." But with the governor-elect 
already slashing the most important and basic services, it could start 
to look like the Dark Ages before we know it.

Brazilian Green party members to spealc 
on environmental, social justice at FSU

The harbor of Rio de Janeiro is now a nuclear-fr^ 
zone because of pressure from the Brazilian Green 
party, according to the party's U.S. spokesperson, 
Maria Thereza Alves. 

And Alves. an award-winning poet and author, said 
the party has been instrumental in making other 
social and environmental gains as well. 

**We took the only nuclear power plant to court," 
said Alves in a telephone interview from Pensacola 
Sunday. *'We also had the chainsaw declared a lethal 
weapon." 

Alves will speak along with Domingos Fernandes, 
the Brazilian Green Party's Secretary General, 

Tuesday evening at Florida State University. 

Founded in 1985. the Brazilian Greens are 
responsible for implementing an environmental 
chapter into the Brazilian Constitution, which 
mandates that every Brazilian has the duty and 
obligation to defend the environment. The 
accomplishment has enabled the party to sue 
polluting industries thoughout the counti^. 

The party is active at both the national and state 
levels, and boasts a Green senator in the national 
congress in addition to 23 elected representatives at 
the municipal level in various cities around the South 
American country. 

The party has organized protests against nuclear 
power plants, proposed bicycle lanes in cities and 
campaigned for the use of natural gas as fuel in 
addition to pushing for the clean-up of polluted rivers 
and reservoirs. 

Fernandes. an economist, has a long career of 
activism under his belt. In the 1960s he belonged to 
the National Liberation Alliance, an armed 
revolutionar\' group, and was taken prisoner in 1969. 
Fernandes was later freed and banished from the 
country in 1970. He returned to Brazil in 1979 and 
has since renounced violence a.> a form of protest, 
advocating peaceful direct action instead. 

In a country where many i>eople go hungry and

there is tremendous social inequality, Fernandes said 
the Greens take a two-pronged approach in working 
to address the country's problems. 

"There are creative approaches that combine social 
justice issues with ecological issues," Fernandes said 
in a written statement. "This is something basic for 
us: to take care of the social end of an ecological 
question . . The Greens feel that all problems have 
an ecological component." 

The Brazilian Green representatives— both are 
founding members of the party— will finish a nine- 
state tour of the U.S. in Tallahassee. It is the second 
such tour of the country in as many years. 

The presentation is sponsored by the Tallahassee 
Green Party and FSU's Center for Participant 
Education. The speakers will receive a total of $300. 

CPE Dimrtor Kelly Peters said representatives from 
10 U.S. universities woriced together to pay for the 
Brazilians' travel expenses in an effort directed by a 
Green organization at the University of Minnesota. 

"We networked this whole thing," she said 

Alves said no specific group was targeted when 
lining up the tour's agenda. 

"We talk to anybody who feels that we can help the 
green movement," she said. 

Alves and Fernandes will speak tonight at 7:30 
in 101 Carraway.

Bush called the surprise Iraqi 
announcement a "cynical ploy" and 
joined British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thateher in demanding 
immediate and unconditional 
withdrawal of Iraqi invasion forces 
from Kuwait. 

"We are racheting up the 
pressure; 1 hope he understands," 
Bush said, referring to Saddam. 

The U.S., as part of a strategy 
aimed at thwarting any Iraqi plans 
to attempt to take over Saudi 
Arabia's oil fields, (feminates a 
multinational force of nearly half a 
million troops in the P^ian Gulf 
area. 

Thatcher said after a breakfast 
meeting with Bush at the US 
Embassy that Saddam s "evil has to 
be stopped" and vowed "eit her he 
withdraws or the military option 
has to l» used." 

Iraq's information minister 
condemned the leaders for the 
statements, calling the military 
buildup in the Persian Gulf a 
Western ploy to dominate oil 
resources in the region. 

In another development, Iran 
accepted a new ambassador from 
Kuwait in Tehran in an apparent 
acknowledgement that Iraq now 
controls the occupied emirate. 

Iranian President Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani accepted the 
credentials of Amba.ssador Fawzi al- 
Jasim, the official Iranian news 



agency IRNA said. Other countries 
have refused to recognize Kuwaiti 
diplomats appointed by Iraqi 
authorities. 

"The president expressed concern 
over the incidents in Kuwait and 
hoped that the country's problems 
would be solved soon so that the 
Kuwaiti people will be able to live 
in complete security and peace in 
their homeland," IRNA said. 

Iran, which fought a bitter war 
with Iraq from 1980 to 1988, has 
condemned the Kuwait invasion 
but has been receptive to Baghdad's 
overtures in recent months. Iraq 
has returned hundreds of Iranian 
prisoner of war since the crisis 
began and has agreed to recognize 
disputed borders between the 
countries. 

A brief INA dispatch .said Sunday 
that Saddam would relea.se all 
hostages in phases beginning 
Christmas day through March 25. 

About 3,000 foreigners, most of 
them men, are trapped in Iraq and 
Kuwait, either as hostfi^es at key 
sites to discourage attack by the 
multinational force or because they 
are hiding from the autorities. 

Observers said Iraq may be trying 
to buy time. 

Early Monday, a chartered Iraqi 
airliner with 76 Americans, 12 
Britons and 22 other former 
hostages arrived in London from 
Kuwait, Cairo radio said. The 
Americans were to continue on to 
the United States and arrive at 
Washington's Dulles International 
Airport at 7:30 p.m. EST

The party addresses increasir^ly relevant 
environmental issues but is not limited to 
ecology, he said. The Green philosophy of 
grass-ro<ns democracy and iLs policy of 
rotating representatives in order to avoid 
any one member gaining too much power is 
also attractive to many, he said. 



"It's not just environmental issues," said 
Allen. "The party is more responsive to 
(people) regardless of whether they're 
conservative or liberal. 

"An international party could become a 
very successl ui type of party and may be the 
only type that could help problems dealing 
with war and peace, the environiMnt ai»l the 
extension of democracy." 

Despite electoral reform at the state level, 
William Claggett, a political science 
professor at FSU, downplayed any possibility 
of a Green Party gaining significant power 
at the national level. 

"American electoral rules are such that all 
third parties are heavily discriminated 



against," Claggett said. "You would 
probably only get a Green Party with 
proportional representation— which we don't 
have here." 

Following the example of the West German 
Green Party, which formed in 1979 and 
l^dned seats in the West German Parliament 
fcH" the first time in 1^3, a small group of 
Americans foumkd the United ^tes Greens 
in 1984 in Miraouri. 

According to Jim Richmond, coordinatmr of 
the National Green Cl^ringhouse in Kansas 
City, significant progress has been made 
since the U.S. Greens were founded. 

"At least we're at the point where we can 
talk about elect<»^ politics," Richmond said 



Monday in a telephone interview from 
Kansas City. 

Bob Brister, who organized the first Green 
organization in Florida and the first 
statewide Green Conference, shed light (»n 
the rift between those Greens who are ready 
to work wiUiin the confines of electoral 
politics and those who are either unwilling 
or unready to do so. 

He said many Greens argue that true 
gra^X)ots politics is based at the local Irvi I 
only, and working at the state or national 
level is contradictory to (ireen principles 

"Some people say what we really ought to 
have is the abolishment of state and federal 
government," he said.

The university's switchboard is unable to record 
information on collect calls, according to Morris. 

"The delay (in issuing the bills) came because the system 
is not set up to record collect-call information," Morris said. 
"They weren't supp<^ to be accepting collect calls. Ifs 
taken hours and hours, and days and days (rf work trying 
to call information together." 

Morris said her office issued several messages to dorm 
residents last year, telling them they were not allowed to 
accept collect calls. 

The telecommunications office began working this semester 
with Centel, the telephone company that leases 



switehboarding services to the univa*8ity, to trace the rooms 
that received collect calls. 

"A lot of it was just students trying to beat the system," 
Morris said, adding that the largest bill was close to $2,000. 
"But these calls are not free. Somebody has to pay for it and 
that somebody has been the universi^." 

So far, telecommunications and Centel have been able to 
find out where the collert calls came from, but have noi been 
able to identify all the recipiente, Morris said. Centel will 
continue the investigation after Dec. 15. 

University ofTicials h<^ mo^ students will have paid Uieir 
debts by then. 

Centel's public relations office refused to comment on the 
investigation, saying the company maintains a policy of 



customer privacy. 

Mon is added that students who fess up to their calls before 
the Dec. 1 deadline will not be p>enalized. 

"I think we're being more than fair. All we're asking is 
that they go ahead and own up to tJiese calls," Morris saul 

To prevent future problems with dorm residents accepting 
collect calls, Morris said Centel has blocked all campus 
numbers from being able to accept collect calls. But she said 
this has caused problems for traveling staff members who 
would like to call their university offices collect. 

Morris said students who are unable to pay for their bill 
in one payment can go to the university controller's offut 
and pay it off monthly. She said telecommunications will not 
assess the extra $10 fee to these students.

A \oi of people take the comforts of home 
for granted They don't think the 
backyard, with leaves to rake and grass 
to mow. is really a comfort. 

Bob Shacochis, who will read at the 
Grand Finale tonight at 8, has spent the 
last 18 years trying to build a career so 
he could settle <k>wn and find a place to 
call home. Now, at the age of 39, he has 
just that. A home, a family and a career 
that pays the bills and even bought the 
house— his tlrst. 

i haven't had a homebase since I left 
high .school," he said. "We've been 
bouncing so much in the last 15 years that 
I'm exhausted and it eats up all our 
savings to be moving the whole house. 
You sure would like to put on the brakes 
for awhile and unpack a box and not pack 
It up again in a year." 

The house that Shacochis and his wife, 
Catfish, bought is a fixer-upper built in 
the 1920s. In the backyard is Shacochis' 



workplace. It's a small building that 
s^ms to fit the picture of what a reader 
can glean about the author from his 
stories. 

The room is small with books lined up 
along one wall and brand new storm 
windows along another. An old-fashioned 
desk sits against the back wall and on 
that is a brand new Smith-Corona 
typewriter. These two items speak 
volumes about the man and his work. In 
many ways he is a throwback to the 
writers of the turn of the century. In his 
stories there is a strong sense of place and 
character; a luxury that few writers care 
to give their readers now. But there is also 
something new and fresh— almost 
modern— about his writing. 

"(The stories) have their own logic and 
their own integrity that n^ds to be 
discovered," Shacochis said. "I like to 
think that the characters and the places 
are banded together in an inseparable 
way." 



In 1985, Shacochis published his first 
book of short stories, Eaay in the Islands, 
based on his experiences in the Carribean 
as a drifter and as an agricultural 
reporter for the Peace Corps. With his 
first work he was awarded the National 
Book Award and more importantly a 
contract for a novel .\ novel that's only 
half way done five years later. 

But Shacochis. with all his traveling 
and teaching jobs around the country, has 
had very little time to concentrate on the 
ponderous work that he says will weigh 
in at over 1,200 pages. 

"I hate writing the novel," Shacochis 
said as he sat in front of the desk smoking 
a Camel. "I just hope it's the learning 
pains." 

He held off his publishers with a second 
book of short stories called The Next New 
World, published in 1988. 

'"nuw years passed and we were broke, 
so I wrote three stories and had five laying 
around and made the second book out of

it," Shacochis said. "It solved being broke" 

Shacochis will probably read a stoiy from that 
book tonight. He said "Squirrelly 's Clrouper" 
would probably be his choice because, "this is one 
of the few places in the country where I can read

The Seminoles return three starters from last year's 16 I o club, and only 
two of those starters are seniors— Michael Polite and Aubry Boyd 

'There's no doubt that we have a lot of talent." fifth-year FSl' Coacli 
Pat Kennedy said. "Unfortunately, most of the players art> unproven." 

Polite, a 6-foot-7, 215-pound forward, is the team s top returning scorer. 
Last year. Polite averaged 14 points and a team-leading 8.4 rebounds per 
game. He also led FSU in field-goal percentage (58.7), while being the only 
Seminole to start every game. 

Boyd will assume the role of point guard this .season after playing both 
guard and small forward last year.

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FSU women look 
for an NCAA bid

It's hard to better a near-perfect season, but this year Florida State 
women's basketball Coach Marynell Meadors is determined to do just that. 

"We have so much depth and experience we're going to be hard to stop," 
said Meadors, adding that "the best thing about this team is the balance 
in every aspect." 

The 1989-90 Lady Seminoles will be a hard act to follow after their 21-9 
record and berth to the NCAA Tournament. The team finished at 11-3 
in the Metro Conference and all of its starters return. 

This year's FSU team plays at least five Top 25 teams, including two- 
Virginia and Auburn— who were Final Four participants last season. 

"We played a lot of the same teams last year, but we've stepped up our 
schedule a bit," Meadors said. 

Against top-ranked teams last year, FSU lost four of its games by four 
pomts or less. 

This year, the Lady Seminoles, who received 51 votes to register at No. 
31 in the NCAA pre-season poll, should move into the Top 25 and gain 
another NCAA bid, according to Meadors. 

"If we can come out early and win our games in December, I know we'll 
move up to the Top 25," she said. 

FSU will be tested early when it meets No. 1 ranked Virginia on Dec. 
7 in the Virginia Tournament in Charlottesville, N.C 

The Lady Seminoles will depend on solid performances from star seniors 
Wanda Burns, Robin Corn and Chris Davis. As the shooting g-uard. Burns 
earned first-team All-Metro honors last season for averaging 21 points 
per game and contributing 103 assists and 77 steals. 

Corn, the point guard, will lead the team's running offense and try to 
better her team-leading 109 agists from last year. Corn averaged 7.3 points 
and four assists per game a year ago. 

"Robin Corn makes great decisions on the court and gets the ball in the 
hands of the right people," said Meadors, adding that, "Burns is such a

for Florida A&M's women's basketball team as it begins its 1990-91 season 

The Rattlerettes return all five stai'ters from last year's team that went 
17-12 overall and finished third at 7-5 in the New South Women's 
Conference. 

New FAMU Coach Claudette Farmer, a 1979 graduate of FAMU, begins 
her first collegiate coaching job after a successful career at Rickards High 
School, where she posted a 200-89 record. 

Farmer takes over after 13th -year coach Mickey Clapton resigned during 
mid-season after great team dissension. Donyale Ferguson, a 5-foot-8 
gaard, leads the way for the Rattlerettes. Ferguson made the All-NSWC 
team last year after averaging a tei^m-leading 17.9 points per game. The 
senior also added 131 assists and 80 steals. 

Also returning for FAMU is record-setting guard Shelly Boston. The 
5-foot-7 junior set the NCAA single-season record for steals last year when 
she swiped 160. She also set the reco-d for average steals p«" game with 
5.5 a contest. The versatile Boston di^ed out 171 assists, averaged almost 
eight points j^r game and led the team in three-point goals (24-of 77 ' 

Polly Innerarity returns at center for the Rattlerettes after a productive 
sophomore season. The 6-foct -2 junior placed second on the team in scoring 
( 10.0 ppgi and led FAMU with 7.2 rebounds per giime and 29 blocked shots, 

FAMU's third-leading scorer, forward Sherrie Barnes, returns after 
averaging 9.3 points per game last year. Also returning is the team's 
second leading rebounder, 6-foot-l colter Sherrall Bass, who averaged 6.4 
rebounds per game despite missing five games. 

Senior forward Sandra Locklear, who had the team's third highest 
minute total la^ year, rrtums after averaging 7.6 points and 3.2 rebounds

With more depth than last year at the forward and guard ^>ots, 
FAMU will be able to play a quicker game than last year. 

"We have some inexperience on the bench, but overall our bench 
is stronger than it's been in the past, " Booker said. "We have four 
men at forward, three good guards and three sohd centers, although 
&(focA)-10 Joseph Cubit and 6<foot)-7 Antcm Waltcm won't be eligible 
until the second aanester." 

In its past three scrimmages, FABCU has shown good qpeed and 
quickness, but it has lacked in leadership and r^Munding. Besides 
Davis— who Booker said is at times inconsistent— the Rattlers don't 
have anyone else who can come in and lead the team defensively. 

"We're further this year than last year on defense, but we still 
haven't shown consistent poise in our guards or strong rebounding 
from our forwards and centers," Booker said.

WASHINGTON -Forty-five mem- 
hers of Con^Tess filed suit Tuesday 
seeking to prevent President Bush 
from committing U.S. troops to a Per 
sian Gulf war without congressional 
approval. 

"This is a historic opportunity for 
the federal courts to decide who has 
the right to declare war," said Rep. 
Ron Delhims, D-Calif., who initiated 
thf lawsuit. "We believe the presi- 
dent has a responsibility in this situa- 
tion to send a declaration of war to 
the Congress of the United States." 

In Paris with President Bush. 
White House press secretary Marlin 
Fitzwater said the administration 
would not comment on the legal 
aspects of the congressmen seeking 
suit, but added, "We believe this 
lawsuit IS unnecessary m light of the 
commitment of the president to work 
ing with the Congress to keep them 
completely informed." 

The lawsuit was filed Tuesday in 
U.S. District Court, and lawyers ak- 
ed that a hearing be held within 10 
days on their request for a 
preliminary injunction. 

The lawsuit centers around the war 
powers clau.sf of tbe Constitution, 
which grants Congress authority to 
declare war. 

The suit does not address the 1973 
War Powers Act passed by Congress 
that prtnents the president from 
keeping U.S. forces in an area of im- 
minent dan^'or with<Hit seeking ap- 
proval tioni Con^H'ess. 

Delluni.- calltui the War Powers Act 
a "worthless piece of legislation" that 
he voted against in 1973. He said has 
ing the suit on a provision in the Con- 
stitution would remove the political 
arguments that courts have tradi- 
tionally avoided. 

"We went straight to the Constitu- 
tion," Dellums said.

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Thatcher's political future still uncertain

LONDON— Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's 
political future was in doubt Tuesday after Michael 
Heseltine mustered enough votes to force a second 
ballot on whether she should be ousted as 
Conservative Party leader. 

Thatcher received 204 votes to 152 for Heseltine. 

It is the first threat to unseat Thatcher in her 11 
years as prime minister, and the first possible ouster 
of a standing British leader since Neville 
Chamberlain stepped aside in 1940 in favor of 
Winston Churchill. 

Thatcher became prime minister in 1979 and had 
unseated Edward Heath as party leader in 1975. 

To win the voting and end the challenge, Thatcher 
had to collect an outright msgority of the 372 
Conservative MPs, plus a 15 percent margin, or at

least 242 total votes. 

Heseltine, leader of the pro-European faction in the 
party, has hoped a second ballot would persuade 
Thatcher to step aside. 

But Thatcher, in Paris for a meeting of European 
leaders, said she would stand. 

"I am naturally very pleased that I got more than 

half of the parliamentary party votes and 
disappointed it was not quite enough. 1 am confirming 
that I will let my name go forward for the second 
ballot," she told reporters gathered outside the British 
Embassy. 

Heseltine, Thatcher's former defense secretary, also 
said he would stand in the second ballot for 
Conservative Party leader. The second ballot was 
scheduled for Nov. 27.

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Bush presses for international support in Gulf

PARIS— President Bush pressed 
an intensive behind-the-scenes cam- 
paign to round up support for the 
use of force against Iraq's Saddam 
Hussein Tuesday, but his spokes- 
man acknowledged any quick ac- 
lion on a new United Nations 
res( lution was unlikely. 

Speaking al the close of a second 
day of consultations regarding the 
Persian Gulf crisis, White House 
press secretary Marlin Fitzwater 
said concent remained over the 
timing and precise language of a 
U.N. resolution autlunri^ng the use 
of force. 

He said no final decision had been 
made nor a timetable set for in- 
troduction of such a measure, ad- 
ding, "It is very unlikely we would 
have anything very specific" in the 
near future. 

For now, the United States will 
focus on contactii^ the countries in- 
volved in the unprecedented inter- 
national effort against Saddam, and 
"having everyone on board with the 
same conclusions, " he said. 

He also indicated the United 
States would not press forward 
without U.N. backing. "We agree it 
is time to return to the United Na- 
tions and to consider actioti in the 
U.N. context." 

A day after coming up short in an 
effort to win outright Soviet back- 
ing for a force resolution, Bush 



sounded his own n.t'w note of pa- 
tience, telling reporters on the 
sidelines of the 34-nation meeting 
of the Conference on Security and 
Coo^ration in Europe: "Just t« pa- 
tient and ... all will be well." 

But Bush and Secretary of State 
James Baker continued to press the 
case— the president meeting in 
private with Turkish President 
Turgut Ozal and Polish Prime 
Minister Tadeusz Mazowiecki, and 
Baker at length with his Soviet 
counterpart, Eduard Shevardnadze. 

Asked if he was seeking Turkey's 
support for such a new U.N. resolu- 
tion, which would mark an un- 
precedented 11 from the interna- 
tional body following Iraq's inva- 
sion of Kuwait Aug. 2, Bush said he 
had no complaints about Turkey's 
support. "Turkey and the United 
States are side by side in this," 
Bush told reporters. 

Fitzwater also was optimistic the 
U.S. effort would succeed and that 
ground had already been gained. "I 
remain optimistic today," he said in 
reference to talks with the Soviets. 

"When you have this kind of 
discussion in this depth, there have 
been a lot of little understandings. 
But we're at a point where neither 
side wants to make a statement at 
this time." 

Discussions concerning the Iraqi 
situation continued to overshadow 
Bush's three-day stay in the City of

Lights, part of a week-long, 
16,000-mile swing through Europe 
and the Middle East. 

Sought by Bush to garner support 
for further U.N. action, the discus- 
sions took on greater urgency with 
Saddam's announcement Monday 
he intends to dispatch another 
250,000 troops into Kuwait and 
amid mounting calls from world 
leaders who have advised giving the 
U.N. backed economic embargo 
more time to work l^fore seeking a 
military solution to the 3-and-a-half 
month-old standoff. 

Fitzwater said Baker would travel 
on Thursday to Yemen, to press the 



case with the key member of the 
U.N. Security Council, which Lakes 
over the president's role next 
month. The United States current- 
ly holds the presidency and had 
hoped to introduce a force resolution 
this month. 

"Yemen's role in the U.N. is cer- 
tainly one of the reasons we're 
visiting them," the ^kesman said. 

Also lashing out at Saddam's 
latest offer to free German hostages, 
Fitzwater accused the Iraqi presi- 
dent of using "any pretext to split 
the alliance. And our response is: 
It's not going to work."

and Events in America, a book sold 
in the lobby of the Smithsonian In- 
stitute in Washington D.C. 

The Smithsonian has come under 
fire from Native American groups 
for having a Eurocentric view. Over 
the past decade, it has come under 
pressure from Native-American 
groups to return the remains of 
Native Americans on display and 
used for research at the museum to 
their respective tribes. The 
Smithsonian has said it will return 
some of the remains. 



Jeannie Nelson, features editor 
for the Democrat, said the paper is 
still learning about ethnic sen- 
sitivities. She said the paper tries 
to be non-racist. 

But the stereotypes surrounding 
the holiday, particularly those of 
Native Americans, are seen to be 
racist by many. 

"Unfortunately Thanksgiving 
provides the prime {(xus for infor- 
mation given to students," said 
Quetone. "It is the time of the most 
outrageous and insulting 
stereotypes." 

Quetone says all forms of media- 
TV, business advertising and the 
print media— reinforce the 
stereotypes. 

"Indians living in teepees and 



wearing war bonnets are very 
stereotypical images competed with 
Thanksgiving," said Quetone. 
"These are parts of the cultures of 
the Plains (Great) indians, not the 
indians of the Northeast ." 

Quetone said this leads people to 
think of Native Americans as 
objects. 

"Any time you identify one group 
of people as all having the same 
characteristics, it is wrong," said 
Quetone. 

Quetone said the stereotypes have 
a negative psychological effect on 
Native American young people by 
giving them a negative self image. 

Racism in the U.S. has become 
more subtle than in the past, but 
still Quetone said. He points 



to a recent movie review by a 
Chicago Tribune writer as an 
example. 

The review of the "Dancing with 
Wolves," written by Michael 
Killian, uses the word "squaw" to 
refer to a Native American's wife. 

"1 am not sure which language 
the word comes from, but it alleged- 
ly refers to a woman's genitalia," 
said Quetone. "This is disgusting to 
Native Americans." 

Elliot said that although she 
celebrated Thanksgiving last year, 
this year she will fast as she does 
most years. 

"The view of (Native .American 
groups) is that there is nothing to 
celebrate in the Thanksgiving holi 
day, " she said.

Martinez may be the nation's next "drug czar." 

It is not surprising that Martinez is the frontrunner to replace William 
Bennett as the president's top lieutenant to fight the war on drugs. After 
all, Martinez's bid for re-election was a real family affair for the Bush 
clan. 

Not only did kinder, gentler George fly to Florida three times to stump 
for Martinez, but son Jeb was Martinez's campaign chair and First Lady 
Barbara aj^ared on a 30-second commercial spot saying she cared about 
the future of Florida because her mother lives here. 

It's obvious the first family looks out for its own kind. And although 
the support didn't help Martina in the gubernatorial race, Bush is 
making sure there is a place for one of his most loyal political lackeys. 

Bennett, who is set to become chair of the Republican National 
Committee, also helped clear the way for Bob to get the nod for the 
position. In one of Bennett's last actions, he pointed to Florida under 
Martinez as having one of the most effi^ive anti-drug campaigns in the 
nation. 

Actually, the only thing Martinez was effective in doing was building 
more prisons to jail drug offenders and supporting legislation that sends 
drug kingpins straight to the electric chair. That approach may be 
politically expedient, giving some the impression that Martinez has been 
"tough on crime," but it does little good in the long run. 

The billions Martinez spent pumping into construction of more prisons 
would have been more wisely spent on social and educational programs 
to keep people from turning to drugs in the first place. Thanks to his 
spending spree, Flmda is now strapped with a monstrous prison system 
that will requure additional billions every year to staff and maintain, 
billions that will not go to unmet social needs like employment 
opportunity programs and affordable day care. 

As far as executing kingpins, that is no solution to ridding the streets 
of drugs either. Martinez— who so proudly announced he signed more than 
90 death warrants during his four years as governor— believes execution 
i.N the answer. But the big dealers are only in the business to feed the 
people what they want. When people are no longer hungry and 
unemployed, and have adequate housing and health care, the suppliers 
will have a much harder time selling their products. 

But Martinez's approach to fighting drugs was more than simply 
shortsighted. Martinez also invaded people's constitutional rights when 
he made high-level government employees— including state department 
heads, Cabinet members and public safety employees— take urine tests. 

Martinez was the first one to be tested, but that still doesn't make it 
OK. What government employees do on their own time is none of the 
guv's busine^, aiMl how could he jarove that someone who failed the test, 
and consequently fired, wasn't doing a thorough job in the first plaw? 

If given the drug czar petition, l^utinez's tasks will include furthering 
the development of federal policies to curt? the nation's appetite for illegal 
drugs That's scary If Martinez's tenure as governor is any indicator, 
the white flag will \x flying soon.

For minority students at Florida State University, 
there is an organization committed to providing the 
education and preparation needed to aid students in 
the transition from the walls of academia to the 
realities of the working world. 

Sigma Chi Iota, FSU's career develq>ment honorary 
for minority students, has tripled its membership in 
the past two years and has become a major source of 
career information, according to Kevan Dean, 
president of thf organization. 
"We're like a sleeping giant," Dean said. 
The 68-member group's purpose is "to enhance 
professional career preparation for blacks and other 
minorities," he said. 

Dean said that Sigma Chi Iota, along with the help 
of the FSU Career Center, IBM, Barnett Bank and 
Florida Power, provides students with the training 
and skills needed to compete in corporate America. 
The group also strives to heighten minority student 
awareness of career opportunities 
"We are committed to educating our members and 



overcoming obstacles through effective leadership and 
training," Dean said. 

Students in Sigma Chi Iota are selected on the basis 
of academic achievement and leadership, and they are 
required to complete an intensive training progi^am 
including public speaking, resume writing, 
interviewing and organization skills workshops. 

Thyria Greene, who oversees minority student 
affairs for FSU, said the group has helped a lot of 
students since it came on campus four years ago.

Proposal would replace blue 
light trail with panic button

Florida State University graduate student Alan 
Joseph envisions a new campus security system that 
would have students carrying "pcmic buttons" in their 
back pockets. 

Aojording to Joseph, the blue light trail is an 
outdated and inefficent system. He believes it's time 
to replace that system with modern technolog>'. 

"Tlie blue light trail is old. We need something more 
modern than telephone lines and wires under 
sidewalks," Joseph said Tuesday. "Also, it's immobile, 
difficult to maintain, and expensive in terms of 
electricity." 

When Joseph began to look into security 
alternatives a couple of years ago, his research focus^ 
on increased lighting and solar-powered alarms to 
replace the blue light telephone system. Now, he 
believes the most viable system would consist of panic 
buttons carried by each student that would be linked 
to relay poles on campus and on to a central station. 

These individual panic buttons would be tailored 
for each person, containing coded information such 
as physical description, class schedules, and usual 
routes tsdien. The central station would receive the 
signal and automatically translate the coded message 
for the police. 

In addition, the relay station poles would 
automatically begin recording all sounds within 30 
feet, enabling police to determine the nature of the 
emergency. 

Joseph, who will meet with university and student 
government officials Nov. 28 to discuss the system, 
said the technology involved is at least 30 years old. 

"It shocks people at first because we haven't 
thought of it," he said. "It's not much different than 



pushing a garage door opener. There's a fear of new- 
technology that prevents people from thinking about 
options." 

Joseph has been in touch with Globaltronics, an 
international company that specializes in this kind 
of security system. Globaltronics I^esident Wayne 
Hanson also emphasized that the technology has been 

used for several years. 

He said the technolo^ is similar to that u^d for 
bank alarms. 

"It's nothing new. nothing fancy," Hanson said in 
a phone interview from his company's headquarters 
in Deerfield Beach. "It's just a unique configuration 
that makes good sense." 

Hanson said the cost of the system depends on how 
extensive it is, A minimum number of relay boxes 
with 5, (MX) individual activators would cost around 
$1 million. He said that if the university chai ged $100 
to each student for one year of service, the minimum 
investment could be paid back in two years. 

Joseph also gave a broad estimate of $1 million to 
implement the system at FSU, which he said is small 
compared to what the school has spent on security in 
the past. 

"If student government charged $10 a month for 
subscribers and only 10,000 of this campus' 25,000 
students subscribed, that's $100,000 a year back on 
their investment," he said. "And it's not just for 
student government to finance— there's alumni 
donations, government loans, lots of possibilities. 
Sororities and dorms might have (relay) poles on their 
property as alarm systems. 

"(We need to) bypass slight improvements and have 
a very high level of security. If we can spend 100 
million (dollars) to make dorms structurally safer, 
what about when we walk outside?" Jc^ph said.

HOUSTON-Los Angeles Lakers* All-Star forward James Worthy 

pleaded innocent Tuesday to charges he solicited sex from two female 

undercover police officers. 

Worthy. 29. wa.s arrai^ied Tuesday before Hairis County Court at Law 
Judge Jimmy Duncan on two counts of solicitation of prostitution, a Class 
B misdemeanor. Duncan set a Jan. 8 trial date. 

Worthy was arrested last Thursday at a Houston hotel after he allegedly 
called an escort service and requested two women. Police said phone calls 
to the escort service were being monitored by the vice squad. 

Two female undercover officers went to the hotel where Worthy, who 
was in Houston with his teammates to play the Rockets, allegedly offered 
to pay both women for sex. 

If convicted, Worthy would tace fines up to $1,000 and/or six months 
in jail on each count. 

Worthy declined comment Tuesday as he and his attorney. Cornel 
Williams, led reporters down a stairway and halfway around the 
courthouse and back. Worthy then got into a car and left, and William.^ 
made a short statement recanting what had occurred in court. 

"We are currently in the process of accumulating all particular facts 
related to the case," Williams said. "At this point, we have no further 
comment." 

The charges state that Worthy did "in a public place knowingly solicit 
(the undercover officers! to engage with the defendant in sexual conduct, 
namely, deviant sexual intercourse, for hire." 

Last weekend in Los Angeles, Worthy told re{X)rters the incident is ';i 
tough problem, but it's not going to go away 1 know I've hurt some p^'opif 
badly, and I've got to ackiress that. I'm just going to go out and play. I'm 
not looking for sympathy."

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"Nothing related to lesbian gay 
crime surprises me anymore," she 
said. "It's definitely a hate crime 
and it*s terrible that people would 
take out their ag^r^»(m8 in such 
8 terrible way." 

Queer Nation, a militant gay 
group that advocate "fighting 
hack" also plans on taking action, 
although people affiliated with the 
organization don't know exactly 
what steps will be taken. 

The local arm d Queer Nation 
was formed several months ago 
after a rash of all^^ gay-relate 
crimes took pl^» outsi<te nightspot 
Club Park Avenue. Although CPA 
is no longer a predominantly gay 
bar, members of Queer Nation cried 
"gay bashing" when several people 
were beaten and mugged after 
leaving the bar. 

Bruce Harrington, who is 
affiliated with Qim^ Nation, said 
the Tallahassee Democrat 
attempted to downplay the 
seriousness of the crime by running 
the stor>' on an inside page. He said 
he plans on letting the newspaper 
know how he feels. 

'*We haven't decided exactly what 
we are going to do, but I per»}nally 
am going to write a l^to' to the 
editor of the Democrat because the 
story was buried on page 5," 
Harrington, who has been affiliated 
with the group since its inception, 
said. "I think that's an attempt to 



hide the level of bigotry and hatred 
some people feel towards l^bian 
and gay pec^le." 
T^e TaUahass^ Democrat ran the 

staff report story in Saturday's 
Local Briefs Crime section. Simf^n 
said he was also surprised with the 
way the story appeared in the 
paper, adding that not many bombs 
are thrown into bar's parking lots. 

Exrative Editor Bob ^ifT said he 
wasn't involved in d^iding what 
page the story would go on, and 
attempts to get in touch with 
several other Tallahassee DemocrcU 
editors Sunday night were 
unsuccessful. 

"I wasn't involved in the decison 
or why it was made," Stiff said. 

Mary W., an FSU graduate 
student who occassionally patrons 
Billy 's Bar, also thinks this is a gay- 
related crime. 

"It happened because it is a gay 
bar and I guess there's been a lot of 
stuff going on in other cities against 
gays and lesbians," she said. "But 
I have never had any harassment 
b^mre at that bsu*." 

Adaau said although m>metimes 
p^ple wiU yell (^>8cenities at the 
customers, this is the most violent 
crime at the bar to date. He al«) 
said he is impressed with the way 
the sheriffs office is handling the 
case. Adams said business has not 
suffered and there are sheriff units 
patrolling the area. 

"I can't even walk out of the door 
with(Hit seeing a cop and that's 
great," Adams said. "Sl^rifif Boone 
has done an outstanding job 
handling the case. Tliey've been 
incredible."

inherited diseases 

Scientists used blood and tissue 
samples to compare the Florida 
panthers to cougar subspecies from 
Chile, Oregon, Texas, Ari^na, 
Colorado and Utah. 

The tests showed the Everglades 
cats matched the South America 
puma but the Big Cypress cats did 
not. 

Hybridization, or breeding 
between distant relatives of the 
same animal si>ecies, is usually 
considered good because it is 
nature's way of revitalizing a group 
of animals in danger of dying out. 



But the federal Endangered 
Species Act doesn't protect hybrid 
animals. That means the cats 
carrying the South American puma 
genes may be at risk of losing their 
legal protection. 

Since the Endangered Species Act 
is also a crucial means of protecting 
wilderness lands where the 
panthers roam, the lands are also at 
risk. 

"The Florida panther is suffering 
from too much information," said 
the study's lead author. Dr. Stephen 
O'Brien, chief of viral 
carcinogenesis research at the 
National Cancer Institute. "I don't 
think the cat . . . should be 
penalized because we know more 
about it than we used to, but that 
could happen."

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Just desserts 

After a three-year, multi-million dollar federal investigation, Drexel 
Bumham Lambert financier and *'junk-bond king" Michael Milken was 
finally sentenced last week. 

The crime: Six white-collar felonies, including conspiracy, aiding in the 
filing of false information with the Securities and Exchange Commission, 
and aiding in the filing of false income tax returns. Milken pleaded guilty 
to all these charges in April. 

The sentence; 10 years in prison, three years of probation and 5.400 
community service hours. Milken was also forced to fork over $600 million 
in fines and restitution after his plea. 

Too harsh? Many seem to think so. They are calling the sentence handed 
down by Federal District Judge Kimba M. Wood unnecessary and 
inappropriate. Milken was a talented and charitable financier who just went 
a little too far in his desire for more, they say He was sentenced unfairly 
because he had become an easy target symbol of the "decade of greed.". 

Others indicted in the fed's 5-year Wall Street investigation got ofT much 
easier, these critics point out. Former stock speculator Ivan Boesky. for 
instance, who helped the feds track down Milken's misdoings, got off with 
a measly 3-year prison sentence for filing false documents and insider trading. 

But that's no reason to criticize Milken's sentence: he got exactly what he 
deserved. True, he was no more a symbol and perpetuator the decade of 
greed than Boesky and the others, but measuring Milken's sentence by a 
slap-on-the-wrist yardstick is absurd. 

Milken could have gotten as much as 28 years in prison; as it stands now, he 
will be eligible for parole in 3 years. That's not too unreasonable a sentence to 
pay back the millions he eiirned dishonestly, and will get to keep once he gets 
out. Furthermore, the judge has left the door open for Milken to lessen his 
sentence if he cooperates with the government in their ongoing investigation. 

Had Milken done that earlier, he may have gotten off with the same wrist 
slap dealt others. But Milken refused, perhaps because of a sense of security 
a warped judicial system has afforded millionaires like him. 

Now he will pay the conaequenoes of his arrogance. Hopefully, Milken's sentence 
will send a IcHig-ovefdue message to other potential white-collar criminals. And 
hopefully, other criminals like Milken, who will be tried in the near future for 
their direct or indirect swindlings of the public, will get similar sentences. 

If they don't, it's the public who will continue to suffer unnecessarily and 
inappropriately. 



Bad plan 



Ah. yet another quick-fix plan to end the war on drugs: 

Miami Beach Police Chief Phillip Hubber recently suggested sending a 
letter to employers of anyone busted for a drug offense of any kind— whether 
poeaessing a small amount oi marijuana ch: selling a kilo of cocaine— informing 
them €£ their employee's alleged crime. 

Rubber's plan is seriously flawed, even disregarding the question of 
constitutionality , unfortunately, it's being seriously considered by the Miami 
Beach City Commission. 

The letter would be sent before trial. And though it would suggest that 
employers help employees seek treatment, few employees or their employers 
can afford drug treatment programs. Further, there's nothing to prevent the 
employer from firing the employee, if that was the course the employer wanted 
to take upon hearing of the alleged crime. 

"Alleged" is the important word here. The letter policy would in effect turn 
police into prosecutor, judge and jury. Even if the employee is later proven 
innocent in court, he is still left with a stain on his record and a botched 
reputation— no matter how competent an employee he may be. 

The Miami Beach Cit> Commission should quickly throw Hubber's proposal 
out the window And Hubber should channel his anti-drug zealotry through 
more reasonable and constitutionally-sound efforts. 
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Stop searches 

Editor: 

I went in to the Strozier library the other night 
and was appalled to discover that they had a policy 
of checking every article which a student carries out 
of the facility. This is a flagrant violation of our 
Fourth Amendment right against unreasonable 
searches and seizures. I can not believe that this 
university would go so far as to violate the 
constitutional rights of all those who use the library. 

The United States Constitution provules that all 
citizens shall be free from unreasonable searches 
and seizures. A search conducted with out a warrant 
is unreasonable unless it falls within a recognized 
exception. The last time I checked, attending a 
library was not an exception. Consent to a search 
is a recognized exception, but since the library is 
such an integral part of the academic environment, 
the university is essentially coercing this consent 
to search our belongings. 

What are our options? We could avoid use of the 
librar\', but that would be counter to our educational 
needs. I understand that book theft is a problem, 
but does this justify a violation of a fundamental 
right guaranteed us by the Constitution? I think 
that a more realistic alternative is to refuse to allow 
library staff to search our belongings. 

The library is equipped with magnetic scanners 
to detect book theft. The scanners may not be fail 
safe, but we can not allow the searches cf our effects. 
Many other libraries have these scanners, but no 
other library that I have ever entered, or at that rate 
heard of, participates in searches of every bookbag, 
brief case and pocketbook that is carried out the 
door. 

The rights guaranteed by our Constitution are too 
important for us to ignore. We can not allow the 
university to coerce us into relinquishii^ our rights. 
We need to put a stop to these searches immediately, 
before we are deprived of any more rights.

Were the 
lar^lis intending to dismantle the beaii^ful Dome of the 
Rock to build their temple? Though the Israelis have 
certainly not let international opinicm sway their actions or 
policies with regards to the "uprising" in the occupied 
territories, they certainly would not commit suicide by 
otTending the 700-800 million Muslims in the world by 
destroying the site of Muhammad's ascension. What 
aggression is it to buiM another temple of faith? 

Tliat you use this weak idea to indirectly defend the 
**I^efitiniaiiB ccmmiitti&g viol«st acts upcm unanned lari^lis 
praying silently at the Wailing Wall," as Wayne wrote, and 
which you did not refute, is the same as saying that the 
Israelis were justified in gunning ik>wn and killing 21 
Palestinians that day. 

And while Wayne was wrong in stating that the 1967 war 
was ""started by (Israel's) neighbors." there are circumstances 
surrounding the war that, if not justif>% at least explain why 
Israel attacked £g>pt, Jordan, Syria ai»l Iraq. 

Just prior to that war. Arab military forces far 
outnumbered Is^li resources: The Arabs had 217 ships to 
Israel's 37; 800 war planes to Israel's 90; 2,700 tanks to 800 
for Israel; and Eg>'pt by itself had more men in uniform than 
all the Israeli regulars and reserves combined. The Arabs 
also had the .strong support of the Communist bloc and other 
governments on two continents, while the U.S.. Israel's most 
staunch ally, was completely neutral with regai-d to the 
Middle East at that time. 

This, combined with Nasir's illegal bkdtade of Israeli 
^iqiinng in the Gulf rfAqaba; the oeation of a>xnt military 
command between Syria and ^EYpt; and the guerrilla attacks 
by Arafat's al Fatah splinter of the PLO on Israel, all 
combined to heighten Israeli-Arab tensions to the breaking 
point. Israel believed that Arab strength was overpowering, 
and that war was inevitable. Believing this, they exercised 
the only option open to them, and that was to cho<^ the 
timing of the war. 

Thus, the 6-Day Wu- of June 1967 was a pre-emptive strike 
by Israel again^ hostile countries ndilch sorroui^ted it, and 
were bent on its destructi^m. To say that "the West Bank 
and Gaza strip vmre occupied as a r^ult o{ naked aggression" 
as you do in your Nov. 9 column, is only partially informing 
the public, and reeks of the one-sidedness that both pro- 
Israelis and pro- Arabs are guilty of in the discussion of this 
entire issue. 

In 1988, Arafat— presumably speaking for the Palestinian 
National Council— did agr^ in theory to recognize the right 
oi Israel to ezi^. In that, sir, you are oNrrect. However, the

Palestinian National Covenant, the primar>- document of the 
Palestinian organization, has yet to change any of its articles 
to reflect this decision, and still contains anti-Israel rhetoric. 
To wit: article 15 C*Tlte liberation of Palatine . . . aims at 
the eliminati<m of Zionism in Palestine"), artide 19 C . . . 
the Mtablishment of Israel (is) entirely illegal"), and article 
22 (" . . . the liberation of Palestine will destroy the Zionist 
presence ... in the Middle East"\ 

Further, article 21 of the Palestinian National Covenant 
directly contradicts any acceptance of Israel: "The arab 
Palestinian people, expressing themselves by the armed 
Palestinian revolution, reject all solutions which are 
substituting for the tc^ liberation of Palestine and reject 
proposals aiming at the liquidation of the Palestinian 
pr<4>lem, or its internationalism." 

^^^lat this means is that, according to Y. Harkabi, author 
of The Palestinian Covenant and its Meaning, "An Israel of 
any size is depicted as a total defeat of arabism. Victory for 
the Arabs is possible only in the liquidation of Israel; 
an>thing else is capitulation." So while Arafat gave lip 
service to "a peace plan based on a two-state solution," the 
central document oi the Palestinian Liberation Organization, 
the Pa^tinian National Charter, still calls fta- the 
^^nxtion q/[ Israel in Pa^^ine. 

Until this document has been amended to reflect this new, 
and is hoped, sincNie, attitude, one can only assume that the 
PLO will continue its anti-Israel stance. Therefore, not only 
IS Mr, Wayne's position on a peaceful settlement (that only 
one article be dropped from the PNC) incomplete, but your 
assertion that " The notion that the Palestinians want to 
destroy Israel is therdbre false" is also suspect. 

As for terrorism, neither Arabs nor Israelis should be first 
to point theu" fingers. In his Dissenting Opinion column on 
the same date, S. A. Sakallah maintains that Arafat "is a 
freedom fighter leading his people in their struggle for 
freedom and dignity ." Not only is this an instance of semantic 
juggling— my freedom fighter may be your terrorist— but it 
is also dangerous and fallacious. It is dangerous in that it 
justifies terror as a means of getting what you want, and is 
false in that it claims there is dignity in terrorist actions. 

But while we are all too familiar with Arab terrorist acts. 



many do not know that the Arabs were not alone in their 
use of terrorist guerrilla tactics in the Arab Israeli conflict 
From before the Israeli War of Independence, Zionists had 
their terrorist gangs, Irgun and Stern, who went so far as 
to assassinate U.N. mediator Folke Bemadotte during the 
negotiations for peace in September of 1948. 

The question of who shot whom first, or who blew up what 
first, is moot. Both parties have shown their willingness to 
use reprehensible means— terrorism— to further their goals, 
and neither side c an claim honor and self-righteousness while 
pointing at the other. 

Finally, we come to the "Intafadha," or "uprising," the 
most crucial issue in the history of Israel's existence. Both 
Mr. Salhab and Mr. Sakallah bring valid facts to light. 
Pal^inians are beii^ shot for demonstrating against the 
military occupation tdihe West Bank, Gaza and the Colon 
Heights. Between 1^7 and 1989, 823 Palestinians were - 
killed by Israeli troops, thousands of Palestinians were jailed 
without due process, and our own State Department 
condemned Israel for "gross human rights violations." 

But neither gentleman does more than merely list these 
o(x:urrences. They don't examine tl^ underlying theme to 
the occupation: A whole generation of Palestinians has been 
brought up under occupation in the territories. Our own 
Declaration of Independence carries the idea that everyone 
has the right to self-determination, a right that the 
Palestinians in the occupied territories have been denied for 
too long It seems that Israel is supporting the antithesis of 
what we claim to be one of our strongest beliefs. 

This IS an issue that the Palestinians can rest their struggle 
on and win. 

For a conq>rehensive solution, it appears that what is 
needed is moderate thinkers on both sides to come to a 
compromise granting Palestinians their own separate 
homeland and the right of self-determination, as the Jews 
have wanted since before the beginning of the century; ami 
for the Israelis, the security that they will not be the focus 
of repeated aggression from its neighbors, as they have been 
since their independence. 

This has been difficult so far— extremism on both the Arab 
and Israeli sid^ have only led to further miring this 
ooBvelated situation. Is it possible to modify thinking that 
has promoted aggressi(m and self-righteousness for scores of 
years? That is the problem, in addition to the issues at hand, 
the current generation of Israeli and Palestinian leaders 
must face. 

Meanwhile, we, as concerned citizens, must look upon this 
situation with knowledge of both sides of the struggle, 
without accepting incomplete information, such as was 
presented by Mr. Wayne's piece, the partisanship that was 
presented in Mr. Sakallah's piece, and the righteous 
indignation, which only detracted from the excdlent points, 
that Mr. Salhab presented.

Race to replace Thatcher still neck-in neck 



imrrco pkcss intkknational 
LONDON-With less than 24 hours to go, polls, papers and 
Tory MPs are divided over who will be Britain's next prime 

minister. 

Former defense minister Michael Heseltine and Chancellor 
of the Exchequer John Major appear to be running neck-in- 
neck in the race to replace Margaret Thatcher, with F(»eign 
Secretary- Douglas Hurd holding up the rear. 

Time restrictions— exactly five days will have elapsed 
b^ween lliatcher's resignation and the leadership vote 
Tuesday— mean there is no hoopla, no buttons, banners or 
cheerleaders. The contest is taking place almost exclusively 
on television, in newspaper interviews and on the telephone. 

The Cabinet is split fairly evenly between Hurd and Maj<»-, 
allowing them to bask in endorsements while showing 
Heseltine up as an outsider. But Heseltine, the man the 
tabloids call Tarzan, is not easily bested. 

Sir Geoffrey Howe and Nigel Lawson, two of the most 
respected defectors from Thatcher '.^ Cabinet, announced over 
the weekend they will vote for Heseltine. 

Tradition says Thatcher should play no part in the contest, 
but she looms large over it. 

Her foarced resignation is adoring the mood of the race with

angry right-wing Tories trying hard to whip up a backlash 
vote against the "assassin" Heseltine. 

However, their elf(Hts are only partly succeeding, since 
many Tories blame a Cabinet cabal, including Hurd and 

Major, for toppling the Iron Lady. 

The Sunday Times claims she told "close friends" she will 
vote for Major and if Heseltine wins she will resign her seat 

in parliament. 

Her support for Major is generally conceded, but the prime 
minister has neither confirmed nor denied that or anything 
else. 

She spent the weekend, according to her daughter Carol, 
"preparing for re-entry into the real world." 



Carol, a journalist, said Sunday that things were "slightly 
chaotic" inside 10 Downing St. as her mother packed up 11 
years of memories and memorabilia. 

Carol said: "I heard someone yell into the sitting room, 
•Drop that packing case, prime minister, the White House 
is on the phone.* " 

Moving day for the Thatchers isn't set. Unless one of the 
three candidates wins with a majority of MPs' votes Tuesday , 
a third ballot will be held Thursday. 

In that vote, whoever comes in third is knocked off and the 
second preference of his supporters will determine who wins. 

Heselt ine, 57, sparked the race two weeks ago with his 
challenge to Thatcher. 

That's given him time to articulate policy, stake his clear 
opposition to the poll tax and gather momentum for the vote. 

Most polls say he is the people's choice for prime minister 
by a narrow margin. But only the 376 Tory MPs have a 
vote— Heseltine got 152 votes on the fu^ ballot to Thatcher's 
204— and if he can't convince MPs to sut^K^rt him Tiwsday, 
his game is likely up. 

Although It's not official. Major and Hurd are running a 
stop-Heseltine duo. If they can force a third ballot, they expect 
second preferences will put one of them over the top.

one-time operating budget of 
$143,000, renewable next June. In 
so doing, state lawmakers antici- 
pated a similar move by the U.S. 
Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, which recently introduced 
legislation to provide colleges and 
universities with money to promote 
community service. 

OCV Director Amy Arnold said 
that's a modest investment, but 
enough to accomplish some ambi- 
tious goals. 

*We want to give people the tech- 
nical assistance, the funding and 
the motivation so that they can start 
volunteer programs on their own," 
said Arnold, who founaed a campus 
Big Brother/Big Sister program 
before graduating last spring. "It's 
not a lack of interest that keeps 
students from volunteering; there's 
a lot of interest, but there's been no 
central organization." 

The new office, serving 68 public 
and private accredited Florida com- 
munity colleges, colleges and uni- 
versities, will encourage programs 



involving student volunteers in such 
issues as environmental preserva- 
tion, hunger and homelessness, the 
needs of "at risk* youths and illit- 
eracy. It will award $20,000 in nu- 
merous small granta to student vol- 
unteer organizations. 

Dr. Jon Dalton, vice president for 
student affairs at FSU, said 
volunteerism is taking root in col- 
leges and universities across the 
country as the current generation of 
college students responds to the 
nation's social problems by lending 
support to community-service 
agencies. 

The trend is beneficial for tightly 
budgeted agencies struggling to help 
people in need, but volunteerinn 
also teaches students something 
they can't learn in the classroom, 
Dalton said. 

"There's a lot of evidence that 
volunteer experience helps students 
learn about diversity and to under- 
stand a variety of people and the 
problems they confront," he said. "I 
think volunteerism goes hand in 
hand with a college 4)ducation." 

Students donate their time for a 
variety of reasons, Arnold said. Some 
may do it for college credit, others 
might doit so they can list a commu- 
nity-service project on their resume 
and still others because it is fulfill- 
ing work. 

But, regardleaa of their motiva- 
tion, and long after they leave col- 
lege, most student volunteers will 
be hooked, said Tabatha Bum, OCV 
as»)ciate director and a master's 
candidate in communication at FSU. 

"If you can get students to volun- 
teer now, they will continue," Bum 
said. "It becomes a lifelong commit- 
ment for that person."

Legendary jazz pianist George Shearing and premier clarinetist 
Richard Stoltzman, internationally known for their mastery of both 
classical and jazz styles, will perform on Sunday, Dec. 2, at 8 p.m. in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium for Florida State University's 70th Artist Series. 

Shearing, who began his career as a musician in a London pub in 1 936 
playing an upright piaiK> for $5 a week, went on to establi^ his reputation 
as a frequent guest on BBC radio and in top London nightclubs. 

After moving to the United States in 1947, Shearing succeeded in 
establishing his reputation in America with a recording of "September in 
the Rain.* But his fame as a pianist, arranger and composer was firmly 
established when he became a regular perftwrmer at New York's Birdland 
and signed a contract with Capitol Records, recording with such artists as 
Nat 'Tung' Cole, Peggy Lee, Wes Montgomery and Nancy Wilson. He has 
made solo app>earances with the Boston Pops, the London Symphony and 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic. Blind since birth, Shearing often plays for 
favorite chanties, including several support organizations for the blind. 

Sudtzman began his upward climb in the world of music as a student 
at Ohio State and Yale universities, and later, as a doctoral candidate at 
Columbia University. He participatad for 10 years in the Marlboro Music 
Festival and bacame a founding member of the ensemble TAflHI in 1973. 

He has since been hailed as an innovator, opming up the musical 
possibilities ci the clsu-inet. The San Francisco Chronicle dubs him "the 
greatest clarinetist of the century," the New York Times hails Stoltzman 
as 'one of the world's premier clarinetists* and the Washington Post calls 
him 'an artist of indescribable gem'us.* 

Stoltzman has performed with jazz luminaries Chick Corea and Mel 
Torme, and appeared with the New York Philharmonic, the Orchestra of 
La Scala, the BerUn RadioSymphony and the English Chamber Orchestra. 

An RCA recording artist with more than 20 releases, he received a 
Grammy for recordings of Brahms* sonatas with Richard Goode, and in 
1986, he was the first wind player ever awarded the Avery Fi^er Prize. 
S!x)ltzman presented the first clarinet recitals ever performed at Uie 
Hollywood Bowl and Carr^gie Hall.

Walesa was expected to capture 41 percent of the 
vote m the six way race, the German polling firm 
IN'FAS shoN"* od That !\vice a> mucli a> his two 
nearest cortiptn u uii>. Solulant\ Pnnie Minister 
Tadeusr M.i'invuck; and emigre businessman 
Stanisiau TNinmski 

But Walesii's projecttxi total would still fall short 
of the 50 percent needed to avoid a runoff on Dec. 9 
between the two top candidates. 

Mazowiecki. who reluctantly entered the race to 
challenge his old colleague Walesa, was projected to 
take 20 5 percent of the vote, the same as Tvminski. 
who came froni nowhere m the last two weeks to 
challenize the premier. .

W'alesa. who masterminded the peaceful handover 
of power m 19S9 by the Communist Party to a 
Si^lidarity led co.ihtion government, directed a drive 
this summer that is torcmg Polish president and 
former Communist Party leader WoKiech Jaruzelski 
to step down only one year into his six year term. 

It was the first time Poles elected their own 
president.

locked into a trunk and hoisted above the pond by a helicopter. The trunk 
tl^n was dropped through a hole in tl^ ice.

NEW YORK— The Big Apple offers visitors a variety of sptsrial events, 
both traditional and new, to celebrate the Chirstmas holiday, its second 
busiest tourist season. 

Summer may be busier, but the displays and cultural events inspired 
by Christmas make late November and Deoembor the time many touri^ 
from across the nation and abroad prefer to visit Manhattan. The New 
York Convention and Visitors Bureau expects more than five million of 
them in the next few weeks 

"New York has a glitter and a glamour that can't be matched at this 
time of year." said Marianne Murray, a bureau spokesperson. 

"Some pec^le come just to view the sights, the store windows and the 
stre^ decorations. Others come to shop, to go to the Broadway shows and 
other thea^cal events. Th&re is something for everyone and much more 
than any single person can take in." 

Among the city's top attractions are the store wiiklows of Fifth Avenue 
and Herald Square stores. 

Lord & Taylor's is attracting a lot of attention with scenes recreating 
a train trip up the Hudson River in the 1890s, including Grand Central 
Terminal, author Washington Irving's quaint Sleepy Hollow cottage, 
painter Frederick Church's Oriental-style mansion and the Grand Union 
Hotel in Saratoga. 

Saks Fifth Avenue's displays celebrate the centennial (^Carnegie Hsdl 
with both exteri(Hr and interim scenes. A&S Plaza is featuring models of 
the Capitol, Lincoln Memorial and other national monuments, and 
Bloomingdale's is showing Fab^ge-^tyle globes qiilling out gifts from 
around the world. 

"' The most off-beat Nvindows are those of Barney's of New York, 
illustrating what it would be like to have Christmas with such notorious 
notables as Tammy Faye Bakker and Sen. Jesse Helms. Bakker, for 
instance, has a giant ma«:ara wand for a tree, and Helms wishes his 
constituents **Merry Christmas to all, and to all a far right." 

A tour down Fifth Avenue, starting at the gigantic snowflake floating 
above 57th Street, will take in OMSt of the b^ of Uie sUare windows. The 
return trip uptown via Park Avenue is illuminated by lights from hundreds 
of trees in the avenue's mall and a gMtlariiig croas picked out by lights 
in the Helmsley Building. 

The fantastic carousel at Lever House, a must for children, is just one 
of the beautiful skyscraper lobby displays along the way. 

Radio City Music Hall's 57th annual spectacular is still the Big Apple's 
top Christmas draw, now running through Jan. 3. Some one million people 
will attend the 181 aold-out performa^es.

The Big Apple circus performing at Lincoln Center in a heated tent 
donated by Donald Trump is running a cl(»e second to the Music Hall 
show as a destination for the younger set. Its 14th seasonal show, a 
Toulouse-Lautrec inspired "belle epoque" extravaganza focusing on 
ballerinas and horses offers such novelties as a comical pas de duex on 
horseback. 

Station WBAI's Holiday Crafts Fair, in its 19th year as the nation's 
largest winter crafts event, is exhibiting the handmade wares of 400 arti^ 
at Columbia University Ferris Booth Hall (m weekends throu^ Dec. 16. 
AntiqiM quilts and coverl^ ri|^t out ^ "A Visit from St. Nicholas" can 

be seen at the Met Museum through Jan. 20. 

"The Nutcracker" comes to Little Old New York in the Jeffrey Ballet's 
homegrov^Ti version of the ballet classic, packing them in at the City Center 
through Dec. 2, and George Balanchine's traditional European version 
of the Tchaikovsky favorite opens at Lincoln Center Dec. 6 for a month's 
run. 

A newcomer on the Nutcracker scene will be the Bolshoi Ballet 
Grigorovich Company's all-Rusnan production at the Brooklyn Aca<temy 
of Music Dec. 19-30. 

"Gifts of the Magi," a Lamb's Theater company prodiKCtion based on O. 
Henry Christmas stories, will be staged from Dec. 4 through Dec. 30, and 
nine performances of Menotti's "Amahl and the Night Visitors" will be 
given by the Little Orchestra Society at Lincoln Center Dec. 6 9. 

Lincoln Center's Christmas gala Dec. 19, broadcast nationally from 
Avery Fisher Hall on public television stations, has flutist James Galway, 
the Vienna Boys Choir, mezzo-soprano Frederica von Stade, and the 
Orchestra a( St. Luke's on the program.

NEW YORK— Colorado remained in the top spot 
Sunday in the latest United Pre^ International 
college football ratings, while Texas renewed its 
assault on the ratings. 

The Longhorns moved into a tie for fourth place 
with Brigham Young in the latest balloting by the 
UPI Board of Coaches, its highest position in six 
seasons. 

Colorado received 39 of 50 first-place votes cast by 
the 59-member Board of Coaches and finished with 
731 of a possible 7^ points. No. 2 Miami received 
three first-place votes and 624 points, while No. 3 
Georgia Tech was at the top of three ballots and 
finished with 621 points. 

Next were BY\J and Texas, both finisheing with 569 
points. The Cougars received three first-place votes 
and the Longhorns were at the top of two ballots. 

The fourth-place ranking is the highest for Texas 



since the Longhorns were second behind Washington 
on Nov. 9, 1984. Texas was 6-0-1 at that point, then 
lost four of its last five games to drop out of the final 
ratings. 

No. 6 Notre Dame moved up two places after its 10-6 
victory over Southern Cal. keeping alive its slim 
national-title hopes. No. 7 Washington, its regular 
season complete, remained unchanged. 

No. 8 Florida State and No. 9 Penn State each 
moved ahead one position, while Tennessee used its 
48 24 victory over Kentucky to jump two spots into 

the Top 10. 

No. 11 Clemson moved up two places and No. 12 
Michigan improved four spots after its 16-13 victory 
over rival Ohio State, a game the Wolverines won on 
a J.D. Carlson field goal on the final play.

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Volleyball team 
gets NCAA bid

Florida State's volleyball team received its fourth consecutive invitation 
into the 32-team NCAA Championship Tournament Sunday night when 
it was announced that the Lady Seminoles would visit the Kentucky 
Wildcats for a first-round match Friday in Lexington, Kent. 

FSU, 25-9, received an at-large bid and is seeded fifth in the South region. 
Kentucky is 21-11 and is the fourth seed in the region. 

Other South region matchups include Texas Tech. 29 2, at Texas- 
Arlington. Louisville. 22-7. at Louisiana State and Maryland. 22 11. at 
Texas, 29-3. The winner of the FSU-Kentucky match will advance to face 
the winner of the Texas-Maryland match the following weekend. 

The bid— called by FSU Coach Cecile Reynaud as a "long shot," following 
a semi final loss in the Metro Conference Tournament— came due to FSU's 
overall record and strength of schedule, according to Christine Hoyles, 
chairman of the NCAA Division I volleyball committee. 

"The long shot came through," said Reynaud. "We tried to play a 
schedule this year that would give us competition. And even though we 
lost some of those matches, we went five games with some pretty tough 
teams." 

Reynaud is referring to five-game losses to Texas, Wyoming and 
Louisville, each of which were selected to the NCAA tournamament as 
well.

CLEVELAND— Dan Marino breezed by yet another milestone Sunday, 
becoming the 1 1th NFL quarterback to pass for 30,000 yards and he did 
it in fewer games than any of the first 10. 

Midway through the second quarter in the 30-13 rout of of the Browns, 
Marino completed a IS yard pass to Jim Jensen It was the second 
completion ot the day to the all-purpose Jensen and the 182nd connection 
for 1,741 yards between the two. 

"It feels tp-eat," Marino said it's a great accomplishn ent. I've been 
fortunate to stay healthy so 1 could get the yards." 

Marino completed 16 of 29 passes for 245 yards Sunday, finishing the 
day with 30,099 yards in his first 114 NFL gmes. 

It took Fran Tarkenton, the NFL leader with 47,003 career yards, 162 
game.': to reach the 30.0(X)-yard milestone. The fastest before Marino was 
Dan Fouts. who passed for 30,000 yards in 131 games en route to a career 
total of 43.040. 

Of reaching 30.000 yards in fewer games than anyone in the history 
of the NFL, Marino said, "It's something I'm proud of." 

Marino will move into 10th place on the all-time list, passing Norm 
Snead, with 698 more yards. 

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J.-The Pittsburgh Steelers broke open a close 
game with fourth-quarter touchdowns by Merril Hoge and Louis Lipps 
Sunday, rolling to a 24-7 victory over the New York Jets. 

The Steelers outscored New York 17-0 in the second half to improve to 
6-5 while dropping the Jets to 4-8 with their third straight loss. 

Hoge's I -yard TD run 94 seconds into the fourth quarter was set up by 
Larry Ciriffin's 38 vard interception return and gave the Steelers a 17-7 
lead. Lipps added a 3 vard TD catch troni Buhby Brister with 7:24 U't't 

NEW ORLEANS-The New Orleans Saints defense ruled Sunday, and 
that was enough for a 10-7 victory over the Atlanta Falcons. 

Atlanta won the first meeting between the NFC West rivals this season, 
28-27 in a game that featured little defense and ocnlles of offense. 

Saints Coach Jim Mora, whose team improved to 5-6, credited the low- 
score to some small changes in the defensive scheme. 

"They were n^t major changes, but enough to cause some problems for 
them." Mora said It was a game that mattered a lot to this team. It was 
a very critical gani(> for us since we came into it 0-2 in the division" 

MILWAUKEE— Anthony Dilweg. filling in for injured Don Majkow.-ki. 
threw two touchdown passes Sunday to lead the Green Bay Packers to 
a 20- 10 victory over Tampa Bay. 

The Packers. 6-5, won their third straight to move over .500 for the first 
time since the season opener. The Bucaneers, 4-8, lost their sixth straight. 

PHILADELPHIA— Randall Cunningham threw for two t(»uchdowns and 
ran for a third Sunday to help the Philadelphia Eagles knock the New 
york Giants from the unbeaten ranks with a 31-13 blowout victorv 

The Eagles, 7-4, won their fifth straight to stay alive in the NFC Last 
■ race and improve their standing m the wild card cha.se. The Giants, who 
defeated Philadelphia in the season opener, could have clinched the 
division title with a victory. The Eagles also ruined the chances of the 
Giants and San Francisco 49er8 meeting Dec. 3 in the first showdown 
between 11-0 teams in NFL history. 

CINCINNATI-Eric Dickerson rushed for 143 yards and rookie Jefi" 
George fired three touchdown passes Sunday to pace the Indianopolis Colts 
to a 34-20 upset victory over the Cincinnati Bengals 

Dickerson rushed for 100 yards for the first time this season and the 
59th time in his eight year career. Only Waiter Payton, with 77, had more 
100-yard games than Dickerson. 

Dickerson, who carried 22 times, gained 113 yards in the first half and 
scored the 83rd rushing touchdown of his career with a 1-yard run.

He said that Secretary of State 
James Baker had met with each of 
the 15 members ot the Security 
Council and will go to New York 
Thursday to chair the Security 
Council meeting.

he spent fundraising was 
challenging but would have been 
better spent putting out a 
newspaper. 

James Gwartney, an economics 
professor at FSU and one of the 
newspaper's advisers, said the move 
off campus will be good for the 
paper. 

"They've got a long way to go, but 
I thmk they've gotten ofT to a good 
start, " he said. "It will give them 
a lot more flexibility and it will 
make it easier for them to get their 
work done." 

The Perspective^ a private non- 
profit organization, came under fire 
last summer after it was discovered 
that its editors and writers were 
using computers in the university's 
computing lab to type and print out 
stories. Robert Braswell, director of 
the computing lab, sent Erickson a 
letter last summer banning him 
from the lab. 

Erickson said several articles that 
appeared in the Florida Flambeau 
about the computer scaxulal and the 
paper's conservative political 
philosophies were controversial and 
contributed to the temporary 
demise of the paper. 



"Those computers had always 
been open for persons to use," he 
said. "It had never been a problem; 
it had never been controversial 
until we came along. If I walk in 
there to do any newspaper work 
they would recognize me 
immediately because of the articles 
... so unfortunately we were shut 
down because of what (the 
Flambeau) did." 

But Flambeau Editor Ron Matus 
said the paper responded to 
students' complaints that Erickson 
and other staff members were 
spending up to six hours a day on 
the computers. 

"If he's got a problem with not 
being able to use the computers in 
the union, he should go discuss that 
vidth the dix«ctor of the computer 
center," he said. "The Flambeau 
decided to run articles about the 
Independent Perspective's use of the 
computer lab not because we have 
any problems with the paper, but 
because many students complained 
that they were unable to use the 
facilities fully because somebody 
was taking up their space." 

Erickson said the next edition of 
The Independent Perspective will 
feature stories on Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome funding, art 
censorship and an update on the 
FSU multicultural component.

Can the curfew 

In a desperate effort to r^uce drug-related crime, the Atlanta 
City Council recently passed a curfew for teen-agers that members 
ho|^ will force parents to keep their children off the streets. 

Under the new mei^ure, children who repeatedly violate the 
curfew— which is set at 11 p.m. on weekdays and midnight on 
weekends for those under 17— would send their parents to jail for 
up to 60 days and force them to pay fines up to $1,000. 

The measure has drawn fire for a number of reasons, and well 
it should. 

There is no doubt that teen-age violence and reckle^ness, fueled 
by the drug trade, are on the rise. "Wilding" attacks, innocent 
victims caught in drug-related crossfire, and kids from elementary 
to high school getting busted for bringing guns instead of books 
to class are stories that consistently make headlines. 

In Atlanta alone, more than 25 young people have been killed 
in late-night incidents over the past two years. 

But allowing the state to assume parental responsibilities is not 
the answer. A curfew is a mere Band-aid for a number of deep social 
wounds. 

If minimally successful, a curfew may act to conceal the true 
extent of the problem. Less kids on the street, a few less murders, 
a slight drop in the drug trade will lead some to conclude, 
prematurely and tragically, that things must be getting better. But 
underneath, the wounds will continue to fester. 

By enacting the measure, the Atlanta City Council shifts 
attention from the persistent hard work that true healing measures 
require. 

But worse, the council's action exacerbates the wound. Though 
the curfew mandates that all juveniles be indoors by certain hours, 
it's clearly aimed at the poor, black children who have been trapped 
in the inner city. 

While white kids in Atlanta's suburbs will continue nightlife as 
usual, drugs included, black children will have their right to 
freedom of assembly denied. Many adult blacks will have their 
rights infringed on as well, as the lines for determining reasonable 
suspicion become blurred by the curfew's enforcement. And parents 
will be held solely to blame for circumstances that to a great extent 
are outside their control. 

Isn't that adding salt to the victims' wounds? 

Atlanta's council members are undoubtedly frustrated. Things 
are not getting better. But a curfew will only make things worse. 

Efforts should he channeled not in stepping up patrols to ensure 
tWlit kids are off the streets, but in continuing to address those 
social ills that have led kids to drugs and left parents virtually 
powerless to do anything about it. 

When efforts as draconian as a curfew are applied to poverty, 
racism, education woes and a lack of job opportunities, state- 
imposed curfews won't even need to be considered.

Runoff predicted in 
prime minister's race 

UNFTBD PRESS INTERNATIONAL 

LONDON— British Tory MPs vote today for a successor to Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher but it looks increasingly as if they won't find one 

The three-way race appears deadlocked, with frontrunners Michael 
Heseltine and John Major both claiming enough firm pledges to put them 
in the lead but not over the top. 

However, Foreign Secretary Douglas Hurd isn't despairing. He's 
predicting a third ballot will be necessary on Thursday and is positioning 
himself to sneak up tl^ center between his two rivals. 

The candidates spent Monday in the halls of Westminster, wooing their 
highly-politicized electorate of 372 Conservative MPs. 

These are the men and women who played their cards so close to the 
vest last week that they took the world be surprise when they, in effect, 
toppled Thatcher. No one is taking their support for granted any more. 

The "official" total of committed votes already far outnumbers the actual 
number of MPs. 

Nor are the MPs believing all the candidates' pledges. 

Underlying the contest is an almost collective angst in the Tory party 
about how it treated Thatcher. 

Heseltine is bearing the brunt of the criticism that MPs heard in their 
constituencies over the weekend ami his opponents say it is eroding his 
support. 

But with the polls still showing Heseltine could lead the party to victory 
in a general election, many contend his support is still solid but has gone 
underground awaiting the secret vote.

authority to clear Iraqi troops out 
of Kuwait. 

"We have forc^ there to do 
anything," Fitzwater said. 

The U.N. diplomats said the 
council as a whole would have to 
agree on a period allowing a 
diplomatic solution to work before 
"all necessgiry means" would be 
taken to force Iraq to comply with 
U.N. resolutions, one of which 
demanded that President Saddam 
Hussein withdraw its troops 
unconditionally from Kuwait. 

Iraqi troops invaded and occupied 
Kuwait Aug. 2. 

The ambassadors from the five 
countries met Sunday and 
continued Monday their private 
discussions at the Chinese 
ambassador's residence. 

An American diplomatic source 
warned, however, that the date is 
negotiable. 

"We should stay away from any 
particular date, " the source said. 

In Washington, a State 
Department ofTicial .said the "entire 
text of the resolution is under 
negotiations, including the proposed 
dates." ^ 

The official said more discussions 
by the council's members are 
needed and "nothing is ^ttled." 

The American draft resolution 
asked the Security Council to 
authorize "member states 
cooperating with the government of 
Kuwait, unless Iraq on or before 
Jan. 1, 1991, fully implements the 
foregoing resolutions, to use all 
necessary me^ns to uphold and 
implements the foregoing 
resolutions, to use all necessary 
means to uphold and implement the 
Security Council resolutions passed 
m response to Iraq's invasion and 
nrrupation of Kuwait, and to restore 
international peace and security in 
the area." 
Under the same resolution, the 



council would request "all states to 
provide appropriate support" for 
actions against Iraq. 

The diplomats said the five 
permanent members will have to 
agree on a draft resolution to be 
presented to the 10 non-permanent 
members for yet further discussions 
before the whole council can vote. 

Soviet Ambassador to the United 
Nations Yuliy Vorontsov told 
reporters last Friday that his 
country would prefer a warning for 
Iraq to withdraw instead of a war 
resolution against that country, 
which has defied all 10 U.N. 
resolutions adopted since Aug. 3. 

The Security Council has also 
imposed stringent worldwide trade 
and an arms embargo against Iraq 
for refusing to withdraw from 
Kuwait. 

The Soviet Union and China have 
not yet indicated whether they will 
support a war re.solution, despite an 
intense personal campaign 
conducted by Baker. 

The diplomats said mo.st of the 
foreign ministers of the council's 15 
member states will hold a special 
session Wednesday and Thursday to 
discuss and possibly adopt the 
resolution. 

U N. officials said they have 
received instructions to welcome 
Baker, Soviet Ffjrcign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze, British 
Foreign Secretary Douglas Hurd, 
French Fweign Minister Roland 
Dumas and Chinese Foreign 
Minister Qian Qichen to U.N. 
headquaters Wednesday. 

Foreign ministers of some of the 
10 non permanent members will 
also \h' connng They are: Colombia. 
Canada, Finland, Malaysia, 
Ethiopia, Ivory Coast, Cuba, 
Yemen, Zaire and Romaine. 

In the meantime, at the request 
of Kuwait, the Security Coucil will 
meet Tuesday to hear complaints 
from that country on human rights 
violations committed by Iraqi 
troops. 

The council will view vldeotape^ 
and pictures depicting alleged 
atrocities committed by Iraq in 
Kuwait, diplomats said.

Wolves is great 



no kidding

A lone wolf stands at the crest of 
a hill near a deserted soldier fort 
somewhere on the plains of South 
Dakota. The only other living creat- 
ure for miles around is a Union 
soldier named Lt. John Dunbar. 
Dunbar's first impulse is to shoot 
the wolf like most other white men 
who travelled the frontier at the 
time, but instead he holds ba'ck 
because the wolf doesn't seem 
dangerous. 

In a later scene from the film 
Dances with Wolves Dunbar is con- 
fronted with a ramilar sitoation. He 
sees that his horse has been stolen 
by a small band of Liakota Sioux 
warriors. The leader of the group, 
Wind in his Hair, turns and rides 
up to the soldier, brandishing his 
lance and proclaiming his bravery 
with his horse rising and bucking 
over Dunbar, who has his gun 
drawn. Most people would have 
fired immediately, but Dunbar 
hesitates once again. T^e warrior 
turns and rides off. 

These two very simple scenes in 
director Kevin Costner's three-hour 
epic Western Donees with Wolves 
speak volumes about Dunbar 
(played by Costner). He isn't your 
average soldier out to tame the 
West at any cost with his gun at his 
side. He has a thirst for knowledge 
about the land as well as its in- 
habitants, which takes him away 
form the normal white man of the 
time who shot first and then maybe 
as an afterthought asked questions. 

That's the intriguing thing about 
Dances with Wolves. It doesn't take 
anything we learned about the 
"Wild West" in the history texts 
and from the a)untless shoot 'em up 
Westerns for granted. Unlike most 
films, it seems that Dunbar's thirst 
for knowledge about his surroun- 
dings is only rivaled by the peaceful 
Lakota Sioux-the tribe that later 
befriends Dunbar. 

A film like this, with a million 
dollar star who just happens to be 
the director, could have been an ex- 
ercise in naixissism, but CMtner 
has treated this project with great 
care and a lot of love. As the film 
enters its second hour, Costner's 



role becomes less important and the 
Sioux begin to take on the dimen- 
sions of the lead roles. 

The Sioux in Michael Blake's 
script (based on his own novel) 
aren't just targets painted with fake 
blood, they are human beings. 
Costner and Blake dare to give 
these characters perscmalities and 
Costner even went so far as to hire 
a teacher so that everyone could 
learn to speak Sioux. Little details 
like this make the film.

It actually shows there were dif- 
ferent tribes of Native Americans— 
»>me who were pca^ful and some 

who weren't. There is a sense of ma- 
jesty that surrounds these 
characters. They ar-^ treated as in 
telligent, noble people with more 
moral fiber than any white man 
who intruded on them ever had. 

Costner's treatment of Native 
Americans is so immaculate that 
two of the tribe members over- 
shadow him. The holy man Kicking 
Bird (Graham Greene) and the 
young warrior Wind In His Hair 



(Rodney A. Grant) are characters 
you care the most about when leav- 
ing the theater, because you know 
that sometime soon they will either 
die in the Indian Wars or be forced 
onto reservations. In some ways 
they are very simple people, and in 
other ways they know more about 
life than any white European could 
ever know. 

Although the film weighs in at 
three hours, it isn't an eternity. 
Every part of it is necessary to the 
story. Blake's screenplay is superb 
just from the mere fact that you are 
learning so many things about Dun- 
bar and the Sioux. 

Costner's direction is suprisingly 
excellent for a first-time attempt. 
The choices he made for the film, 
from the treatment of Native 
Americans to his attention for even 
the smallest detail, are wonderful. 
One could almost say that if Costner 
hadn't made this film, it would have 
been terrible. 

But the most impressive thing 
about the film is the acting. For the 
first time, Costner doesn't overact. 
His character is very subtle and 
Costner plays him that way. Mary 
McDonnell, who plays the white 
woman Stands with a Fist— who 
was taken into the tribe as a small 
girl and finally becomes Dunbar's 
wife— is nothing short of a 
phenomenal actress. She plays her 
character as a very strong-willed 
person who nevertheless has many 
misgivings about life and her place 
within the tribe. 

Greene and Grant are the biggest 
finds, though. They are extremely 
talented actors who captured their 
characters perfectly— and not just 
because they are Native Americans 
themselves. They are great actors 
who played Native Americans. 

Everything in this film is like that 
in some way. We expect certain 
things out of a Western, but we are 
constantly surprised. Everyone ex 
pected an absurdly comical film 
with stereotypical characters and 
bloody war scenes that really 
amounted to nothing. Instead we 
got a hauntingly beautiful and 
touching film, not just about the 
white man's taming of the West, 
but about life.

Sentiment was growing in 
the Senate Tuesday to stall 
military action against Iraq in 
favor of continued economic 
sanctions, while the White 
House reportedly had lined 
up the necessary votes in the 
U.N. Security Council to pass 
a resolution authorizing force 
against Iraq. 

The United States is 
pushing for a United Nations 
Security Council resolution 
setting a Jan. 1 deadline for 
Iraq to withdraw its troops 
from Kuwait. At least one 
permanent Council member 
has said it would favor a Jan. 
15 deadline. The five 
permanent and 10 members 
of the Security Council are 
scheduled to vote on the 
resolution Thursday.

semester. Seniors may have their 
reporting date postponed until the 
end of the school year. 

"That is probably the single most 
important difference, ' Barbi 
Richardson, a Selective Service 
Agency spokesperson, said in a 
phone interview from Washington, 
D.C., last week. 

Neither Selective Service or 
Department of Defense 
spokespersons would speculate 
about the chances of the draft 
returning if hostilities escalate in 
the Middle East, saying that the 
responsibility of returning the draft 
rested solely with Congress. 

In order for the draft to be 
reinstated, Congress would first 
have to pass a law authorizing 
compulsory military service, and 
the president would have to accept 
It. explained Richardson. 

If that occured, the Selective 
Service would hold a lottery 
drawing, based on dates of birth, to 
determine the order in which men 
would be called for induction. Men 
turning 20 years old during the 
calendar year of the drawing would 
he the most likely to be drafted. 
Men turning 21 thiough 25 fall into 
successively lower priorities with 
each passing year. The second 
lowest priority would be men 
turning 19, and the lowest would be 
men turning 18 years old. Men 26 
years old and above are generally 
considered past the age of draft 
elegibility .

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Tallahassee may change anti- 
apartheid rule for health clinic

TallahassM City Commisnox^rs may alter the 
city's anti-apartheid ordinaxKX Wedn^day— a move 
that could ultimately aiable Leon County to move 
forvN ard with (dans to coiatruct a health clinic in 
Frenchtown. 

Commissions Bob Hightower said plans to discuss 
the anti-apartheid policy Wednesday night could 

include a decision to change the affidavit required by 
the rule— a procedure considered by many to be the 
backbone of the charter. 

The rule requires all entities doing business with 
the city to fill out an afTidavit disclosing business 
dealings with apartheid South Africa. Under the 
ordinance, companies which are not div^ted may not 
do business with the city. 

Recently, the city said county commissioners must 
sign the affidavit before the city hands $250,(K)0 ov^ 
to them to purdbase land for t^ a>n!rtnM^ion a 
satellite h^th clink in Frei^town. 

The clinic, which is also receiving state funding, 
would be an extension of the Leon County Public 
Health Unit. It would serve inner-city residents who 
now must go to the clinic west of tovMi. The operation 
would include an AIDS outpatient clinic. 

Hightower said he is open to the possibility of 
changing the affidavit procedure to allow the county 
to receive the moi^. 

"There have be^ a number td cmM^ms about the 
so>pe dr the pcAky and I think this is an ^cample," 
Hightov^r ^id M^day. 

The OHinty «ui*t &gn the afikiavit now because it 



may not meet the requirements, according to county ; 
ofHcials. I 

County cmnmissioners have no way of knowing I 
wlwUier funds from tl^ county employee-pension plan \ 
are invest in South Africa, Assistant County | 
Attorney Julie Lovelace said 

"W'e have no idea where they inv^t th<^ funds," 
she said. 

But County Commissioner Gary Yordon said the 
county could find out whether investments have been 
made that would not comply with the city anti- 
apaitheid ordinance. 

But to investigate the pension funds ci employees 
who come under the jurisdiction of various elected 
county officers would take time— possibly more time 
than the state is willing to give before taking the 
health clinic's funding away, he said. 

*'We want to get this thing started." Yordon said. 
"The money s there and sometimes it just goes away." 

Yordon said earlier that if the ci^ comes up with 
a new affidavit policy W^hietday, constn^on the 
health clinic would begin. 

**T1ien it's signed and done," he said. 

The county could have signed the affidavit and then 
asked for an exemption if the city found the county 
to be m violation of the ordinance, argued David 
Mack, co-director of the North Florida Rainbow 
Coalition. But he claims the county doesn't want to 
draw attention to its pension plan, which he says is 
not dive^ed 

^'Everybody's jumping on the ordinance like it's the 
ordinance's fault," Mack said. "But it's the problem 
of the county, which has a policy of doing business 
in South Africa."

Simpson said the sheriffs 
department questioned

Billy's Bar, a gay ru:h'spot 
located at 4004 Jackson Bluff Road, 
was not the only business targeted 
by the six people, who were driving 
around to\*Ti m a light blue Honda, 
he said. 

But prior to U^ing the bombs 
into the Inr's parking l<^ the group 
pla(»d pipe boml» in the maillnx^ 
of the Credit Unimi Service Center, 
at 3773 Commonwealth Blvd., and 
Waste Management of Leon 
County, at 3001 Commonwealth 
Blvd. 

The bomb at the Credit Union 
Service exploded, but Simpson said 
he did not know the cost of the 
damaffe. 



■*But that bomb blew up a mailbox 
about as good as you can blow up a 
mailbox. ' he said. "... And I am 
not talking about regular-sized 
mailboxes. It was one of the big 
busings mea." 

The bomb in the Waste 
Managen^nt mailbox did not 
explode. 

Simpson said the group retrieved 
the bomb from the mailbox the 
same night. 

Simpson said the sheriff s office 
obtained a warrant to search the 
premises wtere one of the juveniles 
lives. Sherifife dkcovered explosives 
in a shed near the house. 

"We found gun powder . . . and 
there was a homemade hand 
grenade they tried out once," 
Simpson said.

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Stop the beat 

The tempo the drums of war have been thrashing out has just l»en 
sped up ancAher notch. 

The five permanent members rf the United Nations Security 
Council— after heavy l(^yi^ by ^sident Bush and S^^tary of 
State James Baker— have drawn up a resolution setting a deadline 
for Iraq to pull its troops out of Kuwait. If Iraq hasn*t iom so early 
Januar>', the resolution— which will be considered by the entire 
Security Cmmcil Thui^ay— autiwriies the U.S.-dominated q>position 
troc^ ma^ed in Saudi Arabia to take the offensive. 

The stated intent of the resolution is to send Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein the message that he has one last chance to back down. But 
it sends a lot of other messages, too. 

Bush, apparently, is unwilling to give the economic sanctions 
against Iraq the time they need to bite. The sanctions are taking hold, 
but It will he at least several more months before they have their 
desired etTect of forcing Hussein to face the internal pr^ure that 
is sure to build. 

Certainly, that's more desirable than war. So why don't we wait'' 

Could It be that we have let events take control of themselves by 
already committing several hundi-ed thousand trcx^ps'^ Could it be that 
our economy can't stand the strain of supporting those troops and 
their reinforcements much longer, or the strain of oil suspended at 
$30 to $40 a barrel by our continued stand-off 

Or could it be that within a few months time, the .American public 
will no longer swallow the idea that oil. Kuwait, andor Iraq's nuclear 
potential is worth tens of thousands of lives? 

The resolution doesn't necessarily mean that the Iraqi forces in 
Kuwait will have to be attacked once the deadline passes. But just 
as Hussem has staked his reputation on holding Kuwait, so Bush has 
staked ever>'thing on forcing Hussein to retreat. 

Clearly, the Iraqi leader has no intention of backmg down under 
the threat of war. Hussein's reaction to Bush's announcement two 
weeks ago that another 200.000 American troops would be sent to 
the Persian Gulf was to increase the sizable Iraqi force in Kuwait 
by an equal amount. 

However, Hussein has hinted that diplomatic alternatives— 
anything to save face— will let him meet Bush's demands. But the 
call for a (feadline effectively leaves no option but war. 

The resolution is expected to clear the security council with little 
opposition, thanks in large part to the effort the U.S. exerted m 
convincing the rest of the world that it was n^ssary. Yet there has 
been virtually no effort to do likewise at home; to do so after the 
re«>lution passes would be too little, too late— €md too bad. 

That, perhaps, is the most depressing message of all. President 
Bush« in violation of the Conrtitution, has committed an entire nation 
to war without b^hering to give credible justification. The quertions 
that arc^ after American men and women were first sent to l^udi 
Arabia in August still remain unanswered.

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Divide and conquer

The British and the French divided the Arab lands 
in 191S in the manner we find today. Ever since the 
colonists withdrew from this region, the poHcy of the 
Wert for this region was to keep the Arabs 
sq)wated. Promises of self-govenuiient to the Arabs 
were vktk hona*ed, and the frontiers were impc^^ 
to protect Western interest and to keep the Aral^ 
weak and dependent. An added benefit was that it 
would aide the establishment of a Jewish homeland 
being created by the West in Palestine. 

One real interest of the U.S. in this region is cheap 
oil. This commodity led to U S. involvement in this 
region m the 1930s. Cooperation between the Arab 
oil-producing countries could have some serious 
implications for the U.S. e^nomy, which as 5 
percent of the world's peculation consume 25 
percent of the world's energy. Another reason is to 
create a new dependent order for the area. 

For the Muslim population that inhabits the» 
lands, dependency is not an option. Muslims believe 
that the Earth belongs to God only. It would be very 
difficult to subjugate and e.xploit a people that 
adheres to this belief. Therefore the region is kept 
divided, (inflicts are created and regimes are 
supported that do not have Islamic morals nor the 
good of the Muslim population at heart. As for the 
Muslim population, they should be reminded that 
God does not change w hat's in a people unless they 
change what is m themselves. 

An Arab coalition would control 60 percent of the 
world's oil. and would deal with the West out of a 
position of strength (1973 oil-boycott). The 
unanimous condemnation of Iraq w as necessary to 
facilitate imposing foreign will upon the Middle 
East. It was ne^ssary to fool the blamic forces. 

That the intentions for the Middle Eart aren't 
sincere can be abstracted from how this "new world 
order" again deals with the Palestinian situation, 
and tries to separate this problem from the currect 
conflict— even when the Jews keep committing 
atrocities on the Palestinian people 

Israel knew that the U.S. condemnation was not 
sini^re and therefore it arrogantly rejected a U.N. 
inv^igative team. V^t situation in the MickUe East 
will never be completely solved without finding a 
solution for the Palestinian f^ple. Neither will it 
be solved if the Muslim populations are not allowed 
to express themselves freely, which would result in 
the reemergence of a powerful Islamic i instead of 
Arab nationalist! family of states, much like the 
United States of America.

During elections and in the day-ttxiay operation of Florida 
State University student government, the Seminole Party has 
tiried not to engage In »ily political fights, but enough is 
^H^^ Vm not eiactly sure if Bir. CwMenbaum meant his 
attack on the Smainc^ Party and Ti^ Traviesa to be the 
amusing series ei m^iiemptions tluA it was, or tf be staicerdy 
believed his irresponsible rhetoric. But Mr. CaM^banm is 
missing (or ignoring) several basic facts. 

First, student government does not raise tuition; the state 
legislature does. When the

Seminole Party lobbied the 
togiriature, tbe state had 
already experienced several 
reveniw shortfalls and the 
cbaiH^or of ^ Board of 
Regents was asking for a 
15-percent, across-the-board 
tuition hike. The students 
from all nine state 
universities mobilized and 
asked for only an S-percent 
increase and tbe result was 
an in-state increase of 10 
percent. 

The Seminole Party took 
the responsible stand with the 
legislature by not offering 
unrealistic and ridiculous 
proposals. What the Seminole 
Party did ask the legislature 
for, said successfully secured, 
was tbe estabftshmwit of the 
statewide OfBce of Campus 
Volunteers and an additional 
$1 million in financial aid, 
over and above the current 
level. 

As to the activities and 
services fee increase, those fees are raised by the Board of 
Regents and not by student government. Students decided 10 
years ago to build the student reoreation center, students have 
been paying for the eonstniction every year, and now students 
are being asked to pay for tbe operation of a state-of-tl^art 
recreation facility solely for student use. 

Does Mr. Cassenbaum suggest Uiat we leave the rec center 
building sitting there non^perational? Is that responsible use 
of student money? The decision was taken from our hands by 
students who attended FSU years ago. The Seminole Party, 
however, has used this opportunity to propose new A&S fee 
process guidelines, including 5-year proposals to plan ahead 
and anticipate increases, as weU as more effective avenues for 
students to give their input into the process. We canH waste 
time railing against reality, but we can work to make sure that 
future generations of students have more say in the process. 

Thirdly, the Seminole Party's stewardship of SGA finances 
has been marked by attempts to improve financial 
accountabilit>'. It was some campus organizations, rather than 
the student body president's office or the student senate, who 
were found in violation of the finance code by the state audit. 
The Agency Guidance Act and other bills which the Seminole 
Party has passed, and been attacked for, were passed to 
ensure accountability by non-elected group* who are spending 
students' money. The Seminole Party has implemented or will 
implement all audit recommendations and continues to work 
to improve the finance code and managerial policies. 

Mr. Cassenbaum. whether Trey is conservative or not, the 
Seminole Party cannot be tagged as conservative or liberal, 
SGA is more of a service organization for the student body 
than it is a government. The Seminole Party brings together 
conservatives, liberals. Democrats, Republicans, 
indep«idents, wintes, African- Americans, Hispanics, disabled 
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this war before it starts." 

Kennedy's comments came at the initial 
congressional hearings on Gulf policy following the 
Nov. 8 announcement that the U.S. presence in Saudi 

•Arabia and the Persian Gulf region would be 
doubled to about 400.000 by January -to put the 
muhinational force there in a position to go on the 
offensive if necessary. 

While committee Chairman Sam Nunn. D-Ga.. did 
not endorse a delay, he questioned the timing of a 
military operation. 

"The queiAion is whether military action is wise at 
tihis time and in our own national interest," he said. 

The Washington Post reported Tuesday that the five 
permanent members of the Council— the United 
States. Britian, Prance. China and the Soviet Union- 
appeared to have agreed on the use of force with the 
only sticking point being whether the resolution set 
a pullout deadline of Jan. 1 or Jan. 15. 

French Foreign Minister Roland Dumas said in a 
statement Tuesday that he proposed Jan. 15 as the 
last date for a pullout, citing Soviet "reticence" on 
setting New Year's Day as the deadline. 

Kuwait, meanwhile. Tuesday asked the United 
Nations to take custody of Kuwait's civil records for 
future litigation against Iraq, which they said is 
systematically destroying their country 

A delegation of seven Kuwait refugees told a U.N. 
Security Council session that Iraqi soldiers acted like 
"pirates" and "primitive people" since they invaded 
the small emirate Aug. 2. 

In the testimony against alleged Iraqi atrocities, 
Kuwaiti U.N. Ambassador Mohammad Abulhass€ui 
said Iraq embarked on "very animalistic" actions 
against Kuwaitis including "unjustifiable killings, 
displacement, violation of sanctities imd rape, torture, 
humiliation of people's dignity, intimidation of 
innocent residents and organized pillagings." 

Abulhassan said the destruction brought back the 
"era of pirates and primitive ages." 

Videotapes and pictures of victims of &aqi "bariuuric 
acts" were shown to the council. 



In Iraq. Foreign Minister Tariq Azii accused the 
U.N. Security Council of adopting a policy of double 
standards, and said the government of Saddam 
Hussein would never succumb to pressure, Baghdad 
Radio said l\iesday. 

Aziz spoke to reporters upon his return to Baghdad 
late Monday from Moscow— where he met with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev and l^viet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze in talks in which the 
Soviets put the onus of war in the Gulf on Iraq. 

"The continuous resolutions issued by the Security 
Council, including the one the Americans are seeking 
to adopt this wtH>k, do not .st^-ve the cause of peac(^ 
. . . but emphasize the double standards which the 
Council subscribes to," the state owned Iraqi radio, 
monitored in Cairo, quoted Aziz as saying. 

"Iraq will never succumb to pressure and will 
remain staruggling fairly to achieve peace and justice 
in the region, with the rights df the F^sdestinian people 
foremost in its mind. 

"Iraq's p(^tion on Kuwait will rer.;ain unchanged, " 
Aziz said. 

Soviet leaders began talks in Moscow l\iesday with 
visiting Saudi Foreign Minister Prince Saud ai Faisal 

Faisal was in Moscow last month to restore 
diplomatic relations between the two states after a 
break of some 50 years. 

In Amman, Jordan, one West European diplomat 
told United Press International Saddam Hussein's 
claim that Iraqis were dying through lack of food and 
medicine was a "lie." 

"(Saddam) is telling a lie . . there is no evidence 
at all from Iraq to say Iraqis are dying through lack 
of food and medicines because the United Nations 
hlockade," the diplomat said. 

"(Saddam's) chief preo^upation these days is to 
distrsu^ the world's attention away from his brutal 
annexation of Kuwait," said the diplomat, who is in 
touch with his country's mission in Baghdad. 

Saddam met Monday with the wives of U S 
hostages being held in Iraq and told them their 
husbands could return home with them, the Iraqi 
news agency reported. 

The U.S. State Department said it expected only 
three American husbands to be released. 

Saddam said during his meeting with the American 
families that Iraq wanted peace, because it is in a 
"very bad need for such peace," INA reported.

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certain elected officals, legal aliens 
and dual nationals, surviving sons 
or brothers in a family where a 
parent or sibling has been killed or 
injured as a result of military 
service, ministers and ministerial 
students, and conscientious 
objectors, which Richardson 
described as "people with deep- 
seated moral or religious opposition 
to all wars, not just one war or 
certain wars for expedient or 
political beliefs." 

The selective service system, with 
which .American males must 
register within 30 days of their 18th 
birthday, could provide the 
Department of Defense with 
100.000 inductees in the first 30 
days of the draft, according to 
Selective Service System 
spokespersons. 

Under present law, women cannot 
be drafted 

Student reactions to a possible 
draft were mixed 

"I used to think about it a few 
years back, but not recently because 
I'm 27," said FSU junior Nick 
Lohse. 

Another student, 21 -year-old 

Paynter Higgins, said he was 
opposed to the situation in the 
Middle East, but would go to fight 
if called to do so. 
"I would still go, as much as I m 



against the situation, " Higgins 
said. "I feel our country has to stand 
behind our leaders' d^isions. I don't 
want to see our a)untry divided like 
it was in the '60s." 

But other FSU students are 
opposed to a draft for one reason or 
another. 

"The friends I have are against it. 
and I wouldn't want them going." 
FSU grad student Heide Crawford 
said. "I would set up some formal 
organization to get them away— 
send them to Canada or 
something." 

"No, I wouldn't fight for this 
coantr\\" .Ajitonio Euhanks, a black 
FSU sophomore said. "Why would 
I fight for a country that wouldn't 
give me equal rights? Besides, you 
don't know why they're over there. 
First you hear that it's for oil, then 
to stop aggression. They (k>n't know 
what the hell they're doing over 
there, truthfully " 

Milton Parris, a 22-year-old FSU 
senior, agreed 

"I wouldn't go. 1 don't support the 
reason, " Parris said. "Most of this 
could have been resolved already. 
We have all the oil we need, so 
what's the purpose? I think the real 
reasons they're over there are being 
kept hidden from the public." 

Anyone would be able to appeal 
an induction order, and local draft 
boards composed of citizen 
volunteers would spring into 
existence at the county level to deal 



with appeals on a case-by -cast» basis. 

Bob Kronmiller, a volunteer who 
would serve on Leon County's draft 
board, said that in the event of a 
draft the board would set up near 
the 1000 block of Tennessee Street 
to listen t<) the appeals of Leon 
County residents 

Kronniillei- said he went through 
the hoard system himself m [hv 
t)U.->, and believes it has improved. 

"The board would be very 
sensitive to individual concerns," 
Kronmiller said. "We still have to 
maintain a fighting force and at 
that point we have to make some 
hard decisions, but there is a lot 
more discussion now than when I 
went through." 

According to Kronmiller, the draft 
board meets at least once a year to 
review hypothetical case scenarios, 
including work and family 
problems. 

"It's a very specific situation w ith 
strict government guidelines. " he 
said "There's a lot more 
organization and undfrstaiuiing hv 
board members due to the 
training." 

Maj. Doug Hart, a Department of 
Defense spokesperson, said DOD 
has no present plan concerning the 
possible use of the nation's 14 
million men registered for the draft. 

"There is no draft There is no 
plan," Hart said. "In fact, we've 
been ordered to reduce our 
personnel by 80.000 this year "

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to minority advisory board

Florida State I'niversity administrators have made 
goixi on a promise to a group of students who marched 
to the Westcott building last month. 

Twenty two people have bt^n asked to serve on the 
FSU Advisory Board for Minority Programs. The 
board, compiled by Dean of Undergraduate Studies 
Elisabeth Muhlenfeld and Vice President of Student 
Affairs Jon Dalton, consists of 11 FSU students and 
11 university faculty members. 

"We hope to get the first meeting next week, " 
Muhlenfeld said Tue^ay. "And we are expecting 
everyone will be there." 

The advis(H7 committee was formed after members 
of the Black Student Unk)n deci(kd to join forc^ with 
the Black Progressive Men and the university chapter 
of the National Association for the Ad^ncement of 
Colored People The groups staged a march in an 
attempt to ensure the future of the university's 
minority recruitment and retention programs. 

David Ammerman. who was fired last month as 
director of three of the university 's summer minority 
retention and recruitment programs— Summer 
Enrichment Program, University Experience and 
College Qu^t— was named as a board member. So 
was Norman Jackson, the newly api>ointed director 
of the university's minority and retention programs. 

Ammerman said he plans on attending the first 
meeting, but added that whether he remains a 
permanent member depends on what role Jackson 
wants him to play in the summer programs. 

Ammerman sent Jackson a letter Tuesday 
sugge^ing possible re^n^iliti^ Ammerman could 
have in the programs that he helped cr^te with the 



late Bob Leach, fcNrmer vice pi^sident of student 

affairs. 

Jackson said he received Ammorman's letter but 
hasn't had a chance to read it or respond. 

Muhlenfeld said student board members are either 
products of the programs or involved m student 
groups that have expressed concern about the luture 
of the pn^ams. She said faculty meml^rs were 
picked by "virtue of office." 

Charles Billings, a history professor at FSU, has 
been asked to serve as chair of the committee. 
Attempts to get in touch with Billings Tuesday were 
unsuccessful. 

Ben Crump, director of BSU. said he was pleased 
that the committee was formed, but added that the 
committee should only focus on the future of the 
minority programs— not try to deal with wider 
minority concerns. 

"Minority is a broad term and this board should 
only deal with these programs." Crump said. "This 
board should not deal with all the minority issues on 
campus unless subsidiary boards are formed." 

Some topics that will be discussed at the first 
meeting are the future of the summer minority 
retention and recruitment programs, recruiting more 
mincHrity U'ansfer students and retention issues which 
adversely affect minority students, Muhlenfeld said. 

Faculty board members are: David Ammerman, 
Louis Bender, Charles Billings. John Burt, Thyria 
Greene, Norman Jackson. Maxine Hones, William 
Jones. Alan Mabe, Richard Mashburn, Sandra 
Rackley and Douglas St. Angelo. 

Student board members are: Camille Ai-royo. Billy 
Close. Benjamin Crump. Trisha Daniles. Bernard 
Johnson, Verla Lawson, Robert Malone, Brenda 
Pc^ley, Dwayne Rayner and Hallema Simmons.

with me with minority academic programs.' " 

Ammerman's firing caused an uproar in academe 
and many profe^rs and students question^ if the 
univei^ity would continue the programs. 

Muhlenfeld repeatedly said the university was 
committed to the programs and hired Norman 
Jackson, a former Florida A&M University 
administrator, to oversee all of the university's 
minority recruitment and retention programs. 

Sliger said he gave Ammerman the position because 
of his experience, adding that the appointment was 
not made to appease anybody. 

"My disci^ions with David h^ nothing to do with 
the way I felt about any of the activities that went 
on. " Sliger said. "I thou^t he'd be ver\^ useful to me." 

FSU Black Student Union Director Ben Crump has 
busied himself ensuring the safety of the university's 
minority recruitment and retention programs since 
Ammerman's firing. Crump said he is not concerned 
with w ho directs the programs, just as long as they 
continue to flourish. 

"I heard about him getting the position," Crump 



said. "It's good. But we are concerning ourselves with 
the programs. We are trv'ing to make the programs 
bigger than the persons who run them." 

Ammerman's new position entails "'every single 
aspect of minority academic programs on campus," 
Sli^r said, adding Ammerman's first assignments 
are looking into the FAMU and FSU School of 
Engineering and the Asolo Theater in Sarasota, a 
branch of the university's School of Theatre 

"I want him to look into (the engineering school) 
and make sure everything is running smoothly." 
Sliger said. "1 don't know, maybe it's running 
excellently right now. but I want him to look at it." 

Ammerman said he will advise Sliger on how- 
minority programs on campus are running and how 
to improve them. 

"I have a long-term investment with programs on 
this campus," he said. "And I will be on call for him." 

Ammerman will be Sliger's consultant until the 
president resigns nn Aug. 1. 1991. but added he will 
put in a good word for Ammerman to the next 
president of the university. 

"1 think It would be advantageous ito keep him in 
this position). But I'm not going to tell the next 
president anything he or she can do."

Since 1977. the !iational branch of 
the fraternity has raised money for 
People Understanding the Severely 
Handicapped through its 136 
college chapters nationwide. PUSH 
was formed by the national office of 
Pi Kappa Phi to address the needs 
and concerns of t he physically and 
mentally disabled. 

The two ci^llege chapters hope to 
raise at least $4,000 to be divided 
l>etweei\lhe Dick Howser Center in 
Tallahassee and the Briarwood 
Center for Independent Living in 
Gainesvilte. The national fraternity 
office in Charlotte, N.C., will 
distribute the funtis. 

The whtvlchair push, which will 
cover 150 miles and take two days 
to complete, will enlist 25 members 
from each umversity.

Last year, PUSH awarded the 
center a $15,000 grant to purchase 
playground equipment.

Remembering heroes of home economics

If history depends on who writes it, then the people 
\vho write histiMry books and newspapers do not like 
foods cann«i in metal. Yes, they mention the man 
who discovered canning, they include those who began 
to use metal containers, and they might describe the 
ap icultural and economical impact. But the bias of 
historians shows their chronicles, because they 
sptvitlcally Ignore the people who made eating canned 
toods a reality; the inventors of the can opener. 

The idea for canning was discovered in the early 
18(K)s, when Napoleon Bonaparte was trying to 
conquer Europe. Unable to deliver adequate supplies 
to his troops. Napoleon offered a 12,000 franc award 
for the person who discovered a way to preserve food 
for his armies. Nicolas Appert. a pastry baker i nd 
brewer, had discovered that food heated and sealed 
in ajar didn't spoil. He worked on the ttK^hnique and 
equipment until he could preserve several types of 
IVkkI m specially desigried corked bottles. After several 
tests of his bottled soups and vegetables by the 
government, Appert was awarded the prize in 1809 
and later b«:ome known as the father of canning, or 
as he called it, "Appertizing." 

Soon afterward, however, the British decided to use 
tin containers instead of bottles. Tin cannisters 

named after the reed cannisters which had tea) 
preserved food longer, mostly because nobody had 
invented the can opener yet People attacked then- 
cans with hammers and chisels and one story has it 
that bayonettes were originally supposed to open cans, 
but worked better cutting up people. So, instead of 
having food s{K)iled in the cuplK)ards, people had 
-tacks of cans they couldn't eat. 

With the development of tin-clad iron, opening a can 
became a little easier, but it wasn't until nearly 50 



years later 1858 that Ezra J. Warner patt>nted the 
first can opener, a dangerous contraption with a 
curved blade and a handle. A few years later in 1866, 
the first can opened with a key was patented, which 
meant first you broke the key, then you grabbed for 
the can openm*. Using a snail wheel instead of a spike 
to open the can came around in 1870, but it was over 
a hundred years after the invention of canning that 
H.J. Edlund created the first, efficient can opener in 
1925, which was used first in restaurants and later 
made for the home. 

But did Warner or Edlund get a 12,000 franc for 
their inventions? An editorial for the New York Times 
on Ckt. 6, 1952 criticized the canning industry for not 
making any plans to hoiwr Appert on the bicentennial 
of his birthday. Yet. even after mentioning in that 
same editorial how difficult it was to open tin cans, 
the Tiryu's Index Source shows no mention of Warner 
of Edlund in any editions of the newspaper. 

These men are also ignored m the (Xxford Dictionary 
of Sational Biography, the Who's Who of both 
England and the United States, and every 
encyclopedia I could find. Even technical books on the 
history of canning, which cover in minute detail the 
development of cans, the machines that make cans, 
and the methods of canning, ignore these men who 
made get tint: to the food a little less dangerous 

The hi'-tone- ot Warner and Edlund are pre>ei vfd 
somewhere, because 1 t'ound their name- mentioned 
briefly in a book on antique.-. But their oh.-cunty is 
disgraceful. These are the men who banished 
crowbars, axes and hammers from the kitchen 
Without their invention, many people would have 
never tasted beanie weenies. So the next time you 
grab for the can opener, take a moment to remember 
tht names of W'arner and Edlund, the unsung heros 
of home economics.

Bob Shacix-his. Clifton Paisley and Anne Rowe. The authors will present 
their works, sign autographs and mingle with the public. 

The $10 per person proceeds garnered from the event will directly 
benefit the new Leon County Libraiy. The librm-y will officially move 
from the antiquated Northwood Mall site to the new downtown location 
in mid-January. 

Burroway plans to treat Thursday night's gathering of literary 
afjficionados with the first public readings from her latest novel in 

progress. Paper. 

''Paper is a contemporary novel set in a Georgia paper mill," said 
Burroway "Cutting Stont\ a previous novel, was more historical; it was 
set in 1914 Arizona. Cutting Stone was just recently picked up by 
Houghton MifFlm publishers of Boston. 

"It's an interesting notion ... to start reading from my new novel," 
Burroway added. "I also think its very exciting to have a new library." 

Creative writing gurus Stem and Kirby eagerly offered their personal 
insights on the writer's festival and the new library's impending impact 
on the community. In their trademark style, the duo revealed their 
convictions at a recent interview in Kirby's office. 

"A library, to a community, is like a canar>' in a coal mine, and I think

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Arts Center still in planning 
stages, but not for long

H.L. Mencken's comment about the South being a 
"Sahara of the beaux arts" has raised many a blood 
•pressure, but instead of just getting mad. Tallahassee 
city commissioners are doing something about it. 

"Between Jacksonville and Pensacola. it is a 
cultural desert in North Florida, " said Dorothy 
Inman-Crews, a Tallahassee city oxnmissioner. 

While several concert halls, museums and other 
cultural £EM:iliti^ exist in the Tallal^issee area, m<^ 
are a>nne(^ed to the varimis miiversities and colleges 
m the area. The city needs something of its own, said 
Inman-Crews. 

"We want something which will sen-'e all the people 
of Tallahassee," she said. "We do not want elitist 
facilities." 

The city received a $302,000 grant in I98S from the 
state for feasibility studies, market analysis and 
architectural documents. The city chose a local firm 
as prime consultant and for a year carefully 
as^mbl»i the ri^i consultants to subcontrs^. Since 
this grant was for a visual arts center, an art museum, 
the city wanted a firm with experience in museum 
market analysis. 

The studies for the visual arts center were 
completed earlier this year. To study the results, the 
cit>- held a workshop for the commissioners in August. 

"At that tin^ the commissioners decided to 
commission two more studio to be paid for— not by 
the grant, but by the city," said Cher>'l Williams, 
acting chief of ^>ecial projects for the city's Division 
for Economk I^velopn^nt, whjch is ovei^eeing the 
pro,^ct. 

The new studies will examine the possibilities for 
a performing arts center and science museum as part 
of the cultural arts complex 

"The visual arts center is a catalyst for getting the 



rest of the arts complex built," said Williams. 

Also at that time, the president of Tallahas^ 
Community College came forward with a prop(^l. 

*'TCC would provide a site at no cost to the city for 
a cultural ains center and 2.000 adjacent parking 
spaces." said TCC president Jim Hinson. 

Hmson said the offer does not include an art 
museum, like the proposed visual art center. 

If the proposed art center were to be at TCC, then 
up to 50 percent of the cost of the center could be paid 
for by Public Ekhication Capital Outlay Funds. 

"But whenever you get PECO funds, it becomes a 
facility of the school, like Ruby DianK)nd (auditorium 
at FSUK" said Inman-Crews 

She said the communit>' identity of the center would 
be compromised by a TCC location. 

*Tt IS of the utmost importance that the center be 
centrally located for easy access to the population."* 
said Inman-Crews. "TCC is on the outer fringe of the 
city." 

Inman-Crews said the site of the Leon Coimty Civic 
Center, which is nearer to downtown than TCC, is the 
best location for the arts complex. 

The consultants hired by the city are studying the 
feasibility of both sites The feasibility studies will 
also determine what type of facilities will best serve 
the needs of the Tallahassee area and how much it 
will cost the taxpayers. 

These studies are expected to )x finished in late 
January. The project will then move to the second 
phase, which is the preparation of architectural 
designs. 

Inman-Crews said she would like to see the project 
move faster and points to the fact that it has been five 
years since the city applied for the visual arts center 
grant. 

"To be honest. I continue to be frustrated with the 
pace of the project," she said.

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Edwards lives up to the hype 
in Seminoles' opening win

After being called the greatest recruit in Florida 
State basketball history, I^uglas Edwards could 
hardly be expected to live up to the hype in his 
colle^ate debut . . . but he did 

Edwards scored a team-high 19 point.^ and added 
13 rebounds and three bkx-ked shots to help lxH>st FSl' 
to a 95-71 victon*- Tuesday night over Texas Southern 

at the Civic Center. 

The Seminoles, 1-0, began the 
game slowly, making turnovers 
and missing easy shots as the 
Tigers. 0 2. jump«l out to an ear- 
ly 8-3 lead. 
"We looktxl really tight in the 
first half,"" FSU Coach Pat Kennedy said. "Mike 
Polite and Chuck Graham, two veteran ballplayers, 
looked especially tight." 

FSU, before a crowd of 6,276, shot a paltry 36 
percent in the first half, but led at the midway point, 
35-32, thanks nwstly to Edwards and Pblite. 

In the first half, Edwards had 11 points and Polite 
had an impressive 12 rebounds— Polite finished with 
21 boards, tying a Civic Center record set by Tat 
Hunter m 1987. Texas Southern Coach Robert 
Moreland was impressed with the play of the duo. 
" Edwards and Polite were the key m the first half,"' 



FSU forward Michael 
Polite tied a Civic Center 
record with 21 rebounds 
Tuesday night. 



Moreland said. "Edwards was hitting the perimeter 
shot, and Polite was getting all the rebounds." 

As bad as FSU shot in the first half, the Tigers shot 
even worse. Texas Southern made only 13 of 44 
attempts for 29.5 percent. 

The only thing keeping the Tigers in the game was 
guard Ray Younger, who scored 16 points and grabht'd 
five rebounds by halftime. Younger ended with a 
game high 35 points. 

Kennedy must have done some serious motivating 
at halflime, because the Seminoles were a totally 
different team in the second half. 

FSU went on an 11-0 run to open the half, including 
five ix)ints by point guard Aubry Boyd to give them 
a 14 point lead. 

"I was pleased to see them relax in the second half, ' 
Kennedy said. "Our athleticism also showed when we 
went to the half-court trap." 

With the half-court press, the Seminoles foioed 
Texas Southern to commit 12 turnovers, including six 
steals. And FSV capitalized on the Tigers' mistakes, 
converting mc^ of them to layups. 

Texas Southern got within six points at 57-51, but 
the Seminole outscored the Ti^rs 21-4 over the next 
four minutes to put the game out of reach. 

The biggest surprise of the game may have been the 
play of FSU's David White, who was questionable tbi-

The men tried to get into the bar, 
which caters to gay customers, but 
never made it inside. According to 
one of the bar's employees, two 
members of the group said, **Is this 
a fag bar?" 

There are two doors to the bar's 
entrance. The bouncer, who wished 
to remain anonymous, said the men 



kicked the second door open. 

Wednesday night, Simpson said 
he did not know if the men caused 
trouble at Billy s because it is a gay 
bar. He said no arrests have been 
made and the department is 
investigating. 

"It's a possibility that could be a 
reason, but we have nothing I see 
that dictates that that is the 



reason," Simpson said. 

The men drove to the bar in two 
vehicles— a pickup truck and a 
Blazer. Before going to the bar, the 
men driving the pickup truck hit a 
parked car outside a trailer next to 
Billy's, Simpson said. 

The car belongs to 19-year-old 
Jackie Keever. 

Keever said the group of men 



followed him from Capital Circle. 

When he parked outside his home, 
the men in the pickup truck 
intentionally hit his car, Keever 
said. 

"I was driving from Carrabelle 
and they hit me three times," he 
said, adding that his twin brother 
James was in the car with him.

Extra registration lines 
to be added at FSU

Prompted by student complaints. 
Florida State University is adding VI 
more lin*"-- to its phone registration 
system, Registrar Max Carraway said 
this week. 

The added lines will bring the total 
number up to 60. But although the school 
has already dished out $77,267 for the 
system, Cariaway said he didn't know 
when it would be fully operational. 

He referred the Flambeau to Associate 
Registrar Cieo Champagne, who in turn 
referred phone calls to Alice Harris, 
manager of the registrar's office.

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Speaker says capital punishment 
must be enforced as a deterrent

Because "nx^t criminals don't read the law books," 
Ernest Van Den Haag says, capital punishment must 
be more than just a law en the books— it must be fully 
implement^i if it is to become the deterrent it was 
intended to be. 

"Although 37 states have reformulated their 
statutes to allow capital punishment, only 15 of those 
have executed criminals," the retired Fordham 
University law professor told an audience of 80 at 
Florida State University's Carothers Buildings 
Tuesday ni^t. 

Van Den Haag's lectiare was q>on8ored by FSU*s 
Institute for Conservative ^udi^ the Intercollegiate 
Studies Institute and the James Madison Institute. 

Van Den Haag said the death penalty is required 
for justice, and he gave "two-and-a-half reasons" for 
capital punishment. The full reasons were justice and 
efficiency, while the half reason was the argument 
for incapacitation,. 

To be just, Van Den Haag said, the punishment 
should be "in proportion to the gravity of the crime 
and the cu^bility of the person committing the 
crime." 

"We are in the habit of obeying the law because we 
fear crime doesn't pay, but that is no bnger the case," 
he said, adding that life imprisonment without parole 
doesn't always mean that. 

He referred to the now-infiamous "Willie Horton" 
case used by George Bush to discredit his opponent 
during the 1^8 campaign. HorUm was a life-without- 
parole inmate who committed a murder while out on 
furlough in Maasachusetts. 

"The stronger the disincentive, the less likely you 
are to engage in the penalized behavior," he said. 
"Because <kath is irrevocable, it is the mo^ deterrent 
penalty:"

However, Van Den Haag said he only favors the 
death penalty in specific cases of murder. He said it 
would not be an efficient punishment in other crimes, 
like rape. 

"To impose a death penalty for rape would provide 
an incentive to kill the victim so that she cannot 
identify him," he explained. "Even though it may be 
just, I do not think it is expedient as it would 
jeopardize the victim's life needlessly." 

Van Den Haag said the debate over equal 
distribution of capital punishment between different 
races is not valid because it does not speak to the 
appropriateness of the punishment. 

"The argimient doesn't refer to the goodness or 
badness oS the punishment— it is not an argument 
over what is being distribirted but rather over the 
justness of its distribution," he said. "Something 
remains a good thing even if the distribution is bad." 

Van Den Haag said the "imbalance of distribution" 
can perversely benefit a group in some instances. 

Citing a Georgia statistic showing that black 
murderers are four times more likely to get the death 
penalty for killing a white victim than another black, 
he said the imbalance favors the black criminal since 
intraracial crimes are nK>re prevalent. 

Van Den Haag also tiHiched on tl^ argument that 
criminal punishment should be outlawed because it

violates the Eighth Amendment, which forbids "cruel and unusual" 
punishment. But he said the intent of the Eighth Amendment was to 
prevent judges from imposing uncustomary sentences, not to outlaw capital 

punishment. 

Van Den Haag, a psychoanalyst, said many judges are against giving 
the death sentence because "they have taken courses in sociology and 
psychology which have corrupted than into believing that bad childhoods 
are excuse for Motions.'* A murderer can be exempted from punishment 
only if compulsion can be proven, he said. 

"You can exculpate only if it can be shown that you acted in a way such 
that you could not have acted differently in that situation," he said. 

Van Den Haag proposed a 3-year limit on the appeals process for 
convicted murderers, with the the state supreme court being the highest 
appeal in most cases. He said most of the litigation process is over technical 
details, not the issue of guilt.

Positive case 

Editor: 

In his Nov. 16 letter. Jim Nash makes inaccurate 
statements about the creation view of nature. Actually, crea- 
tion of the universe and life is at least as consistent with 
science as is an uncreated, evolutionary origin. 

Nash inc<HTectly suggests that a case for creation can on- 
ly be macte by showing the prdblems of evolution. Although 
there are serious scientific problems with evolution (such as 
the lack of evolutionary "links" between all nugor types of 
plants and animals), it is also true that a positive case can 
be made for creation. 

For example, scientific observations support creation when 
they indicate beauty, symmetry and purpose fulness For ex- 
ample, if an archeological scientist found an ornate clay pot 
buri^ in the earth, he would correctly conclude that it was 
a product of creation (by man, in this case). He would see: 
(1) the beauty of its design (perhaps a result of Native 
American craftsmanship); (2) symmetry, with one side N- 
ing the mirror image of the other; and (3) purposefulness, 
e.g. for canying water. These three factors together would 
lead him to conclude that the pot must have been a product 
of creation, although he had never seen its (human) creator. 

But what if a scientist studies a flower? He will observe 
(1) beauty, unquestionably. He will observe (2) symmetry 
(rath^ than some randomly oriented shape). And he will note 
(3) pui^xjs^ulness, i.e. the flower makes more of its own kind 
of plant, ffthe scientiA is ftir, he will om^ter tiie reasonable 
possibility that the flower was created, althou^ he has never 
seen its creator. 

In fact, living things show much nM>re evidence of design 
than the clay pot. They are tremendously more complex and , 
detailed than the pot, and show a fantastic intricacy of in- j # 



teractions with other living things. They show more evittence 
for creation than the obviously -created clay pot. 

Think about such evidence. Don't just accept the opinion^ 
of one side of the creation-evolution debate, without listen 
ing to the side that siq)ports creation.

Congress, not the Gip, is to blame 
for the savings and loans disaster

Scapegoating continues to follow 
former President Ronald Reagan. 
We hUam hun for the national debt, 
yet we forg^ Congress spends all 
the mmity. We holler at him for 
creating an enormous military, yet 
we'll wave the flag when it is used. 
And now, in the midst of the sav 
ings and loans fiasco, we point our 
fingers once again toward the Gip 
per. Yet it was Congress which 
create the $500-billion disaster. 
That's right. Congress— not Ronald 
Reagan. 

In 1980, the savings and loans in- 
dustry was wallowing. Depositors 
were pulling their money out of the 
traditional thrifts because stiff 
federal regulations made them an 
unprofitable investment. Con- 
gressmen, fearing that thrifts m 
their district might become insol- 
vent, |Mi^^ three pieces of legisla- 
tion desired to save the industry. 
Upon cl(»er analysis, this "saving" 
legislation actually destroyed tfeui 
savings and loans industry. 

By passing the Depository Institu- 
tions Deregulation and Monetary 
Control Act of 1980, Congress 
deregulated Regulation Q. Previ- 
ously, uiMin' Regulation Q, thrifts 
were prohibited from paying mm 
than 5.5 percent for deposits, 
despite the fact that inflation was 
ruBBing close to 13 percent. 



S&L kingirim mml congnsslonal 
legislation to waste our money while 
our friendly Congress has wrongfully 
decided to M^ete the blame of this 
fiasco to the Reagan administration. 



Depositors, unwilling to invest in 
such low rates, withdrew and 
reinvested elsewhere. When 
Regulation Q was ultimately 
abolished, thrifts saw interest rate 
ceilings phased out, which aUm^ 
them to adjust to inflation and com- 
pete with the newly fonn^ money 
market fund. 

Result: Deposits, which had been 
in decline, were now on the increase 
as investors took advantage of the 
now liberated interest rates. 

While legislators were busy ham- 
mering out the details of DIDMCA, 
the S&L lobby convinced con- 
gressmen to increase the ^vings 
and loans insurance coverage from 
$40,000 to $100,000. Though 
federal deposit insurance had been 
created by Franklin Roosevelt to 
protect the small saver, Congress 
accepted the plea that thrifts need- 
ed deposits from a more wealthy

Dec. 14. it seems unlikely anyone 
will benefit from the changes this 

year. 

Carraway said he has received 
complaints from a few" students 
about not being able to get through 
on the phone lines since registration 
started in October. There are "a 
little more than 2,000" students 
registering during each window. 
Carraway said, hut the number has 
been as high as H.OOO 

He said nio.st of the problems stem 
from students who try to register 
before their specified date, rather 
than a lack c£ available phone lines. 

"The real problem we have is that 
students, even though they know 



their windows aren't open, are 
calling just to see if they can get 
through," Carraway said, "That 
ties up the phone lines." 

Dan Edelman, a junior biology 
major from Boca Raton, said he and 
some friends spent more than two 
hours on the phone last week trying 
to get through on the phone 
registration system 

Edelm.an said that wiien he first 
tried to register, he got a recorded 
message saying he was "not 
authorized to register at this time." 
But later the same day, the system 
allowed him to sign up for classes. 

*i just think that it's a travesty," 
he said. "At 7 or 8 m the morning 
when you're trying to get through 
and the phone won't except you 
what are you supposed to do'' 

"The worst thing about is there s 
no end in sight.

Genetically engineered foods move closer to the supermarket 



UNTTED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 

WASHINGTON-A California firm has 
taken the first step towards selling 
genetically engineered food, but consumer 
activists Tuesday charged the government is 
"asleep at the wheel" in regulating the 
controversial products. 

Calgene Inc. of Davis, Calif., asked the 
Food and Drug Administration Monday to 
issue an advisory opinion on the use of a 
foreign gene in tomatoes and cotton and in 



rapeseed plants used to make cooking oil. 

The request marks the first time the FDA 
has been asked to evaluate a component of 
genetically engineered plants to be used as 

food. 

The gene, which confers resistence to 
antibiotics, is not intended to have any 
beneficial effect on the plants, but simply 
acts as a marker to help scientists track the 
efifectiven^ and longevity of gene insertion. 
Other genes that impart desired traits, like 



better growth or ability to ward off pests, sure 
sometimes linked to the marker gene before 
insertion into plants. 
"What we are looking at is opening 

channels and clearing the way for the use of 
the marker gene in various food products," 
said Michele Janis, a spokeswoman for 
Calgene. 

If that works out, Calgene said it plans to 
ask the FDA to review food crops containing 
foreign genes that have an active effect, such 



as enhancing growth or resisting insects. 

However, as genetically engineered foods 
move closer to the supermarket, consumer 
and environmental groups are warning that 
the FDA has failed to take precautions to 
ensure the safety of such products. 

Genetic engineering involves taking a gene 
from one plant or animal and inserting it 
into another living creature. The gene then 
acts to spur production of a protein not 
normally found in the recipient.

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Hunting hogs with dogs is one 
ig issue for game commission

When the Florida Game Fresh Water Fish 
Commission holds its meeting Friday to set next 
season's game laws, their (tecisions wiU affect more 
than the average hunter. 

According to Doug Flott. the President of the Hog 
Hunters Association of Flonda. the policies adopted 
will have significant aft'ects on economies of the state's 
towns and residents as well as the entirety of the 
conservation movement. 

For example, small towns like Perry—located fifty 
miles east rf Tallahassee— will be largely affect^. 
Perry has no major economic or tourist value, but its 
densely packed forests appeal to a different kind of 
interest group— that is, hunters. In fact, Perry's 
forests are designated wildlife refuges and are 
uninhabitable. 

Thick forests and muddy overgrown swamps are 
places average people don't enter, yet these lands are 
vital to the natural survival of various animal species. 

And even some peqile rely on the lands fcH* survival. 
That's why Perty native Ed Shiver— whose father and 
grandfather provided all the food for their 
household- has a special interest in what the game 
commission decides Friday. 

Shiver, along with other small-town Floridians, 
stand to lo.se or gain a great deal. 

Flott, who supports the game commission whole- 
heartedly, suggests only minor alterations in policy. 
Flott believes hog hunters should be able to hunt with 
dogs on more designated public Type II lands, which 
make up a majca-ity of public refuges. Type II is a 
classification of public lands that allow hunting. Type 
I lands only allow camping. 

General "still" hunting is allowed for both hogs and 
deer, but the game commi^ion only allows hunting 
deer with dogs. 
This policy has disgruntled some hog hunters. 
"Hog hunters have to pay the same taxes for the 
same licence as deer hunters. We should be treated 
the same (on Type 11 lands)," Flott said. 

Some other arguments come from Shiver, a 
professional hog hunter who has seen the dwindling 
number of {^ple participate in hog hunting on local 
land. Shiver said that the number of hog hunters in 
his area are considerably less than there would be if 
the game commission kx)sened their restrictions. 

But Shiver, too, supports the commission. He said, 
"We appreciate the steps the state has tak'^n for hog 
hunters in recent years." 

But the strongest argument against the game 
commission con^s from scientists at the University 
of Florida who study and monitor hog populations. Dr. 
Paul Gibbs who contributed to a published study on 
commercial and recreational importance of feral

swine does not believe hog hunting with dogs will 
affect the numbers of hogs in Florida. 

"I frankly don't think hunting with dogs will 
significantly reduce the hog population in Florida. 
Hunting with dogs is not that efficient when it comes 
to hogs," Gibbs said. 

Gibbs' report notes that although Florida has the 
largest population of hogs in the U.S., the economic 
importance of feral swine lies only in the recreational 
sector. Simply put, these hogs are not raised 
coRunercially as livestock. 

But for regions like Perry which have strong 
populations of hogs, the tax-suj^rted wildlife refuges 
have economic importance to people both in and 
outside of the state. Good hunting in North Florida 
attracts people from Gewgia and Alabama as well as 
Florida. 

So why are dogs important to hunters? 

For one, dogs can chase hogs through the woods and 
spot them fcM* the hunter. Hogs are one of the most 
intelligent animals. They are perhaps the only 
huntable animal that does not mlely rely on instinct 
to get out of life-threatening situations. 

Hogs can think their way out of situations, and they 
provide perhaps the most challenging hunting in 
Florida. For example. Flott said that one time he had 
a hog trapped in a cage, but the animal used his body 
mass to move the cage over toward a nearby tree, and 
then it u%d a tree branch as a tool to escape. 

Previous popular thought was that humans and 
primates were the only land mammals with the 
ability to use tools. 

Also, when being tracked, hogs hide in tall saw 
gra.ss in swamps when being pursued, knowing 
humans and dogs cannot follow them in In such 
surroundings, a hunter knows that he and his dogs 
can be seriously injured or killed if they go m after 
their game. 

So when Flott goes before the game commission 
Friday— any citizen can attend the meeting— he will 
be asking (or provisions to allow the hog hunter the 
same rights as other hunters.

Slow start looked devastating 
but FAMU reached Its goal

In the early going, Florida A&M's football team 
l(X)ked to have about as much chance of winning it's 
conference as the Denver Bit>ncos have of winning a 
Super Bowl. 

But a>i so often happens in the wacky, kooky and 
crazy world of collegiate sports, the R<ittlers. who 
finished 7-4. recovered from a dismal 1-3 start to win 
iheir first-ever outright Mid-Eastern Athletic 
Conference title with a 6-0 record. 

"I'm very proud that this team came back to win 
the title," FAMU Coach Ken Riley said. "The most 
impressive part was how the players lK)uifced back 
after such a slow start ' 

The year began with FAMU hosting Tuskegee 
University, a school the Rattlers had blown out in 
their previous meeting. In what would become a sign 
of things to come. FAMU gave up tons of yardage, 
most of it commg through the air, as they lost an 
oflFensive slugfest, 39-34, when Tuskegee scored in the 
final minute. 

The Rattlers boun<^ back to defeat Mississippi 
Valley State, the only non-conference team FAMU 
would defeat during the year. But they followed the 
win w ith back to-back leases to Tennessee State and 
Alabama State. 

The problem was not the offense, which mostly 
showcased senior halfback Amir Rasul in the 
beginning, but it was the inability of the defense to 
keep opponents from scoring— a lot. 

The first key turning ipoint in the season occured 
when the Rattlers met their first conference foe of the 
season in North Carolina A&T on the first Saturday 
of October.

During that game, 
the FAMU defense tot- 
ally dominated the 
high-powered Aggie's 
offense, and the Rat- 
tlers squeaked out a 
17 15 victory— little did 
anybody know what 
that win would lead to 
for the Rattlers. 

The biggest turning 
point of FAMU's season 
took place the next 
week when FAMU went 
up against Delaware 
State. Rattlers junior 
quarterback Tony Ezell turned that game into a 
personal showcase, breaking or tying five .school 
passing records and giving a glimpse of what was to 
come. 

Ezell's emergence was particularly important duo 
to the fact that every team that FAMU would play 
keyed on stopping Rasul's running. Rasul gained over 
100 yards in both of the first two games, but found 
the going increasingly difficult as the season wore on. 

After the Delaware St. game, Ezell continued his 
assault on the FAMU record book and enjoyed a 
career year. For the year he completed 141 of 29L' 
attempts for 2.302 yards and 20 touchdowns. All told, 
Ezell broke eight school passing records and tied two 
others. 

The Rattlers next game was a Homecoming win 
against South Carolina State followed by a thrashing 
of lowly Morgan State.

FAMU was rirung a four-game win streak when it 
traveled to Baton Rouge, La., to take on Southern 
University, a non-conference foe. After taking a 30-14 
lead at halftime, the Rattlers played what was 
undoubtedly Uieir wor^ half of the year, getting 
out scored 34-0 in the final two quarters. 

Nevertheless, it was not a conference game, and 
FAMU was still perched atop the MEAC standings 
with a 4-0 record. All the Rattlers had to do was beat 
perennial power Howard University to clinch at least 
a tie for the title— which they did. 

The Rattlers had shared the MEAC title before, in 
1^2 and 1988, hat had never won the awn outright. 
To ac<»mplish that, FAMU had to beat it's biggest 
rival, Bethune-Cookman in Tampa in the sei^n 
finale. 

The RattlCTS won the fight-marred game, 42-20. and 
they were crowned MEAC champs. Unfortunately for 
FAMU. the annual clash with B-CC takes place on 
the same weekend that the Division 1-AA playoffs 
start. 

Rasul ended the season with his first lOO-yard game 
since the second game of the season. With that 
yardage, he bnt>ke the 1,000-yard rushing barrier, the 
first time for a Rattler since 1984.

Rasul finished the season with 1.012 yards and 
eight rushing touchdowns. He also fimshed second on 
the team with 22 receptions for 264 yards and a 
touchdown. 

With the escplosive Eiell-Rasul duo garnering most 
of the publicity, it's easy to overlook the fine season 
by William Carroll. The sophomore defensive back 
collected nine interceptions to tie a school reci^rd 

Caroll. Craig Hall and the linebacker duo of KtMth 
Austin and Cedrick Jones led a defense that look it's 
share of abuse, but seemed to come up with the big 
play when needed. Hall intercepted four passes and 
Austin and Jones finished 1-2 in t£K:kles. 

The kicking game was ^lid as usual, but it will be 
hard to replace the departing Jimmy Vertuno. All 
Vertuno did was become the all-time leading scorer 
in FAMU histor>'. finishing his four years with 230 
points, breaking Al Frazier's 35-year old record of 205 
points. 

For his efforts. Vertuno was named to the All-

"You learn how to cope witli U." Ferg\ison said "It's all 
m fun and games I just let it stay at that. I don't take it to 
a pmnt where it's really serious. 

"When my team is playing, of course. I'm for them. Any 
other time, when FSU or any other Florida schools are 
playing. I'm a die-hard fan for them too." 

To make things even more ironic for Fergu^m. his family 
ow ns a Ford dealership m Auburn.

Child pom arrest 

A 26 -year-old man was arrest^ for possession of 
child pornography in a joint of^ration by U.S. 
Customs, the Leon County Sheriffs Office and the 

State Attorney's OfTice early Thursday morning, 
sheriffs office spokesperson Dick Simpson said 
Thursday 

Todd Randal Maupin, who gave his address as 824 
Martin St., was arrested after he received a video tape 
of six child pornography nMvies mailed to him by the 
United States Customs Office. Simpson said Maupin 
was targeted fm the ^ing operation after deputies 
received ^veral complaints from parents almit him 
"on several occasions going aiMl takii^ pii^ures ot 
small children " 

Simpson said deputies received permission from 
Maupin to search his house in March and found 20 30 
pictures of children, which the spokesperson 
emphasis wwe not illegal. After the ^arch, 
however, «^uties submitted Maupin*s name to U.S. 
Customs oflRcials who run a prc^am called Circe, 
which is an operation desigMd to nab child 
pornographers. 

According to Walter Kreitlow, special agent with 
the U.S. Customs Service, a person who is 
■ predisposed to that type of hehavior" is a candidate 
for a sting. Although Simpson and Kreitlow would not 
sp«:ify the criteria used for a person to be targeted 
for investigation, Simpson did say Maupin qualified 
for the program, at least in ^urt because he had taken 
pictures of children. 

Kreitlov. said Maupin was mailed a questionnaire 
frwn a fictional mail wder oimpany . Maupin specified 



The position is subject to Senate 
confirmation, and he has already 
lined up the hacking of Florida's 
two senators.

Martinez' office announced his 
departure from Tallahassee 
Thursday about three Imuts after he 
left the state capital, but did not 
give a rea^n.

Kreitlow said the Circe program operated within 
the law and is not considered entrapment because the 
agents target specific people carefully. He also said 
catching people possessing child porn is very difficult. 

"Trying to capture someone who may or may not 
be a pedophile is tough ... we have to get down in 
the gutter and root them out," he said. 

Maupin was taken to the heon County Jail and is 
being held in lieu of $100,(XX) bond. 

Ci^e bust 

A 25-year-old man was arrested after he fought with 
a police officer who later found cocaine in his car, 
Tallahassee Police Department siK>kes^rson Mark 
Meadows said. 

Shelton VanOv^er. was driving a car in the 800 block 
of Alabama Street when an officer pulled him over 
because he saw the passenger allegedly drinking a 
beer. When police spotted what they thought was 
crack cocaine in the car, VanOver became violent. 
Meadows said. 

"The suspect struck the officer and kicked at him 
as he tried to break free of the officer, " he said.

National Football League Commissioner Paul Tagliabue made a 
welcome move this week in fining New England Patriots football 
players for sexually harassing Boston Globe reporter Lisa Olson. 

On Sept. 17, former Florida State University football player Zeke 
Mowatt exposed his genitals while teammates Robert Perryman— 
who now plays with the Cowboys— and Michael Timpson cheered 
Mowatt on. 

For their actions, Tagliabue handed Mowatt a $12,500 fine and gave 
thugs Timpson and Perryman $5,(K)0 fines. 

The conmiissioner could have made the penalties more severe by 
suspending the players, but making them pay for their actions is 
enoi;^h to make football players think twice about harassing reporters 
in the future. Although Mowatt was the only person who exposed his 
genitals, Timpson and Perryman were just as guilty by verbally 
condoning Mowatt 's actions. 

With his decision, Tagliabue sent the menage that the NFL won't 
tolerate such heinous acts. And in an attempt to ensure the incident 
won't happen again, the commissioner is making Patriots owner 
Victor Kiam dole out $25,000 for instructional materials on how to 
deal responsibly with the news media. He is also forcing Kiam to pay 
an additional $25,000 because the team *'never vigorously sought the 
facts about what happened." 

It is understandable that football players may feel uncomfortable 
being interviewed by a female reporter directly after a game, before 
they have time to shower and gel dressed. Maybe the lockerroom 
policy should be changed. But that still does not give any players the 
right to sexually harass a reporter who is there to do a job. 

Dam refreshing 

The Environmental Protection Agency actually did its job for a 
change. 

Last week, EPA Administrator William Reilly decided to veto 
construction ai the controversial Two Forks Dam in Colorado. The 
$1 billion project was proposed so that a rapidly growing Denver 
metropolis would continue to have easily accessible water supplies 
in the future. 

Unfortunately, building the project would also ensure the flooding 
of thousands of acres of important wetlands and prime wilderness, 
and the d^ruction of a scenic canyon. 

Reilly, under a provision of the Clean Water Act, said that was 
unacceptable. Other purees of water could be found that did not bode 
so badly for the environment, he said. 

He's right. Of course, those alternatives are probably not as cheap 
as the dam, but it's worth the extra money. Natural beauty carries 
no price tag, but once it's "bou^t*' it can't be replaced. 

The fight over the dam, which has been raging since the proposal 
began receiving serious attention 10 years ago, is far from over. 
Development interests who have already spent $40 million in 
planning money are sure to challenge Reilly's veto in federal court. 

But Reilly should be given credit for his bold stance. If allowed to 
stand, his veto would substantially bolster a weak Clean Water Act. 
His move also gives some hope that federal policy can move in a 
different direction, one that doesn't overlook the environment when 
it comes to development matters.

County signs affidavit, but 
clinic funds not guaranteed

When Leon County Commission Chair Don Price 
signed a city affidavit requiring the county to disclose 
any ties to South Africa ^u'lier this week, he was sure 
it meant $250,000 of city fuirfs would be freed up for 
the construction of a satellite health clinic in 
Frenchtown. 

But City Attorney Jim English said Thursday night 
the county won't ^vt any money until the city 
purchasing administrator reviews the document and 
determines the county is eligible to do business with 
the city under terms of Tallahassee's anti-apartheid 
ordinance. 

Price said he thought negotiations were complete 
and the city could transfer the money, which is 
targeted for purchasing land where tl^ satellite clinic 

would be built. 

'"As far as I know the county has complied with 
everything the city wanted." Price said Thursday 
night. '*It sounds like a lot of bureaucratic red tape 
to me." 

The city's anti-apartheid ordinance requires all 
persons or entities wishing to do business with the 
city to fill out an affidavit disclosing business (flings 
%vith apartheid South Africa. Under the ordinance, 
companies which are not divested may not do business 
with the city. 

The city requires the afTidavit from the county 
because the county s retirement pension plan is not 
divested. 

The city's $250,000 for the land purchase would 
work together with $1.43 million appropriated for the 
clinic by the Florida Legislature earlier this year. 

The state money is contingent u|K)n the county 
receiving the city fundii^. Should the city puxt^hasing

administrator find the county ineligible to do business 
with the city, the county stands to lose the state 
money, endangering the completion of the clinic 
project. 

The clinic would be an extension of the Leon County 
Public Health Unit. It would serve inner-city residente 
who would otherwise have to go to the main clinic 
w est of town. The operation would include an AIDS 

outpatiet clinic. 

At first, county commissioners opted against signing 
the atridavii. fearing the pension plan would prevent 
them from meeting the ordinance s tough standards. 

But county attorneys advised commissioners that 
the ordinance applies only to companies that do 
husuuss with the city. Price signed the affidavit 
Wednesday. 

City Purchasing Administrator Lu Williams said 
she has not received the county's affidavit. But when 
she does, the county will be reviewed like any other 
entity seeking to conduct business with the city, she 
said. 

"It's not going to be any exception; it will go through 
the normal process," Williams said. "We will evaluate 
them based on their involvement in South Africa, if 
any."

Voting for the resolution were the 
United States, the Soviet Union. 
Britain. France, Canada, Colombia, 
the Ivory Coast. Ethiopia. Finland, 
Malaysia. Zaire and Romania. 

The resolution said Iraq has 
refused to comply with U.N. 
resolutions "in flagrant contempt of 
the council" and gave Iraq "one 
final opportunity, as a pause of 
goodwill," to withdraw the 
400,000-pl\is troops that have 
occupied Kuwait since Aug. 2. 

It "authorizes memter states 
cooperating w it h the government of 
Kuwait, unless Iraq on or before 
January 15, 1991, fully implements 
... the foregoing Resolutions, to use 
all necessary means to uphold and 
implement Security Council 
Resolution ^0 and all sul^equent 
relevant re^lutions and to restore 
international peace and security in 
the area. 

The council requested all states to 
"provide appropriate support" for 
the actions undertaken to force Iraq 



to withdraw. 

Nine votes are neecfed to pass a 
resolution if none of the five 
permanent members— the United 
States, the Soviet I'nion. Britain. 
China and France— casts a negative 
vote, which constitutes a veto. 

It was the second time the U.N. 
authorized use of force. On July 7, 
1950, the council voted 7-0, with 
three abstentions, to allow a 
multinational force under U.S. 
command to fight with South Korea 
against North Korea, which was 
mostly helped by the new 
communist regime in Beijing. 

The Soviet Union did not 
participate because it was 
boycotting the U.N. to protest the 
fart that the Chineses U.N. seat was 
occupied by the exiled government 
in Taipei The Korean War lasted 
three years. 

Kuwait Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah Al-.Ahmad Al -Iaher called 
Thursday s meeting a "landmark of 
united staml to condemn aggression 
and the ensure that the future will 
be ruled by international law." 

Before the vote, Iraq's U.N. 
Ambassador Abdul Amir Al-Anbari 
accused the United States of trying 



to subjugate other counti*ies to the 
"American order," of denying Iraq 
a peace dialogue and of imposing a 
"logic of arrogance and brutality ." 

Al-Anbari said the resolution was 
issued under the "U.S. hegemony ... 
which has shown an arbitrary and 
biased behavior" towiird Iraq and 
he repeated his government's 
demand to link the withdrawal of 
Iraq from Kuwait to the Israeli 
withdrawal from the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

"Middle East's problems cannot 
be isolated from each other," Al- 
Anbari said. 

Yemen's ambassador to the U.N., 
Abdalla Saleh Al-Ashtal, said his 

country could not support the 

resolution, despite voting for 
previous resolutions calling for an 
Iraqi withdrawal from Kuwait. 

He said the wording of the 
resolution was "so broad and 
vague" that the use of force would 
not be limited to just implementing 
previous resolutions and that it 
would undermine the democratic 
process in the Gulf region, which 
has been severely hurt economically 
by the U.N. trade sanctions.

victims have been women, and the 
World Health Organization 
estimates that percentage will 
mcrease m the 1990s. 

WHO estimates that of the 
600,000 reported AIDS cases in the 
1980s, 150,000 of those were 
reported by women. WHO alK> 
predicts that 200,000 of the 
forecasted 500,000 people to 
contract Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome in 1990 and 
1991 will be women.

by the cashier's office. Sylvia 

Robinson, who oversees check 
distribution, couldn't be reached for 
comment Thursday. 

But interim Financial Aid 
Director Robert McCloud, who 
doesn't serve on the committee, said 
he asked that it be formed last 
spring. 

"We saw where students were 
having such a problem with that 
and we wanted to help," McCloud 
said. "Everyone wants to help get 
the students out of those lines 
quicker, or have no lines." 

To help speed up those lines, the 
financial aid department is 
providing six employees to work 
with the cashier's office during the 
spring check distribution. 

Financial aid employees have also 
been going through training 
seminars and programs. McCloud 
said that because the employees are 



more efficient and have a higher 
morale, the largest amount of 
money in the school's history will be 
ready for distribution in January. 

The review committee also made 
several other recommendations: 

•Students will be able to tell the 
cashiers at check disbursement if 
they don't want to pay the fee to 
support the Florida Public Interest 
Research g^-oup, the local branch of 
a national lobbying group. 

Waugh said that although the 
$2.50 fee on tuition bills to support 
FPIRG is c^tional, the charge is 
automatically deducted from many 
students' financial aid checks. 

Although the funding process for 
FPIRG has been questioned by 
some students, Waugh said the new 
policy is not meant to discourage 
people from contributing to the 
group. 

•*We just think students need to 
be aware this is an optional fee," 
Waugh said. "We're not trying to 
cause problems for FPIRG." 

•Representatives from parking 



services and Marriot Food Corp. 
will be on hand to let students know 
how much they will have to pay for 
parking stickers and campus meal 
plans. 

•A computerized inquiry system 
will be put in place so students can 
check on how much money they owe 

the university for tuition and other 
fees and the status of their financial 
aid checks. 

•In the future, committee 
members said they hope to work out 
a system where student financial 
aid can be credited to Seminole 
Access Card accounts. Seminole 
Access is a new credit card that can 
be used to pay fees and buy books 
and other products throughout 
campus. 

McCloud also said the university 
may consider mailing financial aid 
checks to students before they 
arrive on campus. 

Students who have 
suggestions on how to improve 
financial aid distribution can 
caU Waugh at 644-1811.

It's the holiday season. Which means parties, big parties, with 
decorations, lots of people and holiday cheer.

Epicurean Caterers is one of the most extravagant caterers in the area. 
This award-winning catering service has catered parties of all sizes, with 
dinners ranging from (on average) $12 a person all the way up to $500 
a person. Epicurean boasts the largest kitchen in the area and can prepare 
almost anything for its clients. They are not the only extravagant caterer 
in Tallahassee, though. 

Bascom's Wedge and Wineglass is another high-class full-service caterer. 
Their prices range from about $5 a person for a platter arrangement to 
about $40 for very extravagant hors d'ouerves. But for these prices, the 
quality of food and service is the highest. The bottom line is, though, get 
ready to pay if you're going for the extravagant. 

In contrast, there are lower priced, but still very reputable caterers. The 
availability of all types of food might not be the same, but the selection 
is not by any means smaller. The Grand Finale, for example, offers a wide 
variety of menu items, but can't create everything. Their prices range from 
$1 a person (for a platter arrangement) all the way up to about $300. 
Another smaller caterer is Clyde's and Costello's, whose prices start at 
around $10 a person. 

Still other caterers get down to the very specific, limited "theme" 
arrangements. Caterers such as Jim and Milt's Bar-B-Q can arrange for 
a cookout party, supplying various meats, side orders, tea or lemonade. 
For Chinese, there's Lucy Ho's, for Middle East there is Mounir's, and 
a host of other caterers that specialize. 

Tallahassee is lucky— there is a very healthy catering world here, and 
the competition is fierce. 

"There are some very capable and competitive caterers (in Tallahassee),'" 
said Guy Thompson of Clyde's and Costello's. "Tallahassee has the least 
expensive food and drink anywhere I've been. Quality for the dollar is 
excellent here." 




Meier adds, "I think there is an abundance of available caterers. (But) 
be sure to compare apples to apples. Be sure you are comparing the same 
quality, quantity and punctuality." 

Animosity is not evident in any of the competitors, though. Caterers 
know what thev have to do. 

"It's a wide open field," said David Hargi'ove of Jim and Milt's. "Banjo's 
does a good job. And Sonny's (Pit Bar BQ) does a good job. Catering takes 
a personality. I take a personal touch to it." 

If you're going to use a caterer this holiday season, you might want to 
plan soon. Caterers are busy this time of year. So plan ahead, and enjoy 
the special touch of the caterers of Tallahassee.

Two of the all-time gi-eat music ians, pianist Cu'or^'e 
Shearing and clarinetist Richard Stoltzman. will 
perform Sunday night in Ruby Diamond Auditorium 
on Florida State University's campus. 

Shearing's recording career reads like a who's who 
of both jazz and classical music. His "September in 
the Rain" recording in 1947 made him world famous. 
Other illustrious recordings with Nat "Kinp" Cole. 
Pegg>- Lee and Wes Montgomery hold similar status 
among music lovers. He discovered the singer Nancy 
Wilson. Every trade journal and jazz poll has sung 
his praises. 

Stoltzman has been proclaim^ the greatest 
clarinetist of the century by the Washington Post. He 
won a Grammy for a recording of Brahms and has 
more than 20 solo albums, as well as many jazz and

buffet table. I ask for the menu while Dorrie piles a 
pink plate full. 
She comes back with vegetable stir-fry, Thai 

barbecue chicken, curi-y chicken, egg rolls, rice 
noodles and ginger pork. All fresh, all great tasting, 
she says. The menu's massive, hut the price range 
isn't. It runs from $5.95 to $7.95, and everything's 
on it— duck, vegetarian, squid, beef, fish, shrimp, pork, 
shrimp. 

Ever noticed how obsessed the Thai people are with 
coconut? I ask Dorrie. She's too busy eating to answer 
and I decide on buffet.

i was bored and I wanted to 

dance," said Neasman, a 1988 
Florida State University graduate. 
"So I talked to friends of mine that 
I knew danced and asked them it 
they d be interested m dancing 

Neasman 's moment of boredom 
has lead to "Attitude," a seven 
woman jazz/street dance team that 
was created in February. The 
dancers perform to music that is 
lively and straight out of today's 
hottest dance clubs. 

According to the group's founder, 
the name of the troupte reflects a 
philosophy. 

"Always during practice, I say, 
'You can't just dance it, you have to 
give it an attitude,' *' said Neasman, a dancer for 12 
years. "One oSthe girls said call ourselves 'Attitude.'" 
The two-hour, three-times-a-week rigorous 
rehearsals that the group goes through would leave 
most people begging for mercy and paramedics. But 
the dancers know it's all a part of givii^ the public 
a perfected and professional show. 

.\easman. a former FSU Marching Chiefs majorette, 
said the point of the highly energized rehearsals is 
to make the group whole. 

"When we dance we have seven girls dancing but 
the object is to look like one," she said. 

That idea of working together as one is a driving 
force within the group, according to "Attitude" 
manager Yashica D'Angelo, a FSU communications 
major. She said the dance squad is headed towards 
bigger and better things. 

' Everyone's mindset is that this is a professional 
atmosphere and this isn't some little whim," said FSU 
senior D'Angelo. "The main goal is to get it where 
'Attitude' doesn't have to call people to book shows. 
People will call us." 

The dancers have been a fixture at the Moon on 
Wednesday and Saturday nights since February, and 
Neasman said the Wednesday night crowd does not 
go for any half-stepping. 

"For us to get in front of that Wednesday night 
crowd and have them enjoy it is really something 
because they're a hard crowd to dance for," she said. 
"If you mess up they'll call you out in a heartbeat, 
they'll point out your mistakes." 

Scott Carswell, manager of the Moon, said the 
troupe has been well-received at each performance.

"They have a great group and are lots of fun and 
easy to work with," he said. "They do a good job of 
selecting the music and they have good dance 
choreography. They keep their act fresh and 

energetic." 

While her hips are moving and feet are grooving, 
Maria Garrett, 23, said she releases stress. 

"The feeling that I get when I'm on stage 
performing is like a special feeling inside that's hard 
to describe, " said Tampa native Garrett. "It's like 
some kind of high." 

Putting together dance routines is a neverending 
but enjoyable task for Neasman. She said she spends 
about seven hours weekly choreographing and the 
ideas come to her everywhere. 

"W'hen I make up a dance, I'm not standing up 
doing it," Neasman said. "I'm either sitting down 
watching TV. in bed or sitting at work. I don't just 
sit there and say I have two hours to make up a dance; 
I do it in pieces." 

Putting in the time at rehearsal is all worth it for 
Stephanie Kemp, an FSU interior design major who 
has never had formal dance training. She said being 
in front of an audience is the best reward for all the 
hard work. 

"I get a personal satisfaction, it's like something 
you're trying to do your best at," Kemp said. "I like 
the groove. I like to move to the rhythm and when 
I hear a beat, I've ^^ot to move. 

"When I'm in front of the crowd, I feel that I get off." 

"Attitude" will perform Saturday at the Moon 
at midnight and 1 a.m.

Finally there is an artist who can boast more names 
than Brett Easton Ellis. 

Former Bad Brains vocalist Paul Hudson a.k.a Ras 
Hailu Gabriel -Joseph I. who now goes by the moniker 
Human Rights, or HR for short, will bring hi> new- 
band to the Moon tonight. But don't expect to hear 
a sound even remotely similar to the unpredictable 
and angst-laden thrash music HR frequently belted 
out when he was still with the Brains. 

"HR is no longer the angry young man of modern 
rock." according to HR's press packet. 

Well, modern rock's loss is reggae's gain. On his 
recently released album ('har^c, HR wastes little in 
proving that he can master a multitude of musical 
genres. 

For the present, HR's reggae exploits rank w ith the 
best current stuff available. Charge is exceptionally 
clean and well-mixed for a reggae album. Unlike 
many vintage reggae efforts that are famous for crude 

production. HR's new release fits in well with second 
generation hopc^fuls like Andrew Tosh and Ziggy 
Marley who attempt to bring the music up to date 
technologically .vithout losing the -lab induced srail 
of then- foretathers i!iterall\ fnr To.sh and Mai'ley. 

Fb.e i.uaiui iOi pound sound that can he found on 
Charge is sure to astound. The bass lines are .solid, 
meandering and a wee bit jazzy. The four guitar 
players on the album adequately, but not remarkably, 
produce the subtle tone that is all that reggae requires 
from guitars, but they maintain the steady "upbeat'" 
strumming that is custnniary for the reggae sound. 
The mfrequem usage oi horns and keyboards on the 
album also lend to the pre\ lously mentioned jazz\ 
touch on the disc.

Hard to believe, but Saturday 
night's Florida State-Florida 
matchup is the first time in 33 
games that the two teams have 
played ea^ other with both teams 
being ranked ammg the nation's 
top ten. 

For the 8-2 Seminoles. the game 
gives the team a chance to redeem 
themselves m front of a national T\' 
audience via ESPN and make 
believers out of skeptics who doubt 
FSU is a top-noteh team. 

Ck^h BMiy Bowden, who 7-7 agEunst the Gi^ffs, 
knows that winai^ is eveiything in the month of 
Noveml^r. 

"This shapes up to be one of the biggest Florida- 
Florida State games ever with both teams being in 
the top ten," he said "Mavbe we've learned enough 
and have gotten good enough that we're ready to

The 9-1 GaUnrs are ranked sixth by UPI and fourth 
by the flambeau coming into ^e 7:36 p.m. kick<^. 
The Seminoles find themselves two plM^ behind the 
Gators in both of those polls. 

For the Gators, the game is their season finale, and 
they would relish being the spoiler in FSU's attempt 
to finish among the top three teams in the country 
for the fourth consecutive year. 

For the Seminoles, they reap the benefits of $1.6 
million from the Blockbuster Bowl, but they may end
